Wednesday,  February  21,  1917. 

The  members  of  the  Senate  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Senator  A.  L.  Castle,  who  was  absent  owing  to  his  illness, 
met  in  regular  session  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  with  Senator  G.  P.  Kamauoha 
as  Temporary  President. 

The  Chair  called  upon  Rev.  Akaiko  Akana  to  offer  prayer. 

Senator  Chillingworth  moved  that  a  Special  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials, consisting  of  three,  be  appointed.  This  motion  was  seconded  by 
Senator  Correa,  and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote  carried.  The  Chair  there- 
upon appointed  Senators  B.  H.  Makekau,  S.  L.  Desha,  and  Chas.  F. 
Chillingworth   as  the   Special  Committree   on  Credentials. 

Senator  Correa  moved  that  the  Chair  appoint  a  Temporary  Clerk. 
Seconded  by  Senator  Quinn  and  carried,  whereupon  the  Chair  appointed 
O.  P.  Soares  as  Temporary  Clerk. 
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At  10:15  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  Senate  stood  in  recess  subject  to  the  call  of 
the  Chair. 

When  the  Senate  reconvened  at  10:25  o'clock  a.  m.,  Senator  Makekau, 
for  the  Special  Committee  on  Credentials,  presented  a  report  (Spl.  Com. 
Hep.  No.  1)  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  as  follows:

Upon  motion  made  by  Senator  S.  P.  Correa,  seconded  by  several  of 
the  other  Senators,  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Credentials 
was  adopted. 

The  motion  by  Senator  Makekau  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  wait  upon  the  Chief  Justice  with  the  request  that  he  ad- 
minister the  oath  of  office  to  the  members,  having  been  seconded  by 
Senator  Chillingworth  and  carried,  the  Chair  appointed  Senators  R.  W. 
Shingle,  H.  A.  Baldwin,  and  J.  H.  Coney. 
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At  10:30  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  Senate  stood  in  recess  subject  to  the  call  of 
the  Chair. 

The  Chief  Justice  appearing  at  10:32  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  Senate  recon- 
vened, whereupon  the  members  were  duly  sworn. 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Shingle,  seconded  by  Senator  Chilli ngworth, 
the  rules  of  the  Senate  of  1915  were  adopted  as  temporary  rules  for 
the  present  session. 

Upon  motion  made  by  Senator  Correa,  seconded  by  Senator  Chilling- 
worth  and  carried,  the  Senate  proceeded  with  its  permanent  organization. 

Nominations  for  President  of  the  Senate  being  in  order,  Senator 
Baldwin  nominated  Senator  Chillingworth.  Having  seconded  the  nomina- 
tion, Senator  Coney  moved  that  further  nominations  close.  Upon  being 
seconded  by  several  of  the  Senators  and  put  to  a  vote,  the  motion 
carried. 

Senator  Coney's  motion  that  the  Temporary  Clerk  be  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  for  Senator  Chillingworth  as  President  of  the  Senate  of 
the  Legislature  of  1917,  having  been  duly  seconded  and  carried,  the 
Temporary  Clerk  was  so  instructed;  which  being  done,  the  Temporary 
President  declared  Senator  Chillingworth  duly  elected  President  of  the 
Senate. 

Senator  Pacheco  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
escort  the  newly-elected  President  to  the  Chair.  This  motion  was  second- 
ed by  Senator  Coney,  and  upon  being  put  by  the  Chair  carried,  where- 
upon Senators  Pacheco  and  Coney  were  duly  appointed  a  committee  of 
two  to  escort  the  newly-elected  President  to  the  chair. 

Having  been  escorted  to  the  chair,  the  President,  with  well-chosen 
words,  thanked  the  Senators  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  him. 

The  President  having  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Vice- 
President  of  the  Senate,  Senator  Kamauoha  nominated  Senator  Makekau, 
which  nomination  was  seconded  by  Senator  Shingle. 

Senator  Desha  moved  that  nominations  close,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Senator  Correa,  and  carried. 

Senator  Correa 's  motion  that  the  Temporary  Clerk  be  instructed 
to  cast  the  ballot  for  Senator  Makekau  as  Vice-President  of  the  Senate 
of  the  Legislature  of  1917,  having  been  seconded  by  Senator  Desha,  and 
carried,  the  Temporary  Clerk  was  so  instructed;  which  being  done,  the 
President  declared  Senator  Makekau  duly  elected  Vice-President  of  the 
Senate. 

The  President  having  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Clerk 
of  the  Senate,  Senator  Shingle  nominated  O.  P.  Scares,  which  nomination 
was  seconded  by  Senator  Pacheco. 

Senator  Desha  moved  that  nominations  close,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Senator  Correa,  and  carried. 

The  President  thereupon  declared  O.  P.  Soares  duly  elected  Clerk  of 
the  Senate. 

The  President  having  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Assistant 
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Clerk  of  the  Senate,  Senator  W.  T.  Bobinson  nominated  M.  T.  Lyons, 
which  nomination  was  seconded  by  Senator  E.  W.  Quinn,  and  carried. 

Senator  Desha  moTed  that  nominations  close,  which  motion  was  second- 
ed by  Senator  Correa,  and  carried. 

Senator  Correa 's  motion  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot 
for  M.  T.  Lyons  as  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  having  been  duly 
seconded  and  carried,  the  Clerk  was  so  instructed;  which  being  done,  the 
President  declared  M.  T.  Lyons  duly  elected  Assistant  Clerk  of  the 
Senate. 

The  President  having  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  of  the  Senate,  Senator  Makekau  nominated  Abraham  Kaleiho-a, 
which  nomination  was  seconded  by  Senator  M.  A.  Mikaele.  Senator 
Baldwin  nominated  Geo.  L.  Desha,  which  nomination  was  seconded  by 
Senator  Bobert  Hind. 

Senator  Correa  moved  that  nominations  close,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Senator  Desha,  and  carried. 

The  President  thereupon  named  Senators  Coney  and  Pacheco  as  tellers. 
The  vote  being  taken.  Senator  Coney,  on  behalf  of  the  tellers,  an- 
nounced the  results  as  follows: 


The  President  having  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Chaplain 
of  the  Senate,  Senator  Desha  nominated  Bev.  Akaiko  Akana,  which  nom- 
ination was  seconded  by  Senator  Shingle. 

Senator  Correa  moved  that  nominations  close,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Senator  Desha,  and  carried. 

Senator  Baldwin 's  motion  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot 
for  Bev.  Akaiko  Akana  as  Chaplain  of  the  Senate,  having  been  duly 
seconded  and  carried,  the  Clerk  was  so  instructed;  which  being  done, 
the  President  declared  Bev.  Akaiko  Akana  duly  elected  Chaplain  of  the 
Senate. 

The  President  having  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Messen- 
ger of  the  Senate,  Senator  Coney  nominated  Isaac  K.  Hart,  which 
nomination  was  seconded  by  Senator  Geo.  P.  Cooke. 

Senator  Correa  moved  that  nominations  close,  which  motion  was  sec- 
onded by  Senator  Desha,  and  carried. 

Senator  Correa 's  motion  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  cast  the  bal- 
lot for  Isaac  K.  Hart  as  Messenger  of  the  Senate,  having  been  duly 
seconded  and  carried,  the  Clerk  was  so  instructed;  which  being  done,  the 
President  declared  Isaac  K.  Hart  duly  elected  Messenger  of  the  Senate. 

The  President  having  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Janitor 
of  the  Senate,  Senator  Kamauoha  nominated  J.  W.  Pakiko,  which  nom- 
ination was  seconded  by  Senator  Makekau. 

Senator  Desha  moved  that  nominations  close,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Senator  Bobinson,  and  carried. 

Senator  Correa 's  motion  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  cast  the

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ballot  for  J.  W.  Pakiko  as  Janitor  of  the  Senate,  having  been  duly 
seconded  and  carried,  the  Clerk  was  so  instructed;  which  being  done, 
the  President  declared  J.  W.  Pakiko  duly  elected  Janitor  of  the  Senate.

Senator  Shingle  moved  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  to  notify  the  Governor  and  the  House  of  Represenatives  that  the 
Senate  was  regularly  organized.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator 
Desha,  and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote,  carried.  The  President  thereupon 
appointed  Senators  Shingle,  Pacheco,  and  Desha  as  the  Committee. 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Correa,  seconded  by  Senator  Shingle,  and 
carried,  the  Senate  stood  in  recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

The  Senate  having  reconvened.  Senator  Shingle,  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee,  reported  verbally  that  the  Governor  would  deliver  his  mes- 
sage in  person  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives at  2:15  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  President  then  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following  stand- 
ing committees:

The  Senate  having  reconvened.  Senator  Kamauoha,  for  the  Committee 
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on  Bules,  presented  a  report  (Stand.  Com.  Eep.  No.  1),  whih  was  read 
by  the  Clerk,  as  follows:  •

Sir: — The  undersigned,  Committee  on  Rules,  begs  leave  to  report  that 
it  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  Regular  Session 
1915,  save  and  except  for  the  following  amendments,  the  adoption  of 
which  your  committee  recommends,  to-wit: 

Amend  Rule  22  by  striking  out  in  sub-section  3  thereof  the  words  ' '  and 
Public  Expenditures",  so  that  the  same  shall  read:  (3)  Committee  on 
Military; 

By  striking  out  in  sub-section  4  of  Rule  22  the  words  "Agriculture, 
etc.",  so  that  the  same  shall  read:  (4)  Committee  on  Public  Lands  and 
Internal  Improvements; 

By  striking  out  in  sub-section  10  of  Rule  22  the  word  "Manufactures" 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "Agriculture",  so  that  the  same 
shall  read:  (10)  Committee  on  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Promotion; 

By  adding  a  new  sub-section  to  Rule  22  to  be  known  as  sub-section  11 
and  which  shall  read  as  follows:    (11)  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures. 

Amend  Rule  25  so  that  the  same  shall  read: 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  to  take  into  con- 
sideration all  laws  and  all  propositions  and  reports  relative  to  military 
matters  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  their  opinions  thereon. 


Senator  Coney  moved  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  to  permit  him  to 
make  a  verbal  amendment  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  as 
presented,  which  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Senator  Coney  thereupon  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  an  Assistant  Messenger,  which 
motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried,  Senator  Pacheco  alone  voting 
in  the  negative. 

Senator  Coney  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  as 
amended  be  adopted,  which  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

The  President  thereupon  announced  the  appointment  of  a  Committee 
on  Public  Expenditures,  as  provided  for  in  the  rules  as  amended,  as 
follows:  Senators  Correa,  Shingle  and  Pacheco. 

Senator  Pacheco  offered  a  Concurrent  Resolution  (Sen.  Con.  Res.  No.  1) 
commending  the  position  taken  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  in 
regard  to  the  severance  of  diplomatic  relations  with  the  German  Empire, 
and  pledging  loyal  support  and  fullest  aid,  as  follows:

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CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Senate  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the 
House  of  Representatives  concurring: 

That  we  recognize  that  the  causes  which  led  to  the  severance  of  diplo- 
matic relations  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  German 
Empire  creates  a  situation  fraught  with  grave  possibilities  to  the  nation 
and  which  challenges  the  patriotism  of  every  American  citizen. 

RESOLVED,  That  we  highly  commend  the  position  taken  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States  in  regard  thereto  as  maintaining  our 
highest  standard  of  national  honor  and  as  promoting  the  humanitarian 
ideals  of  enlightened  civilization. 

REISOLVED,  That  should  every  honorable  means  be  exhausted  to 
maintain  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States  inviolate  and  should  war 
prove  inevitable,  we  pledge  our  loyal  support  and  fullest  aid  to  our 
country.

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Coney,  seconded  by  Senator  Pacheco,  the 
resolution  was  laid  on  the  table  until  such  time  as  the  Senators  should 
be  supplied  with  copies. 

Senator  Shingle  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  1,  entitled:  **An  Act  to  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
regular  session  of  the  Senate  of  the  Legisl&ture  of  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii  of  the  Year  1917."  Upon  motion  by  Senator  Shingle,  duly 
seconded,  the  bill  passed  first  reading  by  title  and  was  placed  on  the 
special  order  of  the  day  for  Friday,  February  23,  1917. 

Senator  Pacheco  presented  Senate  Resolution  No.  1,  requesting  the 
Secretary  of  the  Territory  to  furnish  copies  of  the  Revised  Laws  of 
Hawaii,  1915,  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  for  their  official  use  during 
the  legislative  session  of  1917,  as  follows:

RESOLVED,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  is  hereby  requested 
to  furnish  copies  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  to  the  members 
of  the  Senate  for  their  official  use  during  the  legislative  session  of  1917.

The  President  suggested  that  Senator  Pacheco  amend  his  resolu- 
tion so  as  to  include  a  request  for  the  Session  Laws  of  1915.  Senator 
Pacheco  accepted  the  suggestion  of  the  President,  and  moved  that  the 
resolution  be  adopted.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Makekau, 
and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote  carried. 

Senator  Shingle  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  2,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
provide  for  entertainment  and  expenses  of  such  Senators  and  Members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  and  other  distin- 
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guished  persons  who  shall  visit  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  prior  to  July  Slst, 
1917,  on  invitation,  and  for  the  disbursement  of  the  money  herein 
Appropriated. ' ' 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Coney,  seconded  by  Senator  Shingle,  the  bill 
passed  first  reading  by  title. 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Coney,  duly  seconded-,  second  reading  of  the 
bill  was  placed  on  the  special  order  of  the  day  for  Friday,  February  23, 
1917. 

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Representatives  (House  Com.  No.

RESOLVED  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring, 
that  the  two  Houses  shall  assemble  in  the  House  of  Jlepresentatives  on 
Wednesday,  February  21,  1917,  at  2:15  o'clock  P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  such  communications  from  the  Governor  of  Hawaii  as  the 
Governor  shall  be  pleased  to  make  to  them. 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Pacheco,  seconded  by  Senator  Makekau,  the 
same  was  adopted. 
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The  President  having  informed  the  members  of  the  Senate  that  he 
was  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Honolulu  (Misc.  Com.  No.  1),  Senator  Shingle  moved  that  the 
same  be  deferred  until  Friday,  February  23,  1917.  This  motion  was 
seconded  by  Senator  Quinn,  and  carried. 

Senator  Coney  moved  that  the  Senate  proceed  to  the  election  of  As- 
sistant Messenger  as  provided  under  the  Bules  of  the  Senate  of  1917. 
This  motion  having  been  duly  seconded  and  carried,  the  President  called 
for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Asistant  Messenger  of  the  Senate. 
Senator  Correa  nominated  W.  B.  Speckman,  which  nomination  was  second- 
ed by  Senator  Desha. 

Senator  Desha  moved  that  nominations  close,  which  motion  was  duly 
seconded,  and  carried. 

Senator  Correa 's  motion  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot 
for  W.  B.  Speckman  as  Assistant  Messenger  of  the  Senate,  having  been 
duly  seconded  and  carried,  the  Clerk  was  so  instructed;  which  being 
done,  the  President  declared  W.  B.  Speckman  duly  elected  Assistant 
Messenger  of  the  Senate.  The  President  thereupon  swore  W.  B.  Speck- 
man as  such  Assistant  Messenger. 

Senator  Cooke  moved  that  the  Senate  extend  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives a  vote  of  thanks  for  copies  of  the  Bules  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  presented  to  the  members  of  the  Senate.  This  motion 
was  seconded  by  Senator  Desha,  and  carried. 

Senator  Makekau  moved  that  the  Senate  take  a  recess  until  two 
o'clock  p.  m.   This  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Desha,  and  carried.

Senator  Correa  presented  a  petition  from  John  Waipa  and  twenty- 
four  others,  guards  and  matrons  employed  at  the  Insane  Asylum,  (Sen. 
Pet.  No.  1)  praying  that  appropriations  for  salaries  and  maintenance 
of  the  Asylum  sufficiently  large  to  permit  an  increase  in  their  salaries, 
be  made  as  follows: 
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Honolulu,  T.  H.,  February  21,  1917. 

The  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate,  and 
The  Honorable  Speaker  and  Members  of  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives  of  the  Legislature  of  Hawaii. 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  guards  and  matrons  employed  at  the 
Insane  Asylum,  hereby  most  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  as- 
sembly to  make  appropriations  for  salaries  and  maintenance  of  the 
Asylum  sufficiently  large  to  enable  an  increase  of  our  salaries. 

There  are  20  guards  and  10  matrons  in  the  service.  Many  of  us  have 
been  in  the  service  for  many  years,  and  the  salary  has  always  been  the 
same,  although  the  responsibilities  have  increased.  The  salary  now  be- 
ing paid  us  was  ample  when  there  were  not  as  much  to  do  as  now. 
There  are  now  350  patients.  Oftentimes,  we  are  obliged  to  grapple  with 
violent  insane  patients  to  prevent  injuries  to  others. 

We  are  prompted  in  this  by  the  need  of  securing  sufficient  means  for 
our  personal  comforts  of  home.  The  cost  of  living  has  risen  so  high,  that, 
with  our  present  earnings,  and  the  added  expense  of  furnishing  our  own 
equipments,  many  of  us,  having  dependents  to  support,  we  are  obliged  to 
often  seek  monetary  assistance  to  meet  our  wants,  to  secure  which,  some 
of  us  have  had  to  pledge  our  little  kuleanas. 

Praying  that  you  will  give  us  relief, 

We  submit  our  petition  with  respect  and  aloha.

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Correa,  seconded  by  Senator  Makekau,  the 
petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Senator  Pacheco  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  3,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
amend  Section  164  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii  of  1915,  as  amended 
by  Act  9  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  designating  the  pay  of  laborers 
engaged  in  constructing  or  repairing  roads,  bridges,  streets,  water  works 
or  other  works  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  or  for  any  political  subdivi- 
sion thereof."  Upon  motion  by  Senator  Makekau,  seconded  by  Senator 
Desha,  the  Bill  passed  first  reading  by  title. 

Senator  Desha  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  4,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
amend  Sections  157,  160  and  162,  Chapter  18,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of 
Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  citizen  labor,"  and  moved  that  the  same  pass 
Urst  reading  by  title.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Makekau, 
and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote,  carried. 

At  this  point  the  President  called  the  Vice-President  to  the  Chair,  and 
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having  taken  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  5,  en- 
titled: "An  Act  forbidding  the  sale  or  exposing,  keeping  or  offering 
for  sale  or  soliciting  or  receiving  orders  for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquor." 

Senator  Chillingworth  moved  that  the  Bill  pass  first  reading  by  title, 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator  Desha  and  carried. 

The  President  thereupon  resumed  the  Chair. 

Senator  Desha  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  6,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
amend  Section  28  of  Act  39  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1905,  as  amended  by 
Act  54  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1905,  Acts  120  and  144  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1909,  Acts  31,  74  and  87  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1913,"  and  moved 
that  the  same  pass  first  reading  by  title.  This  motion  was  seconded  by 
Senator  Kamauoha,  and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote,  carried. 

Senator  Baldwin  presented  Senate  Resolution  No.  2,  providing  the 
hours  of  meeting  of  the  Senate,  as  follows:

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Makekau,  seconded  by  Senator  Baldwin,  the 
resolution  was  adopted. 

Senator  Pacheco  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  7,  entitled:  "An  Act 
providing  for  the  redemption  of  real  property  sold  on  execution,  mort- 
gage foreclosure,  sales  under  the  tax  laws,  sales  under  Section  1807  of 
the  Revised  Laws  of  1915  and  other  forced  sales,"  and  moved  that  the 
same  pass  first  reading  by  title.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Senator 
Makekau,  and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote,  carried. 

At  2:15  o'clock  p.  m.,  upon  motion  by  Senator  Desha,  seconded  by 
Senator  Correa,  the  Senate  retired  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for 
a  joint  meeting  of  both  Houses  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  Gover- 
nor's Message.  Thereupon,  the  Governor  having  appeared,  delivered  his 
message  (Gov.  Mess.  No.  1),  as  follows:

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Territory  of  Hawaii, 

Executive  Chamber, 
Honolulu,  February  21,  1917. 
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The  disturbed  conditions  of  tlie  world  afiPeet  the  civil  unofficial  popula- 
tion very  favorably  as  to  their  incomes,  and  will  so  continue  until  the 
reaction  to  normal  conditions  takes  place,  a  date  no  one  can  exactly 
foresee. 

The  government,  its  officers  and  employees,  instead  of  profiting,  are  de- 
cidedly militated  against.  Governmental  operations  are  restricted  with 
no  legal  relief  in  sight  save  through  your  legislation  and  appropriations. 

Generalities  will  be  omitted  in  this  message.  We  will  follow  the  titles 
of  each  appropriation  in  the  order  as  made  for  the  period  1915-1917,  ex- 
plaining omissions  and  adding  that  which  is  necessary  and  pertinent  that 
a  dear  survey  of  the  situation,  financial  and  otherwise,  may  be  presentod 
to  you  and  the  public. 

Although  Education  is  involved  in  County  and  City  and  County  finances 
and  the  periods  disagree,  we  will  present  the  subject  on  a  full  period 
(two  year)  basis  so  you  may  know  the  aggregate  cost  of  education  and 
educational  plant  in  this  Territory. 


The  Executive  has  g^ven  no  suggestion  as  to  increase  of  salaries.  He 
reeognixes  the  justice  and  necessity  of  reasonable  increases,  but  he  also 
realizes  employees  must  return  an  equivalent  in  services  rendered. 

Some  heads  of  departments  have  noted  the  increases  they  consider 
their  due  and  the  due  of  their  assistants.  Others  leave  their  own  in- 
terests to  the  initiative  of  the  Legislature. 

Pbysical  Beqnirements  of  the  Tarritory. 

These  will  be  approached  from  the  viewpoint  that  the  present  is  a  time 
of  excessive  prosperity  and  that  those  who  pay  the  taxes  should  be  will- 
ing to  provide  the  money  required  to  inaugurate  and  complete  the  im- 
provements that  press  the  community,  that  a  beginning  may  be  made  to- 
ward reclaiming,  toward  embellishing,  such  lands  and  objects  as  will  fur- 
ther the  ambition  of  the  communities  to  be  noted  not  only  for  nature's 
handiwork,  but  for  the  conveniences,  comforts  and  enterprises  established 
and  to  be  established  by  the  government  and  by  individual  enterprise. 


Military  Department. 

This  Department  has  become  of  such  magnitude  and  so  interwoven  with 
the  Federal  War  Department  that  it  requires  deep  consideration  on  the 
part  of  the  Legislature  for  our  physical  situation  and  means  cannot  be 
compared  with  any  other  place  within  the  confines  of  the  United  States 
of  America  or  its  possessions. 

It  is  not  improbable  that,  particularly  as  relates  to  the  Island  of  Oahu, 
the  establishments  of  the  Army  and  Navy  will  overshadow  private  ex- 
penditures, and  the  annual  outgo  surpass  in  amount  the  gross  value 
alongside  ship  of  the  entire  sugar  and  pineapple  crops  of  the  Territory. 

In  this  event  the  question  of  diversity  and  less  restricted  channels  of 
labor,  business  and  distribution  of  money  will  be  settled  for  Oahu.  In 
its  train  will  inevitably  come  residents,  seasonal  residents  and  visitors 
who  will  spread  all  over  the  archipelago. 

We  shall  do  well  if  we  bear  this  in  mind  and  meet  the  situation  in  a 
broad,  wise  and  liberal  spirit,  free  from  bombast,  self-sufficiency,  and 
haste  that  deigns  not  to  consult  the  authorities  that  have  made  it  pos- 
sible for  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to  be  and  to  continue  to  be  what  it  is

and  that  aims  at  a  Bnbstantiai  future  not  yet  impressed  upon  the  public 
mind.  This  subject  is  so  broad  and  involves  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  in  money,  equipment  and  supplies  it  will  be  treated  in  a  special 
message  to  your  honorable  bodies  under  the  heading  "Land,  Military  and 
National  Guard,"  and  another  of  vital  importance  under  the  heading 
*'Beclamation  and  Boads." 

Expenses — ^Entertainment. 

This  Territory,  its  Capital  notably,  is  situated  at  the  crossroads  of  the 
Pacific,  the  crossroads  of  British  antipodes,  and  through  its  ports  pass  an 
ever-increasing  stream  of  distinguished  men  and  travelers,  relatively 
nowhere  equaled,  to  whom,  with  our  Army  and  Navy,  certain  courtesies 
are  due,  both  for  our  civic  reputation  at  home  and  abroad. 

As  Expended  in  Past  Period. 

The  records  are  always  open  to  public  scrutiny. 

The  largest  item  was  for  a  reception  on  New  Year's  Day  in  the  former 
Throne  Boom  and  Armory,  that  marked  an  event  in  which  Her  Majesty 
Liliuokalani  graciously  joined  in  receiving  the  people,  a  courtesy  rarely, 
if  ever,  accorded  under  any  flag  and  similar  historical  circumstances. 

The  balance  of  the  entertainment  fund  November  15th  was  $3.70, 
and  all  public  entertainment  since,  as  well  as  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Administration,  has  fallen  on  the  Governor 's  private  means. 

The  above  information  is  your  due.  It  would  be  bad  form  to  advise 
you  as  to  this  fund,  for  you  can  well  decide  this  public  obligation. 

Contingent  Pond. 

But  for  the  Contingent  Fund,  as  appropriated,  the  requests  of  the  War 
Department  of  the  United  States  could  not  have  been  met  to  the  extent 
they  have  been. 

No  matter  what  altruists  and  pacifists  claim,  the  world  is  in  a  most 
uncertain  state,  hence,  in  your  absence  from  legislative  halls,  the  gov- 
ernment should  not  be  left  without  means  to  combat  vital,  unforeseen 
events  and  situations.  A  contingent  fund  with  proper  latitude  for  its 
expenditure  should  be  provided  to  an  amount  not  less  than  $150,000.00. 

In  order  to  carry  on  the  National  Guard  until  you  can  enact  financial 
provisions  for  the  period  of  1917-1919,  it  will  be  necessary  to  appropriate 
a  suitable  sum  at  once  to  be  added  to  the  preresent  remaining  Contingent 
Fund.

BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  FORESTRY. 

The  Board  has  recommended  the  transfer  of  the  Division  of  Hydrogra- 
phy to  the  Department  of  Public  Lands  as  more  cooperative  in  public 
interest. 

I  recommend  the  Board  retain  control  of  all  points  of  attraction  and 
interest  now  within  its  jurisdiction  and  be  enabled  to  embellish  certain 
choice  natural  spots. 

The  estimates  are  relatively  $188,000.00  as  compared  with  $178,360.00 
for  1915-1917,  provided  the  $9,000.00  now  on  hand  can  be  contracted  for 
the  New  Plant  Inspection  Building  by  June  Ist.  A  site  has  been  very 
recently  set  aside  for  this  building. 


Bef  cresting  the  Bound  Top  Forest  Beserye. 

The  Board  has  avoided  initiative  in  this  matter.  I  urge  an  item  of 
$10,000.00  for  the  Round  Top  Forest  Reserve  be  granted  that  it  may  be 
speedily  reforested.  The  views  obtainable  from  these  nearby  heights  are 
exceedingly  attractive  to  our  own  citizens  and  visitors.   While  not  to  be

considered  a  park,  the  reforesting  can  be  so  planned  as  to  display  in  a 
natural  manner  trees  and  foliage  of  great  beauty  and  interest,  particu- 
larly to  visitors.  We  cannot  expect  to  secure  and  maintain  tourist 
patronage  without  natural  attractions. 

TERBITORIAL  MABKETING  DIVISION. 

I  recommend  this  Division  be  made  an  independent  department  and 
that  it  be  entirely  removed  from  any  control  whatsoever  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agriculture  and  Forestry  or  the  United  States  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station. 

This  is  a  strictly  business  proposition  and  should  be  run  as  such.  It 
requires  reasonable  capital.  Its  main  mistakes  have  been  in  trying  to 
enter  a  field  beyond  the  Pacific  Coast  already  occupied. 

If  this  Market  can  attend  to  local  business  and  supply  coast  orders,  it 
can  succeed. 

Unbusinesslike  credits  and  consignments  will  break  it. 

Having  started  this  business,  the  Government  must  continue  it  and 
provide  facilities  and  plant  necessary. 

I  recommend  a  deputy  auditor,  reporting  to  the  Territorial  Auditor, 
be  appointed  to  examine  not  less  than  twice  a  month  the  accounts  and 
business  methods  being  employed.  This  will  not  require  more  than  two 
to  four  days  each  month.

TEEBITORIAL  FAEM  LOAN  BANK,  ETC. 

There  will  be  efforts  to  induce  you  to  commit  the  Territory  to  an  ex- 
perimental institution  of  this  character  and  other  allied  schemes,  none 
based  on  parallel  experience  with  our  conditions. 

The  districts  that  furnish  the  most  favorable  conditions,  where  the 
fundamental  erperiment  can  be  carried  out,  are  Haiku,  Makawao,  and 
Kula,  Maui,  all  within  convenient  reach. 

Agronomists  are  now  under  pay  who  can  supervise  agricultural  opera- 
tions in  the  above  localities,  and  give  packing,  shipping  and  marketing 
advice. 

These  instructors  can  follow  the  practice  in  force  in  the  States,  particu- 
larly Iowa,  where  farmers  are  called  together  for  instruction.  The  gov- 
ernment cannot  go  into  business  or  take  business  chances.  If  it  is  to  do 
so  in  one  direction  it  can  be  demanded  in  all.  Where  unquestioned  safety 
exists  it  may  assist  in  various  legitimate  ways.  It  is  helping  now.  If 
not  adequately,  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  government  but  those  entrusted 
with  execution. 

BOABD  OF  IMMIGRATION,  LABOB  AND  STATISTICS. 

The  demands  of  this  Board  should  be  decreasing.  The  estimates  are 
reduced  $14,400,  and  are  itemized  as  follows:

BOABD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  estimates  of  the  Board  of  Health  show  a  great  increase,  calling  for 
$1,396,600  as  against  $898,900  for  1915-1917.  I  will  review  but  two 
items:  First,  the  Leper  Settlement's  Water  Supply,  which  has  been 
neglected  for  many  years.  There  are  superabundant  waters  in  adjacent 
Waikolu  Valley.  A  suitably  planned  and  constructed  system  would  en- 
able the  entire  settlement  to  be  irrigated  and  made  sufficiently  pro- 
ductive to  meet  the  interest,  if  built  by  a  bond  issue.  Second,  the 
Problem  of  Tuberculosis,  for  which  $175,000  is  requested  in  place  of 
$120,000,  period  1915-1917. 

The  suppression  of  this  disease  requires  most  effective,  disciplined  and 
concentrated  organization  under  governmental  control,  and  strictest 
accountability,  for  no  disease  offers  a  greater  opportunity  for  a  waste  of 
time  and  money.

The  estimates  submitted  by  the  Supreme  Court  show  an  increase  of 
$2,700.00.  The  Reports,  two  volumes  in  place  of  one,  account  for 
$2,400.00  of  the  increase. 


Our  public  school  system  is  based  on  an  organization  controlled  by  a 
Board  of  six  Commissioners  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Superintendent 
as  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Board. 

These  are  assisted  by  a  Board  of  Examiners,  selected  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, who  pass  upon  the  credentials  and  qualifications  of  all  applicants 
for  positions  as  teachers. 

Their  findings  are  reported  to  the  Superintendent  and  Commissioners 
for  approval  or  rejection. 

The  Commissioners  are  ^ery  highly  qualified  and  worthy  of  the  utmost 
public  confidence. 

The  examiners  consist  of  the  ablest  and  most  experienced  officers  of 
the  Department,  who  have  been  long  and  thoroughly  tested  in  their  pro- 
fession. 

Their  judgment  has  been  accepted  in  all  instances  of  professional 
rating. 

To  permit  disaffected  and  inexperienced  persons  or  organizations  to 
intervene  and  set  aside  the  conclusions  of  the  most  conscientious  and 
ablest  experts  obtainable  would  not  only  be  unwise  but  wreck  the  dis- 
cipline and  authority  so  imperatively  necessary  in  a  great  organization. 

The  Governor  has  and  will  sustain  the  Commission  and  its  examiners 
in  their  acts  and  findings. 

Federal  School  Snryey. 

An  agition  is  in  progress  for  a  Federal  Survey  of  the  Schools  of  the 
Territory,  fostered  by  an  organization  composed  of  fifty-four  women  hav- 
ing children,  thirty  having  no  children,  seventy-seven  single  women  and 
three  not  in  Honolulu.  Not  one  of  the  above  children  attend  public 
schools.    Comment  is  unnecessary. 

I  have  read  fully  the  latest  report  of  Philander  P.  Claxton,  United 
States  Commissioner  of  Education,  covering  school  surveys.  Normal 
Schools  and  schools  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind. 

The  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching  summarizes 
these  surveys  in  the  following  exact  words:  "The  value  of  the  recent 
educational  surveys  lies  not  so  much  in  their  actual  contributions  as  in 
the  suggestions  to  which  they  give  rise." 

In  the  thirty-two  surveys  reported,  there  is  an  almost  entire  lack  of 
specific  recommendations  and  scarcely  one  applicable  to  our  physical  and 
pedagogical  requirements  for  our  first  eight  grades  that  we  have  not 
in  force  or  are  trying  to  put  into  force  as  the  means  you  appropriate  and 
human  capacity  will  permit.

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IJnder  the  heading,  "Manual,  Domestic  and  Vocational  Training," 

Professor  Claxton  mentions  ninety-three  different  arts  and  occupations  to 
be  taught  to  pupils  who  have  not  yet  decided  their  course  in  life. 

I  am  convinced  it  is  the  sole  duty  of  the  common  public  schools,  in 
vocational  work,  to  teach  exclusively  and  well  that  which  enters  into  the 
domestic  life  of  the  people  generally. 

If  a  pupil,  or  his  parents  for  him,  has  selected  a  course  intended  for 
his  future  support,  he  should  have  all  the  speeiflc  educational  assistance 
within  rational  public  ability  to  provide. 

Educators  fail  if  they  waste  a  pupil's  precious  time  on  theories  and 
universalities  that  must  be  or  no  avail  when  he  assumes  individual 
responsibility  for  himself  and  others. 

In  the  Supervising  Principals  of  this  Territory,  there  is  a  constant 
efficient  survey,  which  your  Commissioners  of  Education  propose  to 
strengthen  by  employing  a  Survey  Director.  No  stranger,  nor  any  per- 
son not  long  resident,  can  survey  our  eight  grades,  composed  almost  ex- 
clusively of  races  of  whom  he  can  have  had  little  or  no  conception  or 
experience.  Such  assistance  has  all  the  elements  of  futility,  if  not 
disaster. 

Above  the  eighth  grade,  the  difficulties  of  speech  and  comprehension 
having  been  overcome,  a  Federal  Survey  might  be  considered  practicable 
and  desirable  in  the  higher  private  institutions,  the  McKinley  High 
Sehool,  Normal  School  and  College  of  Hawaii,  and  would,  if  the  legis- 
lature should  provide  the  funds  pro  rata  with  the  private  institutions, 
receive  my  earnest  support. 

In  the  thirty-two  surveys  given  in  detail,  not  one  refers  to  the  funda- 
mental difficulty  affecting  not  our  schools  only  but  our  social  and  pos- 
sibly political  fabric. 

Of  those  entering  our  public  schools,  seventy  per  cent  do  not  under- 
stand the  English  language,  either  as  a  medium  of  speech,  thinking,  rea- 
soning, study  or  communication.  It  requires  two  to  three  years,  usually 
the  latter,  to  bring  about  an  adequate  understanding  of  that  language. 

One  nationality  has  an  elaborately  organized  school  system,  comprising 
129  schools,  strikingly  governmental  in  extent,  operating  parallel  to  the 
Territorial  public  schools  and  drawing  its  13,423  pupils  from  the  13,382 
public  school  pupils  of  that  nationality  and  also  from  private  institu- 
tions. These  schools  are  privately  supported,  and  operate  forty-eight 
weeks  in  the  year,  as  against  thirty-eight  weeks  in  our  public  schools. 

Normal  School  and  Oradoatea. 

This  school  needs  no  discussion,  but  a  mere  statement  of  fact,  exclud- 
ing theories  or  sentiments. 

The  Normal  School  is  destined,  whether  it  is  now  able  to  completely 
fulfil  its  mission  or  not,  to  supply  teachers  for  the  approximately  thirty- 
one  thousand  public  school  children  in  the  first  eight  grades.  Whatever 
its  deficiencies,  it  is  of  numbers,  not  quality  or  capacity. 

We  are  encouraging  our  young  women  and  men  to  here  seek  an  educa- 
tion that  will  enable  them  to  apply  their  knowledge  of  the  children  of 
the  many  races  in  our  schools  for  the  benefit  of  these  Islands.  No 
strangers  can  equal  these  young  men  and  women.  On  their  own  behalf, 
we  desire  they  may  secure  the  positions  due  them  in  this  their  own 
country  and  emoluments  and  salaries  that  will  maintain  them  in  refine- 
ment and  respectability. 

Today  teachers  having  Hawaiian  blood  are  not  excelled  for  these  first 
eight  grades,  and  other  daughters  of  this  country  are  fortunate  in  the 
training  they  have  and  may  here  secure. 
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Befined  avocations  are  far  too  few  here  for  our  own  home  young  men 
and  women  to  permit  undue  obstacles  and  opposition  from  anyone,  much 
less  by  those  who  have  no  occasion  for  their  services.  Their  social  safety 
depends  on  proper  employment. 

The  Policy  of  the  Admliiistration. 

Has  been  to  firmly  ground  pupils  of  the  first  eight  grades  in  sound 
common  school  education  and  useful  vocational  practice,  so  that  if  it  is 
necessary  at  the  expiration  of  the  eighth  period  for  them  to  earn  a 
livelihood,  they  will  be  qualified  to  take  advantage  thereafter  of  the 
common  knowledge  so  freely  accessible  to  all;  and  to  open  the  way  for 
further  advanced  studies  if  their  circumstances  and  disposition  permit, 
and  to  provide  necessary  and  reasonable  facilities. 

Educational  IHBagreementB. 

There  has  been  recently  the  world  over  among  leading  professionals 
considerable  discussion,  investigation  and  disagreement  as  to  where  our 
idealists  are  leading  this  country  and  others. 

It  would  be  presumptuous  for  me  to  discuss  this  phase  of  the  subject, 
but  I  venture  to  quote  from  the  New  Testament  (old  version)  26th  Chap- 
ter of  Acts,  24th  verse:  "Festns  said  with  a  loud  voice,  Paul,  thou  are 
beside  thyself;  much  learning  doth  make  thee  mad." 

Shelter  Home  vs.  Detention  Homes. 


Act  90,  Section  1,  Item  11,  Session  Laws  1913,  reads:  "Shelter  Home 
$1,500."  There  was  no  definition  by  law  as  to  the  intent  of  this  item. 
To  define  it  as  providing  separate  organized  homes  for  boys  and  girls  was 
useless,  as  the  amount  was  insufficient  and  there  was  no  appropriation 
for  maintenance,  the  only  item  applicable  by  inference  being  Chapter 
124,  Section  2197,  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  providing  a  Matron 
($75.00)  $1,800.  This  sum  has  been  devoted  to  a  Matron  for  the  Deten- 
tion Home  for  Boys  opened  October  21st,  1916. 


As  the  detention  of  g^rls  ranges  from  four  hours  to  a  maximum  of  one 
week,  with  an  average  of  less  than  three  days,  and  frequently  none  are 
in  the  home  for  longer  or  shorter  periods,  the  committee  of  ladies  con- 
sidered that  if  these  g^rls  could  be  placed  under  charge  of  the  Salvation 
Army  Home  in  Manoa  Valley  it  would  save  expensive  overhead  charges. 
The  maximum  provision  required  is  for  six  g^rls.  A  suitable  cottage  has 
been  designed  to  cost  $1,700.00  maximum  and  the  equipment  $300.00. 

I  recommend  you  appropriate  the  above  amounts  authorizing  the  build- 
ing to  be  located  on  leased  land,  the  Salvation  Army  Home  being  lessee, 
and  the  term  about  nineteen  years. 

Industrial  Schools. 

These  schools  are  important  in  two  respects,  reformatory  and  educa- 
tional, particularly  of  a  vocational  character.  It  is  impossible  to  dis- 
cuss them  adequately  in  a  short  message.  Their  financial  deficits  should 
not  be  a  subject  of  criticism,  as  their  needs  and  increased  numbers  were

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not  sufficiently  provided  for.  The  Board  of  Industrial  Sehools  is  much 
interested  in  the  work.  Their  estimates  are  not  to  be  analyzed  save  hy 
the  appropriating  power,  the  legislature. 

The  Ck>llege  of  Hawaii. 

This  College  aims  to  be  the  highest  institution  of  learning  in  the  Ter- 
ritory. It  is  handicapped  by  the  inclination  of  its  students,  where  their 
means  admit,  to  as  soon  as  possible  sever  their  connection  therewith  and 
pursue  and  finish  their  education,  whether  general  or  specific,  in  the 
great  Colleges  or  Universities  of  the  mainland.  Tou  have  quite  a  pro- 
blem to  define  the  obligations  of  the  Territory  under  such  conditions. 

This  College  aimed  primarily  to  become  a  worthy  Agricultural  College. 
In  this  respect  it  has  no  easy  task  owing  to  the  striking  variations  in 
short  distances  that  affects  agricultural  conditions.  I  feel  the  spirit  of 
this  institution  should  be  more  intensely  agricultural  and  less  academic. 
Acquiring  Adjacent  Landa  for  School  Extension. 

The  Normal,  Boyal  and  Central  Grammar  Schools  have  buildings  and 
plants  that  are  expensive  and  extensive,  yet  are  overcrowded  and  in  the 
future  will  require  expansion.  I  am  convinced  even  should  it  be  neces- 
sary to  borrow  money  the  adjacent  lands  should  be  acquired  at  once. 

A  School  for  Deaf,  Ihimb,  Blind. 

The  statistics  have  been  slow  in  coming,  so  it  is  impossible  to  esti- 
mate the  needs  in  detail.  In  fact,  I  have  reason  to  beUeve  the  figures 
given  to  be  inaccurate,  but  there  is  no  time  at  this  writing  for  cor- 
rection. 

There  is  no  question  but  the  provision  in  the  Territory  should  corre- 
spond to  that  of  States  on  the  mainland  by  providing  a  single  institution 
to  care  for  these  unfortunates. 

It  is  the  height  of  folly  to  consider  caring  for  these  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  different  islands,  for  the  special  teachers  and  equipment 
cannot  be  scattered.  The  objects  should  be  to  so  educate  and  train  that 
these  children  can  become  skilful  in  any  vocation  they  undertake  so  as 
to  be  not  only  self-supporting,  but  able  to  take  a  cheerful  and  happy 
interest  in  life.  The  three  aflSctions  can  be  cared  for  in  one  institution. 
The  numbers  are:  22  of  Hawaiian  blood,  4  Caucasians,  27  Latins,  40 
Orientals  and  others  6,  or  62  males  and  37  females,  a  total  of  99. 

This  would  make  quite  an  institution,  which  should  provide  also  for 
some  adults  who  need  to  learn  a  trade  to  enable  them  to  make  a  living. 

I  have  noted  tentatively  $30,000  for  inaugurating  the  beginning 
of  a  plant  for  such  an  institution.  Maintenance  and  instruction  must  be 
provided  in  addition. 

Provision  for  Oare  of  Idiots  and  Epileptics. 

The  list  furnished  includes:  13  Hawaiian  blood,  3  Portuguese,  11  Japa- 
nese, 1  Porto  Bican,  or  19  males  and  9  females  idiots,  and  1  Hawaiian  and 
3  Portuguese,  all  females,  epileptics. 

There  are  now  under  restraint  at  the  Insane  Asylum  5  idiots  and  12 
epileptics.  Outside  of  these,  approximately  one-half  of  the  inmates  of 
the  asylum,  or  150,  are  imbeciles. 

It  would  seem  there  should  be  a  review  of  the  above  restrained  and 
unrestrained  defectives  and  a  proper  classification  be  made  and  tem- 
porary provision  be  provided. 
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The  Other  Def  ectlTef. 

Great  Mental  Backwaidneu  compriseB  8  males  and  9  females  of  six 

nationalities. 

The  Feehle-Bfinded  comprises  17  males  and  11  females  of  seven  na- 
tionalities. 

The  Lame  and  Crippled,  etc,  comprise  12  males  and  14  females  of  six 
nationalities. 
Other  DefectiT6s:    19  males  and  9  females. 

The  time  for  analyzing  the  situation  is  too  short  to  make  recommenda- 
tions other  than  that  means  be  provided  for  assisting  those  at  present 
caring  for  these  99  defectives  where  such  assistance  is  absolutely  im- 
perative. 

The  Mental  Backward  and  Feeble  Bfinded. 

These  total  25  males  and  20  females,  including  seven  nationalities 
located  on  all  the  islands. 

There  are  many  points  to  be  taken  into  consideration  before  under- 
taking to  establish  an  institution  for  these  children.  The  whole  subject 
should  be  carefully  looked  into  before  committing  the  Territory  to  great 
expenditures  for  a  plant. 

Our  public  school  officials  and  teachers  have  not  been  oblivious  to  the 
conditions  and  needs  of  these  defectives.  Special  rooms  and  attention 
are  now  given  to  the  extent  possible. 

Public  Libraries. 

The  duty  of  the  public  toward  public  libraries  cannot  be  discussed  by 
reference  to  mainland  statistics,  for  our  population  is  so  diverse  in  num- 
bers, races,  locality  and  conditions  a  true  basis  is  difficult  to  ascertain, 
hence  I  present  without  recommendation  the  estimates  of  the  Library  of 
Hawaii  and  Hilo  Public  Library,  as  submitted  to  me. 

As  public  libraries  are  accessories  to  Education,  I  list  them  as  a  semi- 
educational  expense  under  the  heading  "Education."

The  Budget  which  will  be  presented  to  you  as  required  by  law  is  based 
on  the  necessities  forced  on  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  by 
the  extremely  rapid  increase  of  Oriental  pupils.  The  increase  of  pupils 
in  the  fiscal  year  was  1,378,  and  in  the  past  six  months  to  December  31st, 
2,073,  or  a  total  in  eighteen  months  of  3,441,  making  on  that  date 
32,278  public  school  pupils.  As  incidental  to  public  education  we  must 
add  Industrial  Schools,  the  College  of  Hawaii,  provision  for  the  Deaf, 
Blind  and  Physically  Deficient,  Lands  for  extension,  and  assistance  to 
Private  Institutions.

MOEAL  PROBLEMS. 


The  laiqaor  Problem. 

No  laws  are  primarily  more  offensive  than  sumptuary  laws  or  inter- 
ference with  rational  social  conventionalities  established  by  long  and  in- 
offensive usage.  This  phase  of  the  problem  may  be  siaid  to  have  begun 
at  the  changing  of  water  into  wine  at  the  wedding  feast  at  Cana  of 
Galilee  some  nineteen  hundred  years  ago. 

The  liberality,  as  to  liquor  traffic,  of  legislation  by  political  entities 
has  been  abused  by  the  inordinate  conscienceless  greed  of  the  large 
majority  of  the  retailers  of  hard  liquors,  wines  and  malt  liquors.  Legis- 
lative bodies  and  commissions  have  tried  to  hold  the  traffic  to  that 
moderation  incidental  to  the  sober  sociability  and  fellowship  it  is  pre- 
sumed human  beings  seek,  but  there  is  a  marked  and  painful  degree  of 
failure. 

It  was  hoped  the  large  number  of  unattached  single  men  here  (and 
thousands  yet  to  come)  might  be  provided  an  opportunity  for  rational 
social  entertainment,  with,  if  desired,  light  malt  beverages,  and  thus 
satisfy,  in  a  degree,  their  good  fellowship  longings. 

Alone,  night  after  night,  I  visited  and  mingled  with  the  soldiers  at 
the  Volcano  Saloon,  adjacent  to  Schofield  Barracks,  I  found  there  the 
inordinate  greed  of  its  proprietors  had  reduced  the  place  to  one  of  en- 
couragement of  excessive  indulgence,  debasement,  and  the  extraction  of 
the  earnings  of  young  soldiers.  I  requested  an  investigation  by  the 
military  authorities  which  resulted  in  the  closing  of  that  saloon. 

Our  situation  as  to  the  "over  the  bar"  liquor  traffic  and  its  effect  on 
its  patrons  is  not  improving.  The  whole  atmosphere  and  influence  is 
demoralizing.  I  need  not  go  into  details.  The  whole  world  is  realizing 
the  effects  of  over-indulgence  and  corrective  measures  have  been  and  are 
being  taken.    Special  privileges  and  excptions  should  not  be  granted. 

If  I  have  anything  to  recommend,  it  is  absolute  restriction  as  to  the 
public  sale  of  liquors  and  methods  of  serving,  as  well  as  the  prohibition 
of  treating. 

Should,  in  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature,  laws  be  passed  enforcing  pro- 
hibition, the  Governor  will  interpose  no  objections,  but  with  greatest 
satisfaction  approve  such  laws. 

Vice  Oampaign. 

I  have  been  requested  to  remark  on  this  subject. 

The  basis  of  the  difficulty  seems  to  be  an  adjustment  of  the  sexual 
relations  established  from  the  beginning  by  the  Creator  of  the  Universe. 


••  Owing  to  the  unexpected  increase  in  numbers  and  cost  of  supplies, 
a  deficit  of  $27,110.00  occurs  in  Industrial  Schools,  for  which  appropria- 
tion is  requested.  These  items  included  in  previously  noted  amounts 
under  heading  "Education." 
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The  Creator,  by  control  of  the  instincts  of  all  life,  except  human  beings, 
settled  that  phase  of  sex  relations.  Mankind  was  evidently  left  to  his 
own  volition.  Mankind  has  divided  itself  into  three  classes:  First, 
those  whom  circumstances  and  means  permit  to  have  homes,  wives  and 
children,  making  it  possible  to  comply  with  the  religious  and  social  stand- 
ards set  within  the  past  two  or  three  thousand  years;  Second,  those 
whom  circumstances  and  lack  of  means  prohibit  from  the  happier  condi- 
tions enjoyed  by  the  first  class;  Third,  those  whom  nature  has  endowed 
with  a  frigid  disposition. 

The  First  Class  seems  to  think  the  Second  Class  should  become  similar 
to  the  Third  OUis. 

For  untold  centuries  the  attempt  to  reconcile  physical  impulses  and 
legal  and  ethical  mandates  has  continued  with  no  immediate  prospect 
of  an  effective  solution.  It  would  be  folly  for  me  to  attempt  to  advise 
you  as  to  legislation  on  such  a  distraught  problem. 

Law  may  in  a  degree  control,  but  the  main  reliance  must  be  moral 
and  physical  training.  Many  scientific  and  research  authorities  believe 
the  only  solution  is  by  a  system  of  law-enforced  eugenics. 

The  desirable  reforms  are  not  always  accomplished  by  virulent  lan- 
guage and  measures.  I  have  felt  it  might  have  been  well  if  those  arbi- 
ters of  public  opinion  could  have  previously  read  the  New  Testament, 
eighth  chapter  of  St.  John:  "And  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  brought 
unto  him  a  woman  taken  in  adultery. — ^Now  Moses  in  the  law  commanded 
us  that  such  should  be  stoned;  but  what  sayest  thouf  He  said  unto  them, 
he  that  is  without  sin,  let  him  first  cast  a  stone  at  her. — When  he  saw 
none  but  the  woman,  he  said,  ''Woman,  where  are  thine  accusers; 
hath  no  man  condemned  theet  No  man  Lord.  And  Jesus  said.  Neither 
do  I  condemn  thee;  go  and  sin  no  more." 

Society  has  a  right  and  duty  to  protect  its  purity,  but  unless  it  can 
command  human  nature  and  clean  itself,  it  cannot  revolutionize  the 
world. 

Only  the  pirit  of  firm  kindness,  free  from  hypocrisy,  can  win. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

One  of  the  soundest  thinkers  among  women  in  America  is  the  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind  Helen  Keller.  She  recognizes  and  states  that  upward 
of  forty  i>er  cent  of  blindness  is  caused  by  venereal  diseases. 

The  Oath  of  the  President  of  the  Territorial  Board  of  Health  requires 
him  to  combat  not  only  the  list  specified  in  Chapter  67,  Sections  938  and 
940,  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  but  all  infectious  and  contagious  dis- 
eases, which  necessarily  includes  venereal  diseases. 

Neither  the  law,  medical  or  personal  ethics  regard  the  morality  of 
disease  de  facto,  but  simply  its  existence  and  danger  to  the  subject,  and 
those  innocently  or  otherwise  exposed. 

At  various  times  the  Presidents  of  the  Territorial  Board  of  Health 
have  tried  to  obtain  and  have  unobtrusively  had  an  appreciable  control 
of  these  diseases. 

In  view  of  coming  conditions,  I  believe  you  should,  without  prejudice, 
bias  or  hypocrisy,  deeply  consider  the  subject. 

Those  claiming  to  have  made  the  most  thorough  research  assert  the 
public  have  no  conception  of  the  distribution  of  syphilitic  disease,  taint 
end  reversion  in  subsequent  ffcnerations ;  that  legs!  medical  control  should 
extend  not  only  to  those  whose  profession  makes  them  liable,  but  the 
privately  tainted. 
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MEDICAL  PBACTICE. 


I  am  convinced  there  is  much  incompetent  practice  on  those  in  ill- 
health  and  that  the  incompetency  extends  to  an  inability  to  recognize 
the  diseases  specified  by  law  in  Sections  938  and  940,  B.  L.  H.  1915. 

These  diseases  are  liable  to  spread  solely  on  account  of  ignorance.  The 
government  does  not  care  to  intervene  between  the  practitioner  and  his 
patient,  but  between  the  dangers  of  ignorance  and  the  public.  Some 
legislation  is  necessary. 


During  the  fall  elections,  the  question  arose  as  to  the  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Health  to  prohibit  candidates  seeking  the  support  of  the  segre- 
gated citizens  of  the  Leper  Settlement  by  personal  address. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  Territory  was  of  the  opinion  the  Board 
of  Health  had  the  power  of  segregation,  but  was  not  empowered  to  limit 
the  privileges  pertinent  to  the  franchise  without  legislation  covering  the 
point.    All  parties  exercised  identical  facilities  and  privileges. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  the  Legislature  should  indicate  its  will  in  the 
premises  by  appropriate  legislation. 

EEPOBT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  TAXATION. 

I  submit  this  report,  which  will  be  found  valuable  in  its  suggestions. 
The  Somers  system  is  peculiarly  suited  to  city  and  town  property.  Un- 
questionably the  Hawaiian  system  of  assessment  as  "enterprises  for 
profit"  as  embodied  in  Section  1241,  B.  L.  H.,  is  the  fairest  and  most 
rational  in  existence  and  is  so  recognized  and  should  not  in  its  principle 
be  tampered  with,  although  in  a  few  respects  it  can  be  improved.  In 
its  essentials  I  commend  the  report. 

We  have  one  strikingly  unbusinesslike  method  that  elsewhere  does  not 
obtain,  to  wit:  We  fix  our  tax  rate  before  we  know  the  amount  of 
revenue  our  legitimate  requirements  demand. 

Collection  of  Taxes. 

A  Board  as  recommended  by  the  Commission  should  clear  the  Tax 
Assessor's  books  of  non-collectable  and  dead  taxes. 

The  present  tax  lien  law  is  not  based  on  sound  business  principles  and 
is  not  workable.  The  new  Act  that  is  to  be  presented  should  receive 
your  report. 


I  hand  you  their  report  which  is  mainly  that  you  pass  "An  Act  to 
enact  the  Sanitary  Code  of  Hawaii  of  1917."  This  Act  is  concise  and 
comprehensive,  and  includes  the  most  modern  provisions  applicable  to 
this  Territory. 


I  submit  their  report,  which  will  be  found  of  practical  value. 
They  made  no  recommendation  as  to  legislation  concerning  surface 


They  do  claim  there  is  an  extreme  misapprehension  as  to  the  run-off 
percentage  of  the  gauged  rainfall,  and  state  the  mean  average  to  be 
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about  twenty  per  cent  (20%),  instead  of  the  Mty  per  cent  (50%)  claimed. 

They  sound  the  alarm  as  to  artesian  waters,  and  the  alarm  extends 
exclusively  to  the  Island  of  Oahu.  The  $6,000.00  requested  for  an  in- 
vestigation of  underground  waters,  etc.,  on  Oahu  should  be  granted. 

The  investigation  of  the  Hillebrand  Glen  run-off  shows  that  only  twen- 
ty-two (22%)  per  cent  of  the  gauged  rainfall  can  be  conserved  for 
storage  or  use.  This  proves  it  is  unwise  to  accept  even  assertions  of 
accredited  engineers  where  they  interpolate  guesses. 

Beeent  investigation  at  a  low  state  of  water  in  Beservoir  No.  4,  shows 
a  leakage  in  the  pipe-line  of  about  700,000  gallons  per  twenty-four 
boors. 

MILK  COMMISSION. 

Their  report  and  suggested  Acts  are  in  the  fore  of  such  legislation  else- 
where. I  have  carefully  considered  both.  I  trust  the  Acts  may  meet 
your  approval  and  that  the  supplementary  Acts  may  also  receive  your 
sanction.

EMEBGENCY  APPBOPBIATIONS. 

These  items  are  largely  caused  by  the  increased  cost  of  supplies,  and 
increased  number  of  dependents  in  the  Industrial  Schools,  not  anticipated 
at  the  Session  of  1915.    Also  from  the  demands  of  the  War  Department 
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that  the  National  Guard  be  brought  up  to  a  certain  standard  of  numbers 
and  efficiency. 

The  provision  made  hy  Congress  for  the  support  of  the  National  Guard 
of  Hawaii  and  the  great  total  of  pay,  equipment  and  supplies  I  fear  is 
not  fully  understood  both  by  your  honorable  bodies  and  the  public.

Tou  must  legislate  for  the  most  diverse  community  within  the  borders 
of  the  United  States.  Tou  need  to  study  and  legislate  as  statesmen,  not 
as  politicians. 

In  such  ways  as  I  may  be  of  service  to  you  and  the  citizens  and  people 
of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  I  pledge  my  best  efforts.

The  President  announced  that  all  such  communications  should  be 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  Clerk,  and  the  same  would  be  attended  to. 

A  copy  of  the  Senate  Journal  of  the  First  Session  of  the  Sixty- Fourth 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  having  been  presented  to  the 
Senate  by  Mr.  Claus  L.  Boberts,  Clerk  of  the  1915  Session,  Senator  Pache- 
co  moved  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  send  a  letter  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Claus  L.  Boberts  for  the  donation  of  same.  This  motion  was  seconded 
by  Senator  Desha  and  carried. 

Senator  Coney  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  8,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
authorize  and  provide  for  the  manufacture,  maintenance,  distribution 
and  supply  of  electric  current  for  light  and  power  within  the  Kapaa  dis- 
trict of  Kawaihau,  on  the  Island  and  County  of  Kauai,  Territory  of 
Hawaii."  Upon  motion  made  by  Senator  Coney  and  seconded  by  Sena- 
tor Makekau,  the  bill  passed  first  reading  by  title. 

Senator  Coney  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  9,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
appropriate  money  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense  of  building, 
repairing  and  reconstruction  of  the  enbankment  of  the  Waimea  Biver, 
Island  of  Kauai. ' '  Upon  motion  made  by  Senator  Coney  and  seconded  by 
Senator  Desha,  the  bill  passed  first  reading  by  title. 

Senator  Cooke  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  10  entitled:  "An  Act 
relating  to  houses  and  places  of  lewdness,  assignation  and  prostitution: 
to  provide  for  the  abatement  thereof;  the  issue  of  injunctions  against 
persons  connected  therewith,  and  other  matters  incidental  thereto." 
Upon  motion  made  by  Senator  Cooke,  seconded  by  Senator  Makekau,  the 
bill  passed  first  reading  by  title. 

Senator  Baldwin  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  11,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
amend  Section  1506  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  and  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  a  county  clerk  for  the  County  of  Maui."  Upon 
motion  made  by  Senator  Baldwin,  seconded  by  Senator  Desha,  the  bill 
passed  first  reading  by  title. 

Senator  Correa  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  12,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
repeal  Chapter  113  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  the 
widening  of  certain  streets."  Upon  motion  made  by  Senator  Correa  and 
seconded  by  Senator  Makekau,  the  bill  passed  first  reading  by  title. 

Second  Beading  of  Senate  Bill  No.  1,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  appropriate 
money  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  regular  session

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The  bill  was  read  throughout,  and  upon  motion  made  by  Senator 
Shingle  and  seconded  by  Senator  Kamauoha,  passed  second  reading  and 
was  placed  on  the  special  order  of  the  day  for  Saturday,  February  24, 
1917. 

Second  reading  of  Senate  Bill  No.  2,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
entertainment  and  expenses  of  such  Senators  and  members  of  the  House 
of  Bepresentatiyes  of  the  United  States  and  other  distinquished  persons 
who  shall  visit  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  prior  to  July  31st,  1917,  on 
invitation  and  for  the  disbursement  of  the  money  herein  appropriated." 

The  bill  was  read  throughout,  and  upon  motion  made  by  Senator  Make- 
kau  and  seconded  by  Senator  Shingle,  passed  second  reading  and  was 
placed  on  the  special  order  of  the  day  for  Saturday,  February  24,  1917. 

Consideration  of  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  1,  commending 
the  position  taken  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  the 
severance  of  diplomatic  relations  with  the  German  Empire,  and  pledg- 
ing loyal  support  and  fullest  aid. 

The  resolution  was  read  throughout.  Senator  Makekau  moved  that 
the  same  be  referred  to  the  Commit ee  on  Judiciary,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Senator  Kamauoha,  and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote  carried, 
there  being  nine  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  four  in  the  negative. 

Consideration  of  Department  Communication  No.  2,  being  a  request 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  that  he  be  furnished  daily  with  a 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Senate  and  three  copies  of  all  Bills,  Joint 
and  Concurrent  Besolutions  ordered  printed  by  the  Senate. 

The  President  announced  that  he  had  ascertained  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Territory  that  the  request  was  in  accordance  with  the  usual  prac- 
tise of  the  past.  Upon  motion  made  by  Senator  Cooke  and  seconded  by 
Senator  Correa,  it  was  voted  to  grant  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Territory. 

Consideration  of  Miscellaneous  Communication  No.  1,  being  a  report 
of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  as  follows: 

OFFICE  OF  THE  MAYOB 

Honolulu,  T.  H.,  February  21,  1917. 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  followfng  report  for  the  biennial  period 
ended  December  31,  1916,  setting  forth  certain  facts  relating  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  during  said  period  and  sug- 
gesting such  legislation  as  will  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  said  city  and 
county. 

LOCAL  CONDITIONS. 

It  is  eight  years  since  the  establishment  of  city  and  county  govern- 
ment and  twelve  years  since  the  creation  of  local  governments  in  Hawaii. 

During  the  first  few  years  of  city  and  county  government  the  main 
tendency  seemed  to  have  been  to  extend  its  powers  and  increase  its 
revenues,  but  now  that  the  novelty  has  worn  off  and  experience  has 
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taught,  attention  is  being  turned  more  towards  perfecting  it.  The  large 
amount  of  legislation  in  the  past  was  enacted  with  this  end  in  view,  and 
there  are  evidences  that  greater  interest  than  usual  will  be  taken  in  the 
election  of  competent  men  to  city  and  county  offices  and  in  the  enactment 
of  salutary  legislation  in  regard  thereto  at  this  session  of  the  legislature. 


The  financial  status  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  especially 
during  the  last  two  years,  has  been  a  subject  of  vital  importance  in  con- 
sequence of  growing  needs.  At  first  it  has  seemed  as  if  little  that  was 
urgent  had  remained  undone,  and  yet,  with  a  small  surplus  left  over  by 
its  predecessors,  the  present  Board  of  Supervisors  has  been  confronted 
with  so  many  important  problems  which  it  has  undertaken  to  solve  under 
less  auspicious  conditions  of  proving  equal  to  the  situation. 

The  government  cannot,  any  more  than  a  private  enterprise,  be  suc- 
cessfully financed  on  a  small  surplus  with  which  to  meet  the  absolutely 
necessary  increase  in  expenditures.  Such  was  the  condition  of  affairs, 
however,  which  confronted  the  present  administration  of  city  and  county 
government. 

Ourrent  Beyenaes  and  Expenditures.  The  gap  between  needs  and 
means  ever  tends  to  widen  and  is  seldom  bridged  satisfactorily  for  any 
considerable  period,  while  the  task  of  making  ends  meet  is  perennial. 

The  total  income  of  the  city  and  county  for  the  calendar  year  1915 
was  inadequate  to  meet  the  expenditures  for  that  year,  and  the  same 
condition  prevailed  last  year.  Although  the  revenues  from  all  sources 
show  a  steady  increase,  the  necessary  expenditures  in  consequence  of 
growing  needs  show  a  greater  increase. 

The  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  year  since  1909,  with  the  exception  of 
1915  and  last  year,  showed  a  large  margin,  varying  in  amount  from 
^44,000.00  to  $114,500.00.  In  other  words,  every  Board  of  Supervisors, 
with  the  exception  of  the  last,  left  to  its  successors  a  large  surplus.  The 
present  Board  of  Supervisors  were  left  by  its  predecessors  a  balance  of 
$1,448.92  in  the  General  Fund  and  $1,417.00  in  the  Road  Tax  Fund,  or  a 
total  of  but  $2,865.92  with  which  to  carry  on  ^he  necessary  functions  of 
government  and  to  meet  the  urgent  needs  of  a  growing  city. 

Necessary  expenditures  which  did  not  exist  prior  to  1915  were  imposed 
by  the  last  legislature  upon  the  city  and  county.  For  the  six  months 
ended  December  31,  1915,  immediately  following  the  session  of  the  last 
legislature,  these  items  have  amounted  to  $12,925.00,  and  last  year  they 
have  amounted  to  $9,720.00. 

Other  necessary  expenditures  which  were  incurred  for  police  and  sani- 
tation in  order  to  meet  the  growth  of  the  city  and  county  amounted  to 
$32,773.02  in  1915,  and  last  year  they  amounted  to  $43,635.00. 

It  will  be  seen  that  for  these  additional  expenditures  which  did  not 
formerly  exist  the  city  and  county  was  obliged  to  expend  the  sum  of 
$45,698.02  in  1915,  and  last  year  the  sum  of  $53,355.00  was  expended 
for  the  same  items. 

Bonded  Indebtedness.  The  bonded  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  ter- 
ritory and  assumed  by  the  city  and  county  through  the  transfer  of  the 
Honolulu  Water  and  Sewer  Works  amounted  to  $1,142,031.00  for  the 
water  works  and  $352,580.33  for  the  sewer  works,  making  a  total  of 
$1,494,611.33  on  December  31,  1916. 

The  objects  for  which  this  indebtedness  has  been  incurred  are  revenue- 
producing,  thus  increasing  the  revenues  with  which  to  retire  the  bonds. 
Conservation,  however,  should  prevail  in  the  matter  of  increasing  the 
bonded  indebtedness.   Furthermore,  the  bonds  which  the  Water  and 
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Sewer  Works  represent  are  territorial  and  should  not  be  charged  against 
the  credit  or  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  and  county. 

Improvement  Bonds.  Through  the  operation  of  the  frontage  tax  law, 
rendered  imperative  to  meet  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city  and  county, 
district  improvement  bonds  have  been  issued.  These  bonds  are  payable 
in  a  period  of  years  sufficient  to  cover  the  number  of  instalment  pay- 
ments and  redeemable  only  out  of  the  moneys  collected  on  account  of 
assessments  made  for  the  improvements  for  which  they  are  issued. 

The  authorized  issues  of  last  year  under  the  improvement  law  are 
as  follows:  July  1,  1916,  Manoa  Improvement  District  Number  One, 
1146,000.00;  September  15,  1916,  Beach  Walk  Improvement  District  Num- 
ber Two,  $28,000.00.  The  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  city  and  county  on 
these  improvement  bonds  is  $31,077.41. 

Becent  issues  of  improvement  bonds  are  as  follows:  January  15,  1917, 
Lusitana  Street  Frontage  Improvement  Number  One,  $8,795.00;  January 
15,  1917,  King  Street  Extension  Frontage  Improvement  Number  Two, 
$8,620.00;  February  1,  1917,  Sea- View  Frontage  Improvement  Number 
Three,  $6,000.00.  The  share  to  be  borne  by  the  city  and  county  on  these 
recent  issues  amounts  to  $25,782.00. 

Cash  Basis  Fund.  Under  the  provisions  of  Act  142,  Session  Laws  of 
1913,  the  city  and  county  treasurer  is  authorized  to  create  and  maintain 
a  permanent  revolving  fund  known  as  the  cash  basis  fund.  This  law  is 
highly  desirable  since,  in  some  cases  at  least,  the  temptation  of  an  out- 
going Board  of  Supervisors  to  spend  all  the  funds  available  has  proven 
too  great,  and  the  incoming  Board  has  been  left  in  the  lurch. 

The  amount  to  be  set  aside  in  this  fund  is  1/20  of  1%  of  the  total 
assessed  value  of  property  in  the  city  and  county.  On  an  assessed 
valuation  of  $90,001,990.00  this  has  amounted  to  $45,001.00  in  1915,  and 
the  amount  set  aside  last  year  on  an  assessed  valuation  of  $96,568,330.00 
was  $48,284.16.  The  cash  basis  fund  amounted  to  $157,072.36  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1916. 

The  operation  of  the  law  creating  this  fund,  while  it  has  been  found 
to  be  most  desirable,  has  tended  to  further  reduce  the  already  inadequate 
income  of  the  city  and  county  by  setting  aside  therefrom  large  sums  of 
money.  In  order  to  relieve  the  situation  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  pass 
an  act,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  said  law,  providing  for 
the  transfer  to  the  general  fund  of  the  total  amount  in  the  cash  basis 
fund  on  December  31,  1916,  thereby  releasing  this  large  amount  for  the 
urgent  needs  of  the  city  and  county. 

Financial  Statement.  A  comparative  statement  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  city  and  county  for  the  biennial  period  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1916,  is  herewith  appended. 


For  the  proper  development  of  sturdy  local  government  the  present  tax 
system  was  deemed  highly  desirable.  It  was  a  necessity  in  order  to 
protect  the  territorial  treasury  and  to  make  effective  the  present  school 
law.  Already  it  has  enlivened  interest  in  the  betterment  of  the  city 
and  county  government  by  fixing  the  responsibility  and  showing  to  the 
taxpayers  the  close  relation  between  their  pockets  and  the  persons  whom 
they  elect  to  office. 

Tax  Law.  Under  the  present  tax  law,  however,  there  is  no  possibility 
of  materially  increasing  the  income  of  the  city  and  county.  Whatever 
the  estimates  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  be  with  regard  to  the 
amount  of  money  required,  the  law  provides  that  the  assessor  shall 
reduce  the  amount  required  for  general  revenues  to  %  of  1%  and  for 
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general  revenues  and  permanent  improvements  to  %  of  1%  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  property  within  the  city  and  county.  In  other 
words,  no  matter  how  much  the  Board  of  Supervisors  asks  for,  it  can 
only  receive  %  of  1%,  and  if  it  does  not  submit  any  estimates  at  all, 
the  assessor  fixes  the  rate  at  %  of  1%.  As  a  matter  of  practice,  the  rate 
has  consistently  remained  at  %  of  1%, 

The  result  of  this  provision  in  the  law  is  that,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  city  and  county  is  growing  rapidly,  thereby  increasing  the  neces- 
sary functions  of  government,  the  total  income  with  which  to  meet  the 
increased  expenditures  of  the  city  and  county  government  does  not  in- 
crease in  proportion,  since  the  tax  rate  still  remains  the  same. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  income  of  the  city  and  county  increases  only 
as  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  within  the  same  is  increased. 
Under  the  circumstances  it  is  deemed  advisable  that  the  law,  limiting 
the  maximum  rate  to  be  assessed,  be  amended  by  raising  the  prescribed 
limit  to  a  maximum  that  will  meet  the  urgent  needs  of  the  city  and 
county. 

ELECTIONS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Act  160,  Session  Laws  of  1915,  all  general 
elections  of  officers  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  after  1915,  shall 
be  held  in  May,  1917,  and  biennially  thereafter. 

Oharter  Convention.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Act  91, 
Session  Laws  of  1915,  a  convention  was  held  in  this  city  in  September, 
1915,  to  provide  a  charter  for  the  government  of  the  City  and  County 
of  Honolulu,  same  to  be  presented  at  this  session  of  the  legislature. 

In  the  proposed  charter  several  important  provisions  were  embodied, 
such  as  the  election  at  large  of  a  mayor  and  six  supervisors,  the  transfer 
of  the  assessment  and  collection  of  city  and  county  taxes  from  the  ter- 
ritory to  the  city,  the  enlargement  of  the  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  a  provision  for  the  recall  and  referendum.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  pass  an  act  providing  for  the  payment  by  the  city  and 
county  of  the  expenses  of  this  convention. 

No  doubt  the  new  charter  will  receive  the  early  attention  of  this  legis- 
lature and  will  require  considerable  time  for  careful  consideration.  Un- 
der the  circumstances  it  is  deemed  advisable  that  the  general  election 
of  city  and  county  officers  to  be  held  in  May,  1917,  be  postponed  to  a  later 
date  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  such  charter. 

Issuance  of  Bonds.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  123, 
Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  as  amended  by  Act  46,  Session  Laws  of 
1915,  an  election  was  held  last  November  upon  the  question  of  the  issu- 
ance of  municipal  bonds  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  $480,000.00  for  cer- 
tain specific  purposes,  but  it  failed  to  receive  the  approval  of  the  re- 
quired sixty  per  centum  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  and  county 
that  voted  at  such  election. 

Another  election  was  called  thereafter  to  be  held  February  21,  1917, 
for  a  municipal  bond  issue  of  the  same  amount  for  certain  public  im- 
provements of  a  revenue-producing  character  that  are  required  imme- 
diately in  the  interests  both  of  the  present  and  the  future.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  result  of  this  election  will  be  favorable  in  order  to  meet 
these  urgent  needs  of  the  city  and  county. 

PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  last  two  years  several  public  improvements  of  a  permanent 
nature  have  been  undertaken  by  the  city  and  county.  Some  of  these  have 
been  completed,  and  some  are  still  in  course  of  construction.    These  im- 
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provements,  rendered  imperative  to  meet  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city  and 
county,  have  required  vast  expenditures  and  have  tended  to  further  re- 
duce the  already  inadequate  income  of  the  city  and  county. 

Street  Improvements.  Under  the  operation  of  the  improvement  law, 
commonly  known  as  the  frontage  tax  law,  the  permanent  improvement 
of  streets  in  the  District  of  Honolulu  has  commenced.  Preliminary  re- 
ports have  been  prepared  and  hearings  held  on  fourteen  improvement 
districts. 

The  improvement  projects  which  are  in  course  of  construction  or  for 
which  contracts  have  been  awarded  are  as  follows:  Manoa  Improvement 
District  Number  One,  $194,530.95;  Frontage  Improvement  Number  One — 
King  Street  Extension,  $32,942.88;  Beach  Walk  Improvement  District 
Number  Two,  $33,264.17;  Frontage  Improvement  Number  Three — Sea- 
View,  $8,586.33,  Frontage  Improvement  Number  Four — Kalakaua  Avenue, 
$96,290.00,  and  Frontage  Improvement  Number  Five — ^Beretania  Street, 
$33,000.00,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $438,531.13.  The  amount  to 
be  borne  by  the  city  and  county  on  these  improvements  is  $119,215.09  or 
27.1%  of  the  total  cost. 

Frontage  Tax  Law.  The  frontage  tax  law  contains  several  provisions, 
which,  in  the  light  of  experience  in  its  operation,  should  be  amended  or 
revised.  For  instance,  whenever  the  improvement  of  streets,  other  than 
maintenance  or  repairs,  is  required,  it  cannot  legally  be  done  by  the  city 
and  county  without  going  through  the  expensive  requirements  of  the 
frontage  tax  law.  Some  provision  should  be  made  to  allow  immediate 
reconstruction  of  streets,  or  portions  thereof,  that  are  gutted  by  unusual 
storms.  Furthermore,  each  step  of  the  proceedings  had  under  the  law 
must  be  advertised  for  ten  successive  days.  The  time  consumed  in  adver- 
tising alone  delays  the  actual  progress  of  the  work  for,  at  least,  seven 
weeks,  allowing,  in  addition,  three  or  four  weeks  for  each  necessary 
rehearing.  The  expense  involved  is  quite  considerable,  resulting  in  great 
waste  of  time  and  money. 

Under  the  law  the  city  and  county  is  obliged  to  pay  all  expenses  on 
all  public  lands,  street  intersections  and  lands  exempt  from  taxation. 
In  other  words,  the  city  and  county  pays  all  expenses  on  all  lands  owned 
by  the  territory  and  those  exempted  from  taxation  by  territorial  laws, 
which  should  be  borne  by  the  territory.  Again,  the  contractor  is  re- 
quired under  the  law  to  furnish  bond  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
bid,  while  on  the  territorial  work  the  bidder  furnishes  bond  in  a  sum 
equal  to  just  one-half  of  the  amount  bid.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  this 
extra  amount  of  the  bond  is  charged  in  the  amount  of  the  contract. 

Honolnla  Water  and  Sewer  Works.  The  Honolulu  Water  and  Sewer 
Works  were  transferred  to  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  on  June  30, 
1914,  with  the  obligation  to  meet  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  on  the 
bonds  which  they  represent.  These  works  have  been  considerably  ex- 
tended. There  is,  however,  pressing  need  of  further  extensions  and  im- 
provements in  the  water  works  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  operation, 
afford  greater  protection  from  fire,  reduce  insurance  rates,  and  keep  pace 
with  the  needs  of  a  rapidly  growing  city.  There  is  even  greater  need  of 
the  extension  of  the  sewer  system  for  sanitary  reasons.  The  pending 
improvement  of  large  areas  in  the  District  of  Honolulu  under  the  front- 
age tax  law  renders  it  imperative  that  additional  extensions  and  altera- 
tions of  the  sewer  lines  be  carried  on  at  the  same  time  with,  if  not  prior 
to,  such  improvements.  Under  the  present  financial  status  of  the  city 
and  county,  however,  this  cannot  be  done. 

In  order  to  meet  the  pressing  need  of  further  extensions  and  improve- 
ments of  the  water  and  sewer  works  it  is  estimated  that  a  bond  issue 
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of  ^480,000.00  will  be  required.  This  question  has  been  submitted  to 
the  vote  of  the  people  at  the  election  to  be  held  February  21,  1917. 

Olty  Hall.  The  desirability  of  acquiring  a  suitable  site  and  building 
for  a  City  Hall  for  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  is  becoming  more 
urgent  on  account  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city  and  the  increased  func- 
tions of  the  city  and  county  government. 

Honolulu  is  enlarging  its  accommodations  for  tourists  and  providing 
means  of  entertainment.  In  order  to  add  to  the  charm  and  attraction 
of  a  growing  city,  provision  must  be  made  for  a  suitable  site  and  build- 
ing for  a  city  hall. 


The  work  accomplished  by  the  various  departments  of  the  city  and 
county  has  been  highly  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  entirely  inadequate 
means  with  which  to  carry  on  the  necessary  functions  of  government. 

The  Mayor.  Under  the  present  charter  of  the  city  and  county  the 
dual  system  of  executive  and  legislative  bodies  usual  in  local  govern- 
ment is  displaced  by  that  of  a  single  business  body.  The  Mayor  is 
president  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  a  veto  power  and  no  vote. 
In  order  that  business  might  not  be  clogged  by  red  tape  it  was  deemed 
best  that  the  city  and  county  government  should  not  be  made  top-heavy 
with  the  machinery  of  state  and  that  the  majority  should  shoulder  full 
responsibility  and  control  policies  in  order  to  be  able  to  proceed  in  a 
businesslike  way. 

Now  that  the  novelty  of  city  and  county  government  has  worn  off 
and  experience  has  taught,  it  is  found  that,  while  this  provision  of  the 
charter  would  not  detract  from  the  power  or  dignity  of  the  office  of  the 
Mayor,  who  could  still  be  elected  as  such,  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  have  a  general  supervision  over  the  work  of 
the  city  and  county,  the  dual  system  of  executive  and  legislative  powers 
is  necessary  in  the  successful  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  city 
and  county. 

The  charter  provides  that  the  Mayor  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  and 
prescribes  his  powers  and  duties  which  are  not  so  broad  in  scope  and 
limited  in  authority.  If  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu 
is  its  Chief  Executive  Officer,  then  he  should  be  vested  with  full  exec- 
utive power  in  order  to  fix  on  him  the  responsibility  for  all  the  opera- 
tions of  the  city  and  county  over  which  he  has  the  general  supervision. 
As  it  is  the  Mayor  bears  the  brunt  of  the  responsibility  which  should 
fall  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  city  and  county  must  either  have 
a  Mayor  with  real  executive  power  or  none  at  all. 

Civil  Service.  Under  Act  51,  Session  Laws  of  1913,  civil  service  was 
inaugurated  in  the  police  and  fire  departments  of  the  City  and  County 
of  Honolulu. 

The  advantage  of  the  merit  system  is  so  obvious  that  it  ought  not  to 
be  a  matter  of  argument.  It  means  the  selection  of  officers  in  public 
service  upon  the  grounds  of  fitness  rather  than  extraneous  considerations. 
It  promotes  efficiency  by  affording  that  sense  of  security  and  hope  of 
promotion  which  enables  officers  to  devote  their  undivided  attention  to 
their  public  duties  and  inspires  them  to  do  their  best.  It  helps  to  elimi- 
nate from  politics  the  baneful  influences  of  job-chasing  and  efforts  at 
political  control  for  ulterior  purposes. 

The  Honolulu  Civil  Service  Commission,  created  under  this  law,  has 
fairly  illustrated  the  advantages  of  the  merit  system.  It  has  been 
claimed,  however,  that  the  operation  of  this  law  should  not  apply  to 
the  police  department.  The  City  and  County  Sheriff,  who  is  elected  by 
the  people,  is  the  head  of  this  department  and.  as  such  should  have  the 
sole  power  to  employ  or  discharge  the  men  under  him.

Oity  Planning  Oommlssion.  More  than  a  year  ago  a  city  planning  com- 
mission was  established  by  ordinance,  whose  daties  involve  the  beauti- 
fication  of  the  City  of  Honolulu  and  its  suburbs. 

The  question  of  the  improvement  and  beautifieation  of  the  city  and  its 
surrounding  country  is  one  that  has  attended  so  much  interest  of  late, 
and  it  might  be  appropriate  to  include  in  its  consideration  a  discussion 
of  its  future  as  the  play-ground  of  the  well-to-do  and  the  popular  resort 
for  the  tourist  travel  that  is  to  flow  in  growing  volume  across  the  Pacific. 
Whatever  development  is  under  contemplation  should  be  first  of  all  for 
the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  its  people.  If  the  city  is  made  more 
beautiful  to  them,  adding  to  their  contentment  and  happiness,  then  it 
becomes  attractive  to  strangers. 

With  this  end  in  view  this  commission  has  prepared  a  new  map  of 
the  city  and  has  under  consideration  several  improvement  plans  which, 
if  fully  carried  out,  would  make  the  City  of  Honolulu  more  attractive. 
In  order  that  the  work  of  this  Commission  may  not  be  clogged  by  red 
tape,  it  is  deemed  advisable  that  such  commission  be  created  by  law 
providing  for  its  appointment  by  the  Mayor  and  prescribing  its  powers 
and  duties. 

Water  Oommlsslon.  By  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors a  commission  of  five  members  was  appointed  to  investigate  into 
the  water  resources  and  water  supply  of  the  City  and  County  of  Ho- 
nolulu. 

The  question  of  water  supply  is  of  prime  importance  to  the  com- 
munity. Investigations  have  been  carried  on  in  the  past  for  the  utiliza- 
tion of  all  water,  both  surface  and  underground,  in  the  Honolulu  basin, 
to  show  not  only  the  amount  of  water  available,  now  being  utilized  and 
now  being  wasted,  but  also  an  approximation  of  the  value  of  the  water. 
The  commission  is  now  at  work  preparing  complete  data,  facts  and 
features  which  will  be  of  the  utmost  value  to  the  community. 


I  commend  to  your  careful  consideration  the  report  of  the  superin- 
^tendent  of  public  instruction  on  the  schools  within  and  under  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  the  city  and  county. 

School  Budget.  Under  the  provisions  of  Act  8,  Session  Laws  of  1915, 
the  situation  with  regard  to  the  school  budget  was  altered  so  that  any 
unexpended  balance  remaining  in  the  fund  for  any  specific  purpose  at  the 
end  of  the  biennial  period  should  remain  in  the  treasury  of  the  city  and 
county,  subject  to  re-appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  not  only 
for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  budget  in  which  the  item  was  contained, 
but  also  for  any  other  purpose  either  in  that  budget  or  the  succeeding 
one.  This  was  an  excellent  provision  and  eminently  satisfactory  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

But  Act  90,  Session  Laws  of  1915,  provided  that  any  such  balance 
should  be  reported  to  the  auditor  and  deducted  from  the  amount  to  be 
collected  for  the  purpose  of  the  next  budget.  This  provision  has  de- 
stroyed the  entire  effect  of  Act  8  and  should  be  repealed. 


Nine  years  ago  there  were  transferred  from  the  territory  of  the  city 
and  county  the  inspection  of  fish,  meat  and  cattle  in  cooperation  with 
the  territorial  bureau  of  agriculture  and  forestry;  dairies  in  cooperation 
with  the  federal  and  territorial  food  commissioner  and  analyst;  building, 
plumbinc:,  house  sewers,  the  licensing  of  restaurants  and  laundries,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  territorial  board  of  health  as  to  suitability  of 
locality;  and  the  maintenance  of  hospitals. 
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These  transfers,  considering  the  extremely  cosmopolitan  population,  the 
sub-tropical  climatic  conditions,  and  the  location  of  Hawaii  at  the  cross- 
ways  of  the  Pacific,  made  the  subject  of  public  health  one  of  imperative 
moment,  especially  as  a  duty  of  self-preservation  locally. 

Emergency  HospitaL  More  than  a  year  ago  the  city  and  county  estab- 
lished by  ordinance  an  emergency  hospital,  with  accessories  for  the 
proper  treatment  of  emergency  cases,  which  is  maintained  and  operated 
in  connection  with  the  Police  Department. 


Seldom  have  strikes  occurred  in  Hawaii  and  labor  conditions  are  im- 
proving. The  strike  of  the  stevedores  last  year,  which  threatened  to  tie 
up  all  shipping  in  the  port  of  Honolulu,  was  averted  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  business  interests  to  bring  about  an  adjustment  of 
the  differences  between  the  shippers  and  the  stevedores. 

There  is  reason  to  believe,  however,  that  much  good  might  be  accom- 
plished in  the  interests  of  laborers  by  the  creation  of  a  commission  with 
broad  powers  to  include  the  settlement  of  disputes  and  other  matters.  It 
is  a  question  how  far  and  in  what  direction  such  legislation  might  be 
enacted  here.    The  subject  is  one  that  calls  for  careful  investigation. 


It  is  impossible  to  review  in  a  report  of  this  character  the  work 
accomplished  during  the  last  two  years,  or  to  refer  to  all  subjects  upon 
which  there  should  be  legislation..  Some  of  these  will  be  brought  to  your 
attention  through  other  channels. 

The  last  legislature  has  set  a  high  mark  of  accomplishment  for  the 
present  one  to  surpass.  This  legislature  could  not  want  for  a  better 
opportunity — let  it  but  be  guided  solely  by  a  patriotic  resolve  to  serve 
only  the  public  weal.

The  Senate  met  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

After  prayer  by  the  Chaplain,  the  roll  was  called  showing  all  Sena- 
tors present  with  the  exception  of  Senator  Castle,  absent  owing  to  his 
illness  and  excused. 

The  Journal  of  the  Second  Day  was  read  and  approved  on  motion  by 
Senator  Robinson  and  seconded  by  Senator  Quinn. 

Senator  Shingle  moved  that  the  motion  to  refer  to  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  1  commending  the  position 
taken  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  the  severance 
of  diplomatic  relations  with  the  German  Empire,  and  pledging  loyal  sup- 
port and  fullest  aid,  which  motion  carried  at  the  previous  day's  session, 
be  reconsidered.  Senator  Kamauoha  having  seconded  Senator  Shingle's 
motion,  the  same  was  put  to  a  vote  and  carried  unanimously. 

Senator  Shingle  moved  that  the  Senate  now  take  up  for  consideration 
Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  1.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Sena- 
tor Quinn,  and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote  carried. 

Senator  Pacheco  asked  that  he  be  granted  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Senate  to  withdraw  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  1  heretofore 
introduced  by  him  that  he  might  offer  a  substitute  resolution.  The 
question  whether  or  not  Senator  Pacheco  should  be  permitted  to  with- 
draw Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  1  having  been  put  to  the  Senate, 
the  same  carried  unanimously  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Pacheco  thereupon  introduced  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution 
No.  2  commending  the  position  taken  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States  in  regard  to  the  pending  acute  national  crisis,  which  was  read  by 
the  Clerk  as  follows: 

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Senate  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the 
House  of  Representatives  concurring: 

That  we  recognize  that  the  pending  acute  national  crisis  creates  a 
situation  fraught  with  grave  possibilities  to  the  nation  and  which  chal- 
lenges the  patriotism  of  every  American  citizen. 

RESOLVED,  That  we  highly  commend  the  position  taken  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States  in  regard  thereto  as  maintaining  our 
highest  standard  of  national  honor  and  as  promoting  the  humanltxrian 
ideals  of  enlightened  civilization. 

RESOLVED,  That  should  every  honorable  means  be  exhausted  to  niaii- 
tain  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States  inviolate  and  should  war  prove 
inevitable,  we  pledge  our  loyal  support  and  fullest  aid  to  our  countrv. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be'  for- 
warded to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretarv  of  the  In- 
terior, President  of  the  Senate,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  to  the  Delegate  to  Congress  from  Hawaii.

Consideration  of  Miscellaneous  Communication  No.  1,  being  a  report 
from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu. 

Printed  copies  of  the  foregoing  having  been  distributed,  the  original 
was  ordered  placed  on  the  Clerk's  desk  for  consultation. 

The  President  announced  that  he  was  in  receipt  of  the  report  of  the 
Special  Commission  on  Taxation,  as  follows: 
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BEPOBT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMISSION  ON  TAXATION. 

The  passage  of  Joint  Resolution  No.  3  at  the  Legislative  Session  of 
1915  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  special  commission  for  the  purpose 
of  investigating  the  necessity  and  advisibility  of  making  changes  in  the 
existing  tax  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  of  recommending  such  changes 
in  said  laws  as  should  appear  wise  and  expedient,  and  to  make  report 
not  later  than  July  1,  1916.  No  specific  phases  of  the  tax  problem  were 
requested  to  be  covered  by  the  resolution, — the  wording  of  same  being 
entirely  general  in  character  and  of  as  broad  a  scope  as  the  commission 
might  construe. 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  resolution,  the  following  named  gentlemen 
were  named  as  members  of  the  commission  by  His  Excellency  Lucius  E. 
Pinkham,  Governor  of  Hawaii,  on  January  20,  1916: — Honorable  C.  J. 
McCarthy,  A.  Lewis,  Jr.,  W.  H.  McClellan,  L.  P.  Scott  and  Charles  H. 
Merriam. 

The  commission  organized  February  10,  1916  with  Honorable  C.  J. 
McCarthy,  Chairman,  and  elected  Charles  H.  Merriam,  Secretary. 

Early  in  the  consideration  of  its  duties  the  commission  decided  that 
owing  to  limitation  of  time  it  was  desirable  to  confine  its  efforts  to  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  An  improved  system  for  the  equalization  of  land  valuations. 

2.  The  prevention  of  losses  through  failure  of  existing  law  to  bring 

under  assessment  certain  classes  of  property  not  now  assessed. 

3.  To  secure  greater  economy  in  the  operation  of  the  tax  system. 

4.  To  devise  ways  and  means  for  providing  a  greater  revenue  for  the 

use  of  the  various  counties. 

5.  To  correct  any  abuses  and  to  harmonize  existing  laws. 

6.  The  establishment  of  progressive  rates  under  the  Inheritance  Tax 


The  Commission  has  held  weekly  meetings  since  its  orf^anization,  ex- 
cept for  a  short  period  of  time  while  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
was  absent  on  the  mainland.  Suggestions  have  been  received  in  writing 
and  verbally  from  the  various  tax  assessors  and  others,  relative  to  desir- 
able changes  in  the  existing  law. 

In  the  month  of  June,  it  became  evident  that  an  extension  of  time 
would  be  required  upon  July  1,  1916,  to  more  thoroughly  consider  the  vari- 
ous phases  of  the  tax  problem,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Commission  the 
Governor  extended  the  time  for  filing  a  report  to  December  31,  1916. 

The  Commission  has  had  under  consideration  every  section  of  the 
Tax  Law,  and  such  changes  as  were  considered  vital  have  received  news- 
paper explanation  and  comment. 

The  Commission,  in  dealing  with  the  first  of  the  six  subjects  before 
of  valuation  did  not  tend  to  uniformity  and  equality  of  valuation.  This 
mentioned,  found  that  the  practical  application  of  the  present  system 
result,  while  no  fault  of  the  assessors,  largely  arises  through  the  use 
of  the  particular  system  in  vogue.  It  might  almost  be  called,  lack  of 
system,  as  there  appears  to  be  practically  the  application  of  the  square 
foot  value  to  the  majority  of  lots  and  the  varying  depths  of  the  lots  are 
in  many  instances  not  considered,  and  in  other  instances  not  uniformily 
treated,  and  the  results  obtained  cannot  be  expected  to  improve  to  any 

The  Commission  hf;s  investigated  the  suggested  application  of  the 
great  degree  in  the  future  over  those  of  the  past. 

so-called  Bomer's  system  of  land  valuation  for  this  Territory,  and  is 
satisfied  that  said  system,  if  adopted,  would  greatly  improve  conditions 
as  to  equitable  valuation  of  property,  and  give  to  the  tax  payer  an  ab- 
solute feeling  of  assurance  that  he  was  receiving  fair  and  equal  treatment 
with  all  owners  of  land  in  his  neighborhood.    This  system  has  been  in 
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vogue  in  many  cities  and  towns  in  the  United  States,  applying  in  some 
instances  to  whole  counties,  and  from  correspondence  with  assessors  in 
cities  where  this  system  has  been  adopted,  it  is  evident  that  not  only 
does  the  benefits  of  the  system  please  the  tax  payer  but  the  officials  find 
the  operation  of  the  system,  after  its  first  application,  to  be  much  more 
economical  and  sure  in  its  results  than  any  other  known  system. 

The  installation  of  this  so-called  Somer's  system  would  not  entail  a 
prohibitive  expense,  and  this  Commission  recommends  the  adoption  of 
this  system, — recommends  that  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  made  by  the 
Legislature  for  its  installation,  and  also  suggests  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  existing  law  to  give  legality  to  the  proposed  change. 

The  second  subject  that  has  had  the  consideration  of  this  Commission, 
namely,  the  prevention  of  losses  through  failure  of  existing  law  to  bring 
under  assessment  certain  classes  of  property  not  now  assessed,  and  has 
found  that  certain  areas  of  land  held  under  certain  eleemosynary  in- 
stitutions are,  under  existing  law,  wholly  exempt  from  taxation,  al- 
though, said  areas  were  only  partially  used  by  such  institutions. 

The  Commission  recommends  that  a  limitation  be  placed  upon  the 
aggregate  exempted  area,  that  shall  be  used  by  such  institutions,  as  much 
valuable  property  is  lying  idle  to  the  detriment  of  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  Territory,  as  well  as  a  practical  withdrawal  of  certain  areas 
from  agricultural  use  and  occupation. 

The  existing  law  is  not  considered  to  give  authority  to  tax  shares  of 
stock  in  national  banks,  and  as  this  class  of  property  is  therefore  es- 
caping taxation,  the  Commission  recommends  the  passage  of  a  separate 
act  to  be  drawn  to  cover  this  particular  proposition. 

Upon  investigation  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  delinquent 
taxes,  the  Commission  finds  that  quite  a  serious  loss  in  revenue  is  being 
suffered  through  imperfections  in  the  law  which  should  be  easy  to  remedy. 
In  this  connection  the  Commission  deems  it  wise  to  recommend  a  new 
method  of  sales  of  land  for  delinquent  taxes  with  a  reasonable  provi- 
sion of  eighteen  months  in  which  the  owner  thereof  may  redeem  the  land 
sold  under  tax  sale.  By  such  method  of  annual  sales  for  delinquent 
taxes,  there  should  be  no  occasion  in  the  future  for  passing  over  on  the 
books  of  the  tax  assessor  any  delinquent  tax  against  land  as  is  now  the 
case.  Much  revenue  has  been  lost  in  the  past  through  the  operation  of 
the  law  whereby  property  upon  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid  for  a 
term  of  years  greater  than  three,  cannot  be  held  for  the  pajrment  of 
said  tax,  and  each  year  many  delinquencies  extend  beyond  the  three-year 
period,  and  that  tax  is  virtually  lost  as  there  is  no  means  of  obtaining 
the  same  except  that  the  person  against  whom  the  tax  is  levied  possesses 
other  property,  be  it  real  or  personal,  upon  which  levy  can  be  made.  There 
is,  therefore,  strong  grounds  for  remodeling  the  law  relating  to  the 
eoleetion  of  delinquent  taxes  and  the  annual  sales  of  land  therefor. 

The  attention  of  the  Commission  has  also  been  called  by  the  various 
assessors  to  delinquencies  upon  personal  property  account.  We  have 
been  told  that  many  of  these  delinquent  accounts  are  uncollectable,  but 
have  to  be  carried,  under  the  law,  from  year  to  year,  thereby  causing  a 
volume  of  work  for  which  they  claim  there  is  no  hope  of  recompense. 

Some  States  even  go  so  far  as  to  empower  the  tax  assessor  to  imprison 
a  tax  payer  for  the  non-payment  of  a  personal  tax  or  any  specific  taxes. 

We  are  prepared  to  recommend  any  such  drastic  law,  but  do  recom- 
mend tbftt  greater  power  be  given  to  the  assessor  to  make  his  personal  tax 
collections. 

In  connection  with  the  above  mentioned  delinquency  list  that  contains 
the  ancient  accounts  which  are  carried  forward  from  year  to  year,  this 
Commisi«ion  recommends  that  the  Governor  be  authorized  by  resolution 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  persons  for  each  County,  to  consist  of 
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the  Territorial  Treasurer  and  Auditor  and  Divisional  Tax  Assessor  and 
two  persons  not  Government  officers  or  employees,  in  each  instance,  to 
go  over  this  list  of  delinquent  accounts  and  to  be  given  power  to  cause 
the  cancellation  of  such  accounts  as  to  them  seem  advisable.  The  object 
of  this  recommendation  being  merely  to  simplyfy  the  bookkeeping  record 
in  the  Tax  Office,  and  to  write  off  uncollectable  accounts. 

The  matter  of  assessing  the  leasehold  interest  separate  from  the  fee 
interest  in  land  has  also  had  the  consideration  of  the  Commission,  and  it 
finds  that  much  complaint  is  voiced  by  the  various  assessors  relative 
to  the  unsatisfactory  results  that  are  obtained  by  splitting  such  leasehold 
interest  from  the  fee  of  the  land.  While,  theoretically,  the  present  law 
should  give  the  same  results  in  financial  returns  when  there  is  a  com- 
pound assessment  as  would  be  the  case  of  a  simple  method  does  not  work 
in  a  practical  manner,  and  is  the  cause  of  numerous  losses  of  revenue 
to  the  Territory. 

While  the  Commission  does  not  advocate  the  complete  wiping  out  of 
the  leasehold  assessment,  as  such  action  would  doubtless  work  a  hard- 
ship  in  certain  cases  of  leases  executed  many  years  ago  and  still  in  force, 
it  does  advocate  that  from  and  after  the  adoption  of  its  recommendation 
in  this  respect,  that  there  shall  be  no  further  assessment  of  the  lease- 
hold interest  in  land,  but  that  leaseholds  executed  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  this  recommendation  shall  be  assessed  as  heretofore. 

Some  losses  in  the  collection  of  automobile  taxes  have  been  called 
to  our  attention,  and  the  Commission  recommends  an  amendment  to  exist- 
ing law  which  has  for  its  purpose  the  stoppage  of  this  loss.  We  sug- 
gest that  the  registration  of  autombiles  be  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
sheriff  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  various  assessors  and  that  the 
license  to  operate  a  machine  shall  not  be  issued  until  the  tax  upon  the 
vehicle  has  been  paid. 

The  third  subject  that  has  had  the  consideration  of  this  Commission, 
relating  to  greater  economy  in  the  operation  of  the  tax  system  has  re- 
sulted in  the  conclusion  that  the  present  methods  of  operation  can  be 
simplified  to  a  large  extent,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Commission  that 
the  rewriting  of  descriptions  and  names  in  the  assessment  record  each 
adoption  of  a  loose-leaf  system,  which  will  permit  the  carrying  of  all 
year  is  a  waste  of  valuable  time  and  can  largely  be  remedied  by  the 
transactions  for  a  period  of  five  years.  This  system  would  only  neces- 
sitate the  writing  of  new  descriptions  in  those  instances  where  additional 
property  is  acquired,  or  where  a  new  tax  payer  was  added  to  the  list. 
Proposed  forms  of  this  new  system  have  been  worked  out  which  appear 
to  meet  the  requirements  referred  to,  and  we  have  been  informed  by  the 
officials  of  the  Tax  Office  that  the  same  would  doubtless  work  in  a  prac- 
tical manner. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Territory  has  investigated  the  proposed  system 
and  approves  said  suggested  change,  and  states  it  to  be  his  intention  to 
order  the  installation  of  the  system  beginning  January  1,  1918,  the 
earliest  date  possible. 

While  the  Commission  strongly  recommends  its  adoption,  it  does  not 
consider  that  any  change  in  existing  law  is  necessarv  to  bring  about  the 
desired  object.  Greater  economy  of  operation  will  be  gained  'by  the 
adoption  of  theSomer's  system  of  valuation  heretofore  referred  to,  the 
adoption  of  which  this  Commission  strongly  recommends. 

A  further  loss  of  valuable  time  can  be  effectually  prevented  by  the 
passage  of  an  up-to-date  delinquent  tax  sale  law.  The  passage  of  such  a 
law  would  also  be  the  means  of  saving  for  the  Territory  large  amounts  of 
revenue. 

By  the  abolition  of  the  assessment  of  leasehold  interests  the  work  of 
the  assessors  would  be  greatly  simplified,  resulting  in  a  lesser  cost  of 
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operation,  and  in  the  belief  of  the  assessors,  a  greater  revenue  would 
accrue  to  the  Territory  by  the  passage  of  this  proposed  amendment. 

In  considering  the  fourth  subject  noted  above,  the  Commission  has 
considered  various  suggestions  for  the  provision  of  a  greater  revenue 
for  the  use  of  the  various  counties.  It  is  manifest  to  this  Commission 
that  the  need  of  additional  revenue  for  county  use  is  great,  and  that  some 
means  must  be  taken  at  an  early  date  to  provide  the  revenue  which  is 
needed. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  county  and  city  and  county  governments  has 
increased  greatly  since  the  organization  of  such  in  this  Territory. 

While  these  expenses  have  increased  the  income  has  not  kept  pace, 
with  the  result  that  conditions  in  Honolulu  and  the  several  counties  ab- 
solutely demand  that  more  revenue  be  given. 

After  careful  consideration,  this  Commission  has  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  best  method  of  affording  relief  is  by  increasing  the  allowance  of 
the  counties  from  two-thirds  of  one  per  cent  to  a  full  one  per  cent  and 
further,  that  that  portion  of  Section  1236  known  as  sub-division  2, 
relating  to  Permanent  Improvements  be  stricken  out.  This  Commission 
is  of  the  opinion  that  each  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  can  be  depended 
upon  to  ^end  on  such  permanent  improvements  all  the  money  possible 
considering  their  income. 

If  the  above  named  amendment  to  the  tax  law  is  adopted  the  City  and 
County  of  Honolulu  will  be  enabled  to  furnish  sewers  and  free  garbage 
and  extend  the  sewer  and  water  system  as  needed. 

The  Commission  feels  strongly  that  the  City  of  Honolulu,  the  principal 
port  of  the  Territory,  to  which  come  vessels  from  many  ports  where  infec- 
tious diseases  are  prevalent,  should  be  kept  in  the  best  sanitary  condition 
and  to  this  end  the  city  should  provide  for  the  free  use  of  sewers  and  at 
the  same  time  compel  the  owner  or  owners  of  every  building  to  connect 
with  such  sewers. 

This  arrangement  would  place  the  City  and  County  in  a  position  to 
finance  the  construction  from  year  to  year  of  sections  of  a  permanent 
roadway  in  the  country  outside  of  the  city  proper,  until  said  road  be 
paved  around  the  island;  and  would  also  be  placed  in  funds  to  properly 
maintain  and  repair  the  city  streets  and  assist  in  the  permanent  im- 
provement of  the  same. 
The  office  of  the  Auditor  of  the  aytiC  dnotnuCyrlwofmHDtofic-yl2 
The  office  of  the  Auditor  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  has  fur- 
nished the  Commission  with  a  schedule  of  additional  work  that  can  be 
accomplished  with  the  increase  of  funds,  and  has  shown  the  Commission 
that  after  certain  works  which  have  been  neglected  in  the  past  from  lack 
of  funds  are  completed,  that  there  will  be  a  gradual  reduction  in  the  tax 
rate. 

The  consideration  by  this  Commission  of  the  fifth  subject,  relating  to 
abuses  and  to  harmonize  any  conflict  in  existing:  laws,  has  resulted  in  the 
recommendation  that  certain  penalties  be  applied  where  the  authority 
of  the  tax  assessor  is  not  now  sufficiently  strong,  to  cause  the  necessary 
information,  that  existing  law  contemplates  should  be  given  to  the 
assessor,  to  be  forthcoming. 

The  Commission  recommends  that  every  tax  payer  who  fails  to  render  a 
a  statement,  list  or  return  required  by  law  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  10  per  cent,  of  his  gross  tax,  which  penalty  shall  be  and  become  a  part 
of  such  tax  and  be  collected  as  a  part  thereof.  We  recommend  also  that 
the  income  tax  law  be  amended  so  that  all  tax  payers  subject  to  said 
law  shall  be  required  to  keep  regular  and  accurate  books  of  accounts,  and 
failino:  so  to  do,  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  an  dsubject  to  a  nominal 
fine  for  the  first  offense,  and  increasing  fines  for  the  second  and  third 
offense. 
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In  order  that  a  better  qualified  official  of  the  Territory  shall  serve  upon 
the  committee  of  estimates  provided  for  the  consideration  of  the  School 
Budget,  the  Commission  wishes  to  suggest  that  Section  299,  Revised 
Laws  of  1915,  be  amended  in  line  4  thereof  by  striking  out  the  word 
"Secretary"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  ''Treasurer." 

This  change  would  bring  to  said  committee  the  services  of  an  official 
conservant  with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Territory,  and  one  better 
able  to  judge  the  effect  upon  the  condition  of  Territorial  finances  of  the 
proposed  budget. 

Amendments  to  existing  law  will  also  be  presented  in  an  effort  to  har- 
monize and  clarify  doubtful  sections  of  existing  laws. 

This  Commission  has  also  considered  what  it  deems  to  be  an  abuse  of 
the  tax  power,  namely,  the  continued  collection  of  a  stamp  duty  tax  upon 
all  documents.  This  law  has  been  in  force  since  1868,  continuing  with- 
out substantial  change  until  an  exemption  of  only  $1000  was  passed  by 
the  Legislature  of  1911.  The  principle  of  this  law  is  that  the  levying 
of  a  stamp  duty  is  to  meet  sudden  and  heavy  unnatural  expenses  of  the 
act.  The  revenue  derived  from  this  form  of  taxation  is  on  an  average 
government  and  is  always  considered  elsewhere  as  a  strictly  emergency 
of  $35,000  per  year. 

Upon  investigation  we  find  that  the  abolition  of  this  tax  could  readily 
be  borne  by  the  Territory  at  this  time,  and  that  the  burden  of  this  tax 
is  so  generally  put  upon  the  individual  about  to  acquire  a  home,  that  it  is 
extremely  obnoxious  in  character  and  should  be  done  away  with.  The 
Commission  will  therefore  recommend  and  forward  an  entire  repeal  of 
this  act,  saving  only  a  provision  for  the  poststamping  of  a  document 
executed,  but  not  stamped,  during  the  life  of  the  act. 

In  taking  up  the  consideration  of  the  inheritance  tax  law,  the  Com- 
mission finds  only  one  portion  of  the  law  which  it  seems  wis  to  change. 

The  present  law  calls  for  a  flat  tax  of  2  per  cent,  upon  all  inherited 
propertv  in  excess  of  the  exemption  of  $5000  when  the  kindred  be  of 
direct  line.  And  imposes  upon  collateral  kindred  and  strangers  a  flat 
tax  of  5  per  cent,  and  allowing  an  exemption  of  $500. 

The  Commission,  upon  investigation,  finds  that  the  general  policy  in 
the  United  States  has  been  to  apply  progressive  rates  to  inheritance  in- 
stead of  the  flat  rate. 

Only  fifteen  states  still  cling  to  the  flat  rate  while  twenty-seven  apply 
progressive  rates  to  inheritances. 

The  manifest  ease  with  which  this  tax  is  paid,  and  the  more  even 
justice  of  the  application  of  progressive  rates,  causes  this  Commission  to 
recommend  the  adoption  ofthe  following  schedule  of  rates  instead  of 
the  existing  flat  rate.  We  also  recommend  an  additional  clause  relating 
to  a  tax  upon  inheritance  going  to  an  alien. 

1%  per  cent,  on  amounts  between  $    5,000  and  $  20,000. 

2  per  cent,  on  amounts  between  20,000  and  50.000. 
2%  per  cent,  on  amounts  between     50,000  and  100,000. 

3  per  cent,  on  amounts  between    100,000  and  250,000. 
4^  per  cent,  on  amounts  over  250,000. 

In  all  other  cases,  except  aliens,  the  rate  of  tax  of  the  market  value  of 
such  property  in  excess  of  five  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz: 

3     per  cent,  on  amounts  between  $      500  and  $  5.000. 

5     per  cent,  on  amounts  between      5,000  and  20.000. 

5%  per  cent,  on  amounts  between     20,000  and  50,000. 

n     per  cent,  on  amounts  between     50.000  and  100,000. 

6^/^  per  cent,  on  amounts  over  100.000. 
When  the  beneficial  interest  to  any  property  or  income  therefrom 
shall  so  pass  to  an  alien,  the  rate  of  tax  shall  be  12%  per  cent,  of  the 
market  value  of  such  property  received  by  each  person,  in  excess  of  $500. 
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All  property  so  passing  for  which  exemption  of  five  thousand  dollars  can 
be  maintained  shall  not  be  taxable  as  income  under  the  provisions  of  any 
other  law. 

The  Commission  feels  that  insuffcient  time  has  been  alloted  for  as 
complete  a  study  of  the  broad  subject  of  our  taxation  problems  as 
to  the  most  important  questions  that  have  been  brought  to  our  attention, 
should  have  been  given,  but  has  endeavored  to  give  earnest  consideration 

The  Commission  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  assistance  ren- 
dered it  by  various  officials  of  the  Government  and  others. 

In  a  short  time  the  Commission  expects  to  transmit  drafts  of  proposed 
amendments  and  new  laws  embodyinjf  the  subjects  hereinabove  set 
forth  and  expresses  the  hope  that  favorable  action  will  be  taken  thereon. 


The  lateness  of  the  appointment  of  the  Commission  and  the  time  within 
which  to  report  has  not  given  that  opportunity  which  is  desirable  for  a 
thorough  consideration  of  the  tax  system. 

Fundamentally,  the  tax  system  of  the  Territory  has  proved  satisfactory. 
Inequalities  in  isolated  instances  arise  under  any  system  of  taxation. 

The  minority  concurs  in  a  general  way  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  majority,  with  the  exceptions  as  hereinafter  appearing.  The  minor- 
ity objects  to  the  adoption  of  the  Somer's  System  of  valuation,  causing 
an  amendment  of  Section  1241  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii  1915. 
The  minority  also  objects  to  the  further  following  change  in  the  basis 
of  valuation  of  land  for  taxation  called  for  by  the  majority  report,  to- 
wit:  "Used  and  unused,  cultivated  and  uncultivated  land  of  same 
quality  and  similarly  situated  shall  be  assessed  at  the  same  value."  On 
its  face  this  language  may  seem  to  be  fair,  yet  in  its  interpretation  a 
drastic  change  could  be  made  in  the  present  system  of  taxation  of  cer- 
tain areas  and  certain  holdings  which  might  prove  to  be  quite  undesirable. 
Further  thought  and  study  should  be  given  to  the  matter  of  taxation  of 
unoccupied  lands  or  the  use  of  lands  for  particular  purposes,  when  the 
same  are  capable  of  a  more  profitable  employment,  before  a  method  for 
taxation  of  the  same  be  proposed.  To  eflfectuate  the  last  mentioned 
amendment  an  addition  to  said  Section  1241  is  dought  bv  the  majority. 

The  Commission  considers  that  as  a  whole  the  taxation  system  of  the 
Territory  is  satisfactory.  Certain  changes  in  details  in  order  to  permit 
of  the  smoother  working  of  the  system,  as  found  in  practice  by  the 
various  assessors,  should  be  made,  and,  as  outlined  in  the  majority  re- 
port, are  recommended. 

Experience  of  recent  years  has  demonstrated  that  the  City  and  County 
of  Honolulu  should  be  in  receipt  of  more  funds  to  properly  carry  on  the 
functions  of  City  and  County  Government.  By  the  application  of  business 
principles,  overhead  charges  could  be  much  reduced  and  the  funds  so 
sent  would  be  available  for  other  purposes.  However,  the  growth  of 
the  City  and  County  nevertheless  has  created  legitimate  requirements 
for  additional  funds  for  City  and  County  purposes.    Should  the  Legisla-

A  meeting  of  Commissioners  is  needed  during  December  while 
the  examination  of  teachers  come  in  August,  hence  the  necessity  for 
the  changes  to  "December  or  January,"  and  "  July  or  August"  in  each 
calendar  year.

I  hereby  move  to  amend  Section  1  of  Senate  Bill  No.  33,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  prohiibt  the  importation  of  intoxicating  liquors  into  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii,  and  to  prohibit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  such  liquors 
therein,  and  providing  for  a  referendum  of  this  Act  to  a  vote  of  the 
registered  voters  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii"  by  striking  out  the  word 
"first"  in  line  one  of  said  Section  1  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "fourteenth".

Section  18.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed."

Senator  Baldwin  introduced  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  4,  call- 
ing for  a  joint  session  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
to  receive  such  commissions  from  the  Governor  as  he  shall  be  pleased 
to  make  to  them,  as  follows:

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  11:00  o'clock  a.  m. 

Immediately  upon  calling  the  Senate  to  order,  the  President  announced 
that  the  House  was  ready  for  the  joint  session  with  the  Senate  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  Qovernor's  message.  Thereupon  the  Senate 
retired  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  Governor  having  ap- 
peared, delivered  his  Message  (Gov.  Mess.  No.  2),  as  follows: 


The  Honorable  President  of  the  Senate, 

The  Honorable  Speaker  of  the  House,  and 
Members  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii. 

Gentlemen: — On  February  twenty-first  I  notified  your  honorable  bodies 
that  at  an  early  date  I  would  address  you  on  "Land,  Military  and  Na- 
tional Qoard." 

Whether  we  locally  so  desire  or  realize,  the  United  States  of  America 
is  now  calling  on  us  to  fulfil  our  part  of  the  compact  for  which  her 
people  paid  Hawaii  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  to  secure  and  retain 
this  strategic  position  in  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

You  need  only  to  look  about  you  to  be  convinced  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment has  begun  to  inaugurate  enormous  preparations  for  the  defense  of 
her  long  Pacific  coastline  and  her  interests  within  the  Pacific  Ocean 
upon  this  exact  spot,  the  Island  of  Oahu,  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

The  United  States  has  neither  named  nor  intimated  any  other  policy 
for  Hawaii  than  that  of  self-defense.  Not  one  official  or  personal  word 
or  intimation  has  come  as  to  any  particular  enemy  to  be  guarded  against 
or  whose  ill-will,  enmity  or  ambition  could  lead  to  hostilities. 

Every  phase  of  peace  or  war  requires  the  utmost  preparation  and  skill 
to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  nation,  both  in  peace  and  in  war. 

Beyond  our  loyal  and  complete  share  in  such  preparedness,  we  have 
no  right  to  question  our  national  rulers. 

Hawaii  has  given  no  offense  to  any  nationality  within  its  borders. 

Nowhere  on  earth  has  corresponding  cordiality  and  helpfulness  been 
shown  all  races  and  nationalities  choosing  to  reside  within  these  Islands. 

That  Hawaii  will  be  free  from  the  frictions  of  opportunity,  standards 
of  living,  and  over-populations  seeking  relief  here  is  not  probable;  and, 
if  crowded,  the  natives  and  other  non-competitive  nationalities  will  be 
as  sensitive  as  to  their  means  of  existence  as  other  nationalities  may  be 
as  to  their  political  and  social  standing. 

This  Administration  has  been  informed  that  the  War  Department  de- 
sires the  National  Guard  of  Hawaii  to  be  increased  by  July  Ist,  1917,  to 
257  officers  and  5183  men,  total  5440,  and  by  July  1st,  1918,  and  there- 
after, to  257  officers  and  6095  men,  total  6352. 

The  Navy  Department  gives  the  information  that  it  desires  the  Naval 
Militia  recruited  by  July  Ist,  1921,  from  its  present  numbers  of  9  officers 
and  103  men  to  approximately  a  total  of  300.

It  is  proper  to  state  here,  so  the  public  mind  may  fully  realize  the

.  national  expenditures  overshadowing  all  other  interests  which  inevitably 
become  secondary.

SOURCES  OF  TERRITORIAL  INCOME  FOR  DEFENSE  PURPOSES. 

First,  from  Taxation. 

Second,  from  Oonsenration  of  Income. 

Unquestionably,  the  taxpayers  of  the  Territory  would  prefer  not  to 
be  taxed  directly  for  national  defense,  irrespective  of  the  fact  all  monies 
so  expended  return,  together  with  other  great  sums,  directly  into  the 
hands  of  the  people  and  into  general  circulation. 

The  Territory  has  never  tried,  in  a  businesslike  and  effective  way,  to 
conserve  and  increase  its  income  from  its  lands  and  waters;  in  fact,  it 
has  never  had  the  opportunity,  as  its  lands,  primeval  and  undeveloped, 
were  leased  for  very  long  terms  at  what  proved  to  be  very  nominal 
rentals. 

In  the  following  statements,  the  government  has  not  negotiated  or 
attempted  to  fix  rentals,  but  has  simply  noted  the  amounts  offered,  hence 
it  does  not  claim  the  figures  disclose  the  maximum  rentals  possible  to 
obtain. 

PUBLIC  LANDS. 


At  present  public  lands  are  controlled  by  twenty-five,  o*  more,  peti- 
tioners under  the  Organic  Act,  Section  73,  page  50,  (R.  L.  H.),  para- 
graph beginning:  "Whenever  twenty-five  or  more  persons  . " 

The  effect  has  not  been  for  accomplishing  the  intent  of  the  Act  in  the 
degree  intended,  but  to  give  the  opportunity  for  waste  of  public  income 
in  speculative  operations. 
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It  IB  for  you  to  advise  the  Administration  if  you  desire  the  few  remain- 
ing lands  and  their  income  to  be  forever  dissipated,  and  for  the  Terri- 
tory to  depend  solely  on  direct  taxation,  or  for  you  to  petition  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  so  amend  the  Organic  Act  that  the 
income  from  public  lands  and  waters  be  conserved  for  the  benefit  of 
all  the  owners,  to-wit,  the  general  public  of  the  Territory,  or  be  given 
to  those  who,  by  lot,  become  the  owners. 

I  submit  herewith,  condensed  as  possible,  a  review  of  the  Public  Lands 
of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  a  statement  of  homesteading  from  1890-1895 
to  April  1st,  1916,  and  comments  on  the  land  policies  as  promulgated  by 
the  Organic  Act. 

Pablic  Iiands  of  HawalL 

The  popular  impression  that  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  is  a  new  country 
with  larg^  unoccupied  areas  of  arable  public  lands,  and  the  local  idea 
that  all  arable  public  lands,  although  nearly  all  have  been  cultivated  for 
many  years  and  are  very  highly  developed  and  productive,  should  be 
homesteaded  at  a  fraction  of  their  true  value,  renders  discussion  difficult 
and  the  true  facts  hard  to  impress. 

Large  Units  of  Leased  Lands. 

These  large  separate  areas,  very  few  in  number,  soon  to  be  returned  to 
the  government  upon  expiration  of  the  thirty-year  leases  granted  under 
the  monarchy  at  nominal  rentals,  must  in  an  economic  sense  be  each 
treated  as  a  single  business  unit.  It  has  required  relatively  great  sums 
of  money  to  utilize  them,  secure  water  and  provide  irrigation  and  trans- 
portation systems,  mills,  etc.,  and  provide  capital  to  carry  the  crops 
which  average  eighteen  months  to  maturity,  with  two  or  three  crops  in 
process. 

Whether  the  lands  be  owned  or  leased  in  single  units  or  owned  in  small 
units,  they  must  be  operated  as  a  single  unit  for  strictly  economic 
reasons. 

The  only  way  an  individual  homesteader  can  become  a  part  of  such 
a  unit  is  by  the  government  selling  him  subdivided  portions  of  the  land 
on  long  credit  and  easy  payments  at  a  fraction  of  their  value,  thus  giv- 
ing him  a  basis  of  credit  which  neighboring  capitalists  may  recognize, 
and  advance  him  the  necessary  money,  supplies  and  assistance  for  car- 
rying on  a  plantation  business  in  combination  with  other  units  (home- 
steaders) to  make  a  going  business;  in  fact,  to  force,  through  the  owner- 
ship of  land,  the  taking  over  of  the  plantation  plants  and  business  as 
it  has  existed.

These  lands  are  on  the  east  by  south  side  of  the  Island  of  Oahu.  A 
large  area  will  be  required  by  the  United  States  Army.  The  lands  have 
five  miles  of  fine  beach,  and  culminate  in  the  rear  in  niountains  some 
2,000  feet  high,  presenting  an  impassable  verdue-clad  precipice  combin- 
ing with  sea  and  mountain  a  very  beautiful  and  impressive  scene.  Were 
it  made  accessible  (as  was  proposed  by  a  military  road)  it  would  add  an 
imperatively  needed  attraction  for  tourists  and  seasonal  residents,  as  the 
beaches  are  now  too  restricted.  The  location  is  but  twelve  miles  from 
the  center  of  Honolulu. 

The  2,200  acres  of  cane  land  are  wholly  dependent  on  privately  owned 
waters  which  only  by  the  strictest  economic  distribution  can  keep  the 
cane  flourishing.  This  area  should  be  withdrawn  from  homesteading; 
the  lease  expires  in  1920.

Smaller,  Difficult  and  Separate  Units  of  Leased  Lands: 

Some  of  these  lands  have  no  water  tributary  nor  would  it  be  possible 
to  obtain  or  finance  it,  hence  of  necessity  they  have  been  leased  to  large 
neighboring  plantations  that  have  formerly  secured  extension  private  wa- 
vate  water  supplies  and  systems  and  have  ditched  it  at  long  distances  as 
serves  their  interests. 

Some  of  these  lands  are  rich,  but  covered  with  great  boulders  and  can 
only  be  cultivated  by  Mattocks  between  the  rocks. 

Other  of  these  lands  are  practically  inaccessible,  lying  at  high  eleva- 
tions and  cut  up  or  intercepted  by  gulches,  so  the  government  would  be 
wholly  unjustified  in  attempting  to  build  roads  through  or  to  them  such 
as  homesteaders  demand,  yet  by  flumes,  rough  roads  and  trails  adjacent 
plantations  can  and  do  work  them  under  conditional  leases. 

Our  experience  has  been  the  government  has  heretofore  sold  such  lands 
at  one-quarter  or  even  less  of  their  value;  in  fact,  where  there  was  a  stand 
of  cane  rattoons,  have  practically  given  away  the  lands,  as  the  rattoona 
paid  for  the  land  and  a  profit.  The  neighboring  plantation  practically 
thereafter  cultivated  the  land  and  bought  the  cane  until  the  home- 
steader acquired  his  patent,  when  either  directly  or  indirectly,  the  ad- 
jacent plantation  would  secure  this  and  nearby  homesteads  in  fee,  the 
homesteaders  having  come  simply  within  the  technicality  of  the  law.

lAiids  Naturally  Favorable  for  Xndependent  Farming  and  Homesteading: 


These  lands  are  now  cultivated  on  terminable  leases  to  plantations,  and 
have  been  so  cultivated  for  many  years.  The  lands  have  the  essentials 
of  rainfalls  or  irrigation  solely  pertaining  to  each  area  of  land,  with 
transportation  and  market  for  the  sugar  cane  near  at  hand.  While  even 
with  these  most  favorable  conditions,  the  homesteader  must  be  assisted 
financially  and  otherwise,  he  is  in  a  far  more  normal  situation  to  fulfil 
the  position  of  an  independent  farmer  than  on  any  other  public  lands.

This  report  on  Homesteading  covers  Territorial  experience  for  the 
period  of  years  from  the  year  1895  for  the  entire  Territory  and  North 
and  South  Hilo,  Hawaii,  from  the  year  1890  to  April  Ist,  1916.  An 
elaborate  detail  of  each  homestead  had  been  made  and  is  subject  to  public 
inspection,  but  is  here  omitted,  and  a  General  Summary,  as  better  under- 
stood, is  given.

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Accepting  the  early  American  ideals  of  providing  a  land-owning  citi- 
zenship living  on  and  cultivating  with  their  own  and  their  families'  toil, 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  provided  through  the  Organic  Act 
that  twenty-five  petitioners  can  compel  the  government  to  open  for  their 
own  homeseading  any  agricultural  lands  in  its  possession.

Irrigation  waters  originating  on  government  lands  and  forest  reserves 
have  notable  value  for  watering  private  lands  where  no  government 
lands  are  adjacent.  The  value  ranges  according  to  the  productiveness 
of  the  land  irrigated.  Government  waters  have  been  out  on  long  leases 
now  beginning  to  expire. 

Private  waters  of  large  volume  are  contracted  at  from  ^5.00  to  ^7.50 
per  million  gallons.  I  believe  the  government  waters  not  joined  with 
land  may  be  safely  estimated  at  a  minimum  annual  rental  of  ^150,000.00.

The  only  other  change  is  the  addition  at  the  end  requiring  a  penalty 
for  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  this  is  very 
necessary  to  enable  the  department  of  public  instruction  to  obtain  the 
necessary  data  from  those  conducting  private  schools,  and  would  prevent 
unnecessary  delay  in  obtaining  the  required  statistics  from  private 
schools. 

Without  the  penalty,  the  department  sees  no  way  of  securing  the  re- 
quired information  from  those  private  schools  which  do  not  care  to  give 
out  to  the  public  such  information,  or  which  delay  in  giving  out  such 
statements  to  suit  their  own  conveniences. 

While  no  private  schools  has  actually  refused  to  make  the  required 
statement,  still  there  have  been  delays  in  filing  same,  and  this  bill  seeks 
to  remedy  that  evil.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  said  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk 
or  either  of  them,  may  do  the  proofreading,  or  they  are  authorized  to

The  Sepate  met  at  10:00  o'clock  a.  m.  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

After  prayer  by  the  Chaplain,  the  roll  was  called  showing  all  Sena- 
tors present  with  the  exception  of  Senator  Baldwin,  excused  by  the 
President. 

The  President  appointed  Senators  Cooke  and  Desha  a  committee  of 
two  to  escort  Senator  Castle  to  the  Chief  Justice  that  he  might  take  the 
oath  of  office. 

The  Senate  thereupon  stood  in  recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

The  Senate  having  reconvened.  Senators  Cooke  and  Desha  reported 
that  Senator  Castle  had  been  duly  sworn. 

The  Journal  of  the  Eighth  Day  was  read  and  aproved  upon  motion 
by  Senator  Bobinson,  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Clerk  read  a  petition  from  Manuel  P.  Qarcia  and  five  others 
(S.  Pet.  No.  2)  objecting  to  certain  reported  proposed  legislation  by 
which  the  annual  license  fee  for  selling  wine  manufactured  from  grapes 
grown  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  would  be  fixed  at  $1,000.00,  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  Charles  F.  Chillingworth, 
President  of  the  Senate, 
Honolulu,  T.  H. 

Sir: — Your  petitioners,  the  undersigned,  all  of  whom  are  residents 
of  the  District  of  North  Kona,  County  of  Hawaii,  Territory  of  Hawaii, 
and  grape  growers  in  said  District,  respectfully  present  as  follows: 

That  they  have  been  informed  that  there  will  bepresented  at  the 
present  session  (ninth)  of  the  Legislature  of  Hawaii  a  bill  providing 
for  the  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  a  thousand  dollars  for  a  license  to 
sell  wine  manufactured  by  the  licensee  from  grapes  grown  in  the  Terri- 
tory of  Hawaii,  or  some  such  bill  fixinfi  a  higher  annual  license  fee  than 
that  now  required; 

That  they  respectfully  object  to  the  enactment  of  any  such  law  or 
any  law  requiring  the  payment  of  an  unreasonable  anual  license  fee  to 
sell  such  wine  for  the  fololwing  reasons: 

Your  petitioners  are  all  small  farmers  growing  and  raising  grapes  in 
said  District  of  North  Kona  (the  number  subscribing  hereto  comprising 
a  majority  of  the  grape  growers  of  said  District)  and  they  are  depending 
upon  their  vineyards  for  a  livelihood.  There  is  no  market  for  their 
grapes  other  than  that  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  them  into  wine. 
The  growing  of  grapCs  and  manufacturing  them  into  wine  is  a  small- 
farmer  industry  in  said  District.  There  are  no  large  wine  manufacturing 
concerns  in  the  vicinity  of  said  District  to  whom  your  petitioners  could 
sell  their  grapes,  and,  even  if  there  were  any  such  large  manufacturing 
plants  they  could  so  control  the  prices  of  grapes  so  as  to  make  the 
small  grape  farmers  submit  to  whatever  terms  they  may  offer  and  which 
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may  prove  so  unreasonable  as  to  make  the  growing  of  grapes  by  saia 
small  farmers  a  failure.

During  the  past  year,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  has  ex- 
pended the  sum  of  $5600.00  for  a  teachers  cottage  and  a  bungalow 
class  room  for  the  Kauai  High  School,  being  the  amount  authorized  in 
the  School  Budget  for  the  Biennial  Period  ending  December  31,  1917. 
Act  132  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915. 

In  the  Governor's  first  communication  to  the  Legislature  of  1917, 
the  folowing  item  apears  among  others  relating  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction: 

"Kauai  High  School,  1  principal's  cottage,  possibly  4  large  and 
2  small  rooms   $5,000.00." 

The  above  item,  together  with  other  itms  of  kindred  nature,  for  books 
andsupplies,  furniture  and  fixtures,  has  been  referred  by  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives  to  its  Committee  on  Finance,  who  will  undoubtedly 
recommend  its  passage,  as  the  item  in  question,  together  with  others, 
has  been  very  caref  lUly  gone  over  by  the  Commissioners  ^>f  Public  In- 
struction on  the  recommendation  and  aproval  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
'visors  of  Kauai  County. 

Your  Comimtee  on  Education  therefore  recommends  that  Senate  Bill 
No.  30  be  tabled  to  be  considered  with  the  School  Budget  when  it  comes 
up  for  consideration.

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  27,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  1227  of  the  Bevised  Laws 
of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  personal  taxes,"  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

The  Legislature  in  1906  passed  an  Act  providing  that  taxes  due  from 
poll,  school  or  road  taxes  might  be  worked  out  by  the  person  taxed,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Tax  Assessor,  on  the  public  roads  of  the  district 
where  he  resides  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  a  day  for  at  least  ten  hours 
work. 
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This  has  been  amended  to  provide  that  such  work  'Shall  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  supervisors.  The  fee  of  fifty  cents  a  day 
allowed  in  1896  hardly  suits  the  present  day  standard  of  wages,  and 
the  committee  feels  that  a  higher  rate  should  be  allowed. 

The  committee  recommends  the  folowing  amendments: 

1.  In  section  1  of  said  bill  in  line  2  after  the  word  "Amended"  in- 
sert  the  words  "to  read." 

2.  Strike  out  the  words  and  figures  "Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  a  day"  in 
line  8  of  Section  1  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  of  the  words  and  figures 
*'One  Dollar  and  Fifty  Cents  ($1.50)  per  day." 

3.  Strike  out  Section  2  entirely. 

4.  Benumber  Section  3  to  read  Section  2,  and  change  it  to  read  as 
follows: 

"Section  2.   This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval." 

Although  the  wording  of  the  present  Section  3  is  legally  correct,  this 
Committee  feels  that  the  Senate  should  adopt  a  regular  form  which  it 
can  follow  in  all  its  bills  for  the  last  clause  of  each  bill.  It  makes 
cleaner  cut  legislation,  and  we  recommend  that  this  form  be  adopted  by 
the  Senate,  unless,  of  course,  the  act  is  to  take  effect  at  or  after  a  speci- 
fied time,  in  which  instance  the  specified  time  would  be  inserted. 

With  the  amendments  suggested  herein,  the  Committee  *  recommends 
the  passage  of  the  Bill.

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circuit  court  in  cases  on  apepal  to  the  circuit  court  when  the  cases  are 
jury-waived. 

It  would  permit  a  person  who  has  only  a  district  court  license  to 
practise  in  the  circuit  court,  in  this  instance,  without  necessarily  having 
the  qualifications  for  such  practise. 

The  Committee  does  not  feel  that  the  qualifications  for  the  circuit 
court  should  be  swept  aside  in  this  instance.  If  the  committee  should 
favor  the  bill,  it  would  establish  a  precedent  for  future  committees  to 
let  down  the  bars  further  and  would  distinctly  lower  the  standard  of 
practise  in  our  circuit  courts.

The  present  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  appoint  a  suit- 
able number  of  marriage  license  agents  in  the  several  districts  of  the 
Territory. 

The  proposed  Bill  would  make  it  the  duty  of  the  deputy  sheriffs  of  the 
various  counties  and  of  the  City  and  County  to  grant  marriage  licenses 
in  a  proper  instance.  Section  2  of  the  Bill  provides  that  license  fees 
collected  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1  should  be  county  of  city  and 
county  realizations,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  committee,  after  careful  consideration,  does  not  feel  that  there 
will  be  any  advantage  in  changing  the  present  law. 

The  only  real  argument  advanced  is  that  the  fees  shall  be  county 
or  city  and  county  realizations;  but  the  amount  collected  from  such 
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fees  is  so  smaU  that  it  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  war- 
rant the  change  of  the  law. 

The  committee  therefore  reconunends  that  the  Bill  be  tabled.

12,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  repeal  Chapter  113  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of 
Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  the  widening  of  certain  streets,"  begs  leave 
to  report  as  follows: 

The  present  law  provides  that  certain  streets  in  Honolulu  shall  be 
widened  in  accordance  with  the  law  as  set  forth  in  the  Bevised  Laws. 
This  law  was  enacted  in  1896.  The  vital  section  of  the  chapter  provides 
that  if  any  persons  or  corporation  makes  or  constructs  any  improve- 
ments within  the  lines  set  forth,  such  person  or  corporation  shall  be 
without  remedy  for  any  loss  or  damage  that  may  be  caused  by  the 
removal  or  destruction  is  required  by  the  widening  of  the  streets  named. 

The  city  and  county  engineer  informs  us  that  only  a  few  of  the 
streets  have  been  widened  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

The  question  presented  by  this  bill  is  not  a  legal  one  but  is  merely 
a  question  of  policy  which  should  be  decided,  to  a  large  extent,  by  the 
Oahn  delegation. 

The  committee  therefore  recommends  that  this  bill  be  referred  to  the 
Oahn  delegation.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

Petitioning  Statehood  for  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

WHEREAS  the  people  of  Hawaii,  previous  to  the  annexation  of  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  by  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  year  1898 
had  established  and  maintained  for  more  than  five  decades  an  independent 
national  government,  recognized  by  all  the  governments  of  the  world; 
and  thereby  demonstrated  their  capacity  for  self-government  tis  a 
soverfieign  state,  and 

WHEREAS  immediately  folowing  the  annexation  of  Hawaii  by  the 
United  States.  Congress  passed  an  Organic  Law  giving  Hawaii  the 
status  of  a  territory,  which  form  of  government  has  been  the  traditional 
stepping  stone  to  statehood,  and 

WHEREAS  under  this  form  of  government  the  citizens  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Hawaii  have  conducted  their  government  and  domestic  affairs 
in  a  progresive,  able  and  patriotic  manner,  proving  abundantly  their 
ability  for  the  development  of  the  highest  standards  and  ideals  of 
American  citizenship  among  all  classes  of  its  cosmopolitan  population, 
and 

WHEREAS  Hawaii,  the  state,  is  as  certainly  the  natural  and  ultimate 
destiny  of  this  Territory  as  was  the  annexation  by  and  admission  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and 

WHEREAS  the  splendid  record  of  our  people,  the  evidences  of  their 
enterprise,  the  proofs  of  their  inteligence,  patriotism  and  ambition  is 
such  as  to  command  for  them  a  respect  and  confidence  equalling  that 
accorded  the  citizens  of  any  state  in  the  Union. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Senate  of  the  Legslature  of 
the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring,  that 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  is  hereby  respectfully 
requested  and  petitioned  to  pass  an  enabling  act  authorizing  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to,  and  naming  the  date  when  they  shall, 
elect  delegates  to  a  constitutional  convention  for  the  purposes  of  fram- 
ing a  constitution  for  the  government  of  the  State  of  Hawaii,  the  same 
to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  when  approved  by  Congress  and  the  Presi- 
dent in  manner  and  form  usual  to  the  admission  of  states,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  for- 
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%imided  to  the  President  of  the  United  State?,  the  President  of  the 
United  States  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Beprsntativs,  and 
to  the  Delegate  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  at  Washington.

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Senate  that  in  order  to  enable  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  Session  of  1917  to  secure  direct  information  of  the  needs 
of  the  people,  and  other  legislation  required  to  improve  the  conditions 
and  promote  the  welfare  and  contentment  of  the  residents  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Kalawao,  in  due  time  for  consideration  and  action  during  this 
legislative  session,  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Senate  is  hereby  direct- 
ed and  authorized  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  and  to  have  full 
charge  and  control,  on  behalf  of  the  Senate  of  an  official  visit  to  be  made 
to  the  District  of  Kalawao,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  conveniently 
arranged. 

BE  IT  FUBTHEB  BESOLVED,  that  the  Senate  Health  Committee 
is  hereby  directed  and  empowered  to  confer  with  the  Health  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  to  make  such  joint  arrangements  as 
they  may  deem  advisable  to  carry  into  effect  the  intention  of  this 
resolution.

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Makekau,  seconded  by  Senator  Kamauoha, 
the  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Health. 

Senator  Paeheco  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  53,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
reapportion  the  membership  in  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Bepresenta- 
tives of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  among  the  Senatorial  and  Bepresenta- 
tive  districts  on  the  basis  of  the  population  of  each  of  said  districts 
and  of  the  citizens  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  as  based  on  the  census 
enumeration  of  1910." 

The  Bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

At  this  point  the  President  called  the  Vice-President  to  the  Chair 
and  took  a  seat  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate. 

Third  Beading  of  Senate  Bill  No.  33.  entitled:  "An  Act  to  prohibit 
the  importation  of  intoxicating  liquors  into  the  Territory  of  Hawaii, 
and  to  prohibit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  such  liquors  therein,  and 
providing  for  a  referendum  of  this  Act  to  a  vote  of  the  registered  voters 
of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii." 

Senator  ChiUingworth  moved  that  all  action  under  Third  Beading 
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of  this  Bill  be  deferred  until  to-morrow.  This  motion  was  seconded  by 
Senator  Hind. 

Senator  GhilUngworth  having  withdrawn  his  motion  before  the  same 
was  put,  Senator  Paeheeo  moved  that  the  Bill  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary  for  the  purpose  only  of  having  that  committee 
report  on  the  legality  of  the  bill  at  Wednesday  afternoon's  session. 
This  motion  was  duly  seconded,  and  upon  being  put  to  a  vote,  carried.

Third  Beading  of  House  Bill  No.  17,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend 
Section  28  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  as  amended  by  Act 
152  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  relating  to  primary  law."  The  Bill 
was  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk. 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Coney,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  the  Bill 
passed  Third  Beading  on  the  following  showing  of  ayes  and  noes:

The  Committee  finds  that  in  this  jurisdiction  the  percentage  of  people 
who  re-ammary  after  divorce  is  practically  the  same  as  the  percentage 
of  widows  or  widowers  who  re-marry.  That  is  to  say,  there  has  not 
been  an.  abuse  of  the  divorce  court  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  divorce 
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in  order  to  re-marry.  In  the-  case  of  the  so-called  Japanese  pieture- 
brides,  althongh  a  great  number  of  divorces  have  occurred,  in  only  a 
few  instances  has  re-marriage  occurred  within  a  short  time  after  the 
divorce.  In  the  case  of  the  Japanese  picture-brides  the  percentage 
of  re-marriage  is  much  less  than  the  average. 

In  the  absence  of  any  great  abuse  of  the  divorce  proceedings,  this 
committee'  does  not  feel  warranted  in  advocating  a  change  in  the  law. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recomends  that  the  Bill  be  tabled.

There  does 
not  seem  to  be  any  adequate  way  under  the  present  law  of  curing  this 
defect  unless  a  re- registration  every  certain  number  of  years  is  provided 
for. 

The  present  Bill  does  not  remedy  that  defect.    A  Bill  will  be  pre- 
pared later  in  this  Session  curing  the  defect  sought  to  be  remedied.

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Bills 
Nos  35  ,36  and  37,  relating  to  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  with  regard  to  the  licensing,  pro- 
duction and  sale  of  milk,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

These  bills  all  relate  to  the  same  subject  and  propose  to  take  away 
from  the  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  their  power  of  regulation 
over  milk  and  dairies  within  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu. 

A  full  hearing  was  had  with  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  a  delegation  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
Honolulu. 

Only  one  instance  was  pointed  out  where  there  has  been  a  conflict  of 
authority,  and  in  that  instance  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
Health  was  finally  carried  out  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  state  their  willingness  to  co-operate  with 
the  Board  of  Health  in  the  matter  of  the  tuberculosis  campaign,  and,  in 
general,  with  the  proper  care  and  control  of  milk  in  the  City  and  County. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  turn  to  the  Federal  Food 
Inspector  for  advice  and  have  been  co-operating  with  him. 

The  Committee  does  not  feel  that  in  view  of  the  lack'  of  showing  made 
they  would  be  justified  in  cutting  down  the  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  this  City  and  County  as  proposed  in  the  bills. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  these  bills  be  tabled.

The  Committee,  however,  feels  that  a  further  discretion  should  be 
given  the  Court  and,  in  certain  instance,  both  the  fine  of  not  exceeding 
One  Thousand  Dollars  and  imprisonment  at  hard  work  for  not  more  than 
five  years  might  well  be  imposed. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  adding  to  Section  1  the  words 
"or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court."  The  Committee  also  recom- 
mends amending  Section  2  to  read:  "SECTION  2.  This  Act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  approval."

The  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  already  has  an  ordinance  covering 
this  subject  and  this  act  specifically  excepts  any  county  or  city  and 
county  having  an  ordinance  covering  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The  Act 
is  aimed  at  those  counties,  namely:  Hawaii,  Maui  and  Kauai,  which  have 
not  as  yet  passed  ordinances  on  this  subject. 

Although  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  bill  might  be  fair  for  a  city 
like  Honolulu,  they  are  in  many  respects  not  applicable  to  country 
districts. 

The  Bill  sceems  to  contemplate  that  the  outside  counties  should  have 
passed  ordinances  on  this  subject  prior  to  this  time.  The  passage  of  this 
bill  would  prevent  these  counties  from  passing  an  ordinance  or  ordinances 
suitable  to  their  own  conditions  and  would  make  a  uniform  law  for 
Hawaii,  Maui  and  Kauai. 

The  Committee  does  not  feel  that  this  power  should  be  taken  away 
from  the  counties  of  Hawaii,  Maui  and  Kauai  and  retained  by  the  City 
and  County  of  Honolulu. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  bill  be  tabled.

BESOLVED  by  the  Senate  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  regular  session 
of  1917,  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  concurring,  that  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  is  hereby  requested  and  respectfully  petitioned  to 
pass  the  Bill  introduced  by  the  Honorable  J.  K.  Kalanianaole,  Delegate 
from  Hawaii,  on  the  18th  day  of  December,  1916,  to  provide  for  the 
election  of  the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii, 
and  be  it  further

dent of  the  United  States,  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepresentative  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Delegate  to  Congress  from  Hawaii.

Under  a  law  passed  in  1880  if  a  will  or  other  testamentary  paper  is 
admitted  to  probate  by  any  Circuit  Judge,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Judge 
to  forward  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  filed  and 
preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Circuit  Judge  must 
retain  a  copy  of  all  such  papers.  This  law  was  passed  at  a  time  when 
the  Circuit  Courts  were  not  provided  with  proper  buildings  or  proper 
vaults  for  keeping  important  documents. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Circuit  Courts  are  properly  provided  for,  so 
that  the  sections  mentioned,  namely,  sections  2505  and  2506  of  the 
Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii  191^  are  no  longer  necessary. 

The  bill  proposes  to  repeal  these  sections  and  the  Committee  recom- 
mends the  passage  of  the  bill.

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  60,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  define  the  crime  of  malicious  and  fraudu- 
lent conversion  of  chattels  and  to  provide  for  the  conviction  and  punish- 
ment of  persons  guilty  thereof,  "  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Under  the  present  law,  persons  who  without  right  take  an  automobile 
and  go  off  for  a  ride  often  cannot  be  convicted  under  the  statutes  re- 
lating to  larceny  and  it  is  not  clear  whether  there  is  any  good  and 
sufiicient  law  to  cover  the  point.  The  proposed  bill  provides  that  a 
person  maliciously  and  fraudently  taking  certain  chattels  should  be 
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punished  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  laws  relating  to 
larceny. 

The  Committee  feels  that  it  would  be  better  to  make  a  specific  penalty 
for  this  crime  and  to  eliminate  the  requirement  that  the  taking  and 
conversion  must  be  a  fraudulent  one,  leaving  it  a  malicious  conversion 
only. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  following  amendments: 

1.  In  the  title  strike  out  the  words  **and  fraudulent"  in  line  one. 

2.  Amend  Section  1  to  read:  ''Section  1.  Whoever  maliciously  and 
without  the  consent  of  the  person  entitled  to  the  possession  thereof, 
shall  move,  take,  take  away,  carry  away  or  convert  to  his  own  use,  any 
bicycle,  tricycle,  motorcycle,  automobile  or  any  other  motor  driven 
vehicle,  or  any  horse,  wagon,  cart,  buggy,  surry  or  other  wheeled 
vehicle,  or  any  vehicle  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  or  any  boat,  skiff, 
canoe,  sampan,  sailboat,  motorboat,  launch  or  vessel  of  any  kind  what- 
soever, shall  be  guilty  of  the  crime  of  malicious  conversion  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  One 
Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  or  by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  not 
more  than  five  years  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court." 

3.  Strike  our  Section  2. 

4.  Amend  Section  3  to  read:  ''Section  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  approval." 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bilL

The  theory  of  the  proposed  bill  is  unquestionably  correct  and  carries 
out  the  principle  of  home-rule  in  each  county. 

The  committee,  however,  feels  that  if  the  vacancy  should  occur  twelve 
months,  and  prior  thereto,  before  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  the 
Board  was  elected^  a  special  election  should  be  called  by  the  Board  to 
fill  such  vacancy. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  following  amendments: 

At  end  of  Section  1  strike  out  the  *  * . "  and  quotation  marks  (* " ') 
and  add,  "for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  of  such  office.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  the  event  that  such  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  twelve  months  before  the  end  of  the  term 
for  which  such  Board  was  elected  then  a  special  election  shall  be  called 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fill  such  vacancy,  which  election  shall 
be  held  in  the  manner  required  for  a  general  election."

The  request  for  this  change  ha3 
come  from  private  schools  and  has  found  favor  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction.

which  shows  the  total  increase  mentioned  above  of  $8800.00. 

The  item  of  $5000.00  under  sub-head  Maui  for  "furniture  and  fix- 
tures for  the  proposed  new  high  school"  on  Maui,  we  recommend  to 
amend  same  by  deleting  the  words  "proposed  new"  after  word  "for" 
on  page  11,  line  27,  as  the  projectors  of  the  proposed  new  high  school 
have  ehangred  their  minds,  but  the  appropriation  will  be  needed  by  the 
present  Maui  High  School  at  Hamakuapoko. 

With  these  amendments  the  Soecial  Fund  on  paire  6  of  the  printed 
copv  of  communication  as  amended  by  including  the  recommendations 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  your  committee,  will  then 
be  as  follows:

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  favors  the  increase  of  the 
salary  of  the  Inspector  General  of  Schools  from  $4800.00  to  $5400.00,  as 
the  salaries  of  the  Supervising  Principals  are  $6000.00  each  for  the 
biennial  period,  including  their  traveline  expenses. 

The  item  for  Survey  Department  $4800.00  is  a  new  one,  and  from  the 
nature  of  his  duties  as  explained  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion to  your  committee,  it  appears  that  the  creation  of  such  an  office  is 
absolutelv  necessary  to  insure  the  efficiency  of  the  ever-increasing  office 
duties  of  the  department. 

Industrial  and  manual  training.  $50,000.00.  This  includes  equipment, 
BUDplies.  and  materials  for  schools  which  are  constantly  advancing  in 
price  under  present  conditions.  All  the  big  schools  will  be  supplied  with 
their  own  carpenter  shop  equipments,  etc.,  to  fit  its  pupils  in  their  indus- 
trial and  vocational  training. 

L.ahainahina.  $60,000,00.  It  is  possible  that  this  old  school  of  historic 
interest  and  value  will  be  transferred  to  a  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Three. 

As  the  total  appropriations  asked  for  in  this  Departmental  Communi- 
cation No.  6.  together  with  proposed  amendments,  are  $457,930.00  more 
than  the  budget  for  the  corresponding  period  ending  December  31,  1917 — 
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Act  132  of  Session  Laws  of  1915,  now  totalling  $997,840.00,  not,  how- 
ever, including  the  $94,678.72  recommended  by  the  Governor  for  in- 
crease of  teachers'  salaries — your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
said  Departmental  Communication  requires  the  careful  consideration  also 
of  the  Senate  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  to  study  and  weigh  it 
from  the  financial  standpoint  as  regards  the  available  revenues  of  the 
Territory,  which  must  also  be  considered. 

Your  Committee  on  Education  therefore  respectfully  recommends  that 
Department  Communication  No.  6,  together  with  the  proposed  amend- 
ments enumerated  above,  be  referred  to  Senate  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  for  further  consideration.

In  the  case  of  Lonohiwa — ^he  has  forfeited  his  homestead,  the  improve- 
ments were  sold,  and  after  the  payment  of  all  expenses  incidental  there- 
to, a  balance  of  $240.00  was  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

Claim  of  August  Botelho — his  land  was  originally  appraised  at  a  fixed 
sum  which  he  paid  in  installments,  completing  his  payments  in  time. 
During  the  time  he  was  paying  for  his  land,  the  area,  by  mutual  agree- 
ment was  reduced,  because  the  government  wanted  a  certain  portion  of 
the  lot  in  question,  and  at  the  same  time,  the  price  was  agreed  to  be 
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rednced  on  t)ie  land  now  claimed.  This  agreed  amoont  was  never  reim- 
bursed. 

In  the  case  of  Mytrice  8.  Leggett — lots  39,  76  and  77 — Manowaiopae 
homesteads,  had  by  regular  drawing  held,  been  drawn  by  another  person 
and  allotted  to  said  person.  A  question  as  to  the  right  of  said  other 
person  to  hold  said  lots  was  raised,  pending  a  ruling  of  the  Attorney 
General.  In  the  meantime  Mytrice  S.  Leggett  made  application,  and 
also  made  payments  amounting  to  $146.50  which  payments  were  deposited 
in  the  treasury.  Since  then  the  Attorney  General  has  ruled  in  favor  of 
the  first  party.  These  findings  are  in  accordance  with  the  records  of  the 
Public  Land  and  the  Territorial  Treasurer's  offices.

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The  Legislature  last  Session  amended  the  section  of  the  liquor  law 
relating  to  publication  of  notices  of  application  for  licenses  by  providing 
that  the  publication  might  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  in  both 
the  English  and  the  Hawaiian  languages.  The  present  law  reads  "in 
some  newspapers  published  in  the  English  language  and,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Board,  the  Hawaiian  Language.'' 

There  must  have  been  a  typographical  error,  for  it  should  read  "in 
some  newspaper."  instead  of  the  plural.  At  any  rate,  certain  of  the 
liquor  commissions  have  construed  this  to  mean  that  the  publication 
mnst  be  in  more  than  one  English  newspaper  and  therefore  have  not 
felt  it  fair  to  require  a  further  publication  in  the  Hawaiian  Language; 
although  there  are  some  precincts  unquestionably  in  which  the  pub- 
heation  in  the  Hawaiian  language  would  be  a  benefit. 

In  order  to  clear  up  the  doubt  and  to  make  the  requirement  be  one 
newspaper  in  the  English  Language  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
one  newspaper  in  the  Hawaiian  Language,  the  Committee  recommends 
the  following  amendment  to  the  bill:' 

Strike  out  the  word  "some"  wherever  it  occurs  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "a". 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bilL

schools  after  June  30,  1917,  which  is  an  increase  of  $28,500.00  since  the 
law  was  enacted  in  1911. 

The  present  Pay  Roll  of  teachers  is  about  $61,000.00  per  month  and 
with  the  expected  raise  of  teachers'  salaries  according  to  schedule,  viz.:

the  $73,500.00  per  month  plus  $60.00  asked  would  be  needed. 

The  above  figures  are  shown  on  page  19  of  the  Report  of  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  to  Dec.  31,  1916,  and  on  page  16  of  same 
report  stated  that  there  were  20,000  school  children  enrolled  in  1911 
while  in  the  fall  of  1916  the  enrollment  was  approximately  31,500.

warrant  in  payment  of  same,  and

traveling  abroad  on  official  Territorial  business  will  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  Ten  Dollars  per  day,  which  amount  is  to  cover  all  personal  expenses, 
such  as  board  and  lodging,  etc.,  but  not  to  include  steamer  and  railroad 
fares,  and  the  Auditor  of  the  Territory  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  war- 
rants payable  to  such  officials  for  such  purpose,  at  the  above  rate  from 
the  date  of  their  departure  from  and  until  the  day  of  their  return  to 
this  Territory,  upon  being  furnished  by  such  official  with  a  voucher  set- 
ting forth  the  time  covered  by  this  resolution.

138,  entitled:  **An  Act  to  amend  Section  2783  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of 
Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  attachment, begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Under  the  present  law  of  attachment  a  bond  is  required  but  this  bond 
makes  no  provision  for  a  case  where  a  defendant  is  declared  a  bankrupt. 
It  frequently  happens  that  attachment  is  taken  out  and  the  defendant 
goes  promptly  into  bankruptcy  with  the  result  that  the  Sheriff  is  out  his 
proper  costs  and  charges.  A  claim  in  the  bankruptcy  court  has  sometimes 
been  allowed  and  sometimes  not.  At  the  present  time,  however,  the  law 
relating  to  attachment  is  considerably  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  and  it 
does  not  seem  unreasonable  to  have  his  bond  given  the  Sheriff  proper 
protection  against  cases  of  bankruptcy. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  passage  of  the  Bill.

No.  12)  was 
presented  by  Senator  Shingle,  as  follows:

CONVENTION  OF  1913,  1914  AND  1916,  TO  THE  LEGISLATUBE 
OF  HAWAH. 


March  9,  1917. 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

The  Civic  Convention  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  a  volunteer  organiza- 
tion consisting  of  delegates  from  the  Commercial  organizations  of  the 
Territory  and  representatives  of  the  several  Boards  of  County  Super- 
yisoTs,  has  for  several  successive  years  past,  considered  the  subject  of 

J"oad8  and  how  to  secure  and  maintain  them  in  this  Territory. 
.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  proceedings  at  the  successive  ses- 
sions of  the  Convention  and  the  actions  of  committees,  viz.: 

The  Convention  which  met  in  Honolulu  in  Sept.,  1913,  directed 
7®  appointment  of  a  committee  to  report  upon  how  best  to  secure  con- 
■tniction  and  maintenance  of  good  roads  in  this  Territory. 

^  <^opy  of  the  resolution  adopted  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  1. 
A  'Pi?®''         resolution  a  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Lorrin 
A.  Thurston,  Hugh  Howell,  J.  H.  Moragne,  B.  W.  Shingle  and  Clarence 
^-  ^ooke. 

This  committee  submitted  a  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Civic 
invention,  which  met  at  Wailuku,  Maui,  in  October,  1914. 

A  Copy  of  the  committee  report  to  the  Wailuku  Convention  is  hereto 
attached  as  Exhibit  2. 

The  Wailuku  Convention  thereupon  adopted  resolutions  approving 
vhe  I'ecommendations  of  the  committee  and  directing  that  a  law  carrying 
*»«^me  into  effect  be  drafted  and  submitted  to  the  next  legislature. 

A.  copy  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Wailuku  Convention  is  hereto 
ttUched  as  Exhibit  3. 

accordance  with  the  Wailuku  resolutions  the  said  committee  drafted 
*\a^  and  submitted  it,  with  an  accompanying  report,  to  the  Hawaiian 
^gislature  of  1915. 

A  copy  of  the  committee  report  to  the  legislature  is  hereto  attached 
as  Exhibit  4. 
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A  cop>  of  the  draft  of  law  submitted  by  the  committee  to  the  legis- 
lature is  hereto  attached  as  Exhibit  5. 

Action  of  the  Legislature.  The  above  report  and  draft  of  law  was 
presented  by  the  committee  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislature  of  1915 
and  formally  presented  as  a  bill  in  each  house. 

The  bill  was  favorably  reported  by  the  committee  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  passed  first  and  second  reading,  but  failed  of  final 
action,  owing  to  the  volume  of  legislation  before  the  house  and  the  short- 
ness of  the  period  in  which  to  consider  the  subject. 

The  bill  passed  first  reading  in  the  Senate  and  was  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee which  expressed  its  approval  of  the  principles  involved  in  the 
bill;  but  the  same  reasons  which  prevented  action  in  the  house  caused 
the  bill  to  fail  in  the  Senate. 

Action  of  1915  OiTlc  Oonyention.  The  Civic  Convention  for  1915  met 
at  Lihue,  Kauai,  on  September  27th. 

The  committee  reported  its  action  and  the  results  before  the  legis- 
lature. 

There  being  no  legislative  session  before  the  next  regular  Civic  Con- 
vention, the  Kauai  Convention  referred  consideration  of  the  subject  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention  at  Hilo,  Hawaii. 

Action  of  the  1916  Civic  Oonyention.  The  committee  again  reported 
to  the  Civic  Convention  of  1916  held  at  Hilo,  Hawaii,  presenting  the 
draft  of  a  law. 

The  Hilo  Convention  thereupon  adopted  resolutions  approving  the 
draft  of  law  and  directing  the  committee  to  present  the  same  to  the 
legislature  of  1917. 

A  copy  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Hilo  Convention  is  attached 
hereto  as  Exhibit  6. 

Statement  by  the  Oommittee  to  the  Legislature  of  1917. 

The  committee  respectfully  reports  to  the  Legislature  that  the  same 
general  conditions  incident  to  Hawaiian  Road  Law,  Road  Appropriations 
and  Administration  thereof,  exist  today  that  existed  in  1913. 

Such  conditions  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  The  roads  and  their  maintenance  in  the  several  counties  are  under 
the  exclusive  control  of  the  respective  Boards  of  County  Supervisors, 
with  the  exception  hereunder  noted. 

2.  On  several  of  the  islands  the  conditions  are  such  that  the  road 
requirements,  both  from  a  local  and  a  Territorial  standpoint,  can  not 
be  met  by  the  current  local  funds. 

3.  To  meet  this  situation,  appeals  are  made  to  the  legislature  to  ap- 
propriate money,  from  both  current  and  loan  funds,  for  specific  roads. 

The  manifest  necessity  for  the  roads,  and  the  fact  that  they  will  not 
be  built  unless  the  legislature  comes  to  the  rescue,  has  caused  the  legis- 
lature to  grant  a  number  of  these  requests,  and  expenditures  aggregat- 
ing several  million  dollars  have  been  made. 

4.  The  expenditure  of  these  Territorial  appropriations  has  been  under 
Territorial  supervision.  As  soon,  however,  as  the  work  is  completed, 
the  care  and  upkeep  of  the  roads  has  passed  to  the  County  Boards,  the 
Territory  having  no  further  responsibility  or  control. 

5.  The  section  up-keep  or  cantonier  system  is  in  full  force  on  Kauai; 
to  a  limited  extent  on  Maui;  to  a  still' more  limited  extent  on  Hawaii 
and  practically  not  at  all  on  Oahu. 

The  general  practice,  subject  to  the  above  modification,  is  to  build  a 
road  and  then  let  it  go  for  a  year  or  two  or  three,  until  it  is  well  worn, 
when  a  repair  gang  is  put  on,  which  restores  the  road  to  fairly  passable 
condition.  By  the  time  this  is  repeated,  the  road  is  in  such  bad  condition 
that  it  is  beyond  repair,  and  stays  in  such  condition  for  a  longer  or 
shorter  time  until  it  is  rebuilt,  once  more  to  go  through  the  same  cycle. 

Principles  which  must  be  Recognized  in  order  to  Secure  Good  Roads 
in  Hawaii. 
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The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  four  principles  lie  at  the  f onnda- 
tion  of  securing  and  maintaining  good  roads  in  Hawaii,  as  follows: 

First  Principle.  The  section  up-keep,  or  cantonier  system,  most  be 
adopted  to  secure  and  ma1nt4i1n  good  roads. 

This  system  has  been  adopted  by  every  civilized  country  that  has 
good  roads. 

It  is  a  waste  of  money  to  build  good  roads  and  then  let  them  go  to 
ruin. 

The  only  way  to  keep  a  road  in  repair,  is  to  never  let  it  go  out  of 
repair. 

The  system,  in  a  nutshell,  is  to  divide  every  new  road  into  sections 
and  put  a  man  in  continuous  charge  of  each  section  to  keep  drainage 
ditches  open  and  remedy  defects  when  they  first  begin. 

By  this  means  the  building  or  rebuilding  of  each  section  of  road  is 
a  substantial  gain  to  our  road  scheme,  leading  eventually  to  a  complete 
system. 

The  present  system  is  like  a  cat  chasing  its  tail — ^it  never  gets  any- 
where. 

Expensive  roads  are  worn  out  and  gone  before  the  bonds  which  paid 
for  them  fall  due. 

If  every  road  on  every  island  were  today  put  in  perfect  condition,  in 
ten  years  they  would  be  as  imperfect  as  they  are  now,  if  the  section  up- 
keep system  is  not  adopted. 

Second  Principle.  The  Territory  as  a  wliole,  through  the  Territorial 
Oovemment,  ahoold  bear  the  whole  cost  of  roads  which  are  substaatially 
of  equal  interest  and  benefit  to  the  comnnmity  as  a  whole. 

An  example  of  such  roads  would  be  one  to  the  top  of  Haleakala,  or  to 
the  top  of  Mauna  Loa,  both  of  which  would  be  purely  for  tourist,  scenic 
or  scientific  purposes. 

On  a  like  principle  the  National  Government  assumes  the  entire  cost 
of  maintaining  national  parks:  even  though  they  are  located  in  indi- 
vidual states. 

Third  Principle.  The  Territory  should  Join  with  the  County  Ooyem- 
ments  in  the  cost  of  roads  which  are  of  joint  interest  and  benefit  to  the 
people  as  a  whole,  and  to  the  local  community,  and  which  by  reason  of 
high  cost  can  not  be  built,  or  will  not  be  built  for  the  present,  with  local 
funds. 

Examples  of  such  roads  are  the  road  from  Hilo  to  the  Volcano;  from 
Kona  to  Waimea — forming  a  link  around  the  Island,  on  Hawaii;  the  road 
from  Haiku  to  Hana  on  Maui,  and  the  road  from  Wainiha  to  Waimea, 
through  the  Napali  district  on  Kauai,  although  the  latter  might  be  class- 
ed under  the  above  second  class. 

In  each  of  these  cases  the  people  of  the  Territory  as  a  whole,  have  a 
direct  interest  in  opening  up  the  islands  as  a  whole,  as  a  tourist  attrac- 
tion. At  the  same  time  these  roads  have  a  large  local  economic  value 
not  shared  in  by  the  people  of  the  other  islands. 

Under  like  general  conditions,  the  national  government,  at  its  last 
session,  adopted  a  policy  of  cooperation  with  the  respective  states  who 
so  desire,  to  build  roads  in  the  several  States  which  are  of  more  than 
local  interest,  and  appropriated  many  millions  of  dollars  for  the  purpose. 

Likewise  nearly  every  State  government  in  the  Union  has  adopted  a 
policy  of  State-aid  to  roads  of  general  use  and  interest,  as  distinguished 
from  purely  local  roads. 

In  every  instance  State-aid  is  extended  to  a  particular  locality  on  the 
intiation  of  the  local  government;  and  the  arrangements  are  made  by 
mutual  agreement  between  the  city  or  county  and  the  State  government. 

Fourth  Principle.  Territorial  control  of  expenditures  and  maintenance 
should  accompany  Territorial  participation  in  cost. 

This  principle  is  elementary.    Territorial  money  expended  on  a  par- 
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ticular  island  is  in  the  nature  of  a  trust  fund,  so  far  as  the  people  of 
the  other  islands  are  concerned,  with  the  Territorial  government,  or  some 
representative  thereof,  as  trustee  to  see  that  the  trust  fund  and  property- 
are  properly  administered  and  cared  for. 

This  principle  is  recognized  as  basic  throughout  the  mainland,  the  ex- 
penditures, both  for  construction  and  maintenance,  on  all  State-aided 
roads  being  made  through  a  state  road  commission. 

The  draft  of  a  law  submitted  herewith  is  the  same  as  that  submitted 
to  the  Legislature  of  1915.  It  is  believed  by  the  committee  that  it  will 
to  a  great  extent  remedy  the  present  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

It  embodies  no  new  or  untried  principles;  but  is  based  on  a  form  or 
''model  law'',  drafted  by  the  National  Good  Boads  Association  and  the 
Massachusetts  State-aid-to-Boads  Law,  with  modifications  to  fit  local 
conditions. 

It  is  analyzed  in  the  report  of  the  committee  to  the  Legislature  of 
1915,  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  4,  and  to  which  reference  is 
hereby  made. 

The  committee  submits  the  said  draft  for  your  consideration  in  the 
firm  belief  that  if  enacted  into  law  it  will  be  of  material  assistance  in 
securing  and  maintaining  good  roads  in  Hawaii. 


BE80LUTI0N  BELATING  TO  GOOD  BOADS  ADOPTED  BY  THE 
CIVIC  CONVENTION  HELD  AT  HONOLULU,  SEPTEMBEB,  1913. 

"Besolved,  That  the  chairman  of  this  convention  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
requested  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  study  the  subject  of  the  co- 
operation of  the  Territorial  and  County  governments,  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  new  roads  and  the  sulministration  of  the  upkeep  of 
new  roads  when  built,  and  to  formulate  and  present  to  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Civic  and  Commercial  Convention  any  amendments  to  the 
present  road  laws  which  they  may  deem  will  better  secure  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  good  roads." 

(Upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  the  chairman  of  the  convention,

The  last  Civic  Convention  appointed  a  committee  of  five,  to  study  the 
subject  of  the  construction  and  upkeep  of  roads  in  Hawaii;  to  devise 
some  plan  for  securing  and  maintaining  better  roads,  and  to  submit  a 
report  thereon  to  the  Third  Annual  Civic  Convention,  with  a  view  of 
having  recommendations  on  the  subject  made  to  the  next  Legislature. 

The  members  appointed  on  said  committee  were  Lorrin  A.  Thurston, 
C.  H.  Cooke,  B.  W.  Shingle,  Hugh  Howell  and  J.  H.  Moragne.

Committee  of  Civic  Convention  on  Good  Boads. 
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The  committee  has  considered  the  subject  assigned  to  it,  and  submits 
the  following  report: 

The  committee  at  first  thought  of  including  a  draft  of  proposed  bill 
for  submission  to  the  Legislature;  but  concluded  to  submit,  mstead,  a 
report  setting  forth  the  principles  proposed.  A  bill  can  then  be  drawn 
in  conformity  with  the  principles  finally  adopted  by  the  convention.  This 
can  be  published  so  as  to  secure  full  public  consideration. 

Statement  of  Facts  Concerning  Financial,  Political  and  Fbyslcal  Btatiu 
of  Beads  in  Hawaii. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  facts  concerning  roads  in 
the  Territory: 

1.  Physical  Development  and  Status  of  Hawaiian  Beads. 

Up  to  1888,  there  were  a  few  macadamized  roads  in  Honolulu;  but 
there  were  none  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  Territory;  while  there  were 
practically  no  roads  laid  out  on  an  engineering  grade. 

On  the  Island  of  Maui  the  road  to  Lahaina  was  merely  a  steep  horse 
trail  over  the  mountain. 

On  the  Island  of  Hawaii  there  were  no  wagon  roads  in  the  districts  of 
Puna,  North  and  South  Kona,  and  North  and  South  Hilo  (outside  of  the 
town  of  Hilo);  and  the  districts  of  Kohala,  Hamakua,  and  Kau  had 
only  a  few  miles  of  ungraded  dirt  roads.  There  were  only  horse  trails 
to  the  volcano  and  connecting  the  several  districts  with  each  other. 

As  compared  with  this  state,  Hawaii  of  1914,  with  its  hundreds  of  miles 
of  graded  and  macadamized  roads,  is  an  immense  advance;  but  the  con- 
ditions are  still  far  from  ideal.  There  are  still  many  important  links  in 
the  main  roads  around  the  several  islands,  poorly  graded,  unmacadam- 
ized,  and  in  bad  condition  or  impassable  in  rainy  weather.  As  to  local 
roads,  while  much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  grading  and  macadamiz- 
ing, much  remains  to  be  done. 

2.  Method  of  Financing  Hawaiian  Roads. 

Prior  to  the  establishment  of  County  Government  in  1905,  all  road 
work  in  the  Territory  was  under  control  of,  and  financed  by,  the  central 
government. 

Boad  funds  were  derived  from  the  poll  tax  of  $2.00  per  annum  on  each 
male  adult;  legislative  appropriations  from  the  general  fund  and  loans 
contracted  by  the  Territorial  Government. 

Control  of  roads  and  expenditures  of  funds  was  exercised  by  a  local 
road  board  in  each  district,  appointed  by  the  central  government  under 
the  general  control  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works. 


Under  County  Government,  the  entire  control  of  all  public  roads  in 
each  county  and  the  financing  thereof,  was  transferred  to  the  respective 
Boards  of  County  Supervisors. 

It  soon  became  manifest  that  under  the  prevailing  system  of  road 
administration,  the  available  county  funds  were  insufficient  to  keep 
existing  roads  in  repair,  and  entirely  inadequate  to  locate  and  construct 
new  roads. 


Under  these  circumstances  the  Legislature,  in  an  unsystematic  and  hap- 
hazard fashion,  has  from  time  to  time,  made  special  appropriations  for 
specific  roads,  partly  from  the  general  fund,  and  partly  by  means  of  Ter- 
ritorial loans. 

The  expenditure  of  this  Territorial  money  has  been  partly  under  the 
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direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  and  partly  through  a 
'*Loan  Fund  Commission"  in  each  county,  appointed  by  the  Govern- 
ment with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  the  Superintendent  being  ez-officio 
a  member  of  each  commission. 

The  commissions  have  had  control  of  the  construction  of  specific  ' '  belt 
roads",  by  means  of  loan  funds,  bonds  being  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
Territory,  to  be  ultimately  paid  by  the  several  counties  where  spent. 
The  commissions  were  given  the  sole  and  exclusive  power  of  deciding 
what  were  to  be  deemed  ' '  belt  roads ' '  and  which  should  first  be  attended 
to.  They  control  no  other  road  funds  and  no  other  roads;  and,  as  soon  as 
the  construction  of  a  road  is  completed  its  care  automatically  passes  to 
the  local  Board  of  County  Supervisors. 


No  funds  have  been  provided  by  the  Territory  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
roads  built  with  Territorial  funds.  The  result  is  that  newly  macadamized 
roads,  costing  between  one  and  two  million  dollars  are  already  in  process 
of  disintegration;  and,  if  a  change  of  policy  is  not  speedily  adopted,  a 
large  portion  of  these  roads  will  practically  be  out  of  commission  before 
the  debt  incurred  for  their  construction  is  paid. 


With  the  exception  of  the  County  of  Kauai,  the  several  county  govern- 
ments have  neither  adopted  nor  pursued  any  consistent  road  policy.  The 
idea  has  prevailed  generally,  that  each  supervisor  should  have  the  dis- 
pensing of  the  road  money  in  his  home  district,  and  that  he  should  be 
practically  the  road  supervisor  for  his  district. 

The  County  of  Kauai  alone  has  adopted  the  proper  system  of  appoint- 
ing a  competent  road  engineer,  and  placing  the  entire  responsibility  and 
execution  of  road  construction  and  upkeep  in  his  hands. 


Under  the  Kauai  system,  politics  have  cut  no  figure  in  road  adminis- 
tration. The  road  employees  are  appointed  and  retained  in  office  because 
of  their  efficiency  and  not  because  of  their  party  politics. 

The  policy  of  systematically  and  continuously  keeping  up  the  roads, 
by  section  hands,  has  been  adopted  and  steadily  pursued. 

The  result  is  that  on  Kauai  existing  roads  have  been  kept  in  repair 
and  all  surplus  has  gone  into  regrading  and  extending,  year  by  year,  the 
macadamized  roads.  As  a  result,  Kauai  has  the  best  and  most  econo- 
mically administered  roads  of  any  county  in  the  Territory. 


In  the  other  counties,  while  road  engineers  have  been  employed  from 
time  to  time,  they  have  not,  as  a  rule,  been  given  the  control  of  the  road 
work,  except  to  a  limited  extent;  the  county  supervisors  maintaining 
direct  control  of,  not  only  the  work,  but  the  appointment  of  employees, 
the  politics  of  members  of  the  road  force  frequently  having  more  effect 
on  their  appointment  than  their  efficiency. 

In  the  counties  other  than  Kauai,  there  has  been  no  systematic  upkeep 
of  the  roads,  by  the  sectional  system,  except  for  certain  periods  and  in 
certain  localities  on  Maui,  and  to  a  very  limited  extent  on  the  Volcano 
Bead,  in  Puna,  Hawaii. 

Bepairs  have  been  made  in  a  haphazard  manner  at  irregular  times. 


No  Funds  Prcnrided  for  Upkeep. 
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Very  few  new  roads  have  been  built,  or  existing  roads  converted  into 
macadamized  ones,  hj  the  counties,  except  on  Kauai  and  Maui. 

On  Kauai  the  work  has  been  principally  macadamizing  existing  roads; 
and  on  Maui,  chiefly  cutting  down  step  grades  and  locating  new  roads. 

DiAcQlties  and  Obstacles  to  be  Met  tad  Overcome. 

There  are  three  main  obstacles  to  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  good  roads  in  Hawaii,  viz.: 

1.  Lack  of  money; 

2.  Lack  of  system; 

3.  Lack  of  efficient  control. 


The  excessively  rough,  precipitous  and  rain  character  of  much  of  the 
country  traversed  by  roads  in  Hawaii,  make  it  impossible  for  the  several 
counties  to  properly  construct  and  maintain  all  of  their  roads  with  the 
current  available  funds,  and  under  the  present  administrative  system. 
If  the  main  roads  could  once  be  put  in  good  condition,  and  bridges  built 
of  concrete  and  steel,  the  current  funds  would  be  sufficient  to  keep  them 
in  order,  if  road  work  were  taken  out  of  politics;  placed  in  the  hands 
of  experts;  cared  for  by  employees  whose  continuance  in  office  depend- 
ed on  efficiency;  and  by  the  adoption  of  the  section  system  of  upkeep. 

Cooperation  of  Territorial  and  Oounty  OoYemments. 

The  available  source  of  necessary  funds  with  which  to  put  the  main 
roads  into  good  condition  is,  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  the  Territorial 
Government  with  the  several  County  Governments,  in  constructing  and 
maintaining  the  main  roads  connecting  the  several  districts  and  the  prin- 
cipal parts;  these  to  be  designated,  say,  as  "Territorial  Eoads." 

These  can  be  obtained: 

(1)  By  means  of  direct  appropriations  from  the  general  Territorial 
revenue; 

(2)  By  means  of  direct  appropriations  from  the  general  County 
revenues; 

(3)  By  means  of  special  taxes,  fees,  etc.,  specifically  devoted  to  such 
road  purposes; 

(4)  By  means  of  loan  funds,  borrowed  through  the  Territorial  Govern- 
ment; or  by  the  several  Counties  direct. 


It  is  a  grave  question  as  to  whether,  for  the  present,  any  more  Ter- 
ritorial bonds  should  be  issued  for  roads,  for  the  reason  that  the  legal 
limit  to  which  Territorial  bonds  can  be  issued  is  approximately  $11,000,- 
000.  There  have  already  been  issued  or  authorized  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $8,274,000.  Some  margin  should  be  left  for  other  necessities  and 
emergencies. 


A  considerable  portion  of  the  outstanding  Territorial  bonds  are  ulti- 
mately to  be  paid  by  the  counties,  the  form  of  borrowing  through  the 
name  of  the  Territory,  having  been  adopted  owing  to  the  credit  of  the 
Territory  being  better  than  that  of  the  counties,  and  the  interest  rate 
therefore  lower. 

If  money  is  to  be  secured  for  road  purposes  by  means  of  county  bonds. 


How  to  Overcome  Lack  of  Money. 
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it  would  doubtless  make  a  stronger  bond,  and  secure  a  better  interest  and 
other  terms,  if  the  expenditure  were  to  be  under  Territorial  check,  as 
herein  suggested. 


The  way  to  overcome  the  lack  of  system  in  road  construction  and 
upkeep,  is  to  provide  by  law,  that  all  moneys  devoted  to  construction 
and  upkeep  of  ''Territorial  Boads"  shall  be  expended  only  in  manner 
therein  set  forth. 


The  statute  should  provide  that  the  officials  having  control  of  the  Ter- 
ritorial roads  should  divide  them  into  sections  of  convenient  length;  set 
apart  from  available  money,  enough  to  employ  a  section  man,  to  attend^ 
as  continuously  as  practicable,  to  the  upkeep  of  each  section  so  set  apart, 
and  furnish  such  section  men  with  the  necessary  tools  and  material  for 
keeping  their  respective  sections  in  good  order.  After  moneys  sufficient 
for  such  purpose  are  set  apart  the  remainder  to  be  devoted  to  rebuild- 
ing existing  roads  which  are  out  of  repair,  and  the  construction  of  new 
roads. 


(1)  Provide  by  statute  that  all  expenditure  on  Territorial  roads  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  a  Territorial  Bead  Commission,  appointed  by  tbe 
Governor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Senate. 

(2)  Provide  by  statute,  that  appointment  to  the  Territorial  road  ser- 
vice, other  than  the  members  of  the  Bead  Board  and  the  engineer  in 
chief,  and  work  on  such  roads,  shall  be  based  upon  efficiency,  adminis- 
tered under  civil  service  principles;  irrespective  of  the  politics  of  the 
appointees. 

Wherever  practicable  tenders  should  be  called  for  new  construction 
work  and  award  made  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  under  adequate 
bond;  with  discretion  to  reject  all  bids  if  they  are  too  high.  Section 
upkeep  should,  however,  be  retained  in  the  hands  of  regular  employees. 

(3)  Provide  by  statute  that  all  expenditures  on  Territorial  roads 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  a  competent  civil  engi- 
neer. 


Your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  following  things  must  be  done 
in  order  to  secure  good  roads  in  Hawaii,  and  recommendation  is  hereby 
made  that  legislation  and  procedure  be  along  the  following  lines,  viz.: 

1.  Complete  Trunk  System  of  Boads. 

It  is  necessary  to  complete  the  permanent  construction  of  the  main 
trunk  roads  on  the  various  islands,  and  to  rebuild  and  put  in  good  order, 
those  portions  of  such  roads  heretofore  constructed  and  now  out  of  order. 

2.  Adopt  Section  System  of  Upkeep. 

It  is  necessary  to  adopt  and  put  into  execution,  a  system  of  continuous 
upkeep  of  roads  now  in  good  repair,  and  those  hereafter  put  in  such  con- 
dition, by  dividing  the  roads  into  sections  and  placing  the  same  under 
the  continuous  care  of  section  hands,  each  section  hand,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, to  continue  in  charge  of  the  same  section. 

3.  Adopt  ''Territorial  Boad  System.'' 

It  is  impossible  for  all  the  counties,  with  their  present,  or  any  prob- 
able financial  resources,  to  construct  and  maintain  all  of  the  roads  with-

How  to  Bemedy  Lack  of  Ei&clent  OontroL 
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in  their  several  boundaries.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  that  the  Terri- 
torial Government  should  assist,  out  of  Territorial  funds,  in  the  con- 
struction and  maintaining  of  the  several  main  roads  through  the  respec- 
tive counties,  the  roads  so  constructed  and  maintained  to  be  known  as 
"Territorial  Beads." 

4.  Territorial  Boad  Boards. 

It  goes  without  sajing  that  the  expenditure  of  Territorial  funds  must 
be  under  Territorial  control;  but  in  order  that  the  several  county  gov- 
ernments may  be  represented  on  the  Territorial  Boards,  we  recommend 
that  each  Board  of  Supervisors  be  empowered  to  appoint  one  member  of 
the  Territorial  Boad  Board  for  the  County  in  which  he  is  located;  such 
appointee  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  not,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  appointing  Board. 

Also  that  the  Territorial  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  the  Board. 

5.  Adopt  Civil  Service  and  EflSciency  System. 

Provide  that  appointment  to  and  work  in  the  Territorial  Boad  service 
shall  be  on  an  efficiency  basis,  regardless  of  politics,  administered  under 
civil  service  rules. 

6.  Designation  of  **  Territorial  Roads. 

The  roads  shall  be  designated  as  Territorial  Roads,"  only  on  written 
petition  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  in  which  such  roads 
&re  located,  and  the  approval  of  the  Territorial  Boad  Board  for  such 
county. 

7.  Method  of  Securing  Fund  for  "Territorial  Roads." 

(1)  A  specific  tax,  not  to  exceed,  say  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  on 
the  property  in  each  county,  for  road  purposes  in  such  county. 

(2)  Direct  appropriations  by  the  Legislature,  of  moneys  from  the 
general  Territorial  treasury;  or  loan  funds,  or  both. 

(3)  Appropriations  by  the  County  Supervisors,  of  moneys  from  the 
general  County  treasury. 

W   A  portion,  say  one-half,  of  fees,  fines  and  taxes  received  from 
AQtomobiles  and  other  vehicles. 


Proposed  System  Is  Not  New.

We  believe  that  this  policy  will  be  found  most  economical  in 
the  long  run. 

(4)  That  the  practice  of  individual  Supervisors  taking  active  super- 
intendence of  road  work,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  by  direction 
of  the  Board  for  good  reasons,  be  discouraged. 

(5)  That  a  more  adequate  system  of  accounting  be  kept,  insisting 
upon  a  detailed  record  of  the  cost  of  all  work,  but  unit  costs,  not  only 
for  new  work,  but  repair  and  maintenance  as  well. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  Convention  adopt  this  report 
with  such  amendments  as  it  may  deem  best,  and  that  the  chairman  be 
authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  draw  a  bill,  embodying  in 
substance  the  recommendations  of  the  report  as  adopted,  and  present 
the  same  for  the  consideration  of  the  next  Legislature. 


I  agree  with  the  foregoing  report,  subject  to  the  following: 

I  am  not  convinced  of  the  advisability  of  dual  control  of  roads  by 
Territory  and  County. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  Territory  has  sufficient  current  revenue  to 
appropriate  therefrom  funds  for  roads. 

I  do  not  believe  the  Territory  should  issue  more  bonds  for  road  pur- 
poses for  the  reason,  that  the  amount  of  Territorial  bonds  now  out- 
standing is  too  close  to  the  total  bond  issue  permitted  by  the  Organic 
Act. 


Committee  on  Devising  Some  Plan  for  Securing  and  Maintaining  Better 
Roads  in  Hawaii. 

(Mr.  R.  W.  Shingle  approved  of  the  report,  but  was  absent  from  the 
Territory  at  the  time  of  presentation  and  therefore  unable  to  sign  the 
report.) 


RESOLUTIONS  RELATING  TO  GOOD  ROADS  ADOPTED  BY  CIVIC 
CONVENTION  HELD  AT  WAILUKU,  OCTOBER,  1914,  BASED 
UPON  THE  FOREGOING  REPORT  OF  THE  "GOOD  ROADS 
COMMITTEE.'' 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  convention,  the  evils  of  the  pres- 
ent road  system  are  chiefly  attributed  to  the  following  causes: 

1.  That  the  administration  of  the  system  and  the  appointment  of 
road  officers  is  based  more  on  political  consideration  than  on  efficiency; 

2.  That  there  is  no  systematic  upkeep  of  the  roads  after  they  are  put 
in  good  order; 

3.  That  the  building  and  maintenance  of  roads  is  essentially  engineer- 
ing work,  and  should  be  under  the  direct  control  and  direction  of  trained 
engineers;  whereas,  with  some  exceptions,  road  work  is  not  now  under 
engineering  supervision  in  Hawaii; 

4.  The  main  road  system  of  the  Territory  has  not  yet  been  completed, 
and  the  current  available  funds  are  insufficient  to  both  care  for  exist- 
ing; roads  and  build  new  ones. 

Recommendations.    In  the  opinion  of  this  convention,  the  following

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measures  are  necessary  to  remedy  the  above  enumerated  evils  and  ob- 
stacles, and  the  convention  hereby  recommends  that  the  following  action 
be  taken: 

1.  That  certain  main  roads  connecting  the  several  districts  with  each 
other  and  with  the  principal  ports  should  be  set  apart  as  "territorial 
roads/'  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  which  should  receive  the 
support  of  special  funds  or  taxes  and  of  the  territorial  government. 

2.  That  the  application  in  any  county  of  the  terms  of  the  proposed 
territorial  road  law  shall  be  optional  with  each  county  as  evidenced  by 
the  vote  of  the  supervisors  of  each  county;  that  when  the  territorial 
road  law  is  adopted  by  any  county,  the  location  of  "territorial  roads" 
should  be  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  several  boards  of 
supervisors  and  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  representatives  of  the 
territorial  government  last  above  mentioned. 

3.  That  there  should  be  a  Territorial  Road  Board,  which  Board  shall 
have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  laying  out,  construction,  maintenance 
and  control  of  all  Territorial  roads. 

Such  Territorial  Road  Board  should  consist  of  two  persons  appointed 
by  the  Governor  with  the  approval  of  the  Senate,  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works,  and  in  and  for  each  County,  a  person  appointed  by  the 
Supervisors  of  such  county. 

4.  That  the  appointment  of  employees  working  upon  or  in  connection 
with  territorial  roads  should  be  based  upon  efficiency. 

5.  That  all  territorial  roads  which  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  put  in 
good  order,  be  laid  out  by  the  several  territorial  road  boards,  into  sec- 
tions; that  each  section  be  placed  in  the  charge  of  y  section  man  who 
shall  continuously  devote  his  time  to  the  upkeep  of  his  section. 

6.  That  all  work  upon  or  in  connection  with  territorial  roads  be  car- 
ried out  under  the  advice,  supervision  and  direction  of  a  competent 
civil  engineer. 

7.  That  detailed  accounts  be  kept  of  all  expenditure  on  territorial 
roads,  showing  separately  the  cost  of  each  operation  upon  each  road,  and 
that  the  same  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

8.  That  the  chairman  of  this  convention  be  requested  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  to  draft  a  law  embodying  the  foregoing  suggestions, 
for  submission  to  the  next  Legislature. 

9.  That  this  convention  most  earnestly  recommends  to  the  several 
boards  of  supervisors  that  they  respectively  put  into  operation  in  their 
several  counties,  in  connection  with  local  roads,  the  principles  herein 
recommended  for  legal  enactment  in  connection  with  territorial  roads. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  "GOOD  ROADS''  OF  THE 
CIVIC  CONVENTIONS  OF  1913  AND  1914  TO  THE  LEGISLA- 
TURE OF  HA  WAIL 


To  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

The  Civic  Convention,  consisting  of  delegates  from  the  Commercial 
Organizations  of  the  Territory  and  representatives  of  the  several  Boards 
of  County  Supervisors,  which  met  in  Honolulu  in  September,  1913,  adopt- 
ed a  resolution  directing  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  five  to  in- 
vestigate and  report  upon  how  best  to  secure  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  good  roads  in  this  Territory. 

Under  this  resolution  there  were  appointed  on  such  committee  L.  A. 
Thurston,  Hugh  Howell,  J.  H.  Moragne,  R.  W.  Shingle  and  Clarence  H. 
Cooke.

Honolulu,  Hawaii,  April  3,  1915. 
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In  conformity  with  such  resolution,  the  said  committee  investigated 
said  subject,  studied  the  road  laws  of  Europe  and  the  United  States 
and  submitted  a  report  to  the  Civic  Convention  which  met  at  WailuJcu 
in  October,  1914. 

The  Civic  Convention  of  1914  thereupon  adopted  resolutions,  direct- 
ing said  committee  to  draft  a  law  for  submission  to  the  Legislature  of 


In  accordance  with  such  resolutions,  the  said  committee  has  drafted  a 
law,  and  submits  the  same  herewith,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  said 
resolution  adopted  in  1913;  the  report  of  the  committee  made  to  the 
Convention  and  the  resolutions  adopted  by  said  Convention  in  1914. 

To  facilitate  an  understanding  of  the  draft  of  law  submitted,  the  com- 
mittee submits  the  following  summary  of  the  leading  features  contained 
therein,  as  follows: 

1.  Basis  of  the  Act.  The  basis  of  the  draft  of  law  submitted  is  a 
"model  biir*  formulated  by  the  "American  Association  for  Highway 
Improvement,**  of  Washington,  D.  C,  such  model  law  being  contained  in 
the  annual  report  of  said  association  for  1912,  which  is  entitled  "The 
Official  Good  Roads  Year  Book  of  the  United  States." 

The  association  in  question  is  a  semi-official  organization,  consisting 
of  leading  officials  and  citizens  all  over  the  United  States,  and  repre- 
sents the  most  advanced  theory  and  practice  upon  the  subject  of  Good 
Roads  in  the  United  States.  The  standing  of  the  organization  is  vouched 
for  by  the  list  of  its  officers,  for  1912,  which  was  as  follows: 

President,  Logan  Waller  Page,  Director  United  States  office  of  public 
roads;  « 

Vice-President,  W.  C.  Brown,  President  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company ; 

Treasurer,  Lee  McClung,  Treasurer  of  the  United  States; 
Secretary  and  Editor,  J.  E.  Pennybacker; 

Chairman  of  Board  of  Directors,  James  S.  Harlan,  member  Inter-state 
Commerce  Commission. 

The  same  persons  held  office  in  1913,  with  the  substitution  of  W.  W. 
Finley,  President  of  the  Southern  Railroad,  as  Vice-President. 

2.  Creation  of  "Territorial  Highways.'*    The  leading  feature  of  the 
bill  is  the  setting  apart  of  certain  roads  as  "Territorial  Highways 
(designated  in  Europe  and  the  United  States  as  "State  Highways"), 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  which  shall  be  in  whole  or  in  part 
paid  by  the  Territory. 

This  policy  is  based  upon  the  fact,  first,  that  there  are  certain  roads 
in  which  the  general  public  are  interested,  as  well  as  the  people  of  the 
localities  in  which  they  are  situated; 

And  second,  that  the  local  county  governments  may  not  be  willing,  or 
may  be  financially  unable,  to  bear  the  entire  cost  of  constructing  or 
maintaining  such  roads  in  the  condition  which  the  needs  of  the  general 
public  require. 

The  plan  of  setting  apart  certain  roads  as  "State  Highways"  does  not 
originate  with  this  committee.  It  is  the  plan  followed  by  nearly  every 
European  country  and  a  large  number  of  the  States  of  the  Union. 

3.  Legislature  May  Create  Territorial  Highways.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances the  bill  provides  that  the  Legislature  may,  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  local  county  government  in  which  the  road  is  situated, 
designate  a  road  as  a  "Territorial  Highway'*;  but  in  such  case  the 
Territorial  Government  alone  bears  the  cost  of  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  such  highway. 

4.  Initiation  by  County  Supervisors.  In  all  other  cases  the  creation 
of  a  Territorial  Highway  is  made  only  on  the  initiation  of  the  County 
Supervisors,  and  the  approval  of  a  "Territorial  Highway  Commission." 

Territorial  highways  set  apart  on  request  of  the  County  authorities 
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are  constructed  and  maintained  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  Territory 
and  the  County  in  which  the  road  is  located. 

5.  Constitution  of  Territorial  Highway  Commission.  The  Highway 
Commission  is  to  consist  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  the 
Professor  of  Engineering  at  the  College  of  Hawaii,  one  other  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  with  the  approval  of  the  Senate;  and  in  and 
for  each  County,  one  member  appointed  by  the  Supervisors  of  that 
County.  This  nomination  by  the  County  Supervisors  of  a  member  of 
the  Commission  is  not  contained  in  the  model  law  referred  to.  It  is  a 
devise  for  the  purpose  of  removing  possible  friction  between  the  County 
and  the  Commission,  by  giving  the  County  a  direct  voice  in  the  councils 
of  the  Commission. 

6.  Territorial  Engineer.  All  road  construction  and  maintenance  of 
Territorial  Highways  are  to  be  carried  out  under  the  general  control  of 
the  Commission,  and  the  direct  control  of  a  Territorial  engineer,  appoint- 
ed by  the  Commission. 

A  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Territorial  engineer  is  to  render  free  advice 
and  assistance  to  the  several  boards  of  County  Supervisors  in  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  roads. 

7.  Source  of  Territorial  Highway  Funds.  The  funds  with  which  to 
carry  out  this  act  are  proposed  to  be  derived  from: 

(1)  Direct  appropriation  by  the  Legislature,  either  of  current  or 
loan  funds; 

(2)  Direct  appropriation  by  the  counties,  either  of  current  or  loan 
fimds; 

(3)  By  special  road  tax; 

(4)  By  a  proportion  of  the  receipts  from  automobile  fees  and  licenses. 

8.  Maintenance  by  Section  Laborers.  Provision  is  made  in  the  bill 
that  all  Territorial  highways  shall  be  divided  into  sections  of  such  length 
that  the  same  can,  under  normal  conditions,  each  be  maintained  by  one 
^tion  road  laborer. 

The  Committee  believes  that  this  is  the  most  important  detail  of  the 
bill.

deteriorating  that,  unless  prompt  action  is  taken,  they  will  be  utterly 
^wn  out  before  the  bonds  issued  for  their  construction  become  due. 
'^e  committee  has  prepared  a  digest  of  the  facts  and  laws  relating 
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to  "State  Highways"  of  the  European  countries  and  states  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  which  they  also  submit  herewith. 

The  committee  also  begs  to  state  that  it  holds  itself  subject  to  the 
wlbues  of  the  Legislature  and  the  committees  thereof,  to  furnish  any 
other  information  of  assistance  in  connection  with  the  subject  matter 
under  discussion.

CONVENTION,  ADOPTED  AT  WAILUKU,  OCTOBEB,  1914. 

AN  ACT 

TO  SECUBE  THE  SETTING  APABT,  CONSTBUCTION,  IMPBOVE- 
MENT,  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  TEBBITOBIAL  HIGHWAYS; 
TO  PBOVIDE  FOB  ADMINISTEBING  OF  THE  SAME;  TO  PBO- 
VIDE  FUNDS  FOB  THE  CONSTBUCTION,  IMPBOVEMENT 
AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  SUCH  HIGHWAYS,  AND  TO  PBO- 
VIDE ALL  NECESSABY  OB  PBOPEB  WAYS  AND  MEANS  FOB 
ACCOMPLISHING  SUCH  PUBPOSES  OB  EITHEB  OF  THEM. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

Deflnltionfl. 

Section  1.  Unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  provides,  the  follow- 
ing shall  be  the  definition  and  meaning  of  the  following  words  in  this 
Act,  viz.: 

"Commission*',  shall  refer  to  and  mean  the  Territorial  Highway  Com- 
mission herein  provided  for. 

**  Supervisors ' shall  refer  to  and  mean  the  respective  Boards  of  Su- 
pervisors of  the  several  Counties  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

** Engineer",  shall  refer  to  and  mean  the  Territorial  Highway  Engi- 
neer herein  provided  for. 

Highway  Ck>miiii88ion — ^How  Ckmstitnted. 

Section  2.  A  Territorial  Highway  Commission  is  hereby  established 
which  shall  consist  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  who  shall 
be  chairman  of  said  Commission;  the  Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  in 
the  College  of  Hawaii;  one  other  person,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor, with  the  approval  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
four  years  unless  earlier  removed  for  cause. 

Each  Board  of  County  Supervisors  shall  also  appoint  one  person  who 
may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  such  Board,  who  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Commission  in  so  far  as  its  acts  affect  or  relate  specifically  to  the 
county  from  which  he  is  appointed. 
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Ck>mpen8»tion  of  Ck>mmi88loiL 


Section  3.  The  members  of  said  Commission  shall  serve  without  pay, 
but  each  member  thereof  shall  be  allowed  his  actual  and  necessary 
traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 


Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  Act, 
the  Commission  shall  appoint  a  Territorial  Highway  Engineer,  who  shall 
be  a  competent  Civil  Engineer,  skilled  and  experienced  in  road  construc- 
tion and  maintenance,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  not  to  exceed  $4,800.00 
per  annum,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  payable  monthly.  He 
shall  also  be  allowed  his  actual  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

The  Engineer  shall  hold  office  until  removed  by  the  Commission. 


Section  5.  The  Commission  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  office 
rooms,  furniture  and  appliances  at  Honolulu,  which  office  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  the  Engineer,  and  shall  be  kept  open  at  such  times  as  the 
business  of  the  Commission  and  the  convenience  or  interest  of  the  public 
shall  require.  Such  office  shall  be  the  repository  for  all  the  records  and 
maps  of  the  Commission,  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection  by  the 
public. 


Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  hold  meetings  at 
such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  essential  to  the  proper  carrying 
out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  matters  incidental  thereto.  AU 
such  meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 


Section  7.  Subject  to  the  general  control  of  the  Commission,  the  Engi- 
neer shall  have  charge  of  all  the  maps  and  records  of  the  Commission. 

Appointment  of  Assistants.  Appoint  and  fix  the  compensation  of  such 
assistant  engineers,  clerks  and  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  Commission  under  this  Act. 

Becords  on  File.  Keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  and  orders  pertain- 
ing to  the  business  of  his  office  and  of  the  department,  and  keep  on  file 
properly  indexed,  copies  of  the  same  and  of  all  reports,  plans,  specifica- 
tions and  estimates  prepared  by  his  office. 

General  Highway  Plan,  Information,  Statistics.  Cause  to  be  made  and 
kept  at  the  office  of  the  Commission,  a  general  highway  plan  of  all  the 
roads  and  trails  of  the  Territory;  and  collect  information  and  compile 
statistics  relative  to  the  mileage,  character  and  conditions  of  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  in  the  different  Counties  of  the  Territory. 

Territorial  Highway  Plans.  As  soon  as  reasonably  practicable,  pre- 
pare maps  of  such  of  the  main  highways  in  the  Territory,  as,  in  his 
judgment,  should  be  designated  as  a  system  of  Territorial  Highways,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Commission  for  submission  to  the  Legislature  and 
the  several  Boards  of  County  Supervisors,  as  a  recommendation  for  a 
proper  system  of  Territorial  roads. 

Such  maps  shall  be  accompanied  by  reports,  setting  forth  his  recom- 
mendations and  the  reasons  therefor.

Methods  and  Standards  of  Highway  Constrnction  and  Maintenance. 
He  shall  investigate  and  determine  the  methods  of  road  construction 
and  maintenance  as  adapted  to  the  various  sections  of  the  Territory, 
and  shall  establish  standards  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
Territorial  Highways  in  the  various  Counties,  giving  due  regard  to  the 
topography,  natural  conditions,  character  and  availability  of  road  build- 
ing material  and  the  ability  of  the  Counties  to  meet  their  portion  of  the 
cost  of  building  and  maintaining  roads  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Advice  to  County  Officials.  He  may,  at  all  reasonable  times,  be  con- 
sulted by,  and  shall  give,  when  requested,  advice  to  County  officials  hav- 
ing authority  of  highways  and  bridges,  relative  to  any  question  involv- 
ing such  highways  and  bridges. 

Information  From  County  Officials.  He  may,  at  all  reasonable  times, 
call  on  any  City  or  County  official  for  any  information  or  assistance 
they  may  be  able  to  render  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  with  refer- 
ence to  roads  and  bridges  within  their  respective  Counties;,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  City  or  County  official  to  supply  any  information 
so  called  for. 

Control  of  Character  and  Supervision  of  Work.  He  shall  determine  the 
character  and  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  construction,  repair 
and  maintenance  of  all  roads  constructed,  improved  or  maintained  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Periodical  Reports.  He  shall,  at  least  once  a  month  and  as  much 
oftener  as  requested  by  the  Commission,  report  all  the  proceedings  of 
his  office  to  the  Commission. 

Designation  and  Maintenance  of  Highway  Sections.  He  shall  divide 
all  Territorial  Highways  into  sections  of  such  lengths  as,  in  his  di8cr^- 
tion,  can  be  properly  maintained  in  good  order  by  one  man,  describing 
and  numbering  such  sections,  and  shall  thereupon  assign  a  competent 
road  laborer,  who  shall  be  known  as  a  "section  man",  to  the  care,  up- 
keep and  maintenance  of  each  road  section  so  designated.  The  Engi- 
neer may,  from  time  to  time,  change  the  length,  description  and  number- 
ing of  such  road  sections. 

Such  section  men  shall  respectively  work  exclusively  upon  and  in 
connection  with  the  road  section  to  which  each  is  so  assigned. 

Providing,  however,  that  in  case  of  emergency,  or  otherwise  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Engineer,  such  section  men  may  be  temporarily  assigned 
to  other  work  of  the  Commission. 

The  object  of  this  section  is  to  secure,  so  far  as  reasonably  practicable, 
the  continuous  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  Territorial  Highways  when 
once  they  have  been  placed  in  good  condition  and  repair;  this  being,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Legislature,  the  chief  means  by  which  good  roads  can 
be  ultimately  achieved  and  maintained  in  this  Territory. 


Section  8.  The  Legislature  may  at  any  time,  by  proper  statute, 
make  any  road  a  Territorial  Highway;  but  unless  the  Legislature  shall 
otherwise  provide,  the  construction,  improvement  and  maintenance  of 
such  road  shall  be  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  Territory. 

Except  as  provided  in  this  section,  a  Territorial  Highway  shall  be 
created  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Supervisors  in  the  manner  set 
forth  in  this  Act. 


Section  9.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  any  County,  may  make  written 
application  to  the  Commission  to  make  any  road  in  such  County  a  Ter- 
ritorial Highway. 


Territorial  Highways  Created  by  Legislature. 


Initiatory  Steps  by  County  Supervisors. 
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Such  application  shall  set  forth  a  description,  and  be  accompanied  by 
a  map  of  the  road  proposed  to  be  declared  a  Territorial  Hiffhway,  in 
sufficient  detail  to  give  a  reasonably  definite  understanding  of  its  loca- 
tion; 

Set  forth  the  reasons  why,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Supervisors,  the  said 
road  should  be  made  a  Territorial  Highway; 

Contain  an  offer,  on  the  part  of  the  Supervisors  to  comply,  in  all 
respects,  with  the  terms  of  this  Act. 

Examination  and  Beport  by  Territorial  Higbway  Engineer. 

Section  10.  Upon  receipt  of  a  resolution  from  any  Board  of  Super- 
visors asking  that  a  certain  road  be  made  a  Territorial  Highway,  the 
Engineer  shall,  as  soon  as  reasonably  practicable,  examine  the  location 
of  the  road  described  in  said  application;  verify  the  statements  contain- 
ed therein;  make  a  preliminary  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed 
project,  and,  in  writing,  report  to  the  Commission,  his  findings  and 
recommendations  thereon. 


Section  11.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  by  the  Engineer,  the  Commis- 
sion shall,  as  speedily  as  reasonably  practicable,  consider  the  said  appli- 
cation; render  a  written  decision  either  approving  or  disapproving  of 
said  application,  either  in  whole  or  in  part;  deliver  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
Sapervisors  from  whom  said  application  originated,  and  £ie  a  copy  in  the 
office  of  the  Commission. 


Section  12.  If  the  decision  of  the  Commission  shall  approve  of  said 
application  without  modification,  the  Commission  shall  thereupon,  in 
pursuance  of  the  procedure  herein  set  forth,  declare  the  road  described 
in  said  application  to  be  a  Territorial  Highway. 

If  the  decision  of  the  Commission  shall  be  only  a  partial,  or  modified 
approval  of  said  application,  the  Supervisors  from  whom  said  application 
originated  shall,  in  writing,  signify  to  the  Commission  its  acceptance  or 
otherwise  of  the  decision  of  the  Commission. 

In  case  the  Supervisors  accept  the  decision  of  the  Commission,  they 
shall,  in  writing,  so  notify  the  Commission,  and  the  Commission  shall 
thereupon,  in  pursuance  of  the  procedure  herein  set  forth,  declare  the 
road  described  in  said  decision  to  be,  and  the  same  shall  thereafter  be  a 
"Territorial  Highway,"  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Act. 

Procedure  Upon  Declaration  of  Territorial  Highway. 

Section  13.  Upon  any  declaration  setting  aside  any  road  as  a  Ter- 
ritorial Highway  in  manner  in  this  Act  set  forth,  the  Engineer  shall 
proceed  as  soon  as  reasonably  practicable  to  make  all  necessary  surveys 
plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  and  otherwise  take  such  steps 
as  are  necessary  to  proced  with  its  construction,  improvement  or  main- 
tenance. 


Section  14.  Improvement  estimated  by  the  Engineer  to  cost  $2,000.00, 
or  less,  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Engineer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Commission,  be  executed  by  himself;  or  he  may  allow  the  County  to  do 
the  work  without  competition;  or  he  may  let  the  same  to  contract  after 
public  advertisement  and  tender. 


Approval  by  Territorial  Boad  Oommisslon. 


County  Approval  of  Oommisslon  Decision. 


When  Work  Shall  Be  Done  By  Ck>ntract. 
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If  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  improvement  exceeds  $2,000.00, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engineer  to  advertise  in  not  less  than  two 
newspapers  having  a  circulation  in  the  County  in  which  such  proposed 
road  lies,  for  a  period  of  three  weeks  when  such  advertisements  are  in  a 
weekly  paper,  and  fifteen  days  when  in  a  daily  paper,  for  bids  to  do  the 
work  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  prepared  therefor  by  the 
Engineer. 

Such  advertisements  and  bids  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules  and  condi- 
tions as  the  said  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 


Section  15.  The  cost  of  all  road  construction,  improvement  or  main- 
tenance or  other  expense  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Territorial  Treasurer,  upon  warrant  of  the  Engineer  out 
of  any  funds  available  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

The  Supervisors  of  any  County  wherein  work  has  been  performed 
upon  any  highway  created  with  the  approval  of  such  Supervisors  under 
the  terms  of  this  Act,  shall,  upon  being  notified  of  any  payment  for 
work  done,  as  aforesaid,  in  said  County,  refund  to  the  Territory  one- 
half  of  the  cost  of  such  work.  * 

If  the  County  shall  not  pay  the  same  within  thirty  days,  then  the 
amount  due  by  said  County,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  become  a  ehar^ 
against  the  funds  of  said  County,  which  may  then  or  thereafter  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Territorial  Treasurer. 

All  amounts  paid  by  the  Counties,  or  retained  by  the  Treasurer,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  placed  by  said  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Ter- 
ritorial Road  Fund  herein  created  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 


Section  16.  The  improvement  of  roads  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  taken  up  and  carried  forward  in  the  respective  Counties 
of  the  Territory,  as  far  as  reasonably  practicable,  in  the  order  of  the 
date  of  the  receipt  of  the  respective  applications  from  the  Supervisors 
of  the  respective  Counties,  or  in  the  order  which  the  Territorial  Boad 
Commission  may  determine. 


Section  17.  Every  contract  for  road  construction  or  improvement  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Hawaii;  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Territory  by  the  Engineer 
and  the  chairman  of  the  Commission,  or,  in  his  absence,  any  other  mem- 
ber of  the  Commission,  and  by  the  contracting  party. 


Section  18.  A  bond,  with  surety  satisfactory  to  the  Engineer,  condi- 
tioned for  the  performance  of  the  contract  in  a  good  and  workmanlike 
manner,  and  with  such  other  terms  and  conditions,  and  in  such  amount  as 
the  Commission  may  direct,  shall  be  given  by  every  contractor  doing 
work  under  the  terms  of  this  Act. 


Section  19.  Whenever  any  road  shall  be  declared  to  be  a  Territorial 
Highway  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  in  pursuance  of  such 
declaration  shall  be  constructed  or  improved  under  the  terms  of  this

Bepair  and  Maintenance  of  Territorial  Highways. 
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Act,  the  Commission  shall  thereafter  keep  and  maintain  such  roads  in 
proper  repair  and  condition,  paying  the  cost  of  the  same  out  of  any 
funds  in  the  Territorial  Treasury  available  for  such  purpose. 

The  County  in  which  said  road  is  located  shall  reimburse  the  Terri- 
tory is  proportional  share  of  the  cost  of  such  repair  and  maintenance 
in  like  manner  and  proportion  as  herein  provided  for  the  original  cost 
of  constructing  or  improving  such  road. 


Section  20.  No  Territorial  Highway  shall  be  dug  up  or  otherwise  used 
for  laying  pipe  lines,  sewers,  wires  or  rails,  or  for  other  purposes,  except 
upon  the  written  permit  of  the  Engineer,  approved  by  the  Commission, 
and  then  only  in  accordance  with  regulations,  terms  and  conditions 
prescribed  by  the  Engineer. 

All  such  work  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Engineer,  and  all  the  cost  of  replacing  the  road  in  as  good 
a  condition  as  previous  to  its  being  disturbed  shall  be  paid  by  the  cor- 
poration or  Municipality  to  whom  or  in  whose  favor  such  permit  was 
given. 


Section  21.  The  engineer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  may 
purchase  for  the  Territory,  all  machinery,  tools,  implements,  material  and 
supplies,  and  incur  such  other  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  in 
the  construction,  repair  and  maintenance  of  roads  coming  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  in  the  operation,  maintenance  and  transportation 
of  such  machinery,  tools,  implements  and  material. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  Supervisors  of  any  County,  the  Engineer 
may,  when  such  machinery,  tools  or  implements  are  not  required  for  use 
on  Territorial  Highways,  furnish  the  same  for  use  in  building  or  repair- 
ing any  County  road  or  roads,  at  the  expense  of  the  County,  the  County 
m^ing  good  any  loss  or  breakage  of  the  same  while  in  its  use,  but  pay- 
ing no  rent  therefor. 


Section  22.  Rights  of  way  for  the  construction  or  alteration  of  any 
Territorial  Highway  shall  be  acquired  by  purchase,  exchange  or  con- 
demnation in  any  manner  authorized  or  provided  by  law  for  acquirement 
of  rights  of  way  for  public  roads. 

The  cost  of  ri^ht  of  way  for  any  road  declared  a  Territorial  Highway 
on  application  of  the  Supervisors,  shall  be  paid  by  the  County  in  which 
said  road  is  located. 


Section  23.  The  Engineer  shall  have  authority  to  employ,  subject  to 
then  existing  law,  all  labor  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  paying  therefor  reasonable  and  customary  wages  for  the  class  of 
work  performed. 

ProvisioiiB  of  Funds  for  Oarrying  Out  ProvisioiiB  of  This  Act. 

Section  24.  In  order  to  provide  funds  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  the  several  tax  assessors  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  and 
collect,  in  addition  to  the  taxes  for  general  purposes,  an  annual  tax  of 
one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  on  the  value  of  all  taxable  property  in  the 


Use  of  Territorial  Hlgbways  for  Public  UtiUtles. 


Purchase  and  Use  of  BffaterlaL 
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Territory,  which  shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes  are  collected,  and  paid 
into  the  Territorial  Treasury,  and  there  held  as  a  Territorial  Highway 
fund  for  the  exclusive  uses  and  purposes  of  this  Act. 

Said  Territorial  Highway  fund  shall  also  receive  and  include  for  pur- 
poses of  this  Act,  all  special  appropriations  which  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  made  therefor  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory. 

And  also  one-half  of  all  moneys  accruing  from  the  taxing,  licensing 
and  registration  of  automobiles  in  the  Territory,  and  from  fines  for  the 
violation  of  any  law,  ordinance  or  regulation  relating  to  automobiles. 

Any  portion  of  said  Territorial  Highway  fund  unexpended  at  the  end 
of  any  fiscal  year  shall  remain  in  said  fund  and  be  available  for  appor- 
tionment and  expenditure  during  the  succeeding  fiscal  years. 


Section  25.  The  said  Territorial  Highway  fund  herebv  authorized, 
shall,  as  to  special  appropriations  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Legis- 
lature, be  expended  in  such  localities  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Legis- 
lature may  in  and  by  said  appropriations  direct. 

The  portion  of  said  fund  collected  from  automobile  license,  registra- 
tion and  fines,  shall  be  expended  in  the  County  where  collected. 

The  portion  of  said  fund  collected  from  said  special  taxes  shall  be 
apportioned  and  expended  by  the  Commission  among  the  several  Ter- 
ritorial Highways,  in  such  manner  as,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commis- 
sion, shall  best  subserve  the  interest  of  the  Territory  as  a  whole,  subject 
to  the  terms  of  this  Act. 


Section  26.  All  employees  of  the  Commission,  except  the  Engineer 
and  the  road  laborers,  snail  be  appointed  to  and  hold  their  positions  under 
the  Commission,  under  the  terms  of  the  Civil  Service  laws  of  the  Ter- 
ritory in  force  for  the  time  being. 

No  laborer  shall  be  engaged  for  or  discharged  from  the  employ  of  the 
Commission  by  reason  of  the  political  faith  which  he  possesses  or  pro- 
fesses to  possess. 

Section  27.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  conflicting  with  this  Act,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  28.   This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  approvaL

We  the  undersigned,  tenants  and  land  owners  of  the  government  tract 
known  as  Piihonua^  District  of  South  Hilo,  County  and  Territorv  of  Ha- 
waii, residing  within  that  area  designated  in  House  Bill  No.  58,  being  an 
Act  "to  set  aside  a  certain  tract  in  Piihonua,  for  Hilo  High  School  site. 
Agricultural  and  Botanical  Gardens,  most  respectfully  request  Your  Hon- 
orable  Body  to  oppose  the  passage  of  said  bill,  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  That  your  petitioners  have  improved  and  resided  on  said  land 
since  April  30th,  1900,  and  therefore  are  entitled  to  purchase  under 
preferential  rights. 

(2)  The  area  to  be  set  aside  as  proposed  in  said  bill  is  nearly  forty 
(40)  acres.  We  maintain  that  this  area  is  much  too  large  for  the  pur- 
pose set  forth  in  said  bill,  and  therefore  your  petitioners  should  not  be 
put  to  the  inconveniences  of  being  removed  from  our  present  holdings 
upon  which  we  have  resided  and  which  we  have  improved  at  no  smfSl 
expense. 

(3)  Your  petitioners  have  practically  made  Piihonua  what  it  is  today. 
But,  if  said  Bill  passes,  we  who  are  entitled  to  purchase  our  homes  under 
Preference  Right  will  be  deprived  of  this  privileges,  since  the  Organic 
Act  provides  Uiat  an  applicant  is  entitled  only  to  the  improved  parcel 
of  public  land  upon  which  said  applicant  has  continuously  resided,  and 
(to  no  other  location). 

We  pray,  that  justice  and  favorable  consideration  be  given  your  peti- 
tioners.

The  Board  of  Health,  in  the  Counties  of  Hawaii,  Maui  and  Kauai,  are 
doing  the  work  themselves  without  objection  from  the  Boards  of  Super- 
visors of  those  counties  and  in  cooperation  with  the  Supervisors. 

The  proposed  bill  would  prevent  these  counties  from  passing  ordi- 
nances at  any  future  time  covering  this  subject. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  City  and  County,  the  Committee  does  not  feel 
that  this  power  should  be  taken  away  from  the  several  counties  and 
therefore  recommends  that  this  bill  be  tabled.

The  present  law  is  that  the  execution  is  good  for  only  one  year 
unless  another  execution  is  taken  out  during  each  of  the  succeeding  years. 

If  the  proposed  bill  became  law,  an  execution  from  the  Circuit  Court 
could  be  issued  at  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  year,  during  which  time, 
particularly  in  matters  relating  to  real  estate,  other  rights  may  have 
accrued.  The  proposed  law  also  would  allow  attorneys  to  be  negligent 
about  enforcing  their  judgments,  whereas  the  present  law  contemplates 
that  attorneys  should  be  more  careful  in  following  up  their  judgments.

For  instance,  a  great 
many  of  the  estates  are  poor  estates  where  no  fee  can  be  expected  and 
it  would  be  difficult  to  get  an  outside  party  to  act  without  fee.  So  also 
in  several  of  the  outside  circuit  courts,  often  the  only  available  man  is 
the  Clerk  of  the  Court.  The  amount  which  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  out- 
side circuits  receives  from  these  fees  is  not  too  high.  In  Honolulu  the 
amount  is  substantial  and  is  looked  upon  as  part  of  the  salary  of  the 
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office.   If  the  bill  passedi  in  addition  to  the  objeotions  above  indicated, 
this  Legislature  would  out  of  justice  raise  the  salaries  of  the  various 
clerks  of  the  Courts. 
The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  bill  be  tabled.

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  165,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  add  a  new  section  to  Chapter  173  of  the 
Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  to  be  numbered  Section  3059A,  relating 
to  sales  by  Guardians  of  real  estate  of  value  not  exceeding  One  Thousand 
Dollars,"  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  proposed  bill  is  intended  to  cut  down  the  costs  where  a  sale  of 
real  estate  is  made  by  a  Guardian  for  his  ward  where  the  value  does 
not  exceed  One  Thousand  Dollars. 

The  intent  of  the  bill  is  good;  but  under  the  proposed  bill,  the  guar- 
dian can  make  the  sale  without  giving  bond  or  taking  the  prescribed 
oath.  This  does  not  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  protection  to  the  ward  and 
the  committee  has  amended  the  body  of  the  bill  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  3059A.  Where  value  does  not  exceed  One  Thousand  Dol- 
lars. Where  the  petition  of  any  guardian  for  a  license  to  sell  real  estate 
shall  allege,  and  the  Court  shall  nnd  that  the  real  estate  so  sought  to  be 
sold  does  not  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars,  the 
Court  or  Judge  having  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  may  grant  such  license 
and  authorize  such  sale  to  be  made,  either  at  public  or  private  sale  upon 
the  guardian  giving  the  bond  and  taking  the  oath  provided  in  Sections 
3056  and  3057,  and  upon  giving  such  notice  of  the  hearing  of  the  peti- 
tion or  of  the  sale  as  the  Court  or  Judge  shall  prescribe,  which  notice 
may  be  by  advertisement  in  a  newspaper,  by  posting,  by  mailing  or 
otherwise,  as  the  Court  or  Judge  shall  direct.'* 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  feels  there  are  sufficient  safeguards 
to  protect  the  ward  and  at  the  same  time,  the  sale  would  not  result  in 
such  great  expense  to  the  ward  as  heretofore. 

With  the  above  amendment,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage 
of  the  bill.

The  Bill  proposes  to  amend  the  present  laws  relating  to  gambling  and 
more  particularly  to  barricaded  places  by  adding  the  following  **or  in 
any  room,  house  or  place  where  the  doors  are  locked  and  windows  closed 
and  screened  so  as  to  make  it  difficult  for  police  officers  or  any  person  to 
see  into  such  room,  house  or  place."  The  amendment  is  intended  to 
facilitate  prosecutions  under  this  section;  but  it  seems  to  the  Committee 
that  the  amendment  goes  too  far. 

The  Committee  recommends  amending  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  line  9 
of  Section  1  of  the  original  bill  the  words  '^or  any  person  to  see"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  **to  enter". 

Under  this  proposed  bill  without  this  amendment,  the  mere  putting  up 
of  a  screen  in  any  room  where  cards  are  being  played  might  make  it  a 
criminal  offense. 

With  the  amendments  suggested,  however,  the  Committee  recommends 
the  bill  be  passed.

in  grass  and  weeds  and  with  no  available  water  for  irrigation  purposes, 
and 

Whereas,  land  in  similar  locations  and  more  suitably  situated  which 
was  first  class  agriculture  land  with  cane  on  it,  ready  for  cultivation, 
has  been  appraised  and  sold  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  in  the 
past  for  appraised  values  as  follows:  Manowaiopae,  approximately  $24.25 

?er  acre;  Kihalani,  32.00  per  acre;  Kaieie,  $35.00  per  acre;  Kulaimano, 
75.00  per  acre;  Hakalau-iki,  $53.00  per  acre;  all  in  the  County  of  Ha- 
waii, and 

Whereas,  the  appraisement  of  $100.00  per  acre  is  excessive  and  out- 
rageous, and  is  not  an  encouragement  for  any  one  to  take  up  a  homestead 
and  improve  it,  as  such  homesteader  will  be  unable  to  erect  thereon  a 
house  that  will  be  suitable  for  a  home;  now 

Therefore,  Be  It  Revolved,  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  is 
hereby  requested  and  authorized  to  disregard  the  appraisement  made  by 
the  two  commissioners  above  mentioned  and  to  reduce  the  value  of  the 
lands  at  Kaauhuhu,  North  Kohala,  from  $100.00  to  $35.00  per  acre  so  as 
to  allow  and  encourage  the  citizens  who  are  living  at  Kohala  to  take 
up  homesteads  and  build  their  homes  thereon.

Whereas,  all  the  officers  of  the  said  Naval  Militia  who  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  take  the  examination  prescribed  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment have  passed  such  examination  successfully,  thereby  showing  a  high 
degree  of  proficiency  and  interest  on  their  part  in  this  organization;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  obvious  that,  in  order  to  bring  this  organization  up  to 
its  highest  possible  point  of  efficiency  and  to  the  strength  desired  by  the 
Navy  Department,  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  a  seagoing  training  ship 
should  be  loaned  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  for  the  use  of  the  said

Now,  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  have  dis- 
cussed this  matter  from  all  angles  and  it  is  our  strong  opinion  that  it's 
outside  the  province  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  to  go  back  and 
delve  into  the  expenditures  of  the  prison,  and  I  would  suggest  at  this 
time  to  the  President,  that  we  take  up  the  question  as  to  whether  this 
Senate  wishes  to  make  a  more  thorough  and  detailed  examination  into 
what  has  happened  out  there,  and  if  so,  I  would  most  respectfully  sug- 
gest to  the  President  that  the  matter  of  the  expenditures  made  on  the 
institution  be  referred  to  the  Public  Expenditures  Committee  which,  I 
submit,  is  the  proper  committee  which  should  go  into  that  work."

This  bill  proposes  that  if  a  person  clearly  has  committed  suicide,  or  met 
with  an  accident  wherein  no  one  but  himself  was  concerned,  or  died  sud- 
denly from  natural  causes,  no  coroner's  jury  need  be  summoned,  but  the 
coroner  shall  reduce  the  facts  to  writing  and  keep  same  on  file. 

Under  the  present  law,  the  coroner  really  has  the  discretion  proposed 
to  be  given  him  in  this  bill.  The  only  addition  is  that  in  case  of  natural 
deaths  the  coroner  shall  reduce  the  facts  to  writing.  Ordinarily  a  doc- 
tor's certificate  of  death  in  a  natural  case  is  sufficient  and  is  really  bet- 
ter than  the  coroner's  views  on  the  matter. 

There  seems  to  be  no  real  reason  why  the  bill  should  pass  the  Com- 
mittee therefore  recommends  that  the  bill  be  tabled.

The  intention  of  the  bill  is  good;  namely,  to  prevent  the  so-called 
land  shark  from  getting  a  mortgage  on  advantageous  terms  and  fore- 
closing the  same  for  his  benefit. 

After  careful  consideration,  however,  the  committee  finds  that  the 
majority  of  mortgages  are  taken  by  biaoks,  trust  companies  or  reputable 
in^viduals  for  purposes  of  a  bona  fide  loan.  In  these  cases,  the  right 
of  foreclosure  is  not  ordinarily  used  for  illegitimate  purposes.  If  the 
mortgage  is  foreclosed  ordinarily  the  bidding  is  somewhat  spirited  and 
the  property  brings  its  real  value.  In  certainly  the  majority  of  instances 
there  is  la,  surplus  coming  to  the  mortgagor.  If  the  six  months  period  of 
redemption  were  allowed,  the  result  would  be  to  prevent  such  spirited 
bidding  at  foreclosure  sales  and  would  thus  really  defeat  the  purpose 
of  this  bill. 

For  the  reasons  above  stated,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the 
bill  be  tabled.

It  may  be  true  tlMit  the  section  does  go  a  little  far,  but  it  clearly 
would  be  a  serious  mistake  to  repeal  the  whole  section;  and  the  Com- 
mittee, therefore,  recommends  that  the  bill  be  tabled.

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  249,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  3302  of  the  Revised  Laws 
of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  corporations,"  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

The  present  law  regarding  corporations  prohibits  lany  corporation 
from  owing  more  money  than  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock.  The  pro- 
posed bill  would  limit  it  to  the  assets  of  the  corporation  as  sworn  to 
and  subscribed  by  the  officers  of  such  corporation  as  of  December  31st 
of  the  preceding  year  according  to  its  exhibit  filed  with  the  treasurer 
of  the  Territory. 

This  gives  an  opportunity  for  false  swearing  as  to  the  lassets,  and  a 
shareholder  suing  to  enjoin  the  creation  of  a  large  debt  could  not  go 
behind  the  assets  as  set  forth  in  the  exhibit.  It  would  mean  that  a 
corporation  could  be  created,  put  in  Five  Thousand  Dollars  in  capital 
stock,  swear  that  its  lassets  were  worth  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  and 
create  debts  to  that  amount.  It  would  result  in  an  abuse  by  unscrupulous 
corporations  and  would  be  no  protection  to  the  public. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  corporations  having  small  capital  and 
large  assets:  these  corporations  frequently  owe  debts  in  «a  larger  amount 
than  the  capital  stock.  The  present  law  does  not  necessarily  prevent  this 
because  no  one  can  come  into  court  unless  he  is  injured. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  feels  that  the  passage  of  the  bill  would  be 
a  grent  mistake  and  recommends  that  it  be  tabled.

On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
employer  should  be  successful  and  shows  that  nothing  is  due,  the  em- 
ployer is  not  entitled  to  an  attorney's  fee. 

Under  the  present  law  it  is  a  criminal  offense  for  any  person,  firm, 
partnership  or  corporation  to  deduct  and  retain  any  portion  of  wages 
due,  or  to  collect  any  store  account,  etc.,  without  the  written  consent 
of  such  laborer  or  employee. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  present  law  offers  sufficient  protection, 
and  therefore  recommends  that  the  bill  be  tabled.

Sir: — Your  Committee  on  Education  to  whom  was  referred  Senate 
Bin  No.  61,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  24  of  the  Bevised 
Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  as 
Section  265A,  relating  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,"  begs 
leave  to  report  as  foUows: 

This  bill  proposes  to  allow  a  teacher  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court 
in  cases  where  a  teacher  is  dismissed  from  the  service  of  the  department 
of  public  instruction  for  a  just  cause  shown,  and  that  if  charges  against 
said  teacher  are  sustained,  he  or  she  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from 
such  decision  to  the  Supreme  Court. 
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Under  the  present  system  a  teacher  is  employed  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  for  one  year.  At  the  end  of  that  year  it  is  optional 
with  the  department  whether  or  not  the  teacher  is  to  be  employed  again, 
and  if  he  or  she  is  so  employed  a  new  contract  is  issued. 

The  contract  in  each  instance  provides,  "A  teacher  may  be  dismissed 
from 'the  service  for  a  cause,  after  a  hearing  of  the  case  before  the  de- 
partment or  authorized  agent  of  the  department."  The  contract  itself 
therefore  recognizes  the  principal  that  a  person  should  not  be  discharged 
without  the  chance  for  a  hearing. 

As  the  contract  is  only  from  year  to  year,  if  an  appeal  were  allowed 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  or  a  hearing  before  the  Supreme  Court  directly, 
it  might  result  in  no  decision  being  reached  until  the  contract  had 
expired. 

For  the  above  reasons  the  Committee  recommends  the  bill  be  tabled.

In  conformity  with  Act  221,  Session  Laws  1915,  I  transmit  herewith 
reports  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Boards  of  the  several  Counties  and 
City  and  County  for  the  period  July  1,  1915,  to  Decembor  31st,  1916. 


Lucius  £.  Pinkham,

Honorable  Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act,  Section  58,  we  beg  to  offer  you  the  report  of  the 
results  of  the  operation  of  the  law  for  the  six  months  from  July  first, 
up  to  and  including  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred 
fifteen,  briefly  incorporating  therein  such  information  as  we  hope  may 
prove  of  interest  to  you  as  Governor  of  the  Territory  and  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Territory. 

Organlzatioii. 

The  Board  held  its  first  meeting  at  the  offices  of  the  Henry  Water- 
house  Trust  Company,  Ltd.,  on  Wednesday,  June  ninth,  nineteen  hundred 
fifteen.  There  were  present  at  this  meeting  Messrs.  A.  J.  Campbell,  F. 
£.  Steere,  B.  B.  Booth  and  F.  O.  Boyer.  Mr.  S.  S.  Pazson's  absence 
from  the  city  prevented  his  attendance  at  this  meeting. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Campbell  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

On  July  first  quarters  were  secured  in  the  McCandless  Building,  ar- 
rangements having  been  made  with  the  Hawaiian  Engineering  Associa- 
tion for  the  use  of  their  room.  No.  202,  in  that  building. 

The  services  of  a  secretary  were  secured,  to  whom  was  relegated  the 
task  of  putting  the  office  of  the  new  Commission  under  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  into  condition,  and  preparing  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  the  general  details  of  the  work  to  be  accomplished. 

Without  loss  of  time,  the  necessary  furnishings  and  the  methods  of 
operation  were  arranged  and  the  routine  work  established. 

Secoilties  Tiled, 

During  these  six  months,  there  were  filed  with  this  Commission,  by 
one  thousand  and  seventy-nine  employers,  security  for  the  payment  of 
compensation  to  their  employees,  in  some  one  of  the  four  ways  provid- 
ed under  Section  46  of  the  Act. 

Where  application  to  carry  their  own  insurance  was  made  to  the  Board, 
careful  and  exhaustive  consideration  was  given  to  the  various  possible 
conditions  that  might  arise  creating  responsibility  in  the  employer  for 
a  continuous  period  and  making  him  liable  for  amounts  bearing  seriously 
upon  his  financial  resources.

In  several  instances,  subsequent  to  the  apjtroval  and  Order  of  Accept- 
ance by  the  Board  of  this  Exhibit  under  Schedule  ''A/'  the  parties 
granted  the  privilege  of  earrying  their  ou  n  insurance  have  protected 
their  liability  under  the  Aet  by  filing  a  policy  of  insoranee  witk  the 
Board. 

The  aetnal  nmaber  of  employers  at  present,  is  fact,  taking  advantage 
oi  the  ptiviiege  permitted  under  item  four,  Section  forty -six  of  the  A«ty 
totale  ftfty-three,  this  total  representing  six  individuals  and  forty-seveii 

corporations.    Bonds  have  been  filed  by  three  corporations. 
Delinquencies. 

Probably  the  number  of  returns  quoted  does  not  represent  more  than 
fifty  per  cent  of  tlie  employers  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  sub- 
ject to  the  Act.  Only  recently,  on  account  of  the  organization  and  the 
detail  that  the  Board  has  had  to  inangwat^  has  it  been  able  to  s«rioiis- 
ly  consider  the  natter  of  deliaqiients. 

It  is  a  faet  that,  so  f ar,  the  only  method  adopted  by  the  Boa^d  im  the 
matter  oi  delinquents  has  been  to  give  a  list  of  deliniments  to  the  Ckninty 
Attorney's  Office,  it  being  understood  by  the  Beam  that  this  was  aU 
that  was  necessary  to  iMtitate  l^al  proceedings  against  such  delin- 
quents. 

However,  the  County  Attorney's  Office  has  taken  the  attitude  that 
while  it  recognizes  the  Act  intended  it  should  prosecute  cases  referred 
to  it  by  the  Industrial  Acci<lent  Board,  it  maintaing  that  the  Board 
should  furnish  the  necessary  data  to  institute  the  suits. 

Tliis  Board  understands  from  the  County  Attorney's  Office  that  the 
procuring  of  this  data  would  practically  take  one  man's  time,  and  that 
it  has  neither  the  extra  man  nor  the  funds  with  which  to  hire  one. 

The  apportionment  for  our  Board  is  limited,  and  it  does  not  feel  that 
it  can  add  another  employee  with  the  funds  at  its  divposaL  The  Ckmn^ 
Attorney's  Office  has  snggested  that  the  powers  given  to  the  Board  Wlu 
enable  it  to  call  before  the  Board,  at  its  meetings,  the  deiLnqnesite  and 
obtain  data  in  that  way.  In  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  Aet  did  not 
contemplate  that  its  time  should  be  taken  up  in  this  manner,  as  the 
vital  questions  continually  coniiTij;  before  the  Board  for  adjustment 
take  all  the  time  that  its  members,  who  have  their  own  business  to  at- 
tend to,  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  give. 

Unless  the  Executive  Department  can  furnish  more  funds,  or  the  At- 
torney General's  office  help  in  the  prosecution,  the  Board  will  have  to 
make  the  matter  of  delinquency  &  secondary  consideration,  trusting  that 
the  next  legislature  fdll  place  at  its  disposal  mon^  enough  for  it  to 
employ  an  inspector  for  this  work. 

Accidents,  to  the  number  of  six  hundred  and  eighty-nine  were  xeported 
^or  this  same  period,  the  majority  of  the  accidents  resulting  im  minor 
injuries  where  the  medical  and  hospital  costs  ]>aid  by  the  emplo^rer,  ikf 

the  insurance  carrier,  were  considcral»ly  less  than  the  maximum  amiMtBt 
^stipulated  by  tiie  law,  the  injured  em]>loyee  recovcrin^^  from  the  dl»* 
ability  ami  returning  to  work  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  fourteen-day 
perioil. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  these  accidents  created  disabilities  ex- 
tending over  a  compenaatioa  period  longer  than  one  we^  Five  hundred 
and  eighty-two  of  the  total  number  of  cases  were  eloeed  during  the  six 
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months  through  the  voluntary  adjustment  of  the  compensation  due  the 
injured  employee,  by  thtf  employer  or  his  insurance  carrier,  subject  to 
the  approval,  and  sometimes  the  preliminary  advice  or  instruction  of 
the  Board. 

One  hundred  and  two  cases  are  still  under  compensation. 
Claims  Presented  to  the  Board. 

Twenty-three  claims  were  presented  to  the  Board,  on  the  part  of  em- 
ployees, where,  from  the  employee's  point  of  view,  a  voluntary  and 
satisfactory  compensation  had  not  been  offered  by  the  empldyer. 

Three  of  these  cases  were  dismissed;  the  facts  disclosing  ih  one  case 
that  the  employer  had  fully  complied  with  the  law  in  affording  the 
claimant  proper  medical  care  and  all  due  compensation;  in  the  other  two 
cases  dismissed,  the  Board  had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  premises,  one  acci- 
dent ante-dating  the  first  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  fifteen,  the  other  on 
account  of  the  non-residency  of  the  employer. 

Two  awards  were  made  by  the  Board  for  continued  payments  of  com- 
pensation for  the  maximum  periods  provided  under  the  Act*— the  bene- 
ficiary under  one  of  these  awards  remaining  for  the  present  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board. 

Five  of  the  accidents  reported  to  the  Board  and  coming  under  their 
jurisdiction,  resulted  in  death.  In  one  instance  there  were  no  depend- 
ents, the  wife  and  children  living  in  China  and  having  never  been 
residents  of  the  Territory  or  of  the  United  States,  were  aliens  and  not 
entitled  to  compensation  under  the  law. 

Of  the  three  other  death  cases,  all  coming  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  two  are  still  pending,  the  third  is  about  to  be  closed  by  a  settle- 
ment award  for  the  continued  payment  of  compensation  for  the  full 
period  of  three  hundred  and  twelve  weeks,  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  pertaining  to  the  case. 

Board  Meetings. 

Forty-two  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held. 

Full  and  explicit  minutes  of  each  meeting  are  on  record.  Persistent 
effort  has  been  made  to  secure  accurate  and  detailed  data  in  connection 
with  all  matters  brought  before  the  Board  and  in  reference  to  every 
accident  reported,  all  data  being  preserved  on  file. 

The  clerical  work  required  has  been  necessarily  great,  and  the  secre- 
tary, combining  the  duties  of  secretary,  stenographer  and  clerk,  has 
found  that  efficient  service  demands  responsibility,  initiative,  vigilant, 
alertness  and  infinite  patience. 

The  Honorable  Eoyal  Meeker,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Labor  Statistics, 
Department  of  Labor,  Washington,  D.  C,  was  present  at  the  evening 
meeting  of  September  second,  nineteen  hundred  fifteen.  He  discussed 
with  the  members  of  the  Board  matters  of  general  interest  in  compensa- 
tion law  and  its  operation  in  the  States,  and  offered  suggestions  in  regard 
to  the  method  of  preparing  statistical  reports,  and  the  arranging  of  data 
along  lines  tending  to  secure  accuracy  and  intelligent  classification  of 
matter  submitted  to  such  reports. 

The  work  of  these  initial  six  months  has  been  necessarily  formative 
and  educational.  As  a  rule,  cordial  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  gen- 
eral public  has  marked  the  response  to  the  unavoidable  demands  of  the 
Board  in  connection  with  inducing  compliance  with  the  law  throughout 
the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu.  A  great  amount  of  the  administrative 
work  has  been  accomplished  through  personal  interviews,  an  increasing 
number  of  the  inquiring  public  visiting  the  Board  room  daily,  seeking 
a  clearer  interpretation  of  the  law;  information  concerning  speciid 
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liability  under  individual  conditions;  instruction  in  regard  to  the  pay- 
ment of  compensation,  and,  not  infrequently,  to  offer  eloquent  and  pro- 
longed objections  to  the  actual  enforcement  of  the  law  under  personal 
conditions  represented  as  being  "exceptions." 

These  daily  interviews  at  the  Board  room,  by  both  employers  and 
employees,  absorb  time  and  attention.  Cordial  courtesy  and  attentive 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  secretary, 
cooperating  with  this  ''desire  to  know"  on  the  part  of  the  public,  will 
eventually  result  in  a  more  comprehensive  understanding  of  the  law  and 
an  intelligent  acceptance  of  its  provisions. 

The  volume  of  correspondence  steadily  increases,  at  home  and  abroad. 
Looking  toward  uniform  action.  Industrial  Commissions  and  Boards  iu 
the  several  states  are  endeavoring  to  effect  an  interchange  of  facts  and 
figures  and  general  information  of  mutual  interest  and  helpfulness. 

This  brief  experience  of  the  Board  is  insufficient  to  determine  the  fuU 
value  and  correctness  of  all  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  but  the  results  of 
the  half-year's  work  indicate  that  in  principle  and  effectiveness,  the  law 
is  thoroughly  practical.  Employers  and  employees  are  not  yet  adequate- 
ly informed  concerning  their  rights  and  obligations,  and  frequent  mis- 
conceptions engender  misunderstandings  that  a  few  moments  *  explanation 
and  discerning  interpretation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  promptly 
and  amicably  reconciles. 

Insurance  Companies. 

The  insurance  companies  and  agencies,  seven  in  number,  writing  com- 
pensation insurance,  from  the  first  evinced  a  reasonable,  and  eventually, 
a  cordial  cooperation  with  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  in  their  en- 
deavors to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  to  promote 
the  strict  execution  of  the  law. 

In  some  instances  an  apparent  reluctance  toward  reaching  adjustment 
with  the  injured  employee  doubtless  arose  from  the  lack  of  mutual  under- 
standing and  uniform  methods  of  procedure  between  the  employers  and 
the  insurance  carriers. 

The  adjustment  of  the  large  number  of  minor  claims  involves  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  labor  on  the  part  of  these  agencies,  and  the  Board  appre- 
ciates the  goodwill  and  the  courteous  attention  that  has  characterized 
the  attitude  of  the  insurance  carriers  generally. 

Before  approval  or  acceptance,  the  Board  subjected  every  policy  of 
insurance  to  a  rigid  examination,  recommending  in  detail  the  elimination 
or  amendment  of  those  features  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  were 
not  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  law.  Compliance  with  the  rulings  of 
the  Board  in  this  regard  on  the  part  of  all  the  companies  offering  such 
policies  for  approval  made  it  possible  to  accept  these  policies  until  such 
time  as  a  standard  policy  is  agreed  upon  by  the  different  insurance 
companies. 

Interpretation  of  the  Act. 

There  are  certain  sections  of  the  Act  that  admit  of  more  than  one  in- 
terpretation. On  certain  cases  the  Board  has  deferred  action,  referring 
said  cases  to  the  City  and  County  Attorney  for  a  decision.  Up  to  the 
present  time,  December  thirty-first,  no  decisions  have  been  handed 
down  to  the  Board  from  the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney. 

It  may  be  advisable  to  test  the  interpretation  of  one  or  two  sections 
by  submitting  the  matter  under  contention  in  such  cases  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  where  the  contention  raises  an  important  question  of  law,  and 
there  is  no  dispute  in  regard  to  the  statement  of  facts,  but  only  in  regard 
to  the  legal  construction  of  the  law. 
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The  Board  has  endeavored  to  correctly  value  the  evidence  placed  be- 
fore it,  bearing  in  mind  that,  while  the  interest  of  the  injured  employee 
must  claim  its  primary  consideration  in  its  semi-judicial  capacity,  com- 
prehensive understanding  from  the  employer's  point  of  view,  and  prac- 
tical justice  toward  him,  must  contribute  to  the  determining  of  the 
merits  of  the  case  presented. 

The  law,  in  general,  is  so  explicit  and  direct  that  grounds  for  con- 
troversy are  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Medical  Deciidons. 

In  determining  disability,  the  Board,  from  time  to  time,  has  deemed 
it  expedient  to  refer  cases  to  the  examination  of  a  medical  adviser,  for 
a  decision  involving  medical  points  not  clear  to  an  unprofessional  experi- 
ence, choosing  the  medical  referee  with  a  view  to  special  fitness  in  the 
ease  in  question. 

A  medical  department,  or  a  medical  director,  to  advise  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  upon  medical  and  surgical  details  would  greatly  facilitate 
the  adjustment  of  claims  and  the  interpretation  of  testimony.  It  is  fre- 
quently advisable,  and  on  occasion  absolutely  essential,  to  have  special 
consultation  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  disability  and  the  nature 
of  the  injury.  This  renders  unavoidable  much  discussion  and  consider- 
able correspondence. 

Bzpenditiiras. 

Care  and  economy  have  been  exercised  in  the  expenditures  of  the 
Board,  avoiding  any  outlay  beyond  that  necessary  to  correctly  establish 
and  execute  the  proper  and  effective  service  required. 

Certain  procedures  indicated  by  the  conditions  arising  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, the  Board  on  occasion  has  been  compelled  to  omit,  owing  to 
the  limited  funds  available.

Secommendatlona. 

The  annual  report  from  this  Board  contemplates  recommendations  to 
the  next  legislature,  both,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Board,  as  to  ad- 
ministration and  the  leg^l  standpoint. 
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Necessarily,  in  the  short  space  of  time  this  law  has  been  in  operation, 
and  this  Board  has  been  organised,  its  attention  has  been  confined  to  get- 
ting  the  Act  in  operation.  In  the  next  report,  which  will  be  offered  be- 
fore the  convening  of  the  Legislature,  this  Board  expects  to  offer  a  com- 
prehensive list  of  recommendations  suggested  by  the  longer  administra- 
tion of  the  Act  and  the  wider  experience  of  the  Board. 

Reviewing  the  experience  of  the  past  six  months,  the  Board  is  led  to 
believe  that  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law,  a  precautionary  as  well 
as  a  compensating  measure,  like  all  good  law,  will  prove  progressive, 
and  will  adapt  itself  by  modification  and  amendment  to  the  new  demands 
of  the  future  as  social  necessity  and  the  changing  relations  between  em- 
ployers and  employees  suggest,  ultimately  serving  a  manifold  mission 
among  men,  the  employer  no  less  than  the  employee  sharing  the  beneficial 
result.

REPORT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  ACCIDENT  BOARD. 

CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  HONOLULU. 

January  Ist  to  December  31st,  1916. 

Lucius  E.  Pinkham, 

Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

Honorable  Sir: — The  Industrial  Accident  Board  of  the  City  and  County 
of  Honolulu  submits  its  annual  report  covering  the  administration  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  December  Slst,  1916. 

On  February  Ist,  1916,  a  report  was  submitted  by  this  Board,  outlin- 
ing in  brief  the  organization  and  the  operations  of  the  Board  covering 
the  period  of  the  first  six  months,  ending  December  31st,  1915.  The  text 
of  that  report  was  limited  to  general  information  in  reference  to  the 
action  of  the  Board  in  getting  the  Act  into  practical  effect. 

We  have  endeavored  in  this  report  to  segregate  the  financial  expendi- 
tures, showing  how  and  why  the  moneys  have  been  paid  out;  to  give  aa 
accurately  as  the  returns  made  to  this  Board  permit  a  total  of  the  pay- 
ments of  claims  requiring  compensation,  and,  in  a  condensed  form,  some 
statistical  facts  and  figures  covered  by  this  branch  of  the  Territorial 
government,  together  with  supplemental  general  data  which  the  Board 
hopes  will  prove  of  value  and  interest. 

Compensation  Law  has  been  in  successful  operation  in  several  of  the 
States  of  the  Union,  and  may  be  considered  to  have  progressed  beyond 
the  experimental  state. 

While  the  Board  has  come  into  contact  with  some  opposition  to  thia 
law  in  the  Territory,  the  opponents  of  the  measure  did  not  assume  an 
attitude  of  antagonism  to  all  forms  of  Workmen's  Compensation,  but 
while  opposing  in  some  degree  this  Act  221,  apparently  favored  the  Act 
in  general  as  a  reasonable  and  just  compensation  law.  If,  therefore,  cer- 
tain features  of  the  present  Act  221  are  inadequate  or  open  to  misinter- 
pretation, and  by  the  omission  of  necessary  provisions  the  Act  is  thereby

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limited  in  effectiveness,  it  would  seem  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  this 
Legislature  to  enact  such  amendments  and  additions  as  will  tend  to  in- 
crease the  economic  value  of  a  law,  the  wisdom  and  justice  of  which 
has  now  become  universally  recognized.  We  embody  in  this  report  and 
respectfully  submit  certain  recommendations,  suggested  by  the  experi- 
ence of  the  past  year,  for  the  attention  and  consideration  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

While  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  is  an  innovation  and  an  experi- 
ment in  this  Territory,  it  may  be  remembered  that  in  all  the  countries 
of  Europe,  with  the  exception  of  Turkey,  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  compensation  legislation  has  been  enacted;  that  in  our  own 
country,  thirty-one  States  and  Alaska  are  operating  under  markedly 
successful  compensation  laws,  a  number  of  additional  States  are  prepar- 
ing Acts  for  submission  to  their  respective  State  legislatures  and  our 
sixty-fourth  Congress  created  an  Act  to  provide  compensation  for  em- 
ployees of  the  United  States  suffering  injuries  while  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

The  hazards  of  the  industrial  world  are  largely  unavoidable,  and  in- 
dustry should  bear  a  just  responsibility  toward  the  injured  workman  in 
providing  all  possible  safety  devices  and  in  compensating  in  due  degree 
the  injuries  caused  by  the  accidents  incidental  to  industrial  enterprises. 

This  compensation  liability  is  entirely  apart  from  any  humane  con- 
sideration, it  being  economically  conceded  that  the  lost  time  of  the  in- 
jured employee  is  as  legitimate  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  product  as  is 
that  of  the  raw  material,  wherefore,  the  question  of  who  is  to  blame  for 
an  accident  is  immaterial,  for  the  fact  that  an  injury  has  occurred  to  a 
workman  in  any  line  of  employment  immediately  establishes  his  right  to 
receive  compensation.  There  are  those  who  look  upon  the  workmen's 
compensation  in  the  nature  of  poor  relief  and  the  pecuniary  provision 
as  a  charity  fund — absolutely  a  false  view  of  the  facts.  Compensation  is 
not  charity,  it  is  a  legal  right,  substituted  by  the  wisdom  of  the  people 
for  the  legal  right  to  collect  accident  "damages,*'  a  right  frequently 
abused  by  both  employers  and  employees,  either  because  of  a  prejudiced 
viewpoint  or  by  deliberate  intention  to  take  advantage  of  the  circum- 
stance of  accident  as  far  as  the  sanction  of  the  law  will  permit. 

Under  the  old  method  of  Employer's  Liability,  and  as  then  held  by 
the  insurance  world,  the  question  of  negligence  or  fault  was  generally 
the  baflifl  of  recovery,  and  successful  recovery  by  the  injured  person  usual- 
ly involved  expensive  and  tedious  court  procedure,  the  court  rulings 
viewed  from  the  progressive  and  humanitarian  standpoint  of  the  present 
day  in  regard  to  social  relations  and  equality  of  justice  frequently  result- 
ing in  unsatisfactory  and  unfair  adjustment. 

Compensation  law,  without  recourse  to  litigation,  affords  a  prompt 
and  specific  adjustment  of  claims  for  the  disability  resulting  from  indus- 
trial injury. 

There  is  a  vital  inter-relationship  existing  between  the  employer  and 
the  employee.  On  the  one  hand,  enterprise  and  capital  are  invested,  on 
the  other,  the  employee,  whose  labor  is  an  absolute  essential  if  the  invest- 
ment is  to  be  made  profitable,  must  put  his  whole  strength  of  mind  and 
body  into  the  operation,  incurring  the  risk  of  loss  or  harm  for  the  benefit 
the  product  of  his  labor  bestows  upon  the  employer  and  the  world  of  con- 
sumers. Neither  can  justly  be  compelled  to  bear  the  entire  loss  attend- 
ing industrial  accidents  occurring  in  a  jointly  operated  industry;  equal 
justice  demands  that  the  industry  shall  bear  the  burden  of  expense  of 
accidents  that  are  the  outcome  of  its  operation. 

Far  more  important  than  the  payment  of  compensation  will  be  the 
universal  economic  and  scientific  effort  to  avoid  the  occurrence  of  acci- 
dents by  proper  safety  devices  and  careful  supervision  of  employees 
and  machinery. 
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To  the  understanding  and  conscientious  employee,  the  benefits  of  the 
Act  are  beyond  question;  he  knows  what  to  expect  and  in  case  of  injury 
avoids  strife-breeding  litigation,  while  the  protection  afforded  creates 
confidence  in  and  a  good-will  attitude  toward  the  work  demanded  of 
him,  a  decided  advantage  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  and  a  source  of 
great  satisfaction  to  the  employer.  Though  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion may  appear  insuflScient  to  the  employee,  the  certainty  of  payment 
of  the  fixed  amount  and  the  fact  that  he  is  entitled  thereto  by  right  of 
law  without  the  struggle  and  expense  of  a  legal  procedure  gratify  his 
sense  of  justice  and  establish  an  identity  of  interests. 

Administration. 

The  organization  being  completed  the  Board  found  itself  confronted 
with  an  administration  embracing  numerous  problems  and  the  task  ef 
devising  ways  and  means  of  making  effective  a  new  and  untried  law. 
The  system  in  operation  has  proved  expeditious,  economic  and  accurate 
and  apparently  satisfactory  to  the  public.  The  secretary,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Chairman  and  the  members  of  the  Board,  has  had  charge  of 
organizing  and  installing  the  system  in  operation  and  of  designing  the 
books  used  in  the  office  of  this  Board.  That  the  system  is  practical  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  an  enormous  amount  of  detail  was  handled  by 
the  secretary  alone  during  the  first  year,  and  by  the  secretary  and  one 
clerk  up  to  the  present  time. 

Delinqaencles. 

Legal  procedure  in  regard  to  the  penalty  for  failure  to  secure  com- 
pensation, as  provided  under  Section  48,  has  not  been  put  into  effect 
by  this  Board  in  cases  of  delinquency  on  the  part  of  the  employers, 
for  the  reason,  as  set  forth  in  our  previous  report,  that  due  inspection 
and  the  procuring  of  reliable  data  have  been  matters  difficult  to  arrange 
under  present  conditions.  We  are  not  ignoring  the  axiom  that  law  un- 
enforced does  not  survive,  and  only  the  penalty  following  its  violation 
makes  a  law  triumphant,  but  the  wide  controversy  concerning  certain 
points  of  Compensation  Law,  in  the  States  as  well  as  within  our  own 
Territory,  suggests  caution  in  procedure  until  some  decision  has  deter- 
mined certain  questions. 

There  is  a  diversity  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  liability  of  employers 
under  the  Act,  especially  within  the  legal  profession,  certain  attorneys 
holding  that  the  business  of  the  professional  man  is  not  to  be  classed 
as  an     Industry under  the  Compensation  Law. 

In  order  to  solve  this  question  of  liability  of  attorneys  as  employers 
under  the  law,  the  question  has  been  reserved  to  the  Supreme  Court  in 
regard  to  a  firm  of  attorneys  at  law,  said  firm  taking  the  position  that 
a  law  firm  did  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  and 
County  Attorney's  Office  acting  as  attorney  for  the  Board. 

The  Board  contemplates  an  active  and  forceful  consideration  of  this 
feature  of  the  law  early  in  this  coming  year,  as  promptly  as  an  effec- 
tive course  of  procedure  can  be  inaugurated,  it  having  been  demonstrated 
that  without  some  compulsory  course  of  action,  certain  employers  will 
neglect  or  refuse  to  provide  security  for  the  payment  of  compensation 
to  their  employees. 

Securities  Filed. 

One  thousand  seventy-nine  employers,  during  1915.  filed  security  for 
their  compensation  payments  to  their  employees.  One  hundred  fifty- 
four  additional  returns  have  been  made  to  the  Board  during  1916,  mak- 
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ing  a  present  total  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  thirty-three,  this  figure 
not  jet,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  approaching  the  full  quota  of  the 
employers  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  subject  to  the  Act. 

Of  those  granted  the  privilege  of  carrying  their  own  insurance  in 

1915,  a  number  have  since  filed  insurance  policies  to  protect  their  com- 
pensation liability. 

To  forty-three  employers,  upon  renewed  application,  accompanied  by 
their  financial  exhibit  as  required  by  the  law,  an  Order  of  the  Board 
extending  the  privilege  of  carrying  their  own  insurance  has  been  reissued. 

Meetings  of  tbe  Board. 

The  members  of  yoUr  Board  have  conscientiously  endeavored  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  this  Industrial  Accident  Commission  and  the  affairs 
laid  before  them  for  a  decision  with  a  serious  regard  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  wage  earner;  and,  with  justice  to  the  employer  and  with  an  un- 
faltering desire  and  intention  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  general 
public,  are  confident  that  the  past  eighteen  months  have  demonstrated 
beyond  dispute  that  the  new  order  brought  about  by  the  enactment  of 
compensation  legislation  has  proved  acceptable  and  of  general  benefit, 
both  to  the  employer  and  to  the  employee. 

Thirty -nine  meetings  of  this  Board  have  been  held  during  the  year 

1916,  varying  in  length  from  an  hour  and  a  half  to  two  hours  and  a 
half.  The  matter  brought  before  the  Board,  in  every  case,  has  been 
given  the  utmost  attention,  with  careful  preliminary  consideration  and 
pertinent  investigation  during  the  intervals  between  meetings,  with  due 
thought  and  regard  for  the  personal  interviews  and  interests  frequently 
claiming  consideration  over  and  beyond  that  afforded  by  the  regular 
meetings. 

The  discussions  during  the  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  invariably 
friendly  and  free  from  discord;  diversity  of  opinion  and  opposing  view- 
points have  been  harmoniously  reconciled  or  conceded  to  the  majority, 
it  being  the  absolute  and  honest  purpose  of  the  members  of  the  Board, 
individually  and  collectively,  to  sustain  an  impersonal  and  unprejudiced 
attitude  of  codperative  justice  and,  by  united  counsel  and  careful  delib- 
eration, to  agree  upon  fair  and  reasonable  rulings  that  may  result  in 
the  best  interests  and  welfare  of  those  concerned  and  the  ultimate  bene- 
Hvient  influence  of  the  Act. 

Cljdms  Presented. 

Of  the  seventy-nine  claims  formally  before  the  Board  during  1916, 
three  were  continued  from  1915,  and  one  other  was  reopened  upon  peti- 
tion for  a  lump-sum  settlement,  the  petition  being  denied;  a  number  of 
hearings  were  held  in  each  case. 

Appeals  to  the  Circuit  Court  from  the  decision  of  the  Board  were 
filed  in  two  of  these  cases  but  have  not  yet  been  brought  up  in  court. 
One  case  involving  a  question  of  the  employer's  liability,  under  Section 
60  of  the  Act,  was  finally  decided  by  reserving  the  question  of  law  under 
this  Action  to  the  Supreme  Court,  the  decision  handed  down  (No.  94,  in 
the  matter  of  the  Claim  for  Compensation  of  Ichijiro  Ikoma  against 
Oahu  Sugar  Company,  Limited,  and  Kenechi  Harumi)  sustained  the  rul- 
ing of  the  Board. 

Deatli  Olaims. 

Twenty-eight  death  claims  were  given  hearings;  three  of  these  were 
continued  from  1915;  five  were  dismissed  as  not  coming  under  Compensa- 
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tion  Law;  and  one  was  denied,  the  death  having  been  caused  by  heart 
trouble.  The  rulings  of  the  Board  pertaining  to  these  cases  covered 
twelve  awards  of  weekly  compensation  payments  not  to  exceed  three 
hundred  twelve  weeks,  and  nine  lump-sum  settlements.  In  one  instance 
the  question  of  jurisdiction  has  been  reserved  to  the  Supreme  Court  as 
between  Compensation  Law  and  the  Federal  Act  in  regard  to  Territorial 
railroad  employees;  the  decision  in  this  case  has  not  been  transmitted 
at  this  date. 

The  cash  amounts  in  the  seven  lump-sum  settlements  aggregate  $14,- 
271.78,  this  sum  affording  protection  to  twenty -six  dependents — ^ten 
adults  and  sixteen  children.  Three  of  these  awards  were  made  on  behalf 
of  Japanese  mothers  with  children;  one  on  behalf  of  two  Japanese  chil- 
dren born  in  the  Territory  and  now  residing  in  Japan;  one  for  a  Portu- 
guese mother  with  six  children — a  trustee  being  appointed;  one  Ha- 
waiian, a  dependent  sister;  and  one  Filipino,  a  mother  with  one  child. 

The  eleven  awards  of  weekly  compensation,  not  to  exceed  three  hun- 
dred twelve  weeks,  aggregate  $96.84  per  week,  and  represent  an  ultimate 
total,  if  paid  during  the  entire  period  of  three  hundred  twelve  weeks,  of 
$30,210.96.  These  weekly  amounts  provide  for  thirty-one  dependents, 
seventeen  of  them  being  children;  in  addition  to  the  amounts  quoted,  a 
further  weekly  compensation  subsequent  to  the  termination  of  the  six- 
year  period  applies  until  the  youngest  child  arrives  at  the  age  of  sixteen 
years. 

The  aforesaid  amounts  are  exclusive  of  hospital  and  medical  bills 
and  the  sums  paid  for  funeral  expenses  representing  only  the  pecuniary 
compensation,  pertaining  to  the  eighteen  claims  enumerated,  awarded 
by  the  ruling  of  the  Board. 

Hearings. 

Fifty-one  claims  other  than  the  death  claims  were  formally  presented 
before  the  Board  for  hearing,  decisions  being  rendered  in  all  of  these, 
with  the  exception  of  two  which  are  continued  over  into  the  year  1917. 
One  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Board  has  been  made  in  these 
fifty-one  claims,  no  decision  has  been  transmitted  to  date. 

One  injured  employee  of  the  City  and  County  elected  to  sue  for  dam- 
ages in  the  Circuit  Court,  his  injury  having  been  sustained  under  cir- 
cumstances creating  a  legal  liability  other  than  the  employer's.  Having 
recovered,  under  civil  law,  from  some  person  other  than  the  employer, 
his  later  claim  fo^  compensation  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Law  was  denied  by  the  Board. 

Compensation  in  six  of  these  claims,  where  a  permanent  partial  dis- 
ability had  resulted  from  the  injury,  aggregated  $4,041.98  in  lump-sum 
settlements,  and  weekly  payments  of  $8.83  to  continue  two  hundred 
forty-eight  we^s. 


Lump-Sum  SftUements. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  lump-sum  payments  in  settlement  of 
compensation  claims  in  general  are  not  advisable;  in  these  claims  where  a 
lump-sum  payment  has  been  approved  by  the  Board,  careful  and  exhaus- 
tive c on/lid eration  of  the  conditions  and  circumstances  of  each  claim 
has  invariably  preceded  the  decision  of  the  Board.  Employers  and  the 
insurance-carriers  frequently  prefer  the  lump-sum  settlement  as  the  easier 
if  not  the  less  expensive  method  of  disposing  of  the  matter,  and  as  a 
rule  seem  inclined  to  favor  the  prompt  final  settlement  when  petitioned 
by  the  claimant.    It  is  not  the  policy,  however,  of  the  Board  to  approve 
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such  settlements  and  is  mled  only  in  exceptional  cases  where  the  best 
welfare  of  both  parties  will  be  promoted  thereby.  - 

The  foregoing  includes  only  those  claims,  formally  presented  in  writ- 
ing upon  the  prescribed  form  and  granted  a  hearing  before  the  Board. 

Biinor  Accidents. 

A  total  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  seventy-two  accidents  including 
the  aforesaid  enumeration  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  during  the 
year  of  1916;  two  thousand  one  hundred  eighty  of  these  have  been  com- 
paratively minor  accidents,  compensation,  in  addition  to  the  medical  and 
hospital  bills,  as  a  rule  being  adjusted  between  the  injured  employee 
and  his  employer,  or  the  insurance  carrier,  and  voluntary  payments 
thereof  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  without  the 
intervention  of  the  Board  other  than  the  approval  of  the  final  report 
filed  with  the  Board  at  the  termination  of  the  disability.  One  hundred 
fourteen  of  the  injured  parties  are  still  under  compensation. 

In  an  increasing  number  of  cases,  the  employer  requests  preliminary 
instruction  from  the  Board,  and  the  employees  appear  at  the  Board 
room  seeking  an  interpretation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  the  as- 
surance of  the  Board  that  full  compensation  payments  as  provided  by 
Compensation  Law  have  been  paid  to  them. 

The  record  of  the  past  year  shows  a  ready  and  careful  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  average  employer  in  regard  to  his  compensation  responsibil- 
ity, the  instances  being  exceptional  where  negligence  or  indifferenc  has 
caused  the  employee  to  appear  before  the  Board  on  his  own  behalf. 

Occasionally,  however,  an  employee  has  appeared  at  the  Board  room, 
representing  that  he  is  not  receiving  the  compensation  due  him;  the  at- 
tention of  the  negligent  employer  to  the  omission  has  usually  suflSced  to 
induce  his  prompt  compliance  with  the  law,  it  often  being  demonstrated 
that  the  apparent  negligence  is  due  in  part  to  the  employee's  own  dila- 
toriness  in  reporting  to  his  employer  the  accident  causing  his  disability 
and  the  subsequent  conditions  resulting  from  the  injury,  or  to  an  over- 
sight on  the  part  of  a  foreman  or  sub-foreman. 

Loss  of  Minor  Parts. 

Certain  dissatisfaction  with  the  compensation  provided — or  not  pro- 
vided— where  there  is  a  loss  of  one  or  more  fingers,  toes,  or  the  sight  of 
one  eye,  or  some  other  minor  part  of  the  body,  seems  sometimes  justi- 
fiable. 

The  wound  caused  by  an  amputated  finger  or  toe  heals  rapidly,  the 
disability  being  practically  terminated  in  less  than  fourteen  days — the 
waiting  period  during  which  no  compensation  is  paid — wherefore,  the 
injured  employee,  aside  from  the  cost  of  medical  or  surgical  service,  is 
compensated  not  at  all  for  an  injury  partially  disabling  him,  at  least 
through  the  consequent  inconvenience  for  some  time  to  come,  and  in 
some  occupations  causing  a  permanent  handicap.  It  would  seem  that 
justice  to  the  injured  employee  indicates  that  some  period  for  compensa- 
tion should  apply  in  all  cases  where  the  loss  of  or  permanent  injury  of 
some  minor  part  of  the  body  is  sustained  by  an  employee. 

Safety  First. 

The  fearful  economic  waste — the  useless  sacrifice  of  life  and  limb- 
caused  by  the  hazards  of  the  industrial  field  is  recognized  as  an  evil 
that  must  be  abolished,  so  far  as  possible,  rather  than  compensated.  The 
prevention  of  accidents  is  a  better  protection  for  the  workman  than  any 
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compensation  for  injury,  however,  satisfactory.  Accidents  may  be  re- 
duced to  wluit  is  Termed  the  ** Unavoidable  Class." 

Careful  statist  irn  testify  that  thirty -five  thousand  accidents  result 
fatally  (alK)UT  ninety-five  a  day)  and  over  two  million  are  injured  each 
year — a  '  *  Carnage  of  Peace ' '  more  appalling  than  the  savage  brutalities 

ii  tuidenti>od  that  the  intention  of  Compensation  Law  is  to  place 
Qpivii  the  employer  an  obligation  to  take  every  precaution  to  make  as 

t8  may  be  the  place  for  his  workmen  while  engaged  in  their  labors. 
Safety  devices  and  safeguards  should  be  provided,  and  a  severe  penalty 
Ijgr  the  employer  for  interfering  with  the  use  thereof  by  an  employee,  or 
earelessness  in  observing  all  reasonable  rules  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tioii  of  liknMlf  OT  other  employees. 

Bu^octton. 

.Jurisdiction  ami  all  necessary  supervision  over  every  place  of  employ- 
ment in  the  Territory  essential  to  enforce  its  provisions  are  vested  in 
the  Jaw,  hwt  witliout  proper  and  continued  inspection  at  repeated  inter- 
vals, this  intention  of  the  Act  becomes  void. 

A  rtgnlMrly  aiigpoisted  and  salaried  inspector,  duly  qualified  for  the 
duties  and  respoiuiibilities  of  the  position,  to  periodically  visit  and  in- 
spect the  industrial  plants  of  the  County,  possibly  of  the  Territory,  if 
sach  an  arrangement  should  be  advisable  and  practicable,  would  add 
mate^rially  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  Act  and  aid  largely  in  the  promul- 
gation of  the  prOTiaions  and  intentions  of  the  law. 

laterpretatiott  of  Kbo  Act. 

Although  Compensation  Law  has  been  enacted  within  many  of  the 
States  of  the  ITnion,  these  laws  are  new  and  have  not  been  in  operation 
lonir  enough  to  establish  a  precedent  or  to  define  beyond  question  the 
intention  and  force  of  certain  provisions;  this  Board  has  encountered 
diflieuJty  in  a  nuinJ)er  of  cases  in  our  own  law,  sometimes  hesitating  to 
make  a  ruling  because  of  a  reasonable  doubt  of  an  individual  interpreta- 
tion put  upon  some  provision  of  the  Act,  particularly  where  the  view- 
points of  the  members  of  the  Board  seem  to  diverge. 

Opinions  from  City  and  County  Attorney's  Office. 

In  response  to  (juestions  referred  to  the  City  and  County  Attorney's 
Office  for  a  decision,  thirteen  opinions  have  been  handed  down  to  the 
Board  embodying  decisions  in  reference  to  points  at  issue,  the  Board 
basing  their  rulings  in  the  claims  in  question  upon  these  decisions  of 
the  City  and  County  Attorney. 

Medical  Examinations. 

The  need  for  a  medical  department  or  a  medical  director  in  deter- 
mining the  degree  and  nature  of  disability,  grows  with  the  broadening 
of  the  activities  of  the  Board.  Repeatedly,  the  members  of  the  Board 
are  confronted  Miih  complicated  questions  pertaining  to  the  nature  of  a 
physical  injury  and  the  connection  thereof  with  an  alleged  accident,  and 
^vhere  the  medical  reports  submitted  are  unsatisfactory  to  either  the  em- 
ployer or  the  injured  employee,  special  medical  examination  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  is  essential. 

These  are  what  may  be  termed  "  extraordinary ' '  cases — the  nature  of 
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the  injury  being  obscure  or  the  alleged  disability  uncertain.  A  super- 
ficial medical  examination  would  avail  little  or  nothing  in  such  caseSy 
and  the  provision  of  a  three-dollar  fee  for  ordinary"  medical  service 
has  proved  too  small  to  command  the  proper  medical  attention.  For  this 
reason,  the  Board  has  resorted  to  special  medical  service  only  where  an 
intelligent  understanding  of  the  case  submitted  was  impossible  without  it. 

The  sixty  dollars  expended  for  such  medical  service  during  this  past 
year  represents  about  eleven  such  special  examinations. 

National  and  International  Conferences. 

From  time  to  time,  National  and  International  Congresses  on  Com- 
pensation Law  and  Social  Insurance  have  been  and  will  be  held  in  the 
States.  At  these  conferences,  industrial  problems  and  methods  of  ad- 
ministering Compensation  Law  receive  expert  consideration;  the  open 
discussions  afford  intelligent  and  constructive  information;  those  who 
participate  in  the  open  discussions  present  points  of  diflSculty  and  their 
own  solutions  of  uncertain  propositions;  experiences  and  opinions,  both 
interesting  and  educational,  are  interchanged,  while  the  world-wide  field 
is  brought  within  the  focussed  viewpoints  of  representatives  from  all 
corners  of  the  earth — thoughtful  and  able  men  who  for  the  time  being 
concentrate  their  united  intelligence  upon  the  various  topics  brought 
under  consideration. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Board,  a  Territorial  delegate,  appointed  by  the 
Governor  from  some  one  of  the  Territorial  Industrial  Accident  Boards — 
attending  a  conference  of  Social  Insurance  or  a  convention  of  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Industrial  Accident  Boards  and  Commissions — 
the  two  organizations  quite  distinct  but  with  common  problems — would 
bring  back  to  his  fellow  commissioners  here  in  the  Islands  a  fund  of 
valuable  and  illuminating  matter  that,  under  his  personal  presentation 
and  interpretation  for  local  application,  would  afford  the  Territorial 
Boards  a  clearer  and  more  intimate  insight  into  the  trend  and  progress 
of  Compensation  Law  and  Social  Insurance. 

Expenditure. 

All  expenditure,  beyond  what  has  appeared  absolutely  necessary,  has 
been  avoided  during  the  year.  Not  knowing  the  exact  proportion  of  the 
appropriation  allotted  to  this  Board,  the  members  of  the  Board  have 
judged  it  expedient  to  restrict  any  outlay  to  the  actual  essentials  in- 
dicated by  the  foundation  work  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Commission, 
deeming  it  prudent  to  approach  the  untried  roads  of  the  compensation 
field  with  caution  and  a  due  regard  to  the  limitations,  financial,  as  in- 
tended by  our  legislature,  and  of  judgment  created  by  the  inexperience 
of  your  Board. 

We  respectfully  beg  to  submit  the  following  statement  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  December  31st,  1916:

Total  $2,454.25  * 
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During  the  six  months  of  operation  ending  December  3l8t,  1915,  the 
total  expenditure  amounted  to  $1,734.95,  making  a  complete  total  for  the 
entire  eighteen  months'  period,  beginning  with  July  Ist,  1915,  of 
$4,189.20. 

A  Few  Statistics. 

An  accurate  statistical  review  of  these  initial  eighteen  months  is  some- 
what difficult  because  of  the  only  partial  returns  in  some  instances.  Con- 
tinued and  persistent  endeavor  is  made  to  secure  a  full  and  correct 
report  of  the  duration  and  nature  of  the  disability  following  an  acci- 
dent, the  expense  items  in  regard  to  the  medical  and  hospital  bills,  and 
the  payments  of  compensation.  A  final  report  is  invariably  requisi- 
tioned; if  this  final  report  is  not  filed  within  the  specified  time,  a  special 
call  is  ma^le  therefor — either  by  telephone,  by  postcard,  or  both — or,  if 
the  disability  continues  beyond  sixty  days,  a  supplemental  report  is 
filed.  A  close  check  is  kept  upon  all  reported  accidents  until  the  final 
reports  have  been  filed. 

The  majority  of  the  plantations  do  not  itemize  the  hospital  and  med- 
ical expense  feature,  for  the  reason  that  plantation  hospitals  and  physi- 
cians are  regular  yearly  expenditure,  the  proportion  of  cost  pertaining 
to  each  case  being  difficult  to  estimate. 

In  a  number  of  cases  the  final  reports  are  not  due,  the  disabilities  not 
having  terminated  and  the  injured  employee  still  being  under  compensa- 
tion, or  the  claims  not  yet  adjusted,  or  the  hearings  of  certain  claims 
having  been  deferred  awaiting  further  information  and  satisfactory 
evidence. 

In  brief,  however,  the  following  closely  approximates  a  correct  state- 
ment of  a  few  of  the  general  memoranda  included  in  the  record  of  the 
past  eighteen  months. 

Twenty-five  nationalities  are  represented  among  the  injured  employees. 
Numerically  enumerated,  the  races  show  as  follows:  Japanese  971,  Por- 
tuguese 470,  Hawaiian  447,  Americans  276,  Filipino  193,  Chinese  152, 
Korean  110,  Porto  Rican  98,  Spanish  81,  Russian  65,  German  36,  English 
17,  Norwegian  11,  Negro  8,  Italian,  Swedish  and  Indian,  each  4,  Polish, 
Finnish  and  Scotch,  each  3,  and  one  each  for  the  French,  Danish,  Irish, 
Greek  and  Polynesian. 

1594  married  men,  1279  single  men,  46  married  women  and  42  single 
women  were  accidentally  injured. 

371  were  under  twenty  years  of  age;  2473  were  between  the  ages  of 
twenty  and  fifty;  and  117  were  over  fifty  years  old. 

33  accidents  were  fatal;  243  occasioned  no  disability;  1866  caused 
disabilities  terminating  in  less  than  fourteen  days;  698  cases  of  dis- 
ability extended  over  periods  varying  from  three  to  ten  weeks — these 
including  16  instances  of  hernia,  37  cases  where  infection  aggravated 
the  wound,  and  7  cases  where  a  permanent  partial  disability  was  created, 
involving  the  loss  of  five  right  hands,  one  right  arm  and  one  right  foot. 

164  of  the  minor  injuries  were  caused  by  nail  wounds  in  the  feet.  It 
may  be  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  255  head  or  face  wounds; 
330  bodily  contusions  and  bruises,  and  that  188  «yes,  5  ears,  15  noses, 
104  backs,  34  ribs,  39  hips,  174  arms,  319  legs,  691  fingers  and  89  toes 
were  temporarily  put  out  of  commission,  while  80  abdominal  wounds, 
16  hernias  and  8  undefined  internal  injuries  were  included  in  the  list  of 
casualties. 

In  2109  cases  no  compensation  was  paid  beyond  the  medical  bills,  the 
disability,  if  any,  terminating  within  the  fourteen  days.  In  698  cases 
weekly  compensation  applied  during  the  period  of  disability.  There  are 
a  number  of  cases  (about  114)  still  under  compensation — or  presumably 
so,  the  final  reports  not  having  been  filed.    Exclusive  of  these  cases  not 
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closed,  the  aggregate  weekly  compensation  amounts  to  $10,135.63;  in 
addition  hospital,  medical  fees  and  funeral  expenses  have  aggregated, 
respectively,  $5,634.30,  $12,713.41,  and  $1,049.60. 

These  figures  do  not  include  the  cost  of  plantation  hospital  and  medical 
^ervice;  the  final  reports  from  the  majority  of  the  plantations  do  not 
Uemize  this  expense  feature  for  the  reason  that  the  proportion  of  cost 
pertaining  to  each  case  is  difficult  to  estimate. 

Nor  do  the  above  figures  include  the  compensation  awarded  where 
the  weekly  payments  continue,  this  item  having  been  outlined  pre- 
viously. 

,  In  a  brief  report  it  is  not  practical  to  present  exhaustive  statistical 
^'iformation  in  regard  to  the  causes,  nature  and  frequency  of  the  acci- 
dents as  proportioned  among  the  several  industries.    This  Board  has 
^^deavored  to  make  the  records  on  file  as  complete  and  as  accurate  as 
^*^«sible,  with  the  intention  of  preserving  such  permanent  data  as  will 
^^^"^e  to  offer  on  demand  a  more  detailed  history  of  all  facts  pertaining 
^     tlie  operation  of  Compensation  Law  in  the  Territory.   If  these  funda- 
ft^^^^^^tal  classifications  are  sound  and  adequate,  other  matter  can  be  added 
Opportunity  and  occasions  arise. 

^mmendations. 

"^our  Commission  begs  to  submit  herewith,  subject  to  your  approval, 
\w  transmission  to  the  Legislature,  the  views  of  the  Board,  as  evolved 
from  the  experience  of  the  members  of  the  Board  during  their  incum- 
bency, embodied  in  the  form  of  recommendations,  certain  amendments — 
alterations,  omissions  or  additions — that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
will  promote  the  more  effective  operation  of  Compensation  Law  in  the 
Territory.

Honorable  Sir: — The  Industrial  Accident  Soard  of  the  County  of  Ha- 
waii appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen  *s  Compensation  Act, 
begs  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  period  beginning  July  1st, 
1915,  and  ending  December  31st,  1915. 

Orgaiiization. 

At  its  first  meeting  held  on  July  10th,  1915,  this  Board  organized  by 
tne  election  of  the  following  officers:    Chairman,  H.  B.  Elliot;  Disburs- 
Agent,  J.  W.  Webster,  and  the  appointment  of  Leon  H.  Cook  as 
Secretary. 
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Bules  and  regulations  for  the  procedure  and  transaction  of  business 
were  adopted  at  this  time. 

At  a  later  date  it  was  found  that  the  proper  conduct  of  its  affairs, 
consideration  of  the  convenience  of  the  general  public,  and  the  filing 
and  preservation  of  the  rapidly  accumulating  mass  of  records  made 
necessary  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  office.  Premises  in  the 
Peacock  Block  were  accordingly  secured  and  furnished  for  this  purpose. 

Meetings. 

During  this  period  the  Board  has  held  eight  meetings  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  at  all  of  which  a  quorum  was  present. 
Expenditures. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Board  during  this  period  are  appended  to  the 
report  under  the  heading  '* Appendix  A." 

Statistical  Tables. 

(a)  Accidents:  322  reports  of  accidents  were  filed  with  the  Board, 
and  of  this  number  5  terminated  fatally. 

Statistical  tabulation  of  these  appear  under  the  heading  of  "Appen- 

Incompleteness  in  these  forms  is  explained  by  the  fact  many  reports 
are  insufficiently  descriptive,  and  also,  to  delays  upon  the  part  of  em- 
ployers in  filing  supplementary  and  final  reports. 

(b)  Registration  of  Employers:  So  far  289  employers  have  been 
registered  under  Section  46,  division  2,  and  35  employers  under  Section 
46,  division  4  of  this  Act,    (Appendix  C). 

Undoubtedly  there  are  a  number  of  cases  among  the  smaller  employers 
of  labor  where  no  attempt  has  been  made  as  yet  to  comply  with  the 
law.  Where  it  is  possible  to  discover  that  such  evasions  of  the  law  exist, 
this  Board  intends  to  enforce  rigorously  its  provisions. 

(c)  General  Remarks:  We  are  very  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
desirable  that  at  an  early  date  the  various  Accident  Boards  of  this 
Territory  shall  decide  upon  a  uniform  system  of  statistical  tabulation 
of  accidents,  employer's  registration,  and  insurance  premiums  and  pay- 
ments to  be  used  by  each  of  them  in  making  annual  reports. 

It  is  very  evident  that  only  by  the  installation  of  such  a  system  can 
the  burden  of  expense  entailed  by  the  Act,  the  benefit  to  the  employes, 
the  exact  cost  and  return  from  insurance  and  the  nature  and  preventa- 
bility  of  the  various  forms  of  accidents  be  adequately  ascertained. 

General  Observations: 

We  do  not  intend  at  this  time  to  offer  any  recommendations,  or  make 
any  criticisms  regarding  the  text  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act, 
preferring  to  reserve  such  observations  until  we  have  acquired  a  larg^er 
experience  of  its  actual  results. 

It  is  of  much  importance  that  employers  shall  comply  strictly  with 
the  provisions  regulating  the  filing  of  reports  with  the  Board.  We  note 
with  pleasure  that  the  majority  of  employers  are  careful  and  exact  in 
such  compliance,  but  our  records  suggest  that  a  few  are  less  scrupulous 
in  reporting  all  accidents  that  come  within  the  Act. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  an  improvement  upon  the  pres- 
ent practice  if  the  various  insurance  companies  would  adopt  a  uniform 
contract  of  insurance  of  a  form  that  complies  in  its  text  with  all  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  obligations  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Ter- 
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ritory,  Hon.  W.  W.  Thayer,  for  advice  and  assistance  received,  and  to  the 
officials  of  the  local  County  Attorney's  office  for  prompt  and  valuable 
advice  upon  all  matters  submitted  by  us  to  them  for  their  opinion.

Honorable  Sir: — The  Industrial  Accident  Board  of  the  County  of  Ha- 
waii respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1916: 
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Meetings: 

The  Board  has  held  11  regular  and  no  special  meetings  during  the 
period  under  review.

All  of  the  corporations  and  large  employers  of  labor  have  complied 
with  the  terms  of  the  Acts  by  meeting  the  requirements  specified  in 
the  above  section  (46).  It  is  believed  that  a  certain  percentage  of  the 
smaller  employers  are  still  delinquent  in  this  respect. 


Statistics  of  Accidents. 


These  are  included  in  a  separate  statement  appended  to  this  report. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  sum  of  compensation  paid  is  small  com- 
pared to  the  number  of  accidents  reported.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  bulk  of  the  labor  employed  is  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits  in  which,  apart  from  the  mill  and  stable,  the  risk  of  accident 
is  comparatively  slight.  The  great  majority  of  the  accidents  reported 
are  of  a  minor  and  trivial  nature,  and  out  of  662  accidents  only  107 
required  payment  for  lost  time.  It  seems  probable  also,  from  our  ex- 
perience so  far,  that  the  total  payment  for  death  claims  will  be  com- 
paratively small  in  this  Territory  by  reason  of  the  exceptionally  high 
percentage  of  labor  which  is  unmarried  and  without  dependents  in  this 
country. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  majority  of  the  employers  are  com- 
plying very  fully  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  specifying  the  making 
of  reports  to  this  Board.  It  is  true  that  between  employers  of  labor 
engaged  in  the  same  occupation,  and  under  similar  conditions,  there  are 
striking  discrepancies  in  the  total  number  of  reports  made.  The  reason 
for  this  appears  to  lie  in  the  reporting  of  very  minor  injuries  which 
involves  a  brief  absence  from  work,  '  In  this  respect  some  employers  are 
very  careful  and  scrupulous  in  making  reports,  but  we  are  inclined  to 
believe  from  a  study  of  the  figures  upon  our  books  that  this  is  not  uni- 
versally so. 

Operation  of  the  Act. 

The  principal  and  greatest  benefit  of  the  Act  is  that  the  automatic 
scale  of  compensation  eliminates  the  necessity  for  expensive  legal  pro- 
ceedings in  the  courts  and  secures  reasonable  and  just  payment  to  all 
persons  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  their  employment.  Attention  should 
be  directed  to  the  fact  that  out  of  the  622  accidents  reported  to  us  dur- 
ing the  whole  period  of  the  operation  of  the  Act,  only  4  have  been  the 
subject  of  dispute  compelling  the  appointment  of  committees  of  arbitra- 
tion. In  these  particular  cases  the  decisions  of  the  committees  appoint- 
ed have  been  assented  to  by  both  parties  in  the  case,  excepting  one 
case,  which  is  still  sub  judice,  and  has  been  appealed  to  us  for  review. 

In  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  most  of  the  opposition  to  this  law  among 
employers  of  labor  at  the  time  of  its  enactment  has  gradually  disap- 
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peared.  The  plantation  corporations  have  always  been  accustomed  to 
take  care  of  injured  employes  by  supplying  medical  and  hospital  assist- 
ance and  payment  for  lost  time,  and  those  plantations  which  are  now 
complying  merely  with  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  are  probably  paying 
out  less  on  this  account  than  formerly.  It  is  proper  to  remark  at  this 
point,  however,  that  many  of  the  plantations  are  maintaining  their 
former  more  liberal  scale,  and  are  compensating  in  excess  of  legal 
requirements.  Other  employers  have  become  reconciled  to  the  law  by 
reason  of  the  facts  of  a  greater  security  against  heavy  damages  and 
lessened  legal  expense  in  defending  themselves  against  suits. 

Speaking  generally  we  find  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  work- 
able and  satisfactory  in  their  application  to  local  conditions.  Our  ex- 
perience suggests  that  discontinuance  of  the  present  system  which  pro- 
vides a  separate  administration  of  the  Act  in  each  county  would  be 
attended  both  by  advantages  and  disadvantages.  Undoubtedly  much 
the  greater  part  of  the  work  of  administration  is  purely  automatic  in 
operation,  and  simply  a  matter  of  bookkeeping.  This  could  be  handled 
just  as  easily,  and  perhaps  more  efficiently,  by  a  central  authority  than 
by  different  local  boards.  It  is  stated  that  uniformity  in  the  important 
subject  of  decisions  upon  doubtful  points  of  the  law  would  benefit  insur- 
ance carriers  and  corporations  doing  business  in  several  counties.  It 
must  be  admitted  that  the  attainment  of  such  uniformity  can  only  be  a 
matter  of  gradual  evolution  through  the  acquirement  of  greater  experi- 
ence by  local  authorities  and  the  lessening  of  this  margin  of  doubtful- 
ness by  court  decisions.  It  is  probable,  also,  that  to  obtain  a  proper  and 
uniform  system  of  compilation  of  statistics,  a  central  agency  is  indis- 
pensable, and  that  it  will  always  be  more  or  less  impossible  to  get  at 
these  facts  by  methods  now  in  force.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that 
centralization  will  prove  more  economical  so  far  as  administration  ex- 
pense is  concerned.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  more  probable  that  actual  cost 
will  be  increased  because  elimination  of  expenses  of  members  of  the 
various  boards  will  be  counterbalanced  by  higher  salaries  of  necessary 
officials.  In  this  county  the  whole  work  of  administration  is  entirely 
insufficient  to  justify  the  appointment  of  even  one  whole-time  official  to 
take  charge  of  it.  The  chief  advantages  of  the  present  system  are  that 
local  boards  are  in  a  position  to  supervise  operation  more  carefully,  and 
are  more  closely  in  touch  with  employers.  They  are  able  to  secure  sum- 
mary and  amicable  settlement  of  disputes  in  many  cases  which  would  be 
difficult  for  a  central  authority  to  handle  quickly  and  efficiently.  This 
personal  contact  with  its  greater  ability  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  dis- 
puted facts,  and  to  ameliorate  friction,  is  even  more  important  to  the 
working  of  acts  of  this  nature  than  mere  uniformity  in  decisions  and 
compilations  of  statistics.  A  central  authority  is  compelled  to  rely  in 
this  relation  upon  the  intelligence  and  ability  of  paid  agents,  unless 
some  system  of  permanent  arbitration  committees  in  each  district  can 
be  devised  which  will  meet  these  desirable  requirements.  If  this  can  be 
done  many  of  the  objections  to  centralization  will  be  removed,  and  it  is 
possible  that  better  results  may  be  Obtained  than  under  the  present 
system. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  act  could  be  amended  beneficially  in 
certain  details,  and  therefore  make  the  following  observations  and  sag- 
gestions. 

Section  12  provides  that  the  employer  shall  furnish  reasonable  hospital, 
surgical,  and  medical  services  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars. 
We  think  that  this  limit  should  be  increased  to  one  hundred  dollars. 
The  employee's  contribution  to  the  expense  caused  by  injury  consists  of 
loss  of  wages  for  fourteen  days,  the  difference  between  his  wage  and 
amount  of  compensation  for  ensuing  period,  and  possible  greater  ex- 
pense of  medical  attention  than  the  sum  limited  by  the  Act.  Consid- 
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orations  of  good  public  policy  demand  that  this  contribution  shall  be 
80  fixed  that  danger  of  serious  deprivation  or  destitution  upon  his  part 
or  that  of  his  dependents  shall  be  eliminated  so  far  as  possible.  It  is 
for  this  reason  that  we  believe  that  an  ampler  margin  for  medical  at- 
tention should  be  provided.  On  the  same  grounds  the  provisions  in  sec- 
tions 13  and  14  which  make  compensation  payments  payable  only  after 
the  fifteenth  day  are  open  to  question  as  to  their  desirability.  The  prin- 
cipal object  of  this  exempted  period  appears  to  be  to  prevent  malinger- 
ing. In  cases  of  a  trivial  nature  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  an  effec- 
tive safeguard,  but  we  fail  to  see  any  reason  for  such  exemption  in  the 
more  serious  cases  of  total  or  partial  disability  which  lasts  for  periods 
over  twenty-eight  days.  In  these  cases  the  contribution  of  the  employee 
towards  the  total  expense  is  sufficiently  large  to  warrant  payments  from 
the  day  of  injury,  and  the  danger  of  serious  deprivation  to  dependents 
or  the  incurrence  of  debt  during  this  period  should  be  eliminated. 
We  suggest  an  addition  to  Section  14  to  read  as  follows: 
(6)  The  permanent  and  complete  loss  of  sight  in  one  eye,  one  hun- 
dred and  four  weeks. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  Section  31  should  be  amended  in  regard  to 
the  composition  of  committees  of  arbitration.  In  the  first  place  we  do 
not  agree  with  the  necessity  for  the  appointment  of  such  committees  in 
cases  of  disputes  over  small  sums  of  money,  and  believe  that  where  the 
amount  disputed  is  less  than  fifty  dollars  that  settlement  should  be  left 
to  the  Industrial  Accident  Board.  This  would  be  a  quicker  and  much 
less  expensive  method  of  dealing  with  trivial  disputes.  Secondly,  we 
find  that  the  provisions  of  Section  32  do  not  of  themselves  provide  im- 
partial committees.  We  believe  that  it  should  be  stipulated  that  '*no 
person  financially  or  otherwise  interested  in  the  outcome  of  any  arbi- 
tration or  any  question  connected  therewith,  or  any  member  or  employee 
of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board,  will  be  permitted  to  act  as  an  arbi- 
trator on  such  case  for  either  of  the  parties.*'  We  suggest,  also,  that 
the  following  oath  should  be  required  of  all  arbitrators: 

'*I,  ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will 

honestly  and  fairly  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  me  as 

arbitrator  in  the  case  wherein    is  petitioner 

and   is  respondent,  to  the  best  of  my 

ability  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act."

Becommendations. 


Based  on  its  experience  of  the  past  year  and  a  half,  this  Board  be- 
lieves that  a  number  of  changes  might  well  be  made  in  Act  221,  8.  L. 
1915,  in  the  interests  of  equity.  It  therefore  submits  the  following 
recommendations,  with  the  suggestion  that  the  same  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature. 

1.  Section  9.  Period  of  Compensation.  Should  be  amended  so  as  to 
cover  period  of  dependency. 

2.  Section  12.  Medical  Attendance.  No  limit  of  time  for  supplying 
necessary  surgical,  medical  or  hospital  treatment  should  be  imposed,  and 
the  amount  of  such  service  should  be  increased  from  a  maximum  of 
$50.00  to  a  maximum  of  $150.00. 

3.  Section  13-14.  Waiting  Period.  Seven  days,  instead  of  14  days 
should  be  the  period  following  injury  during  which  no  compensation  is 
paid. 

4.  Section  14.  Partial  Disability.  Loss  of  one  eye  is  not  included 
as  a  partial  disability,  but  should  be  so  recognized.  We  have  had  one 
or  two  cases  of  this  kind  in  which  only  the  surgical  fees  were  borne  by 
the  employer.  Under  the  law  this  might  have  been  limited  to  $50.00, 
with  no  compensation  for  first  14  days. 

5.  Section  49.  Insurance. 

(a)  The  need  of  a  uniform  form  of  insurance  policy  has  been  very 
evident  to  this  Board.  We  therefore  strongly  recommend  that  every 
insurance  company  authorized  to  write  compensation  insurance  in  the 
Territory  be  required  to  adopt  a  form  of  policy  to  be  prescribed  in  this 
Act,  or  by  the  Industrial  Accident  Boards  together,  or  by  a  Board  to  be 
created. 

(b)  This  Board  has  always  believed  that  serious  injustice  is  done  to 
small  employers  by  the  practice  of  the  insurance  companies  of  requiring 
a  minimum  fee  of  $10.00  for  writing  a  policy.  We  further  believe  that 
if  such  minimum  is  to  be  fixed  it  should  not  amount  to  more  than  $5.00. 

(c)  Because  of  the  limited  field  for  compensation  insurance  in  this 
Territory,  and  the  consequent  more  or  less  indifference  on  the  part  of 
insurance  companies  to  this  class  of  insurance,  the  Board  feels  that 
the  rates  are  perhaps  not  equitable  or  as  low  as  consistent  with  good 
business  methods. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a  Territorial  Insurance  Fund  be  estab- 
lished, to  be  administered  under  direction  of  the  Territorial  Treasurer 
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or  of  the  Accident  Board^  upon  the  same  principles,  and  upon  the  same 
general  requirements  as  those  governing  Mutual  Insurance  Associations. 
We  do  not  recommend,  however,  that  such  Territorial  Insurance  Fund  be 
made  to  exclude  approved  insurance  stock  or  mutual  companies  from 
doing  business  in  the  Territory. 

6.  Accident  Board.  We  believe  that  our  experience  has  shown  the 
desirability  of  making  a  single  Board  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  throughout  the  Territory  in- 
stead of  separate  Boards  for  each  county.  At  present  four  Boards  work 
without  coordination  or  even  knowledge  of  each  other's  activities.  A 
single  Board,  or  Commission  of,  say,  five  members  should  administer  the 
law  for  the  Territory,  and  at  the  same  time  the  Territorial  Insurance 
Fund  to  be  established.  The  Board  should  be  given  authority  to  em- 
ploy such  clerical  assistance  on  the  several  Islands  as  necessary.  It 
should  be  required  to  hold  hearings  on  the  Islands  on  which  accidents 
occur,  whenever  occasions  for  such  hearings  arise.

REPORT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  ACCIDENT  BOARD, 
COUNTY  OF  KAUAL 
July  1st,  1915,  to  December  31st,  1916. 
Honorable  L.  E.  Pinkham, 

Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

Dear  Sir: — ^The  Industrial  Accident  Board  of  Kauai  held  its  first 
meeting,  as  prescribed  in  the  law,  on  July  1,  1915.  For  six  months  meet- 
ings were  held  weekly.  During  these  six  months  we  were  flooded  with  a 
large  number  of  small  cases  that  I  considered  could  be  settled  outside, 
without  having  to  call  the  Board  members  together,  one  of  whom  is  a 
very  busy  man  and  two  have  to  come  from  long  distances.  At  the  first 
of  January,  1916,  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  M.  Lydgate  executive  member  of 
the  Board,  an  unusual  office,  perhaps,  but  one  rendered  entirely  reason- 
able by  circumstances  such  as  we  have  here.  Mr.  Lydgate  has  been 
extremely  conscientious  and  active,  and  I  am  sure  that  in  so  far  as  he 
is  concerned  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law  have  been  carried  out. 

The  disposition  of  employers  of  labor  on  Kauai  has  been  to  do  more 
for  them,  in  case  of  accident  or  sickness,  than  the  Compensation  Law 
provides  for.  We  have  had  a  number  of  cases  before  us  (to  say  noth- 
ing of  reports  to  me  of  private  settlements  outside)  which  show  pay- 
ments far  in  excess  of  legal  requirements.

The  bill  proposes  to  cure  this  defect. 

It,  however,  makes  no  provision  that  the  guardian  must  first  receive 
the  approval  of  court. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  amending  Section  1  of  said 
bill  by  adding  after  the  words  guardian  shall"  in  line  11  of  said 
section  the  word  ",upon  the  approv^  of  any  circuit  judge  of  the  circuit 
in  which  any  of  the  real  property  intended  to  be  sold  lies. '  * 

The  last  paragraph  of  Section  1  attempts  to  confirm  all  sales  which 
have  heretofore  been  made. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  there  is  grave  doubt  as  to  the  power 
of  the  Legislature  to  do  this,  and,  for  practical  reasons,  it  is  not  advis- 
able.

This  bill  amends  Section  2430  of  the  Bevised  Laws  relating  to  the 
pay  of  jurors.  The  section,  however,  has  been  amended  by  Act  108  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1915. 

The  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  give  Four  Dollars  per  day  to  jurors  who 
reside  more  than  ten  miles  away  and  three  dollars  a  day  to  the  others. 
The  Committee  does  not  favor  this  discrimination.  However,  the  people 
who  do  have  to  come  from  a  long  distance  are  put  to  a  greater  expense 
than  the  ones  living  near  the  Court. 

The  Committee  feels  that  fifteen  cents  a  mile  each  way  for  persons 
living  more  than  ten  miles  away  from,  the  Court  and  ten  cents  a  mile 
each  way  for  persons  living  under  ten  miles  is  not  too  much. 
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The  present  law  gives  ten  cents  a  mUe  each  way  for  those  living  more 
than  ten  miles  away  and  nothing  for  those  living  under  ten  miles. 

The  Committee  recommends  amending  that  title  to  read  "An  Act  to 
amend  Section  2430  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  as  amended 
by  Act  108  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  relating  to  the  pay  of  jurors.'' 

Amend  the  first  two  lines  of  Section  1  to  read  as  follows:  ''Section

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  allow  any  person  or  corporation  in  com- 
puting income  for  taxation  purposes  to  deduct  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  the  exhaustion,  wear  and  tear  of  property  used  in  the  business  or 
trade,  or  more  commonly  known  as  depreciation. 

Under  the  present  system  in  Hawaii,  depreciation  is  not  allowed 
though  it  is  a  well  recognized  cost  of  any  business.  In  Hawaii,  replace- 
ments are  allowed  instead  of  depreciation.  This  system  is  faulty  as  it 
means  that  in  any  one  year  a  large  amount  may  be  deducted  rather  than 
that  the  amount  be  spread  out  over  a  number  of  years  as  in  the  ease  of 
depreciation. 

The  proposed  bill  follows  the  wording  of  the  United  States  Federal 
income  tax  which  was  very  carefully  considered  by  Congress  with  a  view 
to  deriving  as  much  revenue  as  possible. 

Mr.  Wilder,  the  Tax  Assessor,  appeared  before  the  Committee  and 
stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  change  proposed  is  a  proper  one.

The  proposed  bill  makes  it  lawful  for  a  bank  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to  take  security  by  hypo- 
thecation of  bills  of  lading  for  the  payment  of  any  bill  or  bills  of  ex- 
change, drawn  against  any  shipment  of  any  description  of  produce, 
bullion  or  merchandise  shipped  for  exportation  to  foreign  ports  or  from 
foreign  ports  to  any  port  in  this  Territory  or  to  any  port  in  the  United 
States  of  America  or  from  any  port  in  the  United  States  of  America  or 
from  one  port  to  another  in  this  Territory.

That  after  due  and  careful  consideration  we  find  that  this  Besolution 
sets  forth  that  the  appraisement  as  made  on  certain  lands  in  North  Ko- 
hala, which  is  now  being  advertised  for  homestead  drawings,  is  unjust, 
exorbitant,  and  excessive,  and  that  therefore  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Lands  is  requested  to  disregard  said  appraisement  and  reduce  the  price 
from  $100.00  to  $35.00  per  acre. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  it  is  inadvisable  for  the  Legislature  to  re- 
quest the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  to  arbitrarily  reduce  the  price 
on  these  lands  as  appraised  by  the  appraisers,  but  as  there  may  be  justice 
in  the  claim  that  the  appraisement  is  too  high,  we  recommend  that  the 
Besolution  be  amended  as  follows:

High  School  site  and  that  this  matter  can  either  lay  over  for  Two  (2) 
Years  or  if  the  site  is  needed  before  that  time  the  land  can  be  set  aside 
by  Executive  order  as  is  provided  for  in  Section  349  of  the  Organic  Act. 

We  also  find  that  the  land  which  the  bill  would  set  aside  as  a  high 
school  site  is  now  held  under  a  lease  that  does  not  expire  until  1921,  and 
that  ther^  are  certain  agreements  and  understandings  now  pending  be- 
tween the  lessee  and  the  government  which  should  be  settled  before 
any  other  disposition  is  made  of  the  land. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  this  bill  be  tabled.

That  after  due  and  careful  consideration  we  find  that  the  bill  seeks 
to  immediately  open  up  for  homesteading  purposes  certain  lands  on 
Kauai  after  the  expiration  of  a  lease  under  which  the  land  is  now  held 
by  a  certain  sugar  plantation.  The  land  in  question  is  now  held  by  the 
plantation  under  an  old  time  lease  and  the  Organic  Act  provides  that 
after  the  expiration  of  such  leases  the  lessee  shall  be  idlowed  at  least 
a  year  to  grow  a  ratoon  crop  of  cane,  hence  the  provision  of  the  bill 
requiring  that  the  land  be  immediately  subdivided  after  the  expiration 
of  the  lease  cannot  be  carried  out. 

We  further  find  that  the  land  is  not  suitable  for  homesteading  unless 
certain  government  claims  for  water  rights  can  be  established  and  water 
made  available  for  the  lands  and  that  the  question  of  these  water  rights 
is  now  pending.  The  land  is  subject  .to  homesteading  under  the  law,  but 
the  bill  providing,  as  it  does,  that  the  lands  shall  be  opened  up  imme- 
diately after  the  expiration  of  the  lease  is  improper  under  the  circum- 
stances, and  we  recommend  that  the  bill  be  tabled.

Under  an  act  pased  in  the  Session  of  1915  a  fourth  class  license  to  sell 
wine  manufactured  by  the  licensee  from  grapes  grown  in  the  Territory 
by  the  licensee  or  others  was  limited  to  cases  where  the  production  was 
less  than  five  hundred  gallons  annually.  Although  it  was  not  so  intended, 
it  actually  did  hit  one  or  two  of  the  licensees  who  were  in  legitimate 
business  under  liquor  laws  passed  in  1907.  It  was  not  the  intention  of 
the  Legislature  to  amend  the  liquor  law  in  any  material  respect.  The 
proposed  bill  simply  makes  the  fourth  class  license  the  same  as  it  was 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  referred  to  in  1915.  The  Bill,  however, 
proposes  that  the  Act  should  take  effect  upon  its  approval.  The  time  for 
renewal  of  liquor  licenses  is  July  first  of  each  year. 

The  Committee  recommends  striking  out  the  present  Section  3  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  3.   This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  July  1st,  1917."

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This  bill  grants  to  the  Board  of  Health  power  to  subpoena  and  examine 
witnesses  under  oath  in  cases  where  a  license  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery  has  been  granted.  It  provides  a  penalty  for  a  witness  refusing 
to  answer  any  question  material  to  the  matter  pending  before  the  Board, 
making  no  exception  for  privileged  communications  as  provided  by  Sec- 
tions 2614  and  2615,  and  other  sections  of  the  Bevised  Laws. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  bill  in  its  present  form  miffht  operate  as 
a  repeal  by  implication  of  these  sections  in  so  far  as  it  aiiects  questions 
asked  in  the  investigation  of  licenses  relating  to  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine and  sur^ry.

Under  the  present  law,  no  person  owning  stocks  or  bonds  in  any  public 
utility  corporation  or  having  any  interest  or  deriving  any  renumeration 
from  any  public  utility  shall  be  appointed  or  employed  by  the  Commis- 
sion. On  the  other  hand  salaried  officers  of  the  Territory  or  of  any  poli- 
tical sub-division  may  be  a  member  of  the  Commission.  In  other  words, 
though  one  party  in  interest  is  specifically  enjoined  from  having  repre- 
sentation on  the  Commission,  the  other  party  in  interest  is  allowed 
representation. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  Commission  should  be  an  independent  one 
composed  of  persons  having  no  interest  in  the  corporation  or  govern- 
ment.  This  is  the  purpose  sought  for  in  the  bill. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  this  Senate  have  recommended  that 
in  the  case  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  five  dollars  a  day  be  allow- 
ed as  fees,  and  have  aparently  adopted  this  as  a  policy  to  be  followed.  It

WHEREAS,  a  crisis  has  arisen  in  the  affairs  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  its  relations  with  Germany  on  account  of  the  total  failure 
and  refusal  of  that  power  to  observe  the  rules  of  war  in  carrying  on  the 
great  conflict  now  raging  in  Europe,  as  well  as  its  direct  and  de&nt  dis- 
regard of  its  treaties  with  and  promises  to  the  United  States,  by  reason 
of  which  the  rights  of  American  citizens  have  for  many  months  been 
trampled  under  foot  and  hundreds  of  their  lives  ruthlessly  sacrificed; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  while  professing  friendship  for  the  United  States,  Ger- 
many has  perfidiously  attempted  to  incite  other  countries  to  attack  the 
United  States  and  has  used  its  diplomatic  and  other  agencies  in  said 
United  States  to  plot  and  destroy  this  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  limits  of  patient  endurance  have  been  reached,  and 
the  President  of  the  United  States  has,  before  the  Congress  of  the  Coun- 
try, solemnly  voiced  the  determination  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  to  yield  no  longer  to  the  outrages  and  injuries  inflicted  on  the 
country  and  all  of  its  people  by  the  German  Government,  but  to  rise  in 
defense  of  these  rights  and  oppose  by  force,  not  only  the  continuance  of 
such  wrongs,  but  to  crush  forever  the  formidable  attempts  now  maJcing 
by  Prussianisra  to  destroy  the  liberties  of  the  world;  Therefore,  Be  It 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Senate  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the  House  of 
Representatives  concurring,  that  the  people  of  Hawaii  unqualifiedly  in- 
dorse and  support  the  position  now  taken  by  the  United  States,  as  voiced 
by  the  President,  and  will,  by  every  means  in  their  power,  aid  and  assist 
the  country  in  defending  its  rights,  maintaining  an  honorable  national 
existence  and  opposing  the  triumph  of  principles  for  which  Prussianism 
is  contending,  which  triumph  would  result  in  the  destruction  of  individual 
and  national  liberty  in  the  world.

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  88,  entitled:  ''An  Act  to  amend  Section  3  of  Act  165  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  1915,  relating  to  commutation  of  punishment  of  prisoners," 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Under  the  present  law  a  prisoner  convicted  of  a  misdemeanor  cannot 
be  compelled  to  work.  He  is,  however,  allowed  to  request  work  and  in 
this  way  mitigate  his  sentence  to  a  certain  extent.  The  present  law  also 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  officer  under  whose  control  or  in  whose  custody 
he  may  be  to  place  the  prisoner  upon  some  public  work. 

The  proposed  bill  allows  the  prisoner  to  mitigate  his  sentence  in  the 
same  way,  but  the  designation  of  the  work  shall  be  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  or  by  the  Chairman  thereof.  As  the  County  is  the  one  who 
pays  the  expense,  it  seems  just  that  the  County  Board  rather  than  the 
Sheriff  should  designate  the  work  to  be  performed. 

For  the  reasons  above  stated,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage 
of  the  bill.

At  2:30  o'clock  p.  m.  the  Senate  having  reconvened,  Senator  Shingle, 
for  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  presented  a  report  (Stand.  Com. 
Bep.  No.  178)  recommending  that  Senate  Bill  No.  62,  entitled:  **An 
Act  making  appropriations  out  of  the  general  revenues  for  the  biennial 
period  ending  June  30,  1919,"  be  passed  with  certain  amendments.  The 
report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows: 


Honorable  Charles  F.  Chillingworth, 
President  of  the  Senate. 

Sir: — Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  which  was  referred 
Senate  Bill  No.  52,  entitled:  ''An  Act  making  appropriations  out  of 
the  general  revenues  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1919," 
has  the  following  report  to  make: 

That  all  departments  of  the  government  of  the  Terrtory  should  be 
provided  for  out  of  the  general  revenues,  by  the  customary  method  of 
a  budget  system  covering  the  biennial  period. 

Tour  Committee  has  made  a  very  thorough  and  painstaking  examina- 
tion of  all  the  departments,  from  the  heads  down  to  the  smallest  salaried 
employes.  The  committee  has  endeavored  to  the  best  of  its  ability  to 
arrange  the  salaries  of  corresponding  positions  in  all  branches  of  the 
Government  service  on  an  equal  footing. 

Tour  Committee  feels  that  it  has  made  an  equitable  adjustment  of 
salaries  of  subheads  and  chief  clerks  in  each  department  and  a  propor- 
tionate adjustment  for  the  positions  of  deputies,  stenographers,  clerks 
and  all  minor  positions. 

The  high  cost  of  living  has  made  it  necessary  for  an  increase  all  along 
the  line  in  salaries  less  than  $200.00.  No  exact  percentage  of  increase 
has  been  adhered  to,  as  in  the  case  of  the  School  budget,  but  a  substan- 
tial advance  has  been  made  in  all  departments. 

A  considerable  amount  of  additional  money  has  had  to  be  provided  for 
over  and  above  the  last  general  appropriation  bill,  for  the  purchase  of 
materials,  food  stuffs,  supplies,  stationery,  etc.,  because  of  increased 
prices  in  all  commodities. 

The  arrangement  of  specific  salaries  has  been  followed  with  the  ob- 
ject in  view  of  inaugurating  a  more  comprehensive  system  of  bookkeep- 
ing by  the  Auditor's  office,  which  will  be  able  to  keep  a  closer  check  on 
the  expenditures  of  the  different  departments.  The  form  of  the  bill  as 
reported  by  the  committee,  has  the  hearty  endorsement  of  both  the  Ter- 
ritorial Auditor  and  Territorial  Treasurer. 

Tour  Committee  in  considering  the  salaries  of  the  various  departmental 
chiefs,  has  taken  into  consideration  the  increased  amount  of  work  in  each 
department.  The  salaries  have  been  fixed  at  $375  per  month,  excepting 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  which  is  left  at  $400  per  month. 
The  sum  of  $375  was  the  old  basis  adopted  by  the  Legislature  in  1903. 
In  1905,  the  salaries  were  reduced  upon  the  voluntary  requiest  of  these 
officers  to  $250.00,  in  order  to  bring  the  appropriation  bill  within  the 
financial  limits  of  the  Treasury.  Since  1907,  several  increases  have  been 
made  by  the  Legislature  from  time  to  time.

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Your  Committee  has  made  no  provisions  for  the  Territorial  Marketing 
Division  in  this  bill,  as  there  is  a  bill  introduced  in  the  House,  regulating 
said  Division  and  its  operations^  and  putting  it  upon  a  more  business- 
like footing. 

Tour  Committee  feels  that  after  consideration  of  such  a  measure,  the 
Legislature  will  be  able  to  provide  funds  for  this  Department  in  a  more 
intelligent  manner. 

The  Bureau  of  Hydrography  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Forestry  and  by  acquiescence  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Lands,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Land  Department,  where  its  data 
and  investigation,  your  committee  feels,  will  in  time  prove  to  be  of  real 
value.  Besides  allowing  an  equal  amount  to  the  Nine  Thousand  Dollars 
appropriated  by  the  Federal  Government  for  this  work,  substantial  ex- 
pense items  have  been  allowed. 

Tour  Committee  thinks  that  it  has  amply  provided  for  the  needs  of 
this  Bureau.

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Circuit  (Dept.  Com.  No.  44),  requesting  the  Senate  to  make  provision 
for  the  purchase  of  a  new  automobile  and  the  repair  of  the  old  auto- 
mobile of  the  probation  officers  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows: 


The  Honorable,  the  President 
and  Members  of  the  Senate, 
Honolulu. 

Gentlemen: — The  finanical  needs  of  the  Juvenile  Court  of  the  First 
Circuit  of  this  Territory  are  extremely  pressing.  Passing  over  other,  and 
larger,  items,  which  have  doubtless  been  brought  to  your  attention  and 
for  which  provision  is  urgently  needed,  I  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  each  of  our  probation  officers,  male  and  female,  should 
be  provided  with  an  automobile,  whereas  only  one  such  is  provided  at 
present. 

The  lady  probation  officer.  Miss  Maynard,  is  a  most  efficient,  enthu- 
siastic, and  industrious  officer,  and  is  at  present  unprovided  with  any 
means  of  locomotion  except  such  as  nature  has  furnished.  Her  work  is 
constantly  increasing,  and  it  extends  all  throughout  the  district  of  Hono- 
lulu, from  Euliouou  to  Moanalua  and  to  the  Pali  on  the  mauka  side.  In 
addition,  she  has  frequent  occasion  to  make  visits  to  portions  of  the 
islands  outside  the  city. 

The  male  probation  officer,  Mr.  Leal,  is  now  provided  with  an  Over- 
land five-seater  car,  of  the  vintage  of  1913,  which  was  paid  for,  as  a 
second-hand  car,  by  turning  in  a  Ford  that  had  been  practically  worked 
to  death  by  a  former  probation  officer,  and  the  balance  made  up  from 
circuit  court  expenses — the  only  fund  available  for  the  purpose.  This 
car  is  now  on  the  verge  of  collapse,  and  requires  a  new  storage  battery 
and  engine  repairs  at  an  expense  of  probably  seventy-five  to  one  hundred 
dollars.  Moreover,  this  car  is  not  of  sufficient  power  or  strength  to  hold 
up  under  the  increasingly  heavy  traffic  it  is  called  upon  to  carry  between 
here  and  Waialee,  and,  with  the  breaking  up  of  the  roads  between  said 
points,  the  strain  upon  the  car  is  becoming  increasingly  heavy. 

I  therefore  propose  that  this  car  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Miss 
Maynard,  the  lady  probation  officer,  together  with  a  sufficient  fund  to 
pay  for  its  repair,  as  above — and  that  a  new,  and  somewhat  better  and 
heavier  car,  say  a  six-cylinder  Overland,  be  purchased  for  the  male 
probation  officer,  at  an  expense  of  about  $1,185. 

You  will  understand,  Gentlemen,  that  our  probation  officer  is  obliged 
to  meet  all  boys  sent  down  from  the  other  circuits,  consigned  to  the  in- 
dustrial school,  and  to  convey  them  to  Waialee.  There  is  never  a  week 
during  which  a  trip  to  Waialee  is  not  called  for,  and,  during  some 
weeks,  several  trips  are  required. 

It  is  utterly  out  of  the  question  that  we  should  make  this  purchase 
with  funds  heretofore  appropriated  for  circuit  court  expenses  except  at 
the  sacrifice  of  circuit  court  work.  A  grand  jury  and  two  trial  juries 
are  now  constantly  employed  in  this  court,  owing  to  the  congestion  of  its 
calendars  as  the  result,  in  part,  of  several  recent  vacancies  in  the  third 
division,  and  the  circuit  court  expenses,  proper,  are  likely  to  increase  in- 
stead of  decrease. 

There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  crime  in  this  circuit,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  bringing  the  criminals  to  trial  through  the  medium  of  the  grand 
and  trial  juries  involves  a  volume  of  work,  and  of  expense,  that  is 
constantly  increasing. 

I  therefore  appeal  to  you.  Gentlemen,  to  make  provision  for  these 
proposed  repairs  and  proposed  purchase. 


April  4,  1917. 
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Let  me  my,  in  conclusion,  that  I  have  lately  taken  over  the  work  of 
the  juvenile  court  for  the  third  time  since  my  accession  to  this  bench, 
having  had  two  periods  of  similar  work  during  as  many  vacations  of 
Judge  Whitney  in  the  summer  of  1915  and  1916,  and  on  each  occasion, 
when  resuming  the  work  of  this  court,  I  have  been  surprised  to  find  how 
much  its  volume  had  increased. 

We  have  these  juveniles  to  care  for,  Gentlemen,  and  it  cannot  be  done 
without  money.  If  the  probation  officers  are  to  be  enabled  to  discharge 
the  most  important  and  growing  functions  that  are  assigned  to  them,  they 
must  be  equipped  with  the  ways  and  means  for  getting  around  with 
celerity,  and  for  carrying  considerable  number  of  passengers.

This  bill  would  allow  an  agent  of  the  County  or  City  and  County  as 
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well  as  the  agent  of  the  Territory  to  enter  upon  lands  for  the  purpose  of 
surveying  land  to  be  condemned  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Chapter  referred  to.  It  also  allows  Counties  or  City  and  Counties 
to  institute  proceedings  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  such  County  or 
City  and  County  for  the  condemnation  of  property  instead  of  requiring 
the  proceedings  to  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  Superintendent  of 
PubUe  Works.  The  Counties  may  only  bring  proceedings  as  are  pro- 
vided in  the  chapter  referred  to  and  then  only  in  cases  where  the  speci- 
fic powers  have  been  granted  to  the  respective  Boards  of  Supervisors. 

The  intention  of  the  bill  is  to  allow  condemnation  proceedings  for 
purposes  within  the  present  and  future  powers  of  the  Boards  of  Super- 
visors.

This  bill  proposes  that  trustees,  where  it  is  not  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  trust,  may  petition  the  Court  to  authorize  the  trustees  to  sell 
at  public  sale,  partition,  exchange  or  to  lease  or  to  extend  the  terms  of 
leases  of  lands  belonging  to  the  trust  estate  where  the  Court  decides  it 
is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  trust  estate  and  as  best  effecting  the  ob- 
jects of  the  trust.  It  also  provides  that  if  the  trust  terminates  before 
the  ending  of  the  lease,  it  shall  not  invalidate  the  lease. 

There  are  many  instances  where  a  trustee  has  a  chance  to  make  an 
advantageous  lease  or  sale  of  the  trust  property  but  where  his  term  would 
expire  in  a  very  short  time,  probably  he  could  not  lease  beyond  the  term 
for  which  he  is  trustee  although  it  might  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  estate 
if  he  were  allowed  to  lease  for  a  longer  term. 

As  the  lease  could  not  be  made  except  upon  approval  of  the  Court, 
and  upon  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  the  bill  seems  advisable.  It

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  99,  entitled:  ''An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  123  of  the  Bevised  Laws 
of  Hawaii,  1915,.  as  amended  by  Act  46  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii, 
1915,  relating  to  municipal  bonds  by  amending  Sections  2174  and  2175 
thereof,"  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  preeent  law  relating  to  bonds  provides  that  before  the  election 
shall  be  successful  that  there  must  be  at  least  60%  of  the  votes  in  the 
affirmative.  The  law  assumes  that  the  bond  election  is  to  stand  or  fall 
as  a  whole. 

In  a  recent  election  in  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  a  large  num- 
ber of  votes  were  thrown  out  because  the  party  had  marked  on  his  bal- 
lot, a **yes*'  of  "no"  as  the  case  might  be  instead  of  a  cross  (X).  These 
votes  were  all  counted  as  "no"  votes. 

The  proposed  amendment  is  that  only  valid  votes  shall  be  counted.  In 
the  instance  cited  in  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  fully  as  many  of 
the  votes  rejected  were  in  favor  of  the  bond  election  as  were  against  it. 
To  count  votes  intended  to  be  in  favor  of  an  object  as  against  this  object 
seems  hardly  fair. 

The  proposed  bill  also  allows  the  voters  to  determine  upon  any  separate 
project  and  not  take  the  election  as  a  whole.  In  other  words,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  vote  in  favor  of  the  extension  of  the  sewer  system  in  Honolulu 
but  to  vote  against  the  purchase  of  more  parks.  The  remaining  change 
relates  to  the  time  for  calling  the  election,  reducing  the  time  to  "at  least 
twenty  days  before  the  date  fixed  therefor. "  It  is  discretionary  with  the 
Board  to  send  out  their  notices  for  a  longer  period  before  the  election. 
The  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bill.

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  71,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  2172  of  the  Revised  Laws 
of  Hawaii,  1915,  authorizing  the  issuance  of  municipal  bonds,'*  begs 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  Organic  Act  provides  that  the  indebtedness  which  may  be  incurred 
by  any  county  shall  not  exceed  3^%  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  property 
in  such  county. 

Our  statutes  provide  that  it  shall  not  exceed  two-and-a-half  per  cent 
The  amount  of  indebtedness  which  may  be  incurred  in  any  one  calendar 
year  shall  not  exceed  a  half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value. 

With  this  limitation,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  need  for  the  dis- 
crepancy between  the  Organic  Act  and  the  territorial  statute.  The  pro- 
posed bill  merely  makes  our  statute  correspond  with  the  Organic  Act, 
and  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  Bill.

M.  Watson,"  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

In  1904,  one  Sophie  Walker  bought  under  foreclosure  of  mortgage  from 
the  Receiver  in  Bankruptcy  seven-and-a-half  acres  of  land  at  the  entrance 
of  Manoa  Valley.  The  price  paid  for  the  land  was  $2250.00,  or  $340 
per  acre.  In  1909,  4.06  acres  of  this  land  were  registered  in  the  Court 
of  Land  Registration  in  the  name  of  another  party. 

It  seemed  that  there  had  been  a  prior  grant  by  the  government  to  the 
4.06  acres;  Mrs.  Walker  buying  as  she  thought  seven-and-a-half  acres, 
but  in  fact  only  3.44  acres.  She  paid  taxes  on  the  land  at  the  rate  of 
$340  an  acre  for  the  full  seven-and-a-half  acres  up  to  1909,  and  since  then

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she  has  paid  taxes  on  the  3.44  acres  and  her  claim  against  the  other  4.06 
acres  without  deduction. 

In  1914,  E.  M.  Watson,  the  claimant,  bought  from  Mrs.  Walker  the 
seven-and-a-half  acres  under  discussion.  His  deed,  however,  set  forth 
the  fact  that  4.06  acres  had  been  registered  in  the  Land  Court. 

The  Committee  finds  that  Mr.  Watson  has  no  legal  claim  against  the 
government,  but  feels  tha  he  has  an  equitable  claim.  If  the  Committee 
should  allow  the  taxation  value  to  control,  namely,  $340  an  acre,  the 
amount  Mr.  Watson  will  be  entitled  to  will  be  $1380.40  for  the  4.06  acres 
he  did  not  get.  Mr.  Watson,  however,  bought  with  full  notice  of  the 
title  and  he  is  claiming  through  his  predecessor  in  title:  Mrs.  Walker. 

This  is  a  matter  in  which  no  exact  figure  can  be  arrived  at;  the  Com- 
mittee feeling,  however,  that  the  sum  of  1,000  is  a  fair  compensation 
under  the  circumstances. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  striking  out  in  Section  1  the 
words  and  figures  "Four  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,000.00)*'  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  and  figures  "One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)." 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  Bill.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  Congress  has  declared  the  United  States  of  America  to  be 
in  a  state  of  war  with  the  German  Empire;  and 

WHEREAS,  all  obligations  of  neutrality  have,  from  the  beginning  of 
this  day,  ceased ;  and 
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Whereas,  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  has  its  duty  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  the  various  States  of  the  Union,  particularly  those  of  the  Paci- 
fic Coast,  and  the  possessions,  connections,  and  high  seas;  and 

Whereas,  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  of  Borne  through 
its  almost  universal  and  constant  statistical  agricultural  information  luis 
warned  the  world  generally  that  a  dangerous  and  impending  food  short- 
age threatens  the  populations  of  all  civilized  countries;  and 

Whereas,  the  governments  of  Europe  and  the  British  Islands  have  tak- 
en charge  of  the  food  supplies  and  their  distribution  and  consumption 
within  their  own  borders;  and 

Whereas,  the  last  harvest  in  the  United  States  was  below  the  average 
and  food  has  reached  an  almost  prohibitive  price,  particularly  to  the 
poor  and  persons  of  limited  means;  and 

Whereas,  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  is  not  a  self-contained,  self-support- 
ing division  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  the  annual  charts  and  reports  of  the  Governor  to  the  Honor- 
able Secretary  of  the  Interior  have,  item  by  item,  disclosed  wherein  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii  fails  to  such  an  extreme  in  the  production  of  her 
food  supplies;  and 

Whereas,  according  to  the  fortunes  of  war,  the  Territory  of  Hawaii, 
by  her  indifference  and  ineflSciency  is  exposing  herself,  her  defenders  and 
the  United  States  at  large  by  her  helpless  food  condition; 

Now,  therefore,  Lucius  E.  Pinkham,  Governor  of  Hawaii,  in  so  far  as 
the  authority  in  me  lies,  do  warn,  urge  and  direct  the  owners,  officers 
and  managers  of  agricultural  organizations  of  whatever  nature,  the  own- 
ers of  ranches,  and  the  people  having  control  of  land  for  agriculture 
that  their  enterprise  and  immediate  assistance  is  necessary  in  the  produc- 
tion of  the  food  supplies  requisite  to  render  the  entire  population  of 
these  far  isolated  islands  and  our  defenders  independent  of  outside  assist- 
ance for  reasonable  subsistence. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to  be  affixed.

House  Concurrent  Besolution  No.  17  was  thereupon  read  by  the  Clerk 
as  follows: 

CONCUBBENT  BESOLUTION. 

WHEREAS,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  has  declared 
that  a  state  of  war  exists  between  this  country  and  Germany  and  has 
thereby  authorized  the  President,  as  Commander  in  Chief,  to  employ  the 
military  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  in  the  prosecution  of  that 
war;  and 

WHEBEAS,  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  are  unanimous  in 
support  of  the  action  taken  by  Congress  and  the  President,  and  stand 
ready  to  assume  their  share  of  the  burdens  of  the  war;  Now,  There- 
fore, Be  It 

BE  SOLVED,  by  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  Territory  of  Ha- 
waii, the  Senate  concurring  therein,  that  the  Governor  of  the  Territory 
is  hereby  directed  to  immediately  communicate  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  that  the  people  of  the  Territory  stand  ready  to  render  him, 
as  President  and  Commander  in  Chief,  all  support  in  their  power,  and 
that  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory,  now  in  session,  is  ready  to  adopt 
any  and  all  suggestions  made  as  to  either  needed  legislation  or  appro- 
priations for  the  National  Guard  and  the  Naval  Militia  by  forwarding 
to  the  President  the  following  message: 

'*I  am  authorized  and  directed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii  to  assure  you  that  the  entire  people  of  Hawaii  are  ready  to 
render  any  support  in  their  power  in  the  present  situation,  and  that  the 
Legislature,  now  in  session,  is  ready  to  adopt  any  and  all  suggestions  as 
to  needed  legislation  or  appropriations  for  the  National  Guard  and  Naval 
MiUtia.'' 

The  resolution  was  thereupon  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military. 
At  2:30  o'clock  p.  m.  the  Senate  stood  in  recess  subject  to  the  call  of 
the  Chair. 
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At  3:00  o'clock  p.  m.  the  Senate  having  reconvened,  Senator  Mikaele 
introduced  Senate  Joint  Besolution  No.  5,  authorizing  the  printing  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1917  in  the  Hawaiian  language. 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Coney,  seconded  by  Senator  Mikaele,  the 
resolution  passed  First  Beading  by  title. 

Senator  Baldwin  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  117,  entitled:  "An  Act  to 
amend  Sections  226  and  228  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  relat- 
ing  to  the  enrollment  of  persons  subject  to  military  duty.'' 

Senator  Makekau  presented  Senate  Concurrent  Besolution  No.  12 
providing  for  the  translation  from  English  into  Hawaiian  the  laws  enact- 
ed dmring  the  present  session,  including  the  Organic  Act  of  the  Territory 
as  annotated  hy  Ez^Governor  Frear.  The  resolution  was  read  by  the 
Clerk  as  follows: 


BE  IT  BESOLVED  by  the  Senate  of  the  Legislature  of  1917,  the 
House  of  Bepresentativee  eoacurring,  that  the  Committee  of  Accounts 
of  the  Senate  and  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Public  Expenditures 
of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
pay  out  of  the  respective  territorial  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of 
the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  trans- 
lating from  English  into  the  Hawaiian  language  and  printing  the  laws 
enacted  during  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature,  including  a  trans- 
lation of  the  Organic  Act  of  the  Territory  as  annotated  by  Ex-Govemor 
"Walter  F.  Frear, — such  sum  as  may  be  deemed  by  said  Joint  Committee 
sufficient  for  such  purposes,  one-half  of  which  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Sen- 
ate appropriation  and  the  other  one^half  to  be  paid  out  of  the  House 
appropriation.  And,  in  the  event  the  available  appropriation  be  insuffi- 
cient to  make  full  payment  for  such  work,  the  said  Joint  Committee  is 
hereby  further  authorized  to  pay  on  account  as  much  thereof  as  may 
be  deemed  by  the  Committee  sufficient  to  pro-rate,  the  balance  to  await 
a  further  appropriation  to  be  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1917. 


Upon  motion  by  Senator  Makekau,  seconded  by  Senator  Kamauoha, 
the  resolution  was  adopted.

No.  208),  recommending  that  House  Concurrent  Beso- 
lution No.  17,  directing  the  Governor  of  the  Territory  to  communicate 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States  that  the  people  of  the  Territory 
stand  ready  to  render  all  support  in  their  power  in  assuming  their  share 
of  the  burdens  of  the  war,  be  adopted  with  certain  amendments.  The 
report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows:

THEREFORE,  Be  It  Besolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring,  that  the  members  of 
the  various  county  and  city  and  county  Boards  of  Liquor  License  Com- 
missioners be  hereby  urged  and  requested  to  curtail  as  far  as  possible 
under  the  present  laws  the  sale  of  intoxicants,  and  to  issue  no  license 
after  July  1,  1917.

The  President  announced  that  he  was  in  receipt  of  a  communication 
from  C.  C.  Bitting,  Esq.,  (Misc.  Com.  No.  23),  referring  to  roads  in  Pa- 
lolo  Valley.   The  communication  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows: 

Honolulu,  Hawaii,  April  10,  1917. 

To  the  Honorable, 

The  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate, 
Territory  of  Hawaii. 

The  undersigned  most  respectfully  desires  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  your  Governor,  in  the  morning  paper,  has  urged  upon  those 
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owning  land  or  other  facilities  for  the  cultivation  of  food  stuffs,  in  the 
event  of  drastic  conditions  on  these  islands  and  on  account  of  the  war 
with  which  we  have  now  become  a  part. 

There  are  thirteen  pieces  of  acreage  land  on  the  Waiomao  side  of 
Palolo  Valley  upon  each  of  these  pieces,  undoubtedly,  a  large  amount  of 
provender  and  forage  could  be  raised.  The  writer  knows  this  for  a  fact 
from  personal  experience  and  experimentation  of  his  own  land,  and  he 
ventures  to  say  that  with  what  other  patriotic  citizens  would  be  will- 
ing to  do,  enough  food  could  be  raised  in  the  district  mentioned  to  pilot 
over  until  more  supplies  could  be  brought  from  a  greater  distance. 

There  is  absolutely  no  way  of  ingress  and  egress  through  this  very 
large  tract  of  land  by  any  hauling  or  driving  vehicle.  It  is  an  impos- 
sibility to  draw  a  load  over  what  was  once  mapped  out  as  a  road.  Per- 
sonally, I  have  been  compelled,  when  I  was  cultivating  my  land,  to  de- 
stroy provender  which  would  have  fed  many  a  hungry  mouth  in  Hono- 
lulu if  I  could  have  gotten  the  stuff  into  Honolulu,  even  to  give  away. 

Your  Honorable  Body,  a  few  years  ago,  made  an  appropriation  of  Five 
Thousand  Dollars  to  construct  a  road  to  a  certain  extent  along  this  land. 
What  the  construction  was  could  readily  be  seen  now  if  any  one  cared 
to  go  and  look  for  himself.  The  tract  of  land  was  opened  up  as  a  home- 
stead land. 

For  instance,  on  July  11,  1903,  an  Act  appropriating  Ten  Thousand  Dol- 
lars for  Palolo  New  Road  was  approved  by  Governor  Dole.  At  the  special 
session  of  the  Legislature  of  1905,  Act  6  was  passed  in  which  an  appro- 
priation for  completing  Palolo  Road  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  was  made, 
and  also,  in  the  same  Act  an  additional  Four  Thousand  Dollars  for  Wai- 
lupe,  Pukele,  Waimao  homestead  roads.  The  money  was  never  used  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  appropriated,  and  I  am  informed  that  one 
appropriation  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  was  allowed  to  lapse.  These 
facts  can  be  ascertained  by  an  inspection  of  the  public  records. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  the  matter  is  that  the  name  of  5th  Avenue  on 
the  mauka  side  of  the  Waialae  Road  in  Kaimuki  was  changed  about  this 
time  to  *  *  Palolo  Road, ' '  and  a  good  deal  of  money  was  sepnt  there.  (Get 
confirmation  of  this  statement  from  the  records  of  the  City  and  County  in 
the  hands  of  the  clerk.)  The  Territorial  officials  put  some  lands,  cut  up 
into  town  lots,  on  the  market  along  the  line  of  this  5th  Avenue,  after- 
wards called     Palolo  Road"  which  were  sold  by  the  Territory. 

It  seems  like  a  desperate  matter  and  a  condition  of  impertinence  that 
I  should  come  beseeching  you,  but  it  is  a  matter  where  plain  justice  is 
involved,  and  where  at  the  present  time  the  community  may  or  may  not 
become  vitally  interested  in  matter  of  food  supply,  forage  for  animals, 
etc. 

Personally,  I  have  expended  more  money  than  I  could  spare  in  an 
effort  to  improve  my  place.  My  taxes  are  paid  and  never  grow  less, 
and  I  have  before  me,  at  the  present  time,  a  statement  from  the  office 
of  the  Assessor  and  Collector  of  Taxes  that  the  valuations  which  I  gave 
are  increased  about  six  hundred  dollars.  This  Palolo  place  which  I 
own  could  not  be  sold  under  the  hammer  today,  except  to  a  speculator 
of  influence  and  who  knew  how  a  good  road  could  be  obtained  for  as 
much  money  as  it  costs  me  every  year.  I  am  compelled  to  pay  a  large 
hotel  bill  every  month  in  Honolulu,  when  I  have  a  home  as  beautiful 
and  pretty  as  God  ever  made  even  in  these  beautiful  islands,  and  yet  I 
cannot  live  there  because  I  cannot  go  back  and  forth  to  my  own. 
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In  becoming  personal  this  way  I  am  stating  facts  which  apply  without 
exception  to  most  every  one  who  owns  land  up  there,  and  yet  it  is  an 
actual  fact  that  today  I  am  the  only  one  who  has  hung  on  to  the  proposi- 
tion and  still  continues  in  good  faith  to  attempt  to  make  a  home  of 
beauty  and  productiveness,  not  only  for  myself,  but  for  others  who  in- 
directly would  be  benefited.  I  have  consumed  almost  a  ream  of  paper 
and  infinite  time  and  patience  in  attempting  to  get  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  to  do  something  for  me,  copies 
of  which  are  in  my  possession,  or  the  originals  of  which  may  be  obtained 
from  the  clerk  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu.  In  the  remote  past 
I  have  had  positive  promises,  both  written  and  verbal;  nothing  has  yet 
been  done. 

The  courts  would  decide  against  us  if  we  refused  to  pay  our  taxes,  and, 
while  it  is  a  good  plan  which  all  thinking  men  endorse  that  each  indi- 
vidual member  of  the  community  should  bear  his  responsibilities  and 
burdens  for  the  benefit  of  all,  on  the  other  hand  it  does  not  look  fair  or 
moral  or  right  that  expenditures  of  public  money  should  be  made  more 
for  the  gratification  of  the  pleasures  of  the  rich  than  to  make  a  small 
outlay,  if  even  for  the  benefit  of  an  individual  or  a  small  class  of  indi- 
viduals where  this  small  expenditure  would  result  in  ultimate  good  to 
the  community  at  large,  and  even  give  the  pleasure  seekers  a  more 
splendid  conception  of  the  variety  in  scenery  and  the  grandeur  of  seclud- 
ed spots  on  our  beautiful  island.

The  Committee  feels,  however,  that  we  should  follow  the  wording  of 
the  present  statutes  relating  to  citizen  labor.  The  Committee  therefore 
recommends  amending  the  first  part  of  the  resolving  clause  down  to  the 
semi-colon  (;)  to  read  as  follows: 

**BESOLVED  by  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  the  Senate  concurring, 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  citizens 
of  the  United  States  or  those  eligible  to  become  such  citizens,  except 
in  cases  where  it  is  not  reasonably  practicable  to  obtain  citizens  for  the 
work,  should  be  given  a  preference  right  by  all  contractors  and  employers 
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to  perform  all  work  as  stevedores  or  longshoremen  on  any  government 
wharf,  dock  or  pier,  and  on  any  like  property  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
Government  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii." 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
Besolution.

The  bill  carries  40  sections,  39  of  which  are  mere  detail  of  the  different 
types  of  elevators,  the  power  to  be  used,  definition  of  words,  and  the  rules 
to  govern  the  installation  and  operation  of  such  elevators. 

S24 
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Section  3  deals  with  the  proper  inspection  of  elevators  and  all  machin- 
ery connected  therewith,  both  before  and  after  installation. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  bill  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  in 
that  it  provides  for  better  safeguarding  lives  of  persons  operating  and 
traveling  on  elevators  and  therefore  respectfully  recommends  that,  with 
the  following  amendments  the  bill  do  pass.

A  message  from  the  Governor  (Gov.  Mess.  No.  3),  vetoing  House  Bill 
No.  225,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  2221  of  the  Bevised  Laws 
of  1915,  as  amended  by  Act  170  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  relating  to 
Public  Utilities  Commission,**  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows: 


To  the  Legislature: 

As  prescribed  by  Section  49  of  the  Organic  Act,  I  return  herewith, 
disapproved,  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  2221  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of 
Hawaii,  1915,  as  amended  by  Act  170  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  relat- 
ing to  Public  Utilities  Commission.** 

It  is  not  my  duty  to  seek  the  intent  of  the  amended  Act  as  proposed, 
but  to  call  your  attention  to  its  effect. 

It  is  to  be  justly  and  soundly  assumed  that  when  Chapter  128,  Bevised 
Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  entitled :  * '  Public  Utilities  Commission, ' '  Sections 
2221-2240  inclusive,  was  enacted,  there  were  good  and  sufficient  reasons 
for  the  enactment  and  the  financial  support  involved.  The  Act,  in  part, 
reads  as  follows: 


"Section  2221  (in  part).  One  member  shall  also  be  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  commission  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  six  thousand  dollars 
a  year.  The  other  two  members  shall  receive  salaries  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  each  a  year  and  may  be  salaried  officers  of  the  Territory  or  any 
political  division  thereof. 

"Section  2237.  Finances.  All  salaries,  wages  and  expenses,  including 
traveling  expenses,  of  the  commission,  each  commissioner  and  its  officers,, 
assistants  and  employees,  incurred  in  the  performance  or  exercise  of  the 
powers  or  duties  conferred  or  required  by  this  chapter,  may  be  paid  out 
of  any  appropriation  available  for  the  purpose.  Section  2540  of  the 
Bevised  Laws  shall  apply  to  said  commission  and  each  commissioner,  as 
well  as  to  the  supreme  and  circuit  courts  and  the  justices  and  judges 
thereof,  and  all  costs  and  fees  paid  or  collected  hereunder  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  treasury  of  the  Territory  to  the  credit  of  a  special  fund 
to  be  called  the  '  Public  Utilities  Commission  Fund  *  and  which  is  created 
for  the  purpose.  There  shall  also  be  paid  to  the  commission  in  each  of 
the  months  of  March  and  September  in  each  year  by  each  public  utility 
which  is  subject  to  investigation  by  the  commission  a  fee  which  shall 
be  equal  to  one-twentieth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  from  the 
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public  utility  business  carried  on  by  such  public  utility  in  this  Terri- 
tory during  the  preceding  year,  plus  one-fiftieth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  par 
value  of  the  stock  issued  by  such  public  utility  and  outstanding  on  De- 
cember 31  of  the  preceding  year,  if  its  principal  business  is  that  of  per- 
forming public  utility  services  in  this  Territory.  Such  fee  shall  like- 
wise be  deposited  in  the  treasury  to  the  credit  of  said  fund.  The  moneys 
in  said  fund  are  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  all  salaries,  wages  and 
expenses  authorized  or  prescribed  by  this  chapter." 

This  discloses  the  fact  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  not 
supported  by  general  taxation  but  by  fees  as  above  provided.

Prom  the  above  can  be  readily  understood  why  the  Governor  was  dis- 
posed to  delay  the  appointment  of  a  Chairman,  when  a  vacancy  occur- 
red under  the  original  act,  and  awaited  an  opportunity  to  consult  the 
Legislature,  Session  1915,  and  also  from  the  fact  that  Act  135,  S.  L. 
1913,  had  not  been  approved  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which 
fact  limited  the  work  of  the  Commission. 

The  duties  of  the  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  cor- 
respond relatively  to  the  officials  of  the  utility  corporations  with  whom 
they  deal  and  the  corporations  by  legal  fees  imposed  make  it  possible 
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for  the  Territorial  Treasurer  to  moderately  compensate  the  Commis- 
sioners. 

I  cannot  believe  a  departure  from  compensation  is  wise,  just,  or  in 
accordance  with  the  best  interests  of  the  public.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  65, 
which  this  day  passed  Third  Reading  in  the  House  of  Bepresentatives 
of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  Section  1  of  said  Bill,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"Section  1.  Section  1308  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  is 
hereby  amended  as  follows: 

"  'Section  1308.  Income,  how  computed.  The  net  profits  or  income 
of  all  corporations  shall  include  the  amounts  paid  or  payable  to,  or  dis- 
tributed or  distributable  among  shareholders  from  any  fund,  or  used  for 
construction,  enlargement  of  plant,  or  any  other  expenditure  or  in- 
vestment, paid  from  the  net  profits,  made  or  acquired  by  said  corpora- 
tion, during  the  taxation  period  next  preceding. 

"  'In  computing  incomes  the  necessary  expenses  actually  incurred  in 
carrying  on  any  business,  trade,  profession  or  occupation,  or  in  manag- 
ing any  property,  shall  be  deducted,  and  also  all  interest  paid  by  such 
person  or  corporation  on  existing  indebtedness.  And  all  government 
taxes,  and  license  fees,  paid  within  the  taxation  period  next  preceding 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  gains,  profits  or  income  of  the  person  who, 
or  the  corporation  which,  has  actually  paid  the  same,  whether  such  per- 
son or  corporation  be  owner,  tenant  or  mortgagor;  also  all  losses  actually 
sustained  during  the  taxation  period  next  preceding,  incurred  in  trade, 
or  arising  from  losses  by  fire  not  covered  by  insurance,  or  losses  other 
wise  actually  incurred,  and  including  a  reasonable  allowance  for  the  ex- 
haustion, wear  and  tear  of  property  arising  out  of  its  use  or  employment

* '  '  Provided,  further,  that  where  allowable  under  this  chapter,  only  one 
deduction  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  each  taxation  period  shall  be 
made  from  the  aggregate  annual  income  of  all  the  members  of  one  family, 
composed  of  one  or  both  parents  and  one  or  more'  minor  children,  or  hus-

This  bill  proposes  a  drastic  change  particularly  in  relation  to  suits 
against  persons  who  have  automobile  accidents.  It  provides  that  the 
suit  shall  not  only  be  against  the  person  himself,  but,  if  so  desired, 
against  the  machine  causing  the  accident  or  damage.  It  makes  a  judg- 
ment rendered  against  the  machine  prior  to  previously  recorded  mort- 
gages or  leases.  The  result  unquestionably  would  be  to  prevent  the  sale 
of  automobiles  to  a  large  extent,  as  the  majority  of  the  machines  are 
probably  sold  under  a  chattel  mortgage. 

If  the  bill  is  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  action  against  the  machine 
similar  to  proceedings  in  admiralty,  we  do  not  think  the  bill  is  neces- 
sary. If  the  object  sought  is  to  prevent  the  use  of  machines  by  irre- 
sponsible drivers,  then  this  can  be  reached  by  city  and  county  ordinance 
or  by  requiring  all  automobile  drivers  to  put  up  a  bond. 

For  the  reasons  above  indicated,  the  Committee  recommends  the  bill 
be  tabled.

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  126,  entitled:  ''An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  141  of  the  Revised  Laws 
of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  probate  jurisdiction  and  procedure,  by  add- 
ing certain  new  sections  thereto  to  be  known  as  Sections  2506A,  2506B, 
2506C,  2506D,  2506E,  2506F  and  2506G,''  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Under  the  present  laws  relating  to  probate  jurisdiction  and  procedure 
in  a  small  estate  if  an  executor  or  administrator  is  to  be  appointed  and 
the  notice  prescribed  by  the  statute  is  to  be  given,  the  entire  funds  of 
the  estate  might  be  taken  up. 

The  Bill  provides  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  shall  have  authority  to 
collect  and  receive  money  or  funds  owing  to  the  estate  where  the  sum 
does  not  exceed  One  Hundred  Dollars.  The  Clerk  is  required  to  publish 
notice  by  posting  a  notice  at  the  front  entrance  to  the  court  house  of 
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each  circuit.  Creditors  are  required  to  present  their  claims  within  one 
year,  and  the  estate  is  to  be  closed  up  within  a  year. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  a  very  small  estate  the  money  is  ordinarily 
needed  much  more  quickly  than  in  a  large  estate. 

The  Committee  agrees  with  the  intention  of  the  bill  but  thinks  the 
notice  required  runs  to  too  long  a  time.  The  Committee  recommends 
striking  out  the  words  "one  year'*  wherever  they  occur  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "sixty  days.'* 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bill.

The  Committee  finds  that  Francisco  Dina,  while  a  patient  at  the  insane 
asylum,  was  employed  at  the  quarry  of  the  asylum  and  on  direction  of 
one  of  the  lunas  or  guards  took  some  action  which  resulted  in  an  ex- 
plosion of  dynamite  resulting  in  severe  damage  to  one  of  his  eyes  and 
partially  crippling  his  hands. 

Three  Hundred  Dollars, 
is  fair.  The  bill,  however,  does  not  provide  for  a  full  release,  and  the

The  proposed  change  in  the  law  relating  to  the  registration  of  copart- 
nerships is:  Ist,  that  the  registration  shall  be  "within  thirty  days  after 
the  commencement  of  the  business;  2nd.,  if  there  is  a  change  in  the  co- 
partnership or  a  dissolution  thereof,  a  filing  of  a  statement  within  thirty 
days;  and  3rd.,  the  filing  of  annual  statements,  showing  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  copartners,  the  nature  of  the  business,  the  firm  name 
and  place  of  business.  As  it  is  now  there  is  no  possible  way  to  check 
up  changes  in  copartnerships.  There  is  added  a  new  section  penalizing 
failure  to  make  the  necessary  return. 

The  Committee  recommends  several  minor  amendments.  In  Section  2, 
strike  out  the  words  "one  month*'  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"thirty  days"  so  that  it  shall  correspond  with  Section  1;  after  the 
word  "newspaper**  in  Section  3  insert  the  words  "of  general  circula- 
tion." 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bill.

On  enquiry  however  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands, 
the  information  given  was  that  the  water  rights  at  the  water  head  are 
privately  owned,  the  Bishop  Estate,  Mrs.  Maria  King  Estate,  besides 
many  native  kuleana-holders  being  interested  parties,  and  that  the 
government  has  no  water  rights  whatever. 

Under  such  conditions  therefore,  the  majority  of  your  committee  rec- 
ommends that  the  bill  be  tabled.

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The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  Bevision  and  Printing,  having  returned 
Senate  Bill  No.  128,  entitled:  **An  Act  to  provide  a  penalty  for  the 
violation  of  any  rule  or  regulation  made  or  promulgated  by  the  Board  of 
Health  through  its  president  under  Section  1110  of  the  Bevised  Laws 
of  1915,  and  creating  a  new  section  of  said  Bevised  Laws  to  be  known 
and  designated  as  Section  lllOA,"  the  same  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Judiciary.

No.  278A)  to  the  effect  that  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Public  Health  and  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  Committee  on  Public 
Health  had  visited  the  Settlement  at  Molokai,  and  giving  a  report  of 
said  visit.  The  report  was  also  signed  bj  the  Committee  on  Health  of 
the  House  of  Bepresentatives.  The  report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as 
follows:

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Health  after  a  visit  of  investigation 
to  the  Leper  Settlement  at  Kalaupapa,  Molokai,  beg  leave  to  present 
herewith  a  joint  report  of  their  findings. 

On  Saturday,  April  7th,  1917,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  after  visiting  the 
homes  and  several  institutions,  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  new  social 
hall  at  Kalaupapa,  at  which  the  chairman  of  the  meeting,  the  same  be- 
ing the  chairman  of  the  Senate  Health  Committee,  asked  the  inmates  to 
freely  state  any  complaints  or  needs. 

A  certain  Mr.  Joe  da  Souza,  Jr.,  arose  and  stated  that  his  wife  was  in 
the  hospital  and  was  not  receiving  proper  care.  Mr.  da  Souza  was  in- 
structed to  proceed  to  the  hospital  and  that  at  the  close  of  the  meeting 
the  Committee  would  visit  the  hospital  and  investigate  the  case. 

There  being  no  furher  complaints  presented  to  your  Committee,  a 
request  of  a  statement  of  the  wants  was  invited  from  the  inmates. 

These  are  as  follows: 

1st. — ^That  the  weekly  ration  of  poi  be  made  one  of  weight,  viz.:  21 
lbs.  instead  of  by  value. 

2nd. — That  the  clothes  allowance  be  increased  from  $10.00  a  year  to 
not  less  than  $14.00  a  year. 

3rd. — That  an  oculist  be  employed  to  test  the  eyes  of  the  inmates  and 
furnish  glasses  to  those  needing  them. 

4th. — That  an  item  be  inserted  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  over- 
head charges  at  the  Kalaupapa  Store,  these  charges  being,  payroll, 
$3,700.00;  freight,  $7,200.00. 

5th. — That  Act  No.  192  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  be  amended  so 
that  the  unclean  party  as  well  as  the  clean  party  of  a  wedded  couple 
could  secure  a  divorce. 

6th. — That  $15,000.00  be  appropriated  for  a  pump  and  piping  for  fire 
protection. 

7th. — That  a  motor  truck  with  both  passenger  and  freight  body  be 
purchased  to  replace  the  6  or  8  bullock  teams  now  used. 
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8th. — That  an  emergency  appropriation  be  made  to  complete  and  for- 
nieh  the  Bay  View  Home. 

9th. — That  an  appropriation  be  made  of  $36,000.00  for  a  special  week- 
ly 50c.  allowance  to  each  leper. 

The  first  four  wants  of  the  inmates  are  properly  taken  care  of  in  the 
Appropriation  Bill  as  it  left  the  Senate. 

The  fifth  want  cannot  be  amended  by  law  until  an  opinion  has  been 
rendered  in  two  cases  now  pending  in  the  circuit  court. 

The  sixth  want  has  been  inserted  in  the  loan  bill. 

The  seventh  want  is  in  a  special  bill  introduced  in  the  House  by  Hon. 
A.  F.  Tavares. 

The  eighth  want  is  covered  in  Senate  Bill  No.  127. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  9th  want  be  inserted  as  an  item 
in  the  Appropriation  Bill  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  House. 

Members  of  your  Committee,  in  questioning  Mrs.  Joe  da  Souza,  Jr., 
ascertained  from  her  that  she  was  receiving  good  care  and  attention  and 
your  Committee  further  found  that  Mr.  da  Souza  had  frequently  been 
brought  into  court  for  various  charges;  that  he  was  a  troublesome  indi- 
vidual and  that  on  testimony  of  several  of  the  inmates,  was  probably 
mentally  deficient,  and  your  Committee  found  his  charges  were  un- 
founded. 

Your  Committee  wish  to  commend  the  Superintendent,  Doctor,  Sis- 
ters and  Brothers  and  attendants,  as  to  the  way  the  welfare  of  the  in- 
mates and  property  of  the  Settlement  have  been  looked  after,  particu- 
larly considering  the  decrease  in  the  appropriations  for  the  biennial 
period.

The  Bill  proposes  that  if  the  husband  deserts  the  wife,  or  parent  de« 
sorts  a  child,  the  fine  after  conviction  shall  be  paid  to  the  wife  or  to  the 
deserted  child. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  such  cases  the  husband  or  parent  is  told  by 
the  court  that  unless  he  supports  his  wife  or  children  he  will  be  put  into 
prison.  This  method  seems  to  be  working  satisfactorily  and  there  is  no 
reason  for  a  change  of  the  law  unless  there  is  a  complete  re-arrangement 
of  our  system  and  establish  a  court  of  domestic  relations,  which  can 
hardly  be  done  at  the  present  time. 

For  the  reasons  above  indicated,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Bill  be  tabled.

Your  Committee  has  had  this  bill  under  careful  consideration.  The 
majority  of  your  Committee  feels  that  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
United  States  Government  that  there  shall  be  at  least  one  harbor  in 
each  island,  large  enough  and  safe  enough  to  handle  all  deep  sea  com- 
merce of  the  island,  and  under  this  policy  the  United  States  Government 
has  already  committed  itself  to  the  projects  of  Hilo  Harbor  and  Eahului 
Harbor,  respectively;  that  the  object  of  this  bill,  is  a  purely  Federal 
matter  and  that  the  action,  as  sought  for  in  this  bill,  should  be  deferred 
until  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  pass  an  appropriation 
large  enough  to  commence  and  carry  through  to  completion  this  project. 

The  majority  of  your  Committee  are  further  of  the  opinion,  that  if 
the  Territory  should  commit  itself  to  this  undertaking,  that  the  United 
States  Government  may  feel  itself  relieved  of  its  responsibility  of  estab- 
lishing a  deep  sea  port  at  Nawiliwili,  Kauai.

We  find  that  the  breakwater  at  Nawiliwili  is  a  very  needed  and  essen- 
tial improvement  for  the  Island  of  Kauai,  in  as  much  as  ships  have  been 
lost  there  in  recent  years,  and  that  it  is  about  time  something  were 
done  to  protect  lives  and  property. 

Your  Minority  Committee  knows  that  Congress  is  very  backward 
about  appropriating  for  projects  of  this  nature  away  from  the  mainland, 
but  has  had  information  from  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committee  on  Bivers 
and  Harbors  of  the  last  House  of  Bepresentatives,  that,  if  the  people 
of  the  Island  of  Kauai  would  show  their  earnestness  in  this  matter, 
by  commencing  the  undertaking,  there  would  be  no  trouble  in  securing 
the  balance  of  $1,000,000.00  from  Congress  to  complete  the  undertaking. 

A  Besolution  was  adopted  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Kauai 
asking  this  Legislature  to  pass  an  appropriation  out  of  loan  funds  to 
commence  this  project  for  a  breakwater  at  Nawiliwili  of  $200,000.00,  such 
moneys  to  be  refunded  by  the  County  of  Kauai  to  the  Territory  of  Ha- 
waii. 

Your  Minority  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  bill  do 
pass  with  the  following  amendments: 

Insert  at  the  end  of  Section  1,  after  the  word  "Kauai"  the  following: 
"Provided,  however,  that  the  County  of  Kauai  shall  pay  to  the  Ter-

at  the  expiration  of  such  term,  such  par  value;  and  the  Auditor  of  the

No.  405,  entitled:  ''An  Act  to  create  a  trade  and  vocational  school  at 
Lahainaluna,  Maui,"  by  the  House  Education  Committee  as  a  substi- 
tute to  House  Bill  No.  188,  after  carefully  considering  the  same,  begs 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

This  Bill  seeks  to  re-organize  Lahainaluna  School  situate  at  Lahaina, 
Maui  County,  the  oldest  institution  of  learning  in  these  islands,  and  one 
whose  history  has  permeated  into  the  very  life  and  existence  of  this 
country,  while  its  long  illustrious  history  has  ever  been  for  the  uplift- 
ing and  ennobling  of  the  Hawaiian  people.  It  is  now  sought  to  create  a 
new  institution  out  of  it  on  a  higher  and  more  advanced  basis  for  the 
benefit  of  the  younger  and  future  generations  of  this  Territory  who  will 
take  advantage  of  its  beneficient  influences.  The  main  object  of  this 
young  of  Hawaii  will  be  given  a  thorough  and  practical  course  of  in- 
bill  is  to  make  Lahainaluna  a  trade  and  vocational  school  where  the 
struction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanical  arts,  and  the  natural  sciences 
connected  therewith,  and  such  other  branches  of  learning  as  may  be  de- 
vised and  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  hereby  created 
thus  freeing  this  institution  from  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
The  school  has  at  present  under  lease  to  the  Pioneer  Mill  Co.,  of  Laha- 
ina, 276.45  acres  of  agricultural  lands,  thus  leaving  about  34.50  acres 
for  use  by  the  school.  This  is  an  excellent  measure,  one  that  will  not 
fail  to  instill  into  the  minds  of  the  Hawaiians  and  others  the  nobility 
and  grandeur  of  labor.  Formerly  the  school  has  been  almost  self-sup- 
porting, but  that  plan  has  been  found  out  to  be  unworkable. 

The  leading  residents  of  Maui  County  are  heartily  in  favor  of  this 
bill  as  it  has  been  drawn  up  to  suit  their  needs.  The  necessary  appro- 
priation of  $50,000.00  for  maintenance  and  equipment  of  the  school 
is  provided  for  in  Senate  Bill  No.  52  now  in  the  House.

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  plumbing  contractor,  Mr.  E.  W.  Quinn, 
has  only  performed  such  work  as  is  legal  and  in  accordance  with  the 
plumbing  ordinance  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  and  in  strict 
accordance  with  sanitary  regulations. 

Your  Committee  also  finds  that  the  Session  Laws  of  1911,  page  277, 
Section  3,  authorizes  the  work  to  be  performed  by  prison  labor;  that 
prison  labor  has  been  employed  on  the  construction  of  the  penitentiary 
with  such  additional  skilled  mechanics  as  would  be  necessary. 

Your  Committee  finds  that  contracts  have  been  let  for  all  materials 
required  except  in  case  of  emergency  where  such  action  would  have 
been  detrimental  to  the  interest  of  the  Territory. 

Your  Committee  also  finds  that  the  prison  labor  has  so  far  given  as 
satisfactory  results  as  can  be  expected;  and  that  provided  this  con- 
tract is  completed  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $200,000.00,  the  Territory 
will  have  saved  a  sum  equal  to  $50,000.00  by  the  use  of  this  labor  to- 
gether with  saving  on  contracts  made  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

Your  Committee  also  finds  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has 
exercised  due  care  and  diligence  in  the  direction  and  supervision  of 
this  work;  that  the  present  condition  of  the  work  is  entirely  satisfactory.

The  Senate  having  returned  to  the  consideration  of  the  order  of  peti- 
tions, memorials,  and  communications.  Senator  Castle  presented  Senate 
Petition  No.  9  from  W.  B.  Castle  and  twenty-two  others  praying  for 
the  repair  of  the  Tantalus  Boad.  The  Petition  was  read  by  the  Clerk 
as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable 

the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

The  undersigned,  owners  and  holders  of  house  lots  on  Tantalus  Heights, 
Honolulu,  and  others,  respectfully  represent  to  your  Honorable  Body  as 
follows,  to  wit: 

Several  years  ago,  indeed  during  the  reign  of  Kalakaua  and  subse- 
quent thereto,  under  the  Bepublic  of  Hawaii,  and  since  Hawaii  became 
a  part  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Government  sought  to  sell 
house  lots  in  the  high  region  to  the  Southwest,  South  and  East  of  the 
mountain  called  Tantalus  or  **Puu  Ohia,"  in  and  near  the  Makiki  dis- 
trict of  Honolulu.  But  before  the  lots  could  be  sold,  it  became  necessary 
to  open  a  road  or  roads  to  connect  such  lots  with  the  town,  and  the  said 
Government  agreed  to  open  and  maintain  such  road  or  roads.  When 
the  road  was  opened,  nearly  all  of  such  government  lots  were  sold  and 
many  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  expended  by  the  purchasers  in 
improvements  of  all  kinds,  greatly  adding  to  the  value  of  such  lands, 
and  on  which  the  owners  and  holders  have  paid  and  now  continue  to  pay 
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thousands  of  dollars  yearly  in  taxes  upon  this  property,  which,  prior  to 
their  ownership,  was  of  little  or  no  value  to  the  Government. 

Your  petitioners  further  show  that  such  road  or  roads  were  for  a  time 
kept  in  repair  sufficient  for  the  service  required,  but  have  now,  owing  to 
several  causes,  become  useless  and  impassable  except  for  persons  on  foot 
or  horseback.  These  causes  may  be  roughly  classed  as  improper  con- 
struction originally,  absolute  lack  of  care  and  repair,  and  permitting 
certain  improper  uses  thereof.  An  improper  use  which  probably  did 
more  than  any  other  cause  to  ruin  the  road  has  been  the  transportation 
of  heavy  loads  of  **honohono"  and  other  feed  grasses  for  dairies  in 
town,  dependence  on  which  necessitated  the  use  of  the  road  every  day, 
no  matter  what  the  weather,  so  that  in  very  rainy  times  the  road  has 
been  cut  all  to  pieces.  If  the  money  which  was  paid  for  this  material 
had  been  returned  to  the  road,  it  would  have  gone  far  to  maintain 
repairs. 

Your  petitioners  further  show  that  repeated  applications  to  the  authori- 
ties for  relief  have  been  absolutely  disregarded;  nothing  has  been  done, 
and  your  petitioners  have  been  gradually  and  now  finally  deprived  of 
the  use  of  their  said  property. 

They  further  show  that  if  the  Tantalus  road  had  been  kept  in  repair, 
the  drive  up  one  way  and  down  the  other  would  have  constituted  one  of 
the  finest  attractions  for  visitors,  while  the  actual  use  of  the  property 
by  the  owners  would  have  been  conducive  to  health. 

WHEREFORE,  your  petitioners  pray  that  an  appropriation  of  public 
funds  may  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  putting  the  road  in  repair,  at 
least  from  the  junction  of  the  Makiki  Homestead  road  up  to  the  line 
of  the  John  Waterhouse  property,  and  that  petitioners  may  have  a  hear- 
ing before  any  appropriate  committee  of  the  Legislature.

House  Bill  No.  150,  entitled:  ''An  Act  appropriating  the  sum  of  eighteen 
thousand  dollars  ($18,000.00)  for  the  construction  of  an  asphalt  macadam 
road  through  the  homestead  lots  at  Puukapu,  South  Kohala,  Hawaii," 
was  re-referred,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Upon  information  received  from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
your  Committee  finds,  that  the  cost  of  the  work,  to  be  done  under  this 
bill,  will  amount  to  approximately  $8,000.00. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass 
with  the  following  amendments: 

Amend  the  title  to  read  as  follows: 

''Appropriating  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)  for  the 
construction  of  an  asphalt  macadam  road  through  the  homestead  lots 
at  Puukapu,  South  Kohala,  Hawaii." 

Strike  out  in  lines  1  and  2,  Section  1,  the  words  and  figures  "eighteen 
thousand  dollars  ($18,000.00)"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  and 
figures  "nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)." 

Amend  Section  3  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  3.  The  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)  hereby  ap- 
propriated shall  be  disbursed  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor,  based 
upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands,  who  shall 
have  charge  of  the  construction  of  said  road."  ^

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  consist  of  a  Mayor 
and  Six  Supervisors.  The  mayor  shall  be  elected  at  large  and  three 
supervisors  shall  be  elected  from  the  fourth  representative  district  and 
three  from  the  fifth  representative  district.  The  supervisors  so  elected 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  except  at  the  first  election 
after  the  enactment  of  this  charter,  the  supervisor  elected  from  the 
fourth  district  having  the  largest  vote  shall  serve  until  January  1,  1922, 
and  the  two  having  the  smallest  vote  shall  serve  until  January  1,  1920, 
and  the  two  supervisors  elected  from  the  fifth  district  having  the  largest 
vote  shall  serve  until  January  1,  1922,  and  the  one  having  the  smallest 
vote  shall  serve  until  January  1,  1920,  and  thereafter  only  three  super- 
visors shall  be  elected  at  each  election  to  fill  the  respective  vacancies 
caused  by  the  retirement  of  the  members  whose  terms  shall  have  ex- 
pired.' " 

Senator  Castle  moved  that  the  amendment  be  adopted.  This  motion 
was  seconded  by  Senator  Shingle.

Senator  Chillingworth  thereupon  introduced  Senate  Concurrent  Reso- 
lution No.  14,  requesting  the  Congress  to  make  certain  changes  in  the 
land  laws.   The  resolution  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows: 

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

WHEREAS,  the  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  now  in  effect,  relat- 
ing to  homesteading,  have  not  resulted  in  bringing  upon  its  lands  a.  home- 
steading  population  as  contemplated,  but  have  resulted  in  the  cultivation 
of  a  majority  of  the  homestead  lands  by  persons  not  bona  fide  homestead- 
ers, such  cultivation  being  financed  and  encouraged  almost  in  its  entirety 
either  directly  or  indirectly  by  plantation  companies  engaged  in  the 
cultivation  of  sugar  cane;  and 
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WHEREAS,  unless  some  remedy  is  afforded,  the  remaining  Public 
Domain  of  the  Territory  subject  to  homesteading  under  the  present  laws, 
will  be  alienated  without  benefit  to  the  citizens  of  the  Territory,  and  the 
Territory  will  be  deprived  of  its  lands  and  a  large  potential  income 
therefrom  without  adequate  public  benefit  or  financial  return;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  bona  fide  home- 
steaders upon  the  Public  Domain  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  it  is 
deemed  expedient  and  necessary  that  all  applications  for  homesteading 
be  made  through  a  Board  or  Commission  authorized  and  empowered  to 
ascertain  and  determine  whether  or  not  lands  should  be  allotted  under 
such  applications;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  enable  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to  obtain  a  fuU 
and  adequate  compensation  for  its  Public  Domain,  it  is  necessary  that 
portions  of  it  be  disposed  of  by  lease  or  otherwise,  in  large  units,  in  order 
to  encourage,  foster  and  make  possible  the  institution  and  continuance 
of  agricultural  enterprise,  under  terms  and  conditions  that  wiU  result  in 
the  payment  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  of  rental  value  commensurate 
with  the  value  of  the  lands;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii,  as  necessary  for  the  biennial  period  provided  in 
said  appropriation,  moneys  in  excess  of  $6,000,000,  a  sum  far  in  excess 
of  the  resources  of  the  Territory,  and  that  can  only  be  raised  through  a 
large  increase  of  the  tax  rate;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  declaration  of  war  between  the  United  States  and 
the  Empire  of  Germany  will  make  necessary  the  raising  of  large  funds 
for  federal  purposes  in  excess  of  the  normal  funds  required  by  the 
country,  which  said  excess  will  be  obtained  by  additional  taxes  and 
burdens  upon  all  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  including  the  people 
of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  war  strength  of  the  National  Guard  of  Hawaii,  in  the 
event  the  same  is  recruited  thereto,  is  approximately  9,000  men,  which, 
upon  the  withdrawal  of  any  appreciable  number  of  the  regular  army 
garrison  of  the  Territory,  would  not  be  more  than  sufficient  to  safely 
guard  the  interests  of  the  Territory,  the  cost  of  which  recruited  National 
Guard,  if  the  same  is  used  for  purely  local  protection,  would  have  to  be 
borne  by  the  Territory  at  an  expense  of  approximately  6,000  dollars  a 
day;  and 

WHEREAS,  changes  in  the  present  land  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Ha- 
waii can  only  be  effected  through  legislative  action  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  and  it  is  hereby 
requested  to  amend  or  change  the  Land  Laws  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii, 
as  follows: 

(a)  So  that  all  applications  for  homesteads  shall  be  made  to  the 
Land  Board  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  and  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
homestead  right,  be  approved  by  said  Land  Board; 

(b)  So  that  the  Land  Commissioner  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  by 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  upon  the  application  of  the  Land 
Board  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  Janu- 
ary of  each  year,  shall  set  aside  for  homesteading  lands  sufficient  to 
accommodate  all  bona  fide  homesteader-applicants  therefor; 

(c)  So  that  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  upon  application  of  the  Land 
Board,  and  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor  and 
Land  Commissioner  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  may  lease,  in  such  tracts 
or  areas  as  said  Land  Board,  Governor  and  Land  Commissioner  may  deem 
advisable,  and  upon  such  rental  and  for  such  term  of  years,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  years,  as  said  Board  and  said  Governor  may  determine  to 
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be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Territory,  so  much  of  the  Public  Domain 
of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  as  is  not  necessary  to  accommodate  home- 
steaders as  aforesaid,  all  leases  of  said  lands  as  aforesaid,  to  be  sold  at 
pablic  aaction,  and  to  provide  among  such  other  reasonable  covenants, 
and  to  provide  among  such  other  reasonable  covenants,  as  the  Land 
Board,  Governor  and  Land  Commissioner  may  determine,  that  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  leasehold  tenure,  or  any  extension  thereof,  (which  ex- 
tension shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  time  necessary  to  mature  and  harvest 
crops  growing  at  the  time  said  leases  expire  by  limitation)  all  improve- 
ments and  betterments  of  every  kind  and  nature  shall  revert  to  and 
become  the  property  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

AND  BE  IT  FUBTHEB  BESOLVED,  that  copies  of  this  Besolution, 
duly  certified,  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 
to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bep- 
resentativee  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  to  the  Territorial 
Delegate  to  said  Congress,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of  the 
United  States.

rent Besolution  No.  14. 

At  4:50  o'clock  p.  m.,  upon  motion  by  Senator  Chillingworth,  duly  sec- 
onded and  carried,  the  Senate  adjourned  to  1:00  o'clock  p.  m.,  Monday, 
April  16,  1917.

Sir: — Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which  was  referred 
Senate  Bill  No.  93,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  provide  a  sewer  and  cesspool 
pumping  fund  for  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  by  an  additional  tax 
on  real  and  personal  property  therein,  and  forbidding  the  charging  of 
rates  or  fees  for  sewer  and  cesspool  pumping  services,"  begs  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  has  had  this  bill  under  careful  consideration  and  rec- 
ommends  the  passage  of  the  bill  amended  to  read  as  hereto  appended: 

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  bill  as  originally  introduced  provided 
for  a  free  sewer  and  garbage  system  by  a  tax  levy  of  one  and  5/10th8 
mills.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  extra  tax  rate  of  one 
and  5/lOths  mill  at  the  present  time  is  inadvisable  and  has  offered 
amendments  eliminating  free  garbage  from  the  bill  and  providing  for  a 
free  sewer  and  cesspool  pumping  service,  with  a  special  tax  rate  of  6/10 
mills  made  up  as  follows: 

Interest  and  sinking  fund  on  Sewer  Bonds  charged  to  the  City  and 
County  at  present,  amounts  to  $20,389.71;  rate  to  produce  this  amount, 
2/10  mills.  Yearly  operating  cost  of  sewers,  $30,000.00;  rate  necessary 
to  produce,  3/10  mills.  Yearly  operating  cost  of  cesspool  pumping,  $10,- 
000.00;  rate  necessary  to  produce,  1/10  mills;  making  a  total  of  6/10th8 
mills  on  a  taxable  property  valuation  of  $100,000,000.00. 


AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  A  SEWER  AND  CESSPOOL  PUMPING  FUND 
FOR  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  HONOLULU  BY  AN  ADDI- 
TIONAL TAX  ON  REAL  AND  PERSONAL  PROPERTY  THERE- 
IN,  AND  FORBIDDING  THE  CHARGING  OF  RATES  OR  FEES 
FOR  SEWER  AND  CESSPOOL  PUMPING  SERVICE. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  tbe  LeglBlatnre  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

SECTION  1.  In  addition  to  all  other  rates  or  taxes  upon  real  and  per- 
sonal property  within  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  the  tax  assessor 
for  the  taxation  division  in  which  such  city  and  county  is  located  shall 
add  each  year  a  rate  of  6/lOths  mills  to  be  taxed  upon  such  real  and  per- 
sonal property  for  the  support  of  a  free  sewer  and  cesspool  pumping  sys- 
tem within  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu. 

SECTION  2.  All  moneys  collected  from  such  additional  rate  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  at  the 
end  of  each  and  every  month  and  by  him  kept  in  a  special  sewer  and 
cesspool  pumping  fund. 

SECTION  3.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  shall 
set  aside  each  year  from  said  fund  sufficient  moneys  for  interest  and 
sinking  fund  on  the  outstanding  thirty  year  sewer  bonds  and  shall  make 
a  part  payment  on  the  principal  of  said  bonds  so  that  the  entire  out- 
standing issue  of  said  bonds  may  be  retired,  both  principal  and  interest, 
at  the  time  for  payment  of  said  bonds. 

SECTION  4.   After  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  3  hereof  have

We  believe  that  it  will  also  be  of  benefit  to  people  living  in  the  outside 
districts,  and  assist  them  in  purchasing  goods  at  much  more  reduced 
prices. 

Although  a  number  of  wholesalers  of  the  city  object  to  the  granting 
short  term  licenses,  as  provided  for  in  this  bill,  yet  we  feel  that  it  will 
not  interfere  in  their  rights  in  doing  business,  and  think  that  it  would 
be  of  more  benefit  to  the  majority  of  the  peddlers  and  the  community 
at  large.

Under  Sections  503  and  504  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  as 
amended  by  Act  136  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture and  Forestry  is  empowered  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
and  concerning  inspection,  quarantine,  disinfection  or  destruction  of  ani- 
mals, but  has  never  exercised  its  powers,  although  it  has  tested  cattle 
for  bovine  tuberculosis,  and  destroyed  the  same  when  found  to  be  afflict- 
ed, with  the  consent  of  the  dairy  owners  of  the  Territory. 

During  the  years  from  1910  to  1916  inclusive,  out  of  a  total  of  36,261 
cattle  tested,  a  total  of  1616  head  were  found  to  be  infected  with  bovine

tuberculosis  and  destroyed,  without  direct  compensation  on  the  part  of 
the  Territory  to  the  owners  thereof. 

This  Bill  seeks  to  make  it  compulsory  that  all  dairy  cattle  within 
the  Territory,  more  than  six  months  old  shall  be  tested  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Forestry  for  bovine  tuberculosis;  and  also  to  provide 
for  the  indemnification  to  the  owners  thereof  of  all  cattle  so  tested  and 
ordered  destroyed. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  passage  of  the  Bill. 


Upon  motion  by  Senator  Hind,  seconded  by  Senator  Mikaele,  the  report 
was  adopted.   The  Bill  thereupon  passed  Second  Reading. 

Senator  Quinn,  for  the  Select  Committee  of  Senators  from  Oahu,  pre- 
sented a  report  (Spl.  Com.  Rep.  No.  12),  recommending  that  Senate  Bill 
No.  103,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  authorize  William  B.  Lymer  and  A.  W. 
Mather,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  or  such  corporation  as 
may  be  organized  by  them  to  establish  and  conduct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate, an  automobile  bus  line  or  lines  upon  and  along  certain  streets  and 
highways  in  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  Territory  of  Hawaii,"  be 
passed  with  certain  amendments.  The  report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as 
follows: 

To  the  Honorable  Charles  F.  Chillingworth, 
President  of  the  Senate  of  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii. 

Your  Special  Committee,  being  the  Oahu  Delegation  of  Senators,  and 
comprised  of  Senators  Quinn,  Chairman;  Shingle,  Correa,  Pacheco,  Castle 
and  the  President,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  103,  after  due 
deliberation  and  consideration,  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  passage  of 
said  bill  with  the  following  amendments: 

(a)  Section  3,  sub-section  13  to  l>e  amended  by  adding  the  following 
provision : 

''Provided,  however,  that  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  bus  line  in 
operation  on  definite  and  regular  schedule  prior  to  March  31,  1917, 
which  complies  with  the  same  provisions  as  to  furnishing  bonds  and 
payment  of  percentages  of  gross  receipts  provided  by  this  Act  to  apply 
to  the  grantees  herein.'' 

(b)  By  inserting  a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  4  immediately 
after  Section  3  of  said  bill,  reading  as  follows: 

**  SECTION  4.  On  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year  there  shall  be 
payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  for  and 
on  behalf  of  such  City  and  County,  two  and  one-half  per  centum  of  the 
gross  receipts  of  said  grantees  realized  from  the  operation  of  any  and 
all  bus  lines  under  the  terms  of  this  Act." 

(c)  By  striking  out  the  figure  *  *  4  "  from  the  present  heading  '  *  Section

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Makekau,  seconded  by  Senator  Cooke,  the 
report  was  adopted.  Senate  Bill  No.  103  thereupon  passed  Second 
Reading,  as  amended. 

The  Senate  having  returned  to  the  consideration  of  the  Order  of  Reso- 
lutions, Senator  Makekau  presented  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No. 
15,  calling  upon  the  Congress  to  enact  a  prohibition  law  for  the  Territory. 
The  resolution  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows: 

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

WHEREAS,  for  some  time  past  there  has  been  a  growing  sentiment 
among  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  in  favor  of  the  prohibition 
of  the  importation,  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
Territory,  except  for  medicinal,  sacramental,  mechanical  and  scientific 
purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  existence  of  a  state  of  war  between  the  United  States 
and  Germany  has  increased  the  need  of  such  prohibition;  and 

WHEREAS,  several  bills  intended  to  accomplish  such  purpose  have 
been  introduced  in  the  Legislature  of  this  Territory  at  the  present  ses- 
sion, and  after  careful  and  extended  consideration  have  been  rejected, 
largely  because  of  contentions  that  such  bills  if  enacted  into  law  would 
be  invalid  on  account  of  an  alleged  want  of  power  in  the  Legislature 
to  enact  the  same  under  the  provisions  of  the  Organic  Act  of  the  Terri- 
tory; and 

WHEREAS,  insufficient  time  remains  in  the  present  session  of  the 
Legislature  to  prepare  and  enact  another  bill  providing  for  such  prohi- 
bition that  would  be  valid  in  case  the  Legislature  could  enact  a  bill  of 
any  kind  that  would  be  adequate  for  such  purpose  and  at  the  same  time 
ralid;  Now,  Therefore,  Be  It 

BECOLVED  by  the  Senate  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the  House  of 
Bepresentativ^s  concurring,  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be 
and  it  is  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  enact  a  law  for  such  prohibi- 
tion in  this  Territory.

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Makekau,  seconded  by  Senator  Mikaele, 
the  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary.

Third  Reading  of  House  Bill  No.  133,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend 
Section  2068  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  peddlers. ' ' 
The  Bill  was  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk. 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Makekau,  seconded  by  Senator  Pacheco,  fur- 
ther action  on  the  Bill  was  deferred  until  Wednesday,  April  18,  1917. 

Third  Reading  of  House  Bill  No.  389,  entitled:  "An  Acr*to  amend 
Section  137  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  as  amended  by  Act 
20  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  as  amended  by  Act  20  of  the 
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Session  Laws  of  1915,  relating  to  holidays."  The  Bill  was  read  through- 
out by  the  Clerk. 

Upon  motion  by  Senator  Correa,  seconded  by  Senator  Makekau,  the 
Bill  was  ordered  tabled. 

At  1:50  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  Senate  retired  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives for  the  purpose  of  meeting  in  joint  session  to  receive  a  message 
from  the  Governor. 

The  Governor  appearing  at  2:00  o'clock  p.  m.  delivered  his  message 
(Gov.  Mess.  No.  5),  as  follows: 

Territory  of  Hawaii, 

Executive  Chamber, 

Honolulu,  April  16,  1917. 

The  Honorable  President  of  the  Senate, 
The  Honorable  Speaker  of  the  House,  and 

Members  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

Gentlemen: — Some  sixty  days  ago  the  prospects  of  Honolulu  and  the 
Territory  for  a  rapidly  increasing  visiting,  seasonal,  and  residential 
population  of  leisure  and  independent  means  was  very  flattering.  The 
prices  at  which  residential  lots  sold  in  near  subdivisions  gave  a  basis  for 
calculation  in  estimating  the  prospective  values  of  the  areas  at  Waikiki 
that  could  be  drained,  reclaimed,  streets  planned  and  construction  under- 
taken and  all  desirable  utilities  provided.  The  rapidity  of  the  sale  and 
occupancy  of  such  residence  lots  gave  an  idea  of  the  rate  of  progress  of 
reclamation  that  would  be  prudent  from  a  financial,  civic  and  rational 
real  estate  point  of  view. 

One  civic  point  of  view  is  the  urgency  of  preserving  our  present  great 
asset,  the  Waikiki  beach.  Waikiki  beach  cannot  be  refined,  made  sani- 
tary or  preserved  so  long  as  the  surface  drainage,  contaminated  and  dis- 
rolored,  of  hillsides,  flats  and  valleys  from  Punchbowl  to  Palolo  Valley 
inclusive  drain  on  to  Waikiki  beach,  disfiguring  it  permanently.  Shift- 
ing the  discharge  a  short  distance  to  the  right  or  left  will  not  do  away 
with  the  offensive  conditions.  The  entire  surface  drainage  must  be  in- 
tercepted and  delivered  over  the  reef  into  deep  water  where  the  current 
sets  toward  the  west. 

There  is  a  known  normal  flow  of  one  hundred  and  sixteen  million 
gallons  daily  and  probably  much  more  from  this  district.  In  downpours 
the  quantities  rapidly  increase  in  volume.  In  the  recent  kona  the  engi- 
neer of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  estimated  the  rainfall  in  the 
district  to  have  largely  exceeded  one  billion  gallons  per  twenty-four 
hours,  while  the  Bureau  of  Hydrography  estimated  it  as  two  billion  gal- 
lons. With  the  present  means  of  determining,  accuracy  as  to  volumes 
is  hardly  to  be  expected. 

The  keynote  of  the  whole  proposition  is  a  drainage  canal  or  lagoon,  so 
placed  that  the  surface  grades  lead  to  the  canal  draining  the  entire  area 
mauka  of  Kalakaua  Avenue.  The  location  of  the  canal  must  be  such  as 
will  permit  every  advantage  to  be  taken  in  utilizing  the  slight  grade  of 
the  land. 

While  it  is  not  intended  to  run  any  sewerage  into  the  canal,  a  sewer- 
age plan  should  be  adopted  that  would  run  along  the  lines  of  the  drain- 
age canal  and  deliver  the  sewerage  into  the  sea  at  the  drainage  outlet 
beyond  the  reef,  so  no  sewerage  could  work  back  on  to  the  beach,  the 
current  being  toward  the  west. 

The  lands  involved  are  owned  by  approximately  one  hundred  and  sev- 
enteen owners,  more  or  less.    To  undertake  to  condemn  each  piece  of 
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property  would  be  expensive  and  occasion  intolerable  delay.  There 
needs  to  be  absolute  cooperation  between  the  landowners  and  the  gov- 
ernment. Both  should  take  a  broad  view,  such  as  other  communities 
and  cities  have  taken.  The  work  should  be  done  gradually  as  groups 
of  owners  desire  and  material  conditions  indicate  wise  and  proper. 

The  government  must  present  some  inducements  that  affect  the  whole 
ownership  of  the  Waikiki  reclaimable  lands  and  reduce  the  cost  as  much 
as  possible. 

The  Territory  of  Hawaii  owns  86.65  acres,  the  canal  or  lagoon  has  an 
area  of  60.84  acres,  the  proposed  eighty  foot  botdevard  on  the  makai 
side  of  the  lagoon  18.36  acres,  and  the  proposed  eighty  foot  boulevard  on 
the  mauka  side  18.73  acres.  By  exchanges,  the  government  should  be 
able  to  secure  ownership  of  the  lands  covering  the  canal  and  boulevards 
approximating  97.93  acres,  against  which  the  government  owns  86.65 
acres  and  must  purchase  11.28  acres. 

The  government  should  contribute  this  area  without  any  charge  what- 
soever to  the  property  owners.  The  government  should  fill  the  areas 
involved  in  the  two  eighty-foot  boulevards  without  charge  to  the  prop- 
erty owners.  As  the  boulevards  impinge  on  owners'  property  on  only 
one  side,  the  government  should  bear  its  just  proportion  of  the  paving 
of  the  boulevards  and  also  the  entire  cost  of  the  sidewalks  and  retaining 
walls  of  the  outer  side  of  the  lagoon  or  canal.  By  such  a  contribution 
to  the  land  owners,  they  should  eagerly  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
government  to  effectuate  it,  otherwise  there  can  be  no  modern,  high- 
class  city. 

As  in  all  other  projects,  the  owners  will  have  to  provide  streets  other 
than  the  boulevards  and  utilities  as  a  fundamental  necessity  to  opening 
up  their  property. 

The  fill,  which  ranges  from  4%  feet  down  to  3  feet,  can  be  most 
economically  made  by  taking  and  distributing  the  dredging  from  the 
proposed  drainage  canal. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  think  that  the  owners  must  be  hurried  in  this  recla- 
mation, for  the  funds  can  be  secured  and  work  be  done  over  a  compara- 
tively long  period  of  years.  In  order  to  give  the  owners  an  opportunity 
to  turn  over  and  dispose  of  such  of  their  lands  as  they  desire,  the  gov- 
ernment could  stipulate  that  for  ten  years  after  the  fill  and  utilities  were 
established  the  owners  should  be  charged  only  interest  ,and  that  the  pay- 
ments on  principal  be  covered  in  the  balance  of  the  bond  term. 

I  must  confess  after  twelve  years'  study,  in  which  I  have  contributed 
most  liberally  of  my  private  time  and  money,  I  see  no  other  way  of 
securing  the  voluntary  coordination  of  the  land  owners. 

It  is  imperative  that  a  fixed  and  unchangeable  plan  of  streets  be 
adopted  and  adopted  quickly.  The  one  before  you  I  believe  to  be  the 
proper  and  rational  one.  You  can  see  the  privately  laid-out  roads  in  pri- 
vate subdivisions  upset  all  harmony.  Royal  Grove  and  Ainahau  may 
satisfy  present  conditions  and  owners,  but  they  do  not  fit  into  a  broad 
plan  which  really  would  add  certain  values  to  their  property. 

This  scheme  is  not  intended  to  disturb  any  agricultural  or  garden 
lands  mauka  of  the  proposed  canal.  They  are  involved  ultimately,  but 
only  when  there  is  a  practical  demand  for  that  area  that  surpasses 
their  garden  value. 

I  think  there  should  be  a  commission  representing  the  Territory  and 
city,  including  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  City  Engineer, 
Land  Commissioner,  Territorial  Treasurer,  Attorney  General,  a  suitable 
representative  of  the  beach  owners  and  a  representative  of  the  land 
owners  to  be  selected  by  themselves.  The  Executive  of  the  Territory 
should  be  represented  on  the  commission. 

This  Commission  should  be  given  authority,  and  be  provided  with  suf- 
ficient funds,  to  make  the  necessary  surveys,  plans  and  estimates,  and 
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also  to  secure,  to  the  extent  possible,  the  necessary  agreements  with  the 
land  owners.  Said  commission  should  be  instruct^  to  prepare  and 
present  a  detailed  report  and  comprehensive  scheme  to  the  Tenth  Legis- 
lature, Session  of  1919. 

If  this  Legislature  will  so  direct,  the  Attorney  Oeneral  will  draw  the 
necessary  Act. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  attempt  this  drainage  proposition  until  the 
Territory,  by  exchanges,  has  title  to  the  imperatively  necessary  land  for 
canal  and  boulevards.  The  idea  is  to  dredge,  until  more  material  is 
required  for  filling  owners'  lands,  only  half  the  width  (and  a  fraction 
only  of  the  ultimate  depth)  of  the  canal  from  the  reef  off  Ala  Moana  to 
Kapahulu  Road,  an  approximate  length  of  13,400  feet  by  125  feet  in 
width  by  10  feet  in  depth. 

I  trust  you  may  see  your  way  clear  to  broadly  rescue  and  beautify 
this  part  of  Honolulu  and  gradually  get  the  land  owners  out  of  mud  and 
water. 

It  would  seem  that  Honolulu  may  shortly  obtain  at  almost  no  cash  cost 
great  and  distinguishing  improvements. 

Two  years  ago,  I  requested  the  assistance  of  the  Legislature  in  further- 
ing a  Civic  Center  by  urging  action  favoring  the  Irwin  site  for  the 
F^eral  Building.  The  Governor  never  for  a  moment  let  up  on  the  effort, 
and  several  gentlemen  were  equally  insistent,  and  one  finally  turned  the 
trick  for  the  Irwin  site. 

Assistant  Secretary  Newton,  in  calling  on  Her  Majesty  Liliuokalani, 
requested  her  advice,  which  she  gave  concisely  and  to  the  point — "Keep 
your  public  buildings  grouped  togetlier."  This  advice  may  weU  be  re- 
spected, for  it  is  sound. 

On  the  eighteenth  day  of  January,  1916,  negotiations  were  begun  for 
securing  the  properties  in  Judiciary  Square  so  that  the  Government 
might  own  the  entire  block.  Instead  of  calling  on  the  Legislature  for 
the  funds,  it  was  expected,  through  transactions  covering  30,000  or  more 
square  feet  of  land  mauka  of  Allen  Street,  between  Alakea  and  the  exten- 
sion of  Bishop  Street,  that  the  desired  land  could  be  secured.  To  free 
the  Allen  Street  land,  it  is  necessary  to  exchange  30,000  feet  of  land  Ewa 
of  the  extension  of  Bishop  Street  for  the  Federal  owned  30,000  square 
feet  Waikiki  of  said  Bishop  Street.  These  exchanges  require  action 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  papers  have  been  in 
Washington  some  weeks. 

The  tremendous  pressure  of  war  has  made  us  hesitate,  but  on  Saturday 
afternoon  last  we  cabled  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  words  to  Washing- 
ton trying  to  hasten  action  by  the  President. 

When  we  shall  have  secured  the  Civic  Center  other  projects  and  im- 
provements will  naturally  follow. 

I  trust  it  will  be  your  ambition  to  make  your  Capital  City,  Honolulu, 
all  it  should  be,  not  only  for  our  own  reputation,  but  from  every  advanced 
point  of  view. 

Should  you  desire  to  make  any  inquiries  at  this  time,  I  should  be 
pleased  to  answer  them.

ness; to  provide  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
to  provide  for  a  fire  marshal  and  define  his  duties,  and  to  repeal  all  exist- 
ing laws  relating  to  insurance,''  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  foUows:

282)  ,  returning  Senate  Bill  No.  90,  entitled:  ''An  Act  making  an  appro- 
priation by  way  of  advancement  out  of  the  general  revenues  for  the 
completion  of  roads  in  and  to  the  homestead  tract  in  the  District  of 
Makawao,  County  of  Maui,  to  be  reimbursed  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
aales  of  homesteads,  in  said  district,"  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  as  follows:

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  Senate  have  under  considera- 
tion various  bills  relating  to  roads  and  use  of  public  monies  in  the  con- 
struction of  roads. 

With  the  proposed  increase  in  taxes,  the  counties  are  going  to  be 
largely  benefited. 

This  bill  provides  an  additional  tax  for  Territorial  highways,  the  sum 
to  be  expended  largely  under  the  control  of  the  central  highways  com- 
mission. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  the  bill  at  which  arguments  were  heard 
for  and  against  the  bill. 

The  Committee,  however,  feels  that  if  our  taxes  are  to  be  increased 
and  a  new  system  is  going  to  be  worked  out  for  the  spending  of  public 
monies  in  the  construction  of  roads,  that  the  counties  should  be  given 
another  two  years  in  which  to  make  good  under  the  increased  taxation. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  bill  be  tabled.

No.  113,  entitled:  *'An  Act  to  amend  Act  106  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1915,  being  *An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  45  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Ha- 
waii, 1915,  relating  to  Immigration,  Labor  and  Statistics,'  by  adding 
thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  646A,"  begs  leave  to  report 
as  follows: 

In  the  session  of  1915  as  part  of  the  Immigration  Law  an  act  was 
passed  authorizing  the  Board  of  Immigration  from  time  to  time  to  spend 
money  from  its  appropriation  as  the  board  may  deem  best  for  the  tem- 
porary relief  of  indigent,  suffering  or  helpless  persons.  It  was  not  con- 
fined to  immigrants.  The  sum  or  sums  were  to  be  administered  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Immigration,  Labor  and  Statistics,  under  the  advice 
and  approval  of  the  Governor.  This  was  intended  to  apply  to  the 
relief  of  immigrants  but  under  the  technical  wording  of  the  Act  sums 
were  diverted  to  purposes  not  intended  by  the  Legislature. 

The  bill  seeks  to  repeal  the  act.  The  Committee,  however,  feels  that 
it  would  be  a  mistake  to  repeal  the  act  for  there  are  times  when  the 
Board  of  Immigration  in  its  wisdom  ought  to  have  the  authority  to  re- 
lieve immigrants.  The  expenditure  should  be  confined  to  immigrants 
and  should  be  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Board  of  Immigration 
and  the  Board  of  Immigration  should  not  be  ignored  as  it  has  been  during 
the  past  two  years. 

The  Committee  recommends  striking  out  the  words  in  the  title  '*by 
adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  646A." 

Amend  Section  1  to  read  as  follows:  "Section  1.  The  first  section  of 
Act  106  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  amending  Chapter  45  of  the  Bevised 
Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  'Section 
1.  Chapter  45  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  645A  reading  as 
follows:  'Section  645A.  The  Board  may  from  time  to  time  set  aside 
and  expend  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  from  its  appropriation  as  it  may 
deem  best  for  the  temporary  relief  of  indigent,  suffering  or  helpless  im- 
migrants; which  sum  or  sums  shall  be  administered  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Immigration,  Labor  and  Statistics  under  the  advice  and  approval  of 
the  Board.'  " 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bill.

Senator  Castle,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  presented  a  report 
(Stand.  Com.  Rep.  No.  323),  recommending  that  Senate  Bill  No.  129, 
entitled:  "An  Act  to  provide  prison  labor  for  public  works  in  Kapio- 
lani  Park,  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,"  be  passed  with  certain  amend- 
ments.  The  report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows:

Honorable  Charles  F.  Chillingworth, 
President  of  the  Senate. 

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Bill 
No.  129,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  provide  prison  labor  for  public  work  in 
Kapiolani  Park,  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,"  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

Kapiolani  Park  and  the  Tantalus  Road,  although  both  should  be  among 
the  greatest  of  tourist  assets,  are  today  in  disgraceful  condition.  With 
the  numerous  frontage  tax  improvements  being  carried  on  in  Honolulu 
and  with  the  limited  funds  at  the  disposition  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors the  park  and  the  Tantalus  Road  have  been  neglected.  It  does 
not  seem  possible  to  put  into  decent  condition  either  the  park  or  Tan- 
talus Road  without  calling  upon  prison  labor. 
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The  Committee  recommends  amending  the  title  by  inserting  after  the 
word  *'Kapiolani  Park"  the  words  **and  Tantalus  Eoad*'; 

Insert  in  Section  1  after  the  words  '^Kapiolani  Park"  the  words  '*or 
Tantalus  Road"; 

The  Bill  proposes  that  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  seventy- 
five  Territorial  prisoners  should  be  placed  on  such  work.  The  maximum 
amount  is  unquestionably  high  enough  but  it  may  be  that  the  minimum 
amount  is  not  low  enough,  for  it  is  conceivable  that  at  some  time  it  will 
be  necessary  to  put  only  ten  or  twenty  men  at  work. 

The  Committee  recommends  amending  the  word  "twenty-five"  in 
line  5  of  Section  1  to  read  *Hen". 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bill. 


Upon  motion  by  Senator  Castle,  seconded  by  Senator  Kamauoha,'  the 
report  was  adopted.  Senate  Bill  No.  129  thereupon  passed  Second  Read- 
ing as  amended.

At  the  end  of  renumbered  Section  7,  strike  out  the  word  * '  in  said  Dis- 
trict of  Hamakua";

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii  is  hereby  granted  the  power  to  order  said  association,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  to  make  extensions  of  its  service  lines  whenever  it  shall 
be  made  to  appear  that  8ai<l  extension  is  a  public  necessity  and  that  the 
total  plant  of  said  association,  including  such  extension  or  extensions, 
can  be  made  to  earn  a  reasonable  profit  on  the  cost  and  maintenance  of 
the  same;  provided  that  all  orders  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
herein  provided  for  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  courts  of  the  Ter-

SECTION  15.  The  right  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine 
if  operations  hereunder  are  not  commenced  by  beginning  the  construc- 
tion of  buildings  or  other  work  for  manufacturing  or  supplying  electric 
current  for  light  or  power,  or  by  placing  poles  and  wiring  the  same,  or 
constructing  conduits  and  laying  wires  therein,  in  any  of  the  streets, 
roa<ls  or  other  places,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  electric  current  for 
light  and  power,  and  shall  have  actually  expended  in  such  work  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  within  one  year  from 
and  after  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Act  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States.** 

"SECTION  16.  That  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the  County  of  Ha- 
waii, or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  may  at  any  time  and  upon 
six  months*  notice  in  writing  to  the  association,  given  pursuant  to  proper 
authority,  when  so  authorized  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Ha- 
waii, acquire  by  purchase  all  the  property  of  the  association,  subject  to 
the  then  existing  charges  thereon. 

The  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  association  for  such  purchase  shall  be 
determined  by  a  commission  of  three  persons,  one  to  be  appointed  by 
the  association,  or  in  case  it  should  fail  to  do  so  within  thirty  days  after 
having  been  requested  to  do  so  by  the  purchaser,  then  by  the  chief 
justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Hawaii,  one  by  the  purchaser,  and  the 
third  by  the  two  so  appointed,  or  in  case  they  should  fail  to  agree  upon 
the  third  member  within  thirty  days,  then  by  said  chief  justice,  any 
such  action  by  the  chief  justice  to  be  taken  only  after  giving  to  each 
party  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  but  such  amount  shall  in 
no  case  exceed  the  actual  cost  or  the  actual  value  of  the  tangible  prop- 
erty, or  the  actual  cost  of  reproducing  or  replacing  it,  less  depreciation 
and  less  the  charges  thereon.  The  value  of  the  franchise  or  good-will 
or  any  other  intangible  element  shall  not  be  considered  in  determining 
the  amout  to  be  paid. 

Either  the  association  or  the  purchaser  may  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Hawaii  from  the  decision  of  such  commission  by  filing  a  writ- 
ten notice  of  appeal  with  the  commission  within  five  days  after  the 
decision  is  rendered.  It  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  commission 
immediately  to  certify  up  to  the  Supreme  Court  the  record  of  its  proceed- 
ings, showing  in  such  certificate  the  valuation  claimed  by  the  associa- 
tion, the  value  claimed  by  the  purchaser,  and  the  valuation  as  deter- 
mined by  the  commission.  Such  certificate  shall  be  accompanied  by 
copies  of  all  papers,  documents,  and  evidence  upon  which  the  decision 
of  the  commission  was  based,  and  a  copy  of  such  decision.    Upon  any 
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such  appeal,  the  supreme  court  may,  in  its  behalf,  take  or  require  further 
evidence  to  be  introduced  by  either  party. 

Within  six  months  after  the  determination  of  the  purchase  price  as 
aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  association,  and  thereupon  the 
franchise  granted  hereby  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  all  the  prop- 
erty of  said  association  shall  become  the  property  of  such  purchaser 
without  any  further  conveyance,  but  said  association  shall  make  all  such 
further  conveyances  as  may  be  desired  by  the  purchaser  and  approved 
by  said  commission  or  said  court  on  appeal."

Sir: — ^Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
91,  introduced  in  the  House  by  Hon.  Ed.  K.  Fernandez,  and  entitled  "An 
Act  to  amend  Section  1017  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating 
to  licenses  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery,"  begs  to  report  that  this 
bill  has  had  careful  consideration  by  your  Committee;  a  hearing  was  had 
on  the  iubject  matter  of  the  bill,  at  which  hearing  arguments  were  heard 
for  and  against  the  bill. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  your  Committee  that  the  bill  should 
become  law.  There  is  no  provision  at  the  present  time  for  licensing 
chiropractors,  and  we  believe  that  the  public  health  will  be  safeguarded 
to  a  greater  extent  than  is  now  the  case,  if  this  bill  become  law.  The 
chiropractors  now  in  the  Territory  have  demonstrated  their  ability  to 
cope  successfully  with  various  diseases,  and  no  complaints  were  made 
before  your  committee  citing  any  instances  of  their  incompetency. 

By  the  terms  of  this  bill,  all  chiropractors  who  desire  to  practice  in 
this  Territory  in  future  are  required  to  be  graduates  from  a  legally 
chartered  and  regularly  conducted  school  or  college  of  chiropractic, 
and  also  to  have  successfully  passed  an  examination  before  a  State  Board 
of  Chiropractic  Examiners  in  some  State  which  now  licenses  chiropract- 
ors. • 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  this 
Territory  is  amply  safeguarded,  because  if  a  chiropractor  has  the  ability 
to  practice  in  one  state  he  should  be  equally  competent  to  practice  in  an- 
other state.  In  our  opinion  it  is  not  fair  and  just  that  members  of  one 
school  of  healing  should  be  examined  by  graduates  of  another  competitive 
school,  and  this  bill  is  designed  to  provide  for  competent,  licensed  chiro- 
practors from  other  states  whereby  they  may  come  to  Hawaii  and  prac 
tice  until  such  time  as  there  are  sufficient  chiropractors  in  the  Territory 
to  form  a  Board  of  Chiropractic  Examiners  to  examine  and  pass  on  the 
fitness  of  chiropractors  coming  here  later  on. 

This  is  identically  the  same  plan  imder  which  the  osteopaths  are  now 
being  admitted  to  practice  in  Hawaii,  and  we  consider  it  only  fair  and 
right  that  the  chiropractors  be  accorded  the  same  privileges. 

In  the  case  of  the  infectious  and  contagious  diseases,  the  chiropractors 
would  of  course  be  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board 
of  Health  as  are  the  other  practitioners,  and  the  general  health  of  the 
community  is  in  this  way  fully  protected. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bill.

SENATE  JOUBNAL. 


Senator  Castle,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  presented  a  report  of 
the  minority  of  the  Committee  (Stand.  Com.  Rep.  No.  331),  recommend- 
ing that  the  Bill  be  tabled.  The  report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  fol- 
lows: 


Honorable  Charles  F.  Chillingworth, 
President  of  the  Senate. 

Sir: — A  minority  of  your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred House  Bill  No.  91,  entitled:  **An  Act  to  amend  Section  1017  of 
the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine 
and  surgery,'*  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  medical  profession  has  for  years  been  working  on  the  question  of 
infectious  and  contagious  diseases,  and  the  prevention  of  epidemics.  The 
standard  of  the  profession  has  been  steadily  raised  until  today  there  is 
perhaps  no  other  profession  which  requires  such  a  severe  course  of  study 
and  practical  work  combined.  Through  our  own  medical  boa^s  and 
the  examinations  held  by  them  it  has  been  the  policy  in  the  Territory  to 
raise  the  qualifications,  not  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  competition, 
but  for  the  general  health  and  welfare  of  the  community. 

We  are  now  asked  to  admit  as  ''doctors"  a  certain  class  known  as 
chiropractors,  without  examination,  except  that  in  general  they  shall 
have  been  admitted  in  another  state  by  a  state  board,  for  in  a  few 
states  there  are  boards  to  examine  chiropractors. 

The  Committee  went  over  in  a  general  way  the  course  of  study  pre- 
scribed for  chiropractors.  As  compared  with  the  course  prescribed  for 
doctors  of  medicine  it  is  absurd.  The  minority  of  the  Committee  is  con- 
vinced that  graduates  of  courses  prescribed  for  chiropractors  are  not 
properly  qualified  to  diagnose  cases. 

The  main  objection,  however,  is  that  of  infectious  and  contagious 
diseases.  Honolulu,  being  a  por^  of  call  for  the  entire  world,  is  par- 
ticularly subject  to  danger  from  such  diseases.  We  have  already  had 
several  terrible  epidemics,  and  the  reason  that  more  have  not  occurred 
is  because  of  the  vigilance  and  intelligence  of  our  medical  profession. 

We  also  have  here  in  Hawaii  that  terrible  disease,  leprosy.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  minority,  chiropractors  are  not  competent  to  handle  in- 
fectious or  contagious  diseases,  unless  they  have  actual  medical  knowl- 
edge and  training  sufficient  to  pass  a  medical  examination.  We  believe 
that  this  Legislature  would  make  a  serious  and  inexcusable  mistake  if  it 
took  action  tending  to  destroy  the  standards  insisted  upon  by  the  medical 
profession,  standards  which,  owing  to  our  peculiar  position,  are  abso- 
lutely essential. 

For  the  reasons  above  indicated,  the  minority  of  the  Committee  recom- 
mends the  bill  be  tabled. 


Senator  Cooke  moved  that  further  action  be  deferred  until  Saturday, 
April  21,  1917.

VIDE WAYS  AND  MEANS  FOR  THE  DREDGING  OF  KALIHI 
CHANNEL  AT  HONOLULU,  BETWEEN  HONOLULU  AND  KA- 
PALAMA  BASIN. 

WHEREAS,  the  proposed  Kalihi  Channel  between  Honolulu  and  the 
Kapalama  Basin  is  one  of  the  most  important  projects  for  harbor  im- 
provements in  Honolulu,  civic  and  commercial  organizations  having  long 
ago  recognized  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  present  limited  area  of 
harbor  space  in  the  Harbor  of  Honolulu,  with  a  view  of  providing  for 
the  future  increased  shipping  at  this  port,  and 

WHEREAS,  surveys  and  official  reports  on  this  project  were  provided 
for  in  the  River  and  Harbor  Act  of  1893,  the  volume  of  business  tax- 
ing the  present  limited  wharfage  space  repeatedly  during  the  last  two 
years,  the  constant  increase  in  arrival  of  vessels  since  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  vessels  wifi  be  unneces- 
sarily delayed  in  this  port  through  lack  of  berthing  accommodations,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  opening  of  the  Kalihi  Channel  is  the  only  solution  to 
this  problem,  and  it  is  a  most  imperative  necessity  for  early  commence- 
ment on  the  same,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  has  now  under  construction, 
project  known  as  Piers  8,  9  and  10,  at  a  cost  of  $285,000.00  which,  when 
completed,  will  consume  all  the  available  waterfront  area  bordering  on 
the  harbor  of  Honolulu  for  wharf  purposes  except  the  Marine  Railway 
site.  Future  wharf  construction  must  therefore  be  on  the  opposite  shore 
and  the  dredging  of  Kalihi  Channel  is  the  initial  step  for  this  impor- 
tant future  work. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Senate  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Hawaii,  Session  of  1917,  the  House  of  Representatives  concur- 
ring, that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 'be,  and  it  hereby  is  peti- 
tioned and  asked  to  pass  such  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide 
ways  and  means  for  dredging  of  Kalihi  Channel  at  Honolulu,  between 
Honolulu  and  Kapalama  Basin.

WHEREAS,  certain  other  persons  entered  into  homestead  agreements 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  and 
have  faithfully  performed  all  the  terms  of  their  agreements  and  have 
received  their  Land  Patents,  and 

WHEREAS^  all  the  persons  above  referred  to  took  up,  occupied  and 
transferred  their  homesteads  under  the  advice  and  concurrence  of,  and 
made  their  agreements  with,  a  former  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  of 
the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  who  had  a  misconception  of  the  law,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  homesteaders  either  transferred  or  surrendered 
their  original  homesteads  and,  under  the  advice  of  and  concurrence  and 
agreement  with  the  then  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  of  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii,  entered  into  homestead  agreements  a  second  time,  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  73  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  August  12th,  1898, 
as  amended  August  1st,  1910,  provides  that: 

"No  person  shall  hereafter  be  entitled  to  receive  any  certifi- 
cate of  occupation,  right  of  purchase  lease,  cash  freehold  agree- 
ment or  special  homestead  agreement  who  or  whose  husband  or 
wife  shall  have  previously  taken  or  held  any  land  under  any 
such  certificate,  lease  or  agreement  hereafter  made,  or  issued, 
or  under  any  homestead  lease  or  patent  based  thereon." 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Senate  of  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring,  that  Ihe  Congress  of 
the  United  States  is  hereby  memorialized  to  authorize  the  Governor  of 
Hawaii  to  ratify  the  agrements  of  the  following  named  persons  made 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  and 
to  issue  Land  Patents  to  those  who  are  living  up  to  the  terms  of  the 
agreements  when  the  same  have  been  completed,  and  to  issue  Land 
Patents  to  those  who  have  already  complied  with  all  of  the  terms  of 
their  agreements,  and  to  ratify  the  Land  Patents  already  issued.

Insert  new  item  "Clerk,  $3,600." 

That  the  item    General  expenses"  be  changed  from  $11,000  to  $15,500. 
That  the  item  ' '  Stationery,  Postage  and  Incidentals ' '  be  changed  from 
$8,000  to  $10,000. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  item  of  $10,000  for  stationery, 
postage  and  incidentals  be  placed  at  $10,000,  as  originaUy  recommended 
by  the  Department,  as  the  increase  in  the  business  of  the  Department, 
as  well  as  the  increased  cost  of  supplies,  makes  that  item  appear  a 
reasonable  one. 

That  the  item  of  ''Traveling  Expenses,  Commissioners  and  Committee 
of  Estimates"  be  changed  from  $1,500  to  $2,000. 

That  a  new  item  be  inserted  after  "Traveling  Expenses,  Superin- 
tendent," to  read  "Expenses  Federal  Survey  of  Schools,  $2,000." 

That  the  item  "Industrial  and  Manual  Training"  be  changed  from 
$45,000  to  $60,000. 

The  declaration  of  war  and  the  consequent  desirability  of  the  Ter- 
ritory's becoming  self-supporting  in  as  large  a  measure  as  it  is  possible, 
have  created  a  demand  for  an  increase  in  the  efforts  which  the  Depart- 
ment has  already  made  towards  the  establishment  of  agricultural  in- 
struction. In  order  to  provide  the  extra  instruction  and  material,  which 
the  extension  of  agricultiiral  instruction  requires,  (such  as  agricultural 
instructors'  salaries,  implements,  seeds,  fencing,  etc.,  etc.),  an  additional 
sum  has  been  asked  for  by  your  Committee. 

That  the  item  "Special  Schools"  be  changed  from  $87,000  to  $92,000. 

That  the  item,  under  the  heading  of  Normal  and  Training  School,  enti- 
tled "New  Building,  etc.,  $30,000",  be  amended  so  as  to  read  "New 
Buildings,  furniture,  etc.,  $35,000." 

The  Committee  asks  that  the  sum  of  $35,000  for  new  buildings  and 
furniture  for  the  Normal  School  be  provided.  This  sum  is  to  provide 
not  only  for  the  construction  of  a  twelve-room  concrete  building,  on  Ihe 
lines  of  that  at  the  Central  Grammar  School,  but  also  for  the  remoW^ 
and  remodeling  of  the  large  wooden  building  now  on  the  premises,  tMt 
for  furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  new  buUding  and  for  toilet  accommo- 
dations for  the  increased  number  of  pupils  for  which  the  new  building 
is  provided. 

Amend  the  total  under  "General  Fund"  by  striking  out  the  figures 
"$202,300"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  "$230,400." 

SPECIAL  FUND. 

That  the  item  "New  Building,  $149,000,  $67,500,  $199,000,  $68,000,"  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  "New  Buildings,  $139,500,  $70,000,  $232,800, 
$68,000." 

That  the  item  "Janitors,  etc.,  $14,000,  $12,000,  $38,000,  3,000,"  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  "Janitors,  etc.,  $14,000,  $12,000,  $45,000,  $3,000." 

The  item  of  $45,000  for  pay  of  Janitors  for  the  City  and  County  of 
Honolulu  is  an  increase  of  $5,000  from  the  sum  asked  for  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Estimates.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  City  and  County 
has  found  it  necessary  to  increase  the  pay  of  janitors  from  $40.00  to 
$50.00,  since  the  time  that  the  Board  of  Estimates  met. 

That  the  item  containing  the  totals  reading  "$218,000,  $119,500,  $288,- 
000,  $99,700"  be  amended  so  as  to  read  $218,500,  $122,000,  $328,000, 
$99,700. 

That  the  words  "The  total  sum  of  $483,500  as  set  forth"  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  '  *  The  total  sum  of  $520,300  as  set  forth, ' '  etc. 

That  the  item  "Hilo  High  School  (provided  same  is  built  on  new  site 
Piihonua,  Hilo)  $75,000"  be  changed  so  as  to  read  "Hilo  High  School, 
$40,000, "  "  Hilo  Union  School,  $35,000. ' ' 

The  figures  as  amended  are  practically  those  of  the  original  bill  which 
asked  for  $40,000  for  the  Hilo  High  School  and  $34,000  for  the  Hilo 
Union  School. 
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The  bill  providing  for  a  new  high  school  site  at  Piihonua  having  been 
killed,  the  new  high  school  building  will  necessarily  be  built  as  originally 
planned,  on  the  present  high  school  site  and  an  assembly  hall  can  be 
added  to  the  Hilo  Union  ^hool,  just  across  the  street,  in  accordance 
with  the  original  plans. 

That  the  item  *'Kau  District,  $4,500,"  be  amended  so  as  to  read  **Kau 
District,  land  and  buildings,  $5,000.'' 

That  the  item  ''Total,  $149,000"  as  referring  to  the  County  of  Ha- 
waii be  amended  so  as  to  read  "Total,  $149,500." 

Amend  item  "Molokai  and  Lanai,  $2,500"  by  striking  out  "$2,500" 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  "$5,000." 

That  the  item  "Total,  $67,500"  as  referring  to  County  of  Maui,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  "Total,  $70,000." 

The  amount  of  $5,000  for  Molokai  and  Lanai  is  strongly  recommend- 
ed by  the  Maui  delegation  and  is  believed  to  be  very  much  needed. 

That  the  item  "Honolulu  District,  $70,000"  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
"Honolulu  District,  $103,800." 

The  committee  strongly  recommends  that  the  item  for  new  buildings. 
City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  remain  at  $103,800,  as  recommended  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  by  the  Board  of  Estimates. 
The  item  provides  for  two  new  concrete  buildings  of  the  type  construct- 
ed in  the  Central  Grammar  School  with  toilet  buildings  and  other  acces- 
sories, which  must  necessarily  accompany  these  new  buildings. 

Twelve  thousand  dollars  is  intended  for  an  addition  to  Pohukaina 
School,  where  a  temporary  outside  wall  is  falling  down  and  where  an 
addition  must  be  placed,  in  accordance  with  the  original  plans  for  the 
construction  of  the  building. 

Five  thousand  dollars  is  provided  for  a  large  frame  school  house  at 
Manoa,  where  an  increasingly  large  number  is  expected,  owing  to  the 
establishing  of  several  children's  "homes"  in  that  vicinity.  The  rest 
of  the  money  is  to  provide  for  bungalows  wherever  the  need  arises. 

The  schools  of  Honolulu  are  now  overcrowded  to  such  an  extent 
that  effective  instruction  is  being  made  almost  impossible  in  many 
places.  The  Legislatiire  has  already  provided  funds  which  will  make  it 
possible  for  the  Department  to  allot  a  smaller  number  of  pupils  per 
teacher  than  is  now  given  in  many  eases.  This  will,  however,  make  it 
necessary  to  provide  a  number  of  new  rooms,  which  will  take  care  of 
the  sekool  population  which  is  already  on  hand.  It  is  thus  estimated 
that  if  all  the  teachers  in  Honolulu  are  given  only  thirty -five  pupils 
each  (a  number  which  educators  agree  should  not  be  exceeded)  fifty-two 
new  teachers — and  consequently  fifty -two  new  rooms — will  be  needed  for 
Honolulu  for  the  population  which  is  now  in  the  schools.  It  is  estimated, 
also,  that  thirty-eight  new  rooms  will  be  needed  for  the  increase  in  the 
school  population,  during  the  next  two  years  (this  being  a  very  con- 
servative estimate).  On  the  basis  of  these  figures,  the  town  of  Hono- 
lulu alone  will  need,  during  the  next  two  years,  ninety  new  rooms,  where- 
as the  budget  item,  in  the  bill,  of  $103,800,  as  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee provides  for  only  sixty-eight  new  rooms.  Under  the  circum- 
atances,  it  will  seem  that  the  item  is  conservative. 

That  the  item  "Total,  $199,000,"  as  referring  to  the  City  and  County 
of  Honolulu,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  ' '  Total,  $232,800. ' ' 

That  the  item  "Total  of  General  Fund,  $202,300"  be  made  to  read 
"Total  of  General  Fund,  $230,400." 

That  the  item  "Total  of  Special  Fund,  $726,200"  be  made  to  read 
"Total  of  Special  Fund,  $769,000." 

That  the  item  "Total  of  General  and  Special  Funds,  $927,500"  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  "Total  of  General  and  Special  Funds,  $999,400." 

That  a  new  section  be  added  as  follows: 

"SECTION  2.   It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  salary  changes  pro- 
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vided  for  under  the  beading  of  "General  Fund'*  shall  become  and  be 
effective  on  and  after  July  1,  1917,  the  differences  in  the  amounts  to  be 
provided  from  whatever  balances  remain  to  the  credit  of  the  school 
fund." 

The  recommendation  that  the  salary  changes  provided  for  in  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  take  effect  July  1,  1917,  instead  of  January  1,  1918,  is,  of 
course,  due  to  a  desire  to  have  the  employees  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction  share  the  benefit  of  such  salary  increases  as  they  may 
be  granted  with  the  employees  of  the  other  departments,  by  having  them 
take  effect  in  all  the  departments,  including  that  of  PubUe  Instruction, 
at  the  same  time.

3,  entitled:  ''An  Act  to  amend  Section  164  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Ha- 
waii of  1915,  as  amended  by  Act  9  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  designat- 
ing the  pay  of  laborers  engaged  in  constructing  or  repairing  roads, 
bridges,  streets,  water  works  or  other  works  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii, 
or  for  any  political  subdivision  thereof, ' '  be  tabled.  The  report  was  read 
by  the  Clerk  as  follows:

Sir: — ^Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which  was  referred 
Senate  Bill  No.  3,  entitled:  ''An  Act  to  amend  Section  164  of  the  Be- 
vised Laws  of  Hawaii  of  1915,  as  amended  by  Act  9  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1915,  designating  the  pay  of  laborers  engaged  in  constructing  or  re- 
pairing roads,  bridges,  streets,  water  works  or  other  works  in  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Hawaii,  or  for  any  political  subdivision  thereof,"  begs  leave 
to  report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  has  had  this  bill  under  careful  consideration  and  finds 
that  it  is  identical  with  House  Bill  No.  2,  which  is  being  reported  back 
to  the  Senate  with  an  amendment,  recommending  that  it  do  pass.

said  vehicle  was  acquired;  the  manner  of  numbering  the  same,  the 
seizure  and  care  of  same  in  the  event  of  such  action  by  the  tax  assessor, 
and  the  procedure  in  securing  registration  for  the  operation  of  the  same. 
Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass.

Tour  Committee  has  had  this  bill  under  careful  consideration  and  finds 
that  the  object  of  the  bill  is  to  order  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands 
to  subdivide  300  acres  of  the  land  of  Piihonua  into  lots  not  to  exceed 
one  acre  and  also  to  enable  present  tenants,  living  on  said  land  within 
the  boundaries  as  set  forth  in  the  bill,  to  acquire  house  lots  they  now 
occupy. 

The  same  objections  prevail  in  the  consideration  of  this  bill,  as  they 
did  in  House  Bill  No.  58.  Your  Committee  finds  that  the  lease  on  said 
land  does  not  expire  until  1921  and  that  there  are  certain  agreements 
and  understandings  now  pending  between  the  lessee  and  the  government, 
which  should  be  settled  before  any  other  disposition  is  made  of  the  land, 
and  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  bill  be  tabled.

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sentatives.  This  Legislature  cannot  carry  out  the  idea  proposed  as  it 
is  in  conflict  with  the  Organic  Act.  The  number  of  representatives 
suggested  for  the  various  districts  are  apparently  based  on  the  sup- 
posed citizen  population  of  the  districts.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  census 
of  1910  does  not  give  the  number  of  citizens  in  each  district,  it  being 
possible  only  to  make  a  rough  guess  by  excluding  all  nationalities  except 
Hawaiian,  Part-Hawaiian  and  Caucasian.  The  Committee  feels  that  it 
would  be  a  mistake  to  change  the  representation  in  the  Senate,  but 
agrees  that  districts  having  materially  increased  in  population  should 
have  a  larger  representation  in  the  House  of  Bepresentatives.  As  a 
practical  matter,  it  would  be  hard  to  elect  representatives  based  on 
census  returns  as  they  are  not  complete;  but  the  Great  Begister  gives 
a  reasonably  correct  idea  of  the  citizen  population  of  each  district,  if 
it  is  assumed  that  all  male  citizens  entitled  to  vote  will  register.  The 
Great  Begister  is  also  a  ready  means  of  ascertaining  at  any  one  time  the 
number  of  voters  and,  indirectly,  the  number  of  citizens  in  any  one 
district. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  bill  be  tabled  and  sub- 
mits herewith  a  Concurrent  Besolution  which  is  recommended  for  adop- 
tion. 


Upon  motion  by  Senator  Castle,  seconded  by  Senator  Kamauoha,  so 
much  of  the  report  as  recommends  the  tabling  of  Senate  Bill  No.  53, 
was  adopted.

WHEBEAS,  a  reapportionment  based  on  citizenship  is  inadvisable 
and  difficult  of  ascertainment  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  dependent  on  the 
census  taken  every  ten  years,  which  census  has  not  shown  to  date 
the  number  of  citizens  in  each  district,  while  the  number  of  registered 
voters  in  each  district  forms  a  ready  means  for  a  readjustment  and  rep- 
resents fairly  the  citizen  population  of  each  district;  and, 

WHEBEAS,  it  is  inadvisable  to  change  the  present  representation  in 
the  Senate,  but  it  is  just  that  one  branch  of  the  Legislature  should  have 
representation  according  to  the  voting  population,  following  to  a  certain 
extent  the  precedent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States;  provided, 
however,  that  the  present  representation  from  each  district  shall  not 
be  reduced;

(Stand.  Com.  Bep.  No.  368),  recommending  that  House  Bill  No.  96,  enti- 
tled: ''An  Act  to  amend  Act  221  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915, 
entitled:  'An  Act  relating  to  compensation  to  employees  for  personal 
injuries  sustained  in  the  course  of  their  employment,'  by  amending 
Section  1,  12,  13,  14,  30,  31,  34,  39,  45,  47,  49  and  60  thereof,"  be  passed 
with  certain  amendments.   The  report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows:

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
96,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend  Act  221  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
Hawaii,  1915,  entitled:  *An  Act  relating  to  compensation  to  employees 
for  personal  injuries  sustained  in  the  course  of  their  employment,'  by 
amending  Sections  1,  12,  13,  14,  30,  31,  34,  39,  45,  47,  49  and  60  thereof," 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

This  bill  amends  certain  sections  of  the  compensation  act.  Many  of 
the  amendments  are  merely  minor  amendments.  Section  1,  being  Sec- 
tion 1  of  the  Act  of  1915,  extends  the  Act  to  cover  diseases  proximately 
caused  by  such  employment  or  resulting  from  the  nature  of  such  employ- 
ment. Section  3,  being  Section  12  of  the  Act,  changes  the  amount  of 
medical  attendance  the  employer  is  required  to  furnish  under  the  Act 
from  fifty  dollars  with  a  time  limit  of  fourteen  days  to  an  amount  of 
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two  hundred  dollars  with  no  limit  as  to  time.  The  Committee  feels  that 
two  hundred  dollars  is  rather  high  and  recommends  amending  Section  3 
by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures  **two  hundred  dollars  $200.00)" 
in  line  6  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  ''one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($150.00)."  Section  4,  being  Section  13  of  the  Act,  pro- 
vides for  the  payment  of  compensation  immediately  after  the  accident 
occurs  instead  of  fourteen  days  as  under  the  original  Act.  This  is,  per- 
haps, the  most  important  change  suggested.  Tl^re  are  only  two  states 
which  allow  compensation  from  the  date  of  the  injury.  The  majority  of 
the  states  provide  for  a  waiting  period  of  two  weeks  as  under  our  orig- 
inal Act,  which  was  the  uniform  Act  recommended  by  the  Committee  on 
Uniformity  of  Legislation  of  the  American  Bar  Association.  The  idea  of 
the  waiting  period  is  to  prevent  what  is  known  as  malingering,  or  in 
other  words,  feigning  injury.  It  has  been  the  experience  of  insurance 
companies  here  that  people  who  claim  they  are  injured,  when  after  a 
few  days  find  out  they  are  not  receiving  compensation,  suddenly  revive 
and  go  to  work.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  instances  where  relief 
should  start  earlier.  Five  of  the  states  which  have  the  two  weeks  wait- 
ing period  have  recently  cut  this  period  down  to  one  week.  None  of 
the  states  which  have  a  waiting  period  have  cut  it  out  entirely.  The 
Committee  after  careful  consideration  feels  that  the  waiting  period 
should  be  one. week  and  not  two  weeks  as  under  the  original  bill,  and 
recommends  inserting  after  the  word  ''disability"  at  the  end  of  line 
4  of  Section  4,  the  words  ",  but  not  including  the  first  seven  days 
thereof,".  There  is  a  minor  typographical  error  in  the  list  of  perma- 
nent disabilities  in  the  same  section  in  the  disability  marked  "  5  "  where 
the  words  "or  of"  appear  before  the  words  "one  arm,"  and  the  Com- 
mittee recommends  striking  out  the  words  "or  of"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "and". 

Section  5,  being  Section  14  of  the  Act,  provides  a  list  of  permanent 
partial  disabilities  which,  from  the  experience  of  the  Board,  should  be 
included  in  the  Act. 

Section  6,  being  Section  30  of  the  Act,  attempts  to  cut  out  agreements 
between  the  employer  and  employee  to  accept  a  lesser  sum  than  is 
provided  by  the  Act  unless  these  agreements  are  approved  by  the  Board. 
A  proviso,  however,  at  the  end  of  the  section  provides  that  even  if  the 
agreement  is  made,  unless  it  is  questioned  within  one  year  after  its 
date,  it  shall  be  final.  The  Committee  is  opposed  to  any  agreement  to 
pay  a  lesser  sum  unless  the  sum  is  approved  by  the  Board,  and  therefore 
recommends  striking  out  the  entire  proviso  at  the  end  of  Section  6. 

In  Section  7,  being  Section  31  of  the  Act,  there  is  a  slight  omission 
and  the  Committee  recommends  inserting  after  the  words  "Section 
31,"  in  line  3  of  Section  7,  the  word  "award". 

Section  8,  being  Section  34  of  the  Act,  cuts  out  the  three  dollars  al- 
lowed to  the  doctor  as  this  fee  has  been  found  to  be  too  low. 

Section  12,  being  Section  49  of  the  Act,  provides  for  a  standard  form 
of  insurance  policies.  It  takes  a  long  time  to  get  out  these  forms  and 
the  Committee  recommends  inserting  before  the  last  paragraph  of  Sec- 
tion 12  the  words  "From  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  1918,". 

Section  13,  being  Section  60  of  the  Act,  further  defines  the  word  "em- 
ployment" making  it  cover  professionals  excepting  the  legal  or  medical 
professions.  The  Committee  sees  no  reason  for  making  any  special  ex- 
ception for  any  one  or  two  professions  and  therefore  recommends  strik- 
ing out  the  words  in  paragraph  "  e "  of  Section  13,  '  *  excepting  the  legal 
or  medical  professions." 
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With  the  foregoing  amendments,  the  Committee  recommends,  the  pass- 
age of  the  bill.

106,  entitled:  ''An  Act  to  amend  Sections  2469  and  2470  of  the  Bevised 
Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  exemptions,''  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

This  bill  proposes  to  raise  the  exemptions  from  forced  sale  of  a  lot  of 
land  owned  by  a  housekeeper,  changing  the  law  which  was  last  amended 
in  1876.  The  exemption  under  the  old  law  is  one-half  an  acre  provided 
the  value  thereof  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Land  values  have  risen  considerably  since  then  and  the  Committee 
does  not  feel  the  exemptions  proposed  in  the  House  Bill,  that  is  to  say: 
a  piece  of  land  not  to  exceed  one  acre,  provided  the  value  thereof  shall 
not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  is  excessive. 

The  Committee,  however,  does  not  approve  of  the  high  exemptions 
relating  to  personal  property  as  it  undoubtedly  would  result  in  a  party 
being  able  to  avoid  his  just  debts  to  that  amount. 

The  Committee  recommends  amending  the  title  to  read:  "An  Act  to 
amend  Section  2469  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to 
exemptions. ' ' 

Strike  out  all  of  Section  2  and  renumber  Section  3  "Section  2"  and 
have  it  read  as  follows:  "Section  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
approval. ' '

402,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  3732  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of 
Hawaii,  1915,  relating  to  bail,"  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

This  Act  provides  that  in  all  misdemeanor  cases  cash  bail  may  be 
given  for  the  prisoner.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  a  great  majority  of  mis- 
demeanor cases  cash  bail  is  deposited  and  there  is  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be. 

The  Committee,  however,  feels  that  cash  bail  might  well  relate  to 
more  than  misdemeanor  cases. 

The  Committee  recommends  striking  out  the  last  sentence  of  Section 
1  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "It  is  provided,  however, 
that  the  prisoner,  or  any  person  in  his  behalf,*  at  any  time  after  the 
amount  of  the  bail  has  been  fixed  by  competent  authority,  instead  of 
giving  bail  with  sureties  as  above  provided,  may  deposit  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  or  with  such  other  authority  having  jurisdiction  to  fix  the 
amount  of  the  bail  as  in  this  chapter  provided,  an  amount  of  money 
equal  to  the  amount  of  bail  so  fixed  by  such  authority,  and  such  sum  of 
money  so  deposited  shall  be  held  and  dealt  with,  by  the  court  having 
jurisdiction  thereof,  as  security  for  the  appearance  of  the  said  prisoner 
for  trial  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  said  prisoner  had  entered  into 
a  recognizance  for  his  appearance  as  in  this  chapter  provided. ' ' 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  bill.

This  Concurrent  Resolution  authorizes  and  directs  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture and  Forestry  to  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  will 
afford  protection  to  certain  sea-birds  on  small  islands  along  our  coast.

The  Committee  agrees  with  the  first  feature  of  the  resolution,  but  not 
with  the  last.

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  general  rule  is  for  the  heads  Of  the 
different  departments  to  grant  government  employees  at  least  two  weeks 
vacation  each  year  under  full  pay,  although  the  payment  of  such  em- 
ployees during  the  time  they  are  on  vacation  is  not  authorized  by  law. 

A  bill  of  this  nature  passed  both  houses  last  session  but  before  it 
reached  the  Governor  for  his  signature,  it  was  discovered  that  it  also 
included  teachers,  they  already  were  entitled  to  pay  during  their  full 
vacation,  the  Bill  was  reconsidered  and  tabled.

WHEREAS,*  It  is  the  sense  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the

WHEREAS,  said  Section  421  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  191S^ 
can  only  be  amended  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  inasmuch 
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as  the  same  was  made  a  part  of  the  Organic  Act  hy  reference;  There-

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  prevent  waste  by  alrtesian  wells.  A  well 
which  is  not  capped,  cased,  equipped  or  furnished  with  such  mechanical 
appliance  as  will  readily  and  effectively  arrest  and  prevent  the  flow 
of  any  water  from  such  well  is  declared  to  be  a  public  nuisajice,  and  the 

?erson  permitting  such  nuisance  to  continue  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
'he  Act  defines  "waste*'  and  provides  that  each  day's  continuance  of 
such  waste  after  notice  by  the  supervisors  or  other  constituted  authority 
constitutes  a  new  offense.  The  sheriff  and  his  officers  or  any  authorize4 
representative  of  the  county  or  the  Superintendent  of  Hydrography  may 
enter  the  premises  for  the  purpose  of  inspection. 

There  is  one  part  of  the  Act,  however,  with  which  the  Committee  does 
not  agree;  namely,  the  last  sentence  in  Section  3.  This  prevents  the  use 
of  any  water  for  domestic  or  garden  purposes  from  a  private  well  ¥rithia 
any  area  which  is  served  by  a  waterworks  in  an  amount  greater  than,  or 
at  a  time  period  other  than,  fixed  for  domestic  or  garden  use  by  rule  of 
the  waterworks  or  other  constituted  authority.  As  waste  is  clearly 
defined,  this  provision  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  conflict  with  the  general 
purpose  of  the  bill;  and  the  Committee  recommends  striking  out  the  last 
sentence  of  Section  3. 

There  is  a  question  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  this  Act  and  there  is 
a  section  providing  that  if  any  section,  sub-section,  sentence,  clause  or 
phrase  of  the  Act  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional,  such 
decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of  the 
Act. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  Bill  with  the  amend- 
ment to  Section  3  above  referred  to.

The  main  changes  proposed  in  the  frontage  tax  law,  outside  of  merely 
changes  in  procedure,  are:  1st,  the  provision  that  the  City  and  County 
is  to  pay  thirty-three  and  a  third  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment; 2nd,  the  provision  striking  out  Section  1797,  which  is  the  Section 
relating  to  the  power  of  sixty  per  cent  of  the  owners  of  the  frontage 
upon  any  street  to  petition  for  the  opening  or  improvement  of  any  high- 
way. 

The  first  amendment,  relating  to  the  thirty-three  and  a  third  per  cent, 
seems  fair.  In  other  words,  the  county  would  pay  one-third  and  the 
owners  on  each  side  of  the  street  would  pay  one-third.  The  objection  is 
that  the  county  has  not  enough  money  to  pay  this  amount.  As  a  matter 
of .  fact,  the  county  should  pay  a  certain  amount  on  street  improve- 
ments and  the  percentage  suggested  seems  fair  to  the  Committee. 

As  long  as  we  are  providing  that  the  county  must  pay  a  certain  amount, 
then  of  necessity  we  must  strike  out  the  Section  1797  hereinabove  re- 
ferred to;  otherwise,  it  would  be  possible  to  swamp  the  county  with 
improvements  which  are  not  for  the  majority  of  the  public. 

Certain  improvement  projects  have  been  started,  however,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  1797  and  partially  carried  through.  If  the  county 
is  obliged  to  pay  one-third  on  these  projects,  the  county  ought  to  have 
the  right  to  stop  these  projects  at  once,  for  several  of  the  projects  would 
not  be  carried  on  if  the  county  had  to  pay  one-third.  This  is  particu- 
larly true  in  the  case  of  projects  such  as  the  Beach  Walk  improvement 
where  the  owners  are  to  pay  practically  one  hundred  per  cent.  They  are 
willing  to  do  this  and  the  county  would  not  do  so  if  they  were  obliged 
to  pay  the  one-third. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  inserting  after  Section  12  a  new 
Section  to  be  numbered  Section  13  and  to  read  as  follows:  "SECTION 
13.  Section  1  to  5  of  this  Act,  both  inclusive,  shall  not  apply  to  any 
frontage  improvement  or  improvement  district  as  to  which  a  public  hear- 
ing under  Sections  1793  to  1813  of  the  Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  as 
amended  by  Act  164  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  has  been  finally  held."

Your  Committee  has  had  the  same  under  careful  consideration  and 
finds  that  the  object  of  this  resolution  is  evidently  to  increase  the  utiliza- 
tion and  conservation  of  all  sources  of  food  supply  in  this  Territory  by 
inaugurating  courses  in  truck-gardening  and  farming  in  the  public 
schools  and  directing  the  commissioners  of  public  instruction  to  establish 
courses  in  training  in  said  farming  and  that  teachers  shall  have  charge  of 
such  work  not  only  at  the  school  gardens  but  also  at  the  j^espective  homes 
of  the  children  and  allowing  said  teachers  in  charge  of  such  work  extra 
Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  per  month  as  traveling  expenses. 

A  concurrent  resolution  has  not  the  force  and  effect  of  law  and  there- 
fore cannot  authorize  the  appropriating  of  any  money. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  thinks  that  this  resolution 
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would  mean  the  appointment  of  new  teachers  in  courses  in  agriculture 
in  many  schools  which  would  not  be  feasible.  The  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  is  already  carrying  on  such  truck-gardening  and  farming  in 
many  of  the  public  schools  and  with  great  success  in  many  instances, 
and  the  department  believes  that  this  resolution  would  not  in  any  wise 
increase  its  efficiency. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  this  resolution  be  tabled.

Tour  Committee  after  careful  consideration  and  a  hearing  with  some 
of  the  local  manufacturers  of  ice-cream,  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  officers  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Pure  Food,  finds  as  follows: 

That  the  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  cannot  obtain  enough  cream  from 
local  dairies  for  their  business;  that  substitutes  have  necessarily  been 
used  in  the  past;  and  further  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Sub- 
section (b)  of  Section  No.  992  of  the  Revised  Laws,  1915,  will  allow  the 
making  of  ice-cream  with  pure  dairy  products.

On  page  No.  2,  line  No.  15,  after  the  words  ""vegetable  gum,"  add 
the  following:

The  use  of  an  homogenizer,  an  emulsifier,  of 
t>ther  apparatus  intended  for  the  better  mixing  of  the  product  is  per- 
mitted. Any  wholesome  frozen  dairy  product  made  in  the  semblance 
of  ice-cream,  but  containing  less  than  fourteen  per  cent  butter  fat,  may 
be  sold,  but  not  as  ice-cream.) ' '

A  message  from  the  Qovernor  (Qov.  Mess.  No.  6),  returning  Hous<  Bill 
No.  364,  entitled:  "An  Act  incorporating  the  City  and  County  of  Ho- 
nolulu and  providing  for  the  government  thereof,"  unsigned  and  disap- 
proved, was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows: 


To  the  Legislature: 

I  have  endeavored  to  persuade,  almost  to  force,  my  judgment  and  con- 
science to  believe  "  H.  B.  354,  An  Act  incorporating  the  cSty  and  County 
of  Honolulu  and  providing  for  the  government  thereof"  to  be  for  the 
best  good  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu,  for  the  Territory  of  Ha- 
waii and  for  the  Federal  Government  in  its  pecuU&rly  intimate  relations 
with  the  Island,  Oahu,  but  I  cannot  so  persuade  or  force,  hence  I  return 
the  Act  unsigned  and  disapproved  for  the  following  reasons: 

I  wish  to  say  that  in  my  ensuing  statements  I  refer  to  no  individual 
concerned  in  the  past,  present  or  niture. 

I  have  endeavored  to  inform  myself  as  to  the  various  so-called  reform 
municipal  governments,  and  venture  to  assert  that,  in  the  ultimate  ana- 
lysis of  every  one  of  them,  the  success  or  failure — and  there  have  been 
more  failures  than  successes — rests  in  the  character,  ability,  experience, 
common  sense,  devotion  and  integrity  of  those  elected  or  appointed  to 
office,  and  but  slightly  due  the  forms  prescribed  by  law. 

You  have,  under  the  present  charter,  full  opportunity  to  secure  good 
government. 

Under  the  proposed  Act,  you  have  an  opportunity  to  have  good  govern- 
ment solely  if  you  elect  good  men,  or  to  have  the  worst  possible  govern- 
ment entrenched  almost  beyond  attack. 

In  this  act  the  attempt  is  made  to  combine  legislative,  presiding,  de- 
ciding and  executive  functions  in  one  man,  the  Mayor,  a  most  unpre- 
cedented and  dangerous  combination. 

The  Mayor,  if  he  performs  strictly  his  legislative  function,  must  take 
part  and  sides  in  discussing  legislation  and  appropriations. 

The  Mayor,  in  consequence,  would  become,  from  a  legal  and  sound 
viewpoint,  incompetent  to  decide  a  tie  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  moreover  he  could  not  fail,  in  the  position  in  which 
he  is  placed  in  deciding  ties,  to  be  a  biased  arbiter  or  stultify  his  posi- 
tion as  a  legislator. 

The  Mayor,  instead  of  acting  as  an  adviser  and  arbiter  on  appropria- 
tions, must  be  partizan  in  his  function  as  a  legislator  in  the  Board  of 
Supervisors, 

The  Mayor,  as  a  legislator,  must  pass  on  the  confirmation  of  his  own 
appointees.   This  to  my  mind  is  untenable  in  good  government. 
There  are  some  strange  features  in  this  Act.

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In  the  Superintendent  of  City  Works  is  created  a  far  more  powerful 
official  than  even  the  Mayor.  Important  and  powerful  as  he  is,  this  Act, 
while  it  provides  for  a  bond  of  $25,000.00,  fails  to  name  the  salary  he  is 
to  receive  or  indicate  why  no  specific  provision  is  made  by  which  the 
salary  is  to  be  determined.  Simply  to  leave  it  to  a  combination  of  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  in  his  legislative 
capacity  can  hardly  be  designated  as  prudent  government. 

The  Superintendent  of  City  Works,  as  I  reiul  the  Act,  is  immune  to 
official  or  citizen  recall  and  to  impeachment,  because  he  is  not  elected. 
I  note  but  one  way  he  ean  be  reached  and  that  is  the  Mayor's  power  of 
suspension  and  removal. 

I  believe  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  go  into  further  details  as  to  this 
paramount  City  and  County  office,  although  other  points  might  be  raised. 

The  island,  Oahu,  in  other  words  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu, 
is  becoming  a  trinity  of  interests,  which  fact,  I  fear  at  times,  is  being 
intentionally  overlooked  and  will  continue  to  be  until  a  rude  awakening 
is  forced.  The  components  are  the  Federal  Qovernment  as  represented  by 
the  Army  and  Navy;  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  which  is  responsible  for 
large  and  growing  indebtedness  of  counties;  and  the  City  and  County 
of  Honolulu,  differentiated  in  powers  from  the  other  counties. 

If  the  present  plans  of  the  Army  and  Navy  now  in  progress  are  con- 
tinued, and  there  is  no  indication  of  a  change  but  the  reverse,  the  Fed- 
eral Government  will  become  in  expenditures  by  great  odds  paramount 
to  any  political  subdivision,  branch  of  government,  or  corporate  or  pri- 
vate interests  in  this  Territory. 

The  Federal  Government  is  primarily  interested  in  health  conditionS| 
sanitation  and  highways. 

To  date,  although  the  subject  has  been  not  infrequently  called  to  their 
attention,  no  county  officials  has  approached  the  Commander  of  the 
Hawaiian  Department  or  the  military  head  of  the  Corps  of  United  States 
Engineers  relative  to  highways,  although  their  tentative  plans  over- 
shadow those  of  the  City  and  County. 

H.  B.  354  is  incomplete  without  some  mandatory  provisions  to  secure 
absolute  preliminary  inter  information  between  City  and  County  offi- 
cials and  the  Hawaiian  Department  and  their  cooperation  in  matters  of 
mutual  concern. 

An  agricultural  island,  largely  mountainous,  of  only  598  square  miles 
in  ai*ea,  is  too  small  to  permit  of  the  degree  of  autonamous  and  conflict- 
ing divisions  of  government  proposed  without  absolute  codperation. 

The  Act  under  consideration  does  not  specifically  repeal  the  existing 
Charter,  but  only  repeals  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  therewith, 
either  directly  or  by  implication. 

While  not  of  legal  education,  I  apprehend  the  phrase — "in  conflict 
therewith  either  directly  or  by  implication"  would  not  prevent,  but  rather 
invite  appeals  to  the  courts  for  decisions  or  interpretations  of  disputed 
inconsistencies  and  uncertainties,  hence  it  would  seem  time  should  be 
taken  to  present  a  text  free  from  possibilities  of  dispute. 

There  is  no  provision  for  Repeal  of  Ordinances  in  H.  B.  354.  The 
provisions  of  Section  1653,  R.  L.  H.  1915,  are  still  in  force. 

The  provisions  relating  to  bonds  of  public  officers  are  left  in  a  very 
uncertain  state.  Several  sections  of  Chapter  111,  R.  L.  H.  1915,  relating 
to  such  bonds  were  repealed  and  amended  by  Act  67,  S.  L.  1915.  This 
seems  not  to  have  been  noted  by  the  framers  of  the  new  Act. 

The  Mayor 's  Power  of  Veto,  as  granted  by  Sections  1648-1651,  R.  L.  H. 
1915,  is  not  specifically  denied  him  by  the  new  Act.  The  law  is  there- 
fore left  in  such  indefinite  state  that  ordinances  and  appropriations 
might  be  attacked. 

The  new  charter  is  inconsistent  in  itself  in  certain  particulars.  For  ex- 
ample, by  Section  25  it  is  provided  that  the  officers  of  the  City  and  Coun- 
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ty  of  Honolulu  must  have  resided  for  at  least  two  years  in  the  City  and 
County  before  their  election.  By  Section  78  of  the  Deputy  Auditor  is 
required  to  have  the  qualifications  of  the  Auditor;  by  Section  96  the 
Deputy  Treasurer  is  required  to  have  the  qualifications  of  the  Treasurer; 
by  Secion  108  the  Deputy  Clerk  is  required  to  have  the  qualifications  of 
the  Clerk,  but  by  Section  123  it  is  provided  that  all  Deputies,  Clerks,  As- 
sistants and  other  employes  of  the  City  and  County  must  have  resided  in 
the  City  and  County  for  one  year  next  preceding  their  appointment. 
The  Act  is  full  of  grammatical  errors. 

From  the  above  brief  analysis  of  the  Act  under  consideration,  you  will 
realize  that  from  my  point  of  view,  approval  of  same  is  impossible.

Sir: — Your  Committee  on  Military,  to  which  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  428,  introduced  by  the  Municipal  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bepre- 
sentatives,  being  "An  Act  to  establish  a  fund  for  pensioning  retired 
police  oflScers,  firemen  and  bandsmen  of  the  counties  and  city  and  county 
and  certain  persons  dependent  upon  them,  and  to  regulate  the  collection, 
management  and  disbursement  thereof,*'  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  object  of  the  bill  is  to  provide  a  pension 
fund  for  members  of  the  police  force,  fire  department  and  the  band  of 
the  city  and  county  and  the  respective  counties  for  employees  who  have 
retired  after  service  of  twenty  years  or  more,  or  who  are  disabled  in 
line  of  their  duty  or  die,  whether  as  a  result  of  accident  incurred  in  line 
of  their  duty,  or  from  natural  causes,  leaving  dependents. 

The  Act  is  broader  than  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  in  that  it 
covers  not  only  accidents  incurred  in  the  course  of  accident,  disability  or 
death,  whether  incurred  within  the  course  and  scope  of  the  employment 
or  otherwise. 

The  theory  of  the  act  is  to  provide  sure  and  certain  benefits  for  a  class 
of  employees,  whose  compensation  is  small,  yet,  the  best  years  of  their 
Hves,  and  the  lives  themselves  are  sacrificed  in  the  service  of  the  public. 

Your  Committee  heartily  approves  of  the  principles  of  this  act.  Your

Committee  feels,  however,  that  the  benefits  provided  for  under  this  ac^ 
should  not  be  in  addition  to  any  benefits  which  might  be  received  under 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  as  were  such  an  employee  to  receive 
the  benefits  under  both  acts,  a  situation  mky  readily  arise  where  the  em- 
ployee would  receive  more  by  way  of  compensation  for  injury  or  dis- 
ability than  the  total  salary  he  would  receive  if  able  to  work. 

Your  Committee  feels,  however,  that  the  employee  or  his  dependents 
should  not  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  elect  whether  he  or  they  desire 
to  take  compensation  under  this  act  or  under  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  bill  do  pass  with  the 
following  amendments:

1  of  said  bill  the  following  words  **in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
County  or  City  and  County." 

2.  Delete  the  word  "of'*  in  the  second  sentence  of  Section  3  of  said 
bill  between  the  words  improvement  bonds"  and  the  words  **the 
Territory ' '  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  *  *  of  any  improvement 
district  within." 

3.  Insert  in  paragraph  numbered  second  in  the  sentence  before  last 
of  Section  3  of  said  bill  after  the  words  **but  all  times"  the  word  "so". 

4.  Delete  in  paragraph  numbered  second  in  Section  3  of  said  bill  i^ 
the  last  sentence  of  said  paragraph  the  words  "upon  the  request  of" 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "solely  paid  by". 

5.  Insert  in  paragraph  numbered  third  of  Section  3  of  said  bill  aifter 
the  words  and  figures  "$25.00  per  month"  the  following  words  "until 
her  death  or  remarriage." 

6.  Add  at  the  end  of  Section  3  of  said  bill  two  new  paragraphs  read- 
ing as  follows: 

"Provided,  however,  that  the  benefits  hereinbefore  set  forth  shall  Be 
in  lieu  of  any  or  other  compensation  payable  to  said  member  of  such 
police  force,  fire  department,  or  band  or  any  of  his  dependents'  under  or 
on  account  of  Act  221,  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  as  amended,  or  any 
other  claim  or  demand  against  the  county  or  city  and  county  by  whom 
said  member  is  employed." 

"Provided,  further,  however,  that  said  member  of  such  police  force, 
fire  department  or  band  or  his  dependents  may  at  his  or  their  electipii 
waive  the  benefit  provided  for  in  this  act  and  in  lieu  thereof  claim  any 
compensation  or  benefits  that  would  otherwise  be  payable  to  said  mem- 
ber or  his  dependents  under  said  Act  221,  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915, 
as  amended  or  in  any  manner  authorized  by  law." 

7.  Amend  Section  4  of  said  bill  by  deleting  the  words  "'by  a"  in 
the  sentence  before  the  last  sentence  of  said  Section  after  the  words 
"deemed  proper"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "by  such". 

8.  Amend  Section  8  of  said  bill  by  inserting  in  said  section  after  the 
words  "but  not  exceeding  twenty  years"  the  following:  "'and  who 
shall  be  unable  through  sickness  or  other  disability  to  support  himself 
and  his  dependents." 

9.  Amend  Section  8  of  said  bill  by  deleting  the  period  at  the  end  of 
said  section  and  adding  the  following  words  "so  long  as  so  disabled."

No.  400),  recommending  that  Senate  Concurrent  Beso- 
lution  No.  15,  requesting  the  Congress  to  enact  a  law  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  liquor  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  be  tabled.  The  report  was 
read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows:

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Concur- 
rent Besolution  No.  15,  requesting  Congress  to  enact  a  law  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  liquor  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

Section  55  of  the  Organic  Act  reads,  in  part,  as  follows:  ''nor  shall 
any  lottery  or  sale  of  lottery  tickets  be  allowed;  nor  shall  spirituous 
or  intoxicating  lic^uors  be  sold  except  under  such  regulations  and  restric- 
tions as  the  Territorial  Legislature  shall  provide*'.  No  one  will  con- 
tend under  the  Organic  Act  that  a  lottery  would  be  allowed  in  Hawaii 
If  the  Organic  Act  read  *'nor  shall  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  be 
sold*'  and  stopped  there,  no  one  would  contend  liquor  coiSd  be  sold. 
The  act  goes  on  to  say  that  liquor  may  be  sold  under  the  regulations 
and  restrictions  of  the  Legislature.  In  other  words,  if  the  Territorial 
Legislature  does  not  permit  the  sale  of  liquor,  it  could  not  be  sold  in  this 
Territory.  If  we  today  repealed  the  present  liquor  law  and  there  was 
a  penalty  against  the  sale  of  liquor,  no  liquor  could  be  sold  in  this  Ter- 
ritory. 

The  position  taken  by  the  concurrent  resolution  that  Congress  should 
enact  a  prohibition  law  is  inconsistent  with  the  position  taken  by  this 
Committee  and  by  the  Senate.  This  Legislature  and  this  Territory  have 
sufficient  power  to  deal  with  the  entire  question  of  prohibition,  and  the 
Committee  recommends  that  the  Besolution  be  tabled.

Judge  Nainoa  has  occupied  his  position  for  fourteen  years  and  is  now 
seventy -six  years  old.  He  has  been  a  most  faithful  judge  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  reason  why  he  should  not  be  reappointed.  In  the  event 
he  is  not  reappointed,  then  it  is  only  fair  that  he  should  receive  a  pen- 
sion in  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  per  month.  His  present  salary  is  sixty 
dollars  per  month. 

The  Committee  recommends  amending  the  bill  by  striking  out  the 
whereas  clauses  and  inserting  in  Section  1  the  words  and  figures  ''thirty 
($30.00)''  instead  of  "twenty  ($20.00)"  and  adding  to  the  first  sentence

The  bill  seeks  first  to  open  up  for  homesteading  forthwith,  or  as  soon 
as  the  crops  of  cane  now  maturing  are  taken  off  by  the  plantation,  a 
tract  of  2,000  acres  comprised  in  the  government  land  now  occupied  by 
the  Waiakea  Sugar  Company  of  Hawaii,  except  that  such  portion  of  said 
2,000  acre  tract  bordering  on  Kilauea  Avenue  shall  be  laid  out  for  resi- 
dence lots,  and,  second,  that  all  the  remaining  area  comprised  in  the 

Slantation  be  opened  up  for  homesteaders  as  soon  as  it  is  available.  Be- 
eving  that  the  Waiakea  lands  present  an  ideal  opportunity  for  trying 
out  homesteading  of  sugar  lands,  but  at  the  same  time  believing  that 
the  plantation  itself  should  be  kept  a  going  concern  in  order  that  the 
iiomesteader  will  have  a  market  for  his  cane,  we  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  bill  amended,  as  per  draft,  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

At  the  same  time  we  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  2,000 
acre  tract  to  be  opened  up  is  the  cream  of  the  plantation,  and  that 
satisfactory  arrangements  must  be  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Lands  with  the  Waiakea  Mill  Company  for  the  surrender  of  the  land 
as  soon  as  the  growing  crops  of  cane  thereon  are  harvested  or  the  provi- 
sions of  the  bill  can  not  be  carried  out.

TO  FACILITATE  AND  EXPEDITE  THE  OPENING  AND  TO  PRO- 
VIDE FOR  THE  DISPOSITION,  AS  RESIDENCE  LOTS  AND 
HOMESTEADS,  OF  CERTAIN  PUBLIC  LANDS  AT  WAIAKEA, 
IN  THE  DISTRICT  OF  SOUTH  HILO,  COUNTY  OF  HAW  AH. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

SECTION  1.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  shall  forthwith  order  the  subdivision  for  residence  lots 
and  homesteads  into  areas  as  hereafter  provided  upon  the  harvesting 
of  the  growing  crops  of  cane  thereon  or  that  portion  of  the  govern- 
ment land  of  Waiakea,  now  under  lease  to  the  Waiakea  Mill  Company, 
and  lying  on  both  sides  of  Kilauea  Avenue,  beginning  at  the  one-mile 
post  on  said  avenue  and  running  out  to  the  four-mile  bridge  on  said 
avenue,  following  the  lava  flow  on  the  lower  side  of  said  avenue  and  run- 
ning between  three  thousand  and  four  thousand  feet  on  the  mauka  side 
of  said  avenue,  running  in  a  straight  line  parallel  with  the  said  road  and 
thence  back  to  the  point  of  commencement;  containing  an  area  of  two 
thousand  acres,  more  or  less.  From  the  lands  so  to  be  opened  shall  be 
excepted  all  lands  in  use  by  said  company  for  railroad  lines,  depots  or 
stations  and  camp  sites. 

Section  2.  That  portion  of  said  two  thousand  acres  situated  along  and 
adjoining  both  sides  of  the  main  road  shall  be  laid  out  for  residence 
lots  of  not  less  than  two  acres  each  and  shall  be  appraised  and  num- 
bered in  the  manner  provided  by  law  and  sold  by  auction  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  payment  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  provided  that  no  applicant  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
more  than  one  lot. 

Section  3.  The  remainder  of  said  two  thousand  acres  shall  be  subdivid- 
ed into  lots  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  acres  each  in  area  and  shall 
be  appraised  and  numbered  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  and  shall 
be  disposed  of  for  homestead  purposes  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor. 

Section  4.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  shall  immediately,  after  this  act  takes  effect,  make  ar^ 
rangements  with  the  said  Waiakea  Mill  Company  for  the  release  and 
surrender  of  the  above  mentioned  tract  of  land  comprising  two  thou- 
sand acres,  more  or  less,  as  soon  as  the  growing  crops  of  sugar  cane 
thereon  is  harvested. 

Section  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  date  of  its 
approval.

No.  413),  in  compliance 
with  Senate  Resolution  No.  20,  calling  for  an  investigation  of  the 
question  of  the  high  cost  of  food  stuffs,  and  recommending  that  the 
Resolution  be  tabled.

Sir: — Your  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred Senate  Resolution  No.  20,  calling  for  an  investigation  of  the  ques- 
tion of  high  cost  of  food  stuffs  now  being  charged  to  consumers  within 
this  Territory  and  to  make  such  recommendation  as  it  might  find  feasi- 
ble for  the  relief  of  the  residents  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  whether 
by  legislative  action  or  otherwise,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee,  with  the  limited  time  at  its  disposal  has  been  unable 
to  ascertain  in  any  definite  way  that  there  is  any  concerted  effort  to  un- 
lawfully or  improperly  increase  the  price  of  food  stuffs.  Evidence  of 
this  character  is  difficult  to  secure,  and  still  more  difficult  to  sift  and 
value  properly.  During  its  investigations  the  Committee  has  ascertained 
the  fact  that  the  Legal  Committee  of  the  Honolulu  Chamber  of  Commerce 
has  the  same  general  subjects  under  consideration,  and  that  this  com- 
mittee is  cooperating  closely  with  the  United  States  Attorney  for  the 
Territory.  We  are  informed  that  this  committee  is  still  engaged  in 
gathering  information,  and  at  the  present  time  has  reached  no  definite 
conclusions.  Considering  this  fact,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  so 
short  a  time  now  remains  before  the  adjournment  of  this  session  of  the 
Legislature,  your  Committee  believes  that  the  public  interest  will  be  well 
protected  by  the  work  of  the  public  officials  within  whose  jurisdiction 
this  general  subject  falls,  supplemented  as  it  is  by  the  work  of  the 
commercial  organizations  of  the  community. 

Furthermore,  adequate  control  of  the  sale  and  distribution  of  food  is 
national  in  its  scope;  the  Territory  could  not  control  the  importation  of 
foods  from  the  Coast  or  abroad,  inasmuch  as  Congress  has  sole  power  to 
regulate  interstate  or  foreign  commerce.  Any  attempted  Territorial 
regulation  would  not  prevent  purchases  of  food  in  California  or  else- 
where which  could  be  imported  into  the  Territory  free  from  Territorial 
regulation  or  control. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Resolution  be  tabled.

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The  Minority  Committee  feel  that  the  Senate  having^  already  gone  on 
record  as  being  in  favor  of  a  prohibition  plebiscite,  it  would  now  be  in- 
consistent for  it  to  table  a  bill  providing  for  such  plebiscite.  At  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  33,  President  Chillingworth 's  bill,  both 
sides  had  practically  agreed  upon  submitting  the  question  of  prohibition 
to  the  people.  The  House,  by  passing  the  bill  now  before  the  Committee, 
agreed  on  the  proposition  of  a  plebiscite,  but  did  not  agree  that  the  bill 
as  passed  by  the  Senate  was  in  the  correct  form.  The  proposition  of  the 
House  is  first  to  have  the  plebiscite  and  then  to  compel  the  Governor  to 
call  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature  to  pass  a  law  absolutely  prohibit- 
ing the  importation  and  sale  of  liquors  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

The  minority  feels  that  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  House  is  incomplete 
in  that  it  does  not  attempt  to  place  before  the  people  squarely  the  ques- 
tion of  law  they  are  voting  on.  The  minority  therefore  proposes  to  sub- 
mit to  the  people  the  provisions  set  forth  in  Senate  Bill  No.  33,  which  is 
the  proposed  prohibition  law,  but  is  willing  to  agree  with  the  House  that 
if  for  any  reason  the  Act  should  be  held  invalid,  provided  the  plebiscite 
is  in  favor  of  prohibition,  then  the  Governor  is  authorized  and  directs 
to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature  to  enact  the  law  which  was 
passed  at  the  plebiscite  vote. 

The  only  possible  objection  is  that  the  Governor  cannot  be  compelled 
to  call  a  special  session,  which  is  true;  but  if  the  Governor  approves 
of  the  bill  passed  by  this  Legislature,  it  will  be  his  consent  in  advance 
to  call  a  special  session. 

The  minority  therefore  recommends  the  following  amendments: 

Amend  the  title  of  this  bill  to  read  as  follows:  *'An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  prohibition  of  the  importation  of  intoxicating  liquors  into  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii  and  to  prohibit  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  such 
liquors  therein,  except  under  certain  conditions,  calling  for  a  plebiscite 
on  the  question  of  enforcing  prohibition  throughout  the  Territory  of  Ha- 
waii and  of  enforcing  prohibition  throughout  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 
and  for  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature  under  certain  conditions,  and 
making  appropriations  to  give  effect  to  this  Act." 

Amend  House  Bill  383  by  inserting  before  Section  1  ten  new  sections 
to  be  known  as  Section  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  respectively,  and  to  read 
as  follows: 

''SECTION  1.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eighteen,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  import,  ship,  receive, 
or  aid  or  assist  in  importing,  shipping,  or  receiving  into  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii  any  spirituous,  vinous,  malted,  fermented,  or  any  other  kind  of 
intoxicating  liquor  by  whatsoever  name  it  may  be  called,  or  within  said 
Territory  to  manufacture,  sell,  barter,  give  away,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of,  or  to  offer  to  sell,  barter,  give  away,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  or  to 
keep  in  stock  for  sale,  barter,  gift,  or  other  disposition  thereof,  any  such 
intoxicating  liquor,  except  only  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  to  use  any 
such  intoxicating  liquor  lawfully  ticquired,  for  any  purpose  than  that 
specified  at  the  time  such  purchase  was  made  and  indicated  in  the 
prescription,  requisition,  or  statement  upon  which  such  purchase  was 
predicted  as  also  hereinafter  provided. 

"SECTION  2.  The  Governor  of  the  Territory  shall  appoint,  for  a 
term  of  three  years,  and  may  at  pleasure  remove,  an  agent  for  the  Ter- 
ritory to  be  designated  the  liquor  agent,  who  shall  maintain  his  principal 
office  and  place  of  business  in  Honolulu,  and  branch  offices  in  the  fol- 
lowing towns,  to  wit,  Hilo,  Wailuku,  and  Lihue.  Each  of  such  branch 
offices  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  sub-agent  appointed  by  the  agent  with  the 
consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor.  Each  sub-agent  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  a^nt 
acting  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    The  agent  shall  receive  a 
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salary  of  $3,000.00  a  year,  and  each  sub-agent  a  salary  of  $1,800.00  a 
year,  to  be  paid  by  the  Territory. 

"SECTION  3.  Said  agent  only  may  import,  upon  the  conditions  here- 
inafter mentioned,  intoxicating  liquors  and  pure  grain  alcohol  into  said 
Territory,  and  may,  personally  or  through  said  sub-agent,  sell  the  same 
for  medical,  sacramental,  mechanical,  or  scientific  purposes  only.  Sales 
for  medical  purposes  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  written  prescription 
of  a  duly  licensed  practicing  physician,  which  prescription  shall  be  filled 
but  once  and  shall  remain  on  file  with  said  agent.  Sales  for  sacramental 
purposes  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  written  requisition  of  a  minister 
or  other  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  church  or  religious  organization 
requiring  the  same,  which  requisition  shall  be  filled  but  once  and  shall 
remain  on  file  with  said  agent.  Sales  of  pure  grain  alcohol  to  be  used 
only  for  mechanical  or  scientific  purposes  shall  be  made  only  upon  the 
sworn  statement  of  the  person  desiring  to  use  the  same,  which  statement 
shall  specifically  show  the  exact  use  to  which  such  alcohol  is  to  be  put, 
and  shall  be  filled  but  once  and  shall  remain  on  file  with  said  agent. 

"SECTION  4.  Said  agent  shall  keep  in  his  main  office,  and  require 
said  sub-agents  to  keep  in  the  branch  offices  of  which  they  are  respec- 
tively in  charge,  an  accurate  register  of  every  sale  at  such  office,  show- 
ing the  amount  sold,  the  date  upon  which  the  sale  was  made,  the  name 
of  the  purchaser,  his  or  her  residence,  and  the  name  of  the  physician  or 
minister  or  other  church  officer  or  other  persons  on  whose  prescription  or 
requisition  or  statements  said  sale  was  made,  together  with  a  statement 
clearly  showing  the  use  for  which  the  purchase  was  made. 

"SECTION  5.  No  person  who  has  been  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  a  period  of  five  years  shall  be 
eligible  for  appointment  as  a  liquor  agent  or  sub-agent.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  agents  or  sub-agents  appointed  hereunder  shall  be  eligible 
for  reappointment. 

"SECTION  6.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000.00  or 
by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

"SECTION  7.  Any  agent  who  shall  import  or  sell  any  intoxicating 
liquors  or  pure  grain  alcohol  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or 
who  shall  fail  to  keep  the  register  as  required,  or  any  physician  who 
shall  give  a  prescription  to  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  such 
person  to  obtain  intoxicating  liquors  for  any  other  than  medical  pur- 
poses, or  any  minister  or  other  church  officer  who  shall  make  a  requisition 
for  intoxicating  liquors  except  for  sacramental  purposes,  or  any  person 
who  shall  make  a  false  statement  as  to  the  purpose  or  use  of  pure  grain 
alcohol,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed  $500.00  or  by  im- 
prisonment at  hard  labor  for  not  to  exceed  two  years,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment. 

' '  SECTION  8.  Before  entering  upon  his  duties,  the  agent  shall  give  a 
bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.00,  and  each  sub-agent  shall  give  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00,  running  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  under  this  Act  and  in  such 
form  as  the  Governor  shall  approve.  There  shall  be  at  least  two  sure- 
ties on  each  of  such  bonds  whose  qualifications  and  sufficiency  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  and  who  shall  each  be  required 
to  justify  in  an  amount  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the  bond: 

"PROVIDED,  HOWEVER,  That  a  corporation,  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  becoming  surety  on  bonds  of  public  officers  authorized  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to  act  as 
surety  and  doing  business  in  the  Territory,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Territory,  if  a  corporation  foreign 
to  the  Territory,  if  a  Hawaiian  corporation,  may  be  accepted  as  surety 
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in  lieu  of  the  personal  sureties  hereinbefore  required,  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Governor,  the  interests  of  the  public  will  be  frhly  pro- 
tected. In  ease  of  the  conviction  of  any  agent  of  sub-agent  of  any 
offense  under  this  Act,  in  addition  to  the  penalties  hereinbefore  prescrib- 
ed, his  bond  shall  be  forfeited,  and  judgment  upon  such  bond  may  be 
entered  immediately  upon  a  judgment  of  conviction.

Be-number  Section  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  11  of  this  bill  respectively 
so  that  they  shall  be  Numbers  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18  and  20;

July  1st,  A.  D.  1918;  if  the  majority  of  such  votes  be  in  the  negative 
on  this  question,  then  the  manufacture,  importation  or  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  shall  continue  under  the  restrictions  of  Chapter  122  of  the 
Bevised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915"; 

In  re-numbered  Section  15,  which  is  Section  5  in  the  House  Bill,  strike 
out  the  question  in  lines  12-14  of  said  section  beginning  with  "Shall" 
to  and  including  "Hawaii"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words: 

"Shall  prohibition  against  the  importation,  manufacture  and  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  be  enforced  throughout  the  Territory  of  Hawaii!" 

In  re-numbered  Section  16,  which  is  Section  6  of  the  House  Bill,  strike 
out  the  words  and  figures  "or  before  May  31"  in  line  3  of  said  section 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  and  figures  "June  15"; 

Strike  out  Sections  9  and  10  of  the  House  Bill. 

Add  a  new  Section  to  be  known  as  Section  19  to  read  as  follows: 

' '  SECTION  19.  If  the  plebiscite  provided  for  in  Section  11  hereof  be 
in  favor  of  enforcing  prohibition  throughout  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 
and,  thereafter,  in  any  suit  or  action  brought  to  test,  or  depending  upon, 
the  constitutionality  of  this  Act  it  should  be  determined  by  the  Court 
of  last  resort  to  which  suit  or  action  be  taken  that  this  Act  is  unconsti- 
tutional, in  that  event  the  Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  issue  a  proclamation  calling  a  special  session 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to  convene  within  six- 
ty days  after  the  date  of  such  decision  of  such  court,  for  the  purpose  of 
ratifying  the  decision  of  said  plebiscite  by  passing  a  law  substantially 
like  this  Act  and  omitting  the  unconstitutional  features  thereof  or  any 
further  plebiscite  thereon  prohibiting  the  importation  of  intoxicating 
liquors  into  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  and  prohibiting  the  manufacture 
or  sale  of  such  liquors  therein,  except  for  medicinal,  sacramental,  mechan- 
ical or  scientific  uses."

'Section  33.  Time  of  filing  papers:  fee.  Nomination  papers  shall  be 
filed  as  follows: 

1.  For  delegate  to  congress  and  members  of  the  legislature,  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Territory,  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  day  for  hold- 
ing the  primary. 

2.  For  county  offices,  with  the  county  clerk,  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  day  for  holding  the  primary. 

3.  There  shall  be  deposited  with  each  nomination  for  territorial  or 
county  offices  a  fee  of  ten  dollars,  on  account  of  the  expenses  attending 
the  holding  of  the  primary,  which  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  Territory,  or  the  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  a  realization. 

4.  Upon  the  receipt  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  or 
at  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  a  nomination  of  a  candidate,  the 
day,  hour  and  minute  when  it  was  received  shall  be  indorsed  thereon.'  " 

Add  a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  5  and  to  read  as  follows: 
SECTION  5.    Section  34  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

'Section  34.  List  of  candidates.  1.  At  least  eight  days  before  any 
primary,  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  shall  transmit  to  each  county 
clerk  a  certified  list,  containing  the  names  of  all  persons  for  whom  nom- 
ination papers  have  been  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  who  are  entitled  to 
be  voted  for  in  the  county  at  such  primary,  also  designating  the  office 
for  which  each  is  a  candidate,  and  whether  a  party  candidate  or  non- 
partisan. 

2.    The  county  clerk  shall  forthwith  post  a  copy  of  such  list  in  a  con- 
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spicuous  place  in  his  office  and  in  at  least  three  conspicuous  places  in  each 
precinct.  Said  clerk  shall  also  transmit  without  delay  to  each  candidate 
named  in  said  lists  a  true  copy  of  such  lists. 

3.  The  county  clerk  shall,  at  least  six  days  before  any  primary,  pre- 
pare a  list  containing  the  names  of  all  persons  for  whom  nomination 
papers  have  been  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  who  are  entitled  to  be  voted 
for  in  the  county  at  such  primary,  also  designating  the  office  for  which 
each  is  a  candidate,  and  whether  a  party  candidate  or  non-partisan.  A 
copy  of  said  list  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  office  and 
in  at  least  three  conspicuous  places  in  each  precinct. 

Said  clerk  shall  also  transmit  without  delay  to  each  candidate  named 
in  said  lists  a  true  copy  of  such  lists.'  " 

Add  a  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  6  and  to  read  as  follows: 
SECTION  6.    Section  36  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1915,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

'Section  36.  Specimen  ballots;  errors  or  omissions.  1.  At  least  six 
days  before  the  primary  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  and  the  county 
clerk  shall  prepare  a  specimen  ballot  and  shall  forthwith  submit  a  copy 
of  the  same  to  the  chairmen  of  the  several  territorial,  and  to  the  chair- 
men of  the  several  county  committees,  and  to  the  several  candidates  at 
their  post  office  addresses  as  given  on  their  nomination  papers,  and  shall 
post  a  copy  of  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  office. 

2.  At  least  three  daj^s  before  the  primary,  the  county  clerk  shall  cor- 
rect any  errors  or  omissions  in  the  official  ballot  and  cause  the  same

Sir: — Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which  was  referred 
House  Bill  392,  entitled:  **An  Act  to  provide  for  the  institution  of  cer- 
tain payments  to  Prisoners  for  work  done  by  them  and  to  appropriate 
moneys  therefor,*'  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  has  had  this  bill  under  careful  consideration  and  finds 
that  this  bill  seeks  to  provide  a  fund  from  which  prisoners  may  be  paid 
a  small  daily  wage,  according  to  the  class  of  work  performed  by  them, 
under  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Prison  Warden. 

The  results  of  such  experiments,  as  tried  in  many  of  the  States  in  the 
Union,  an<l  what  is  hoped  to  be  accomplished  through  this  measure  by 
the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors  and  Prison  Warden,  leads  your  Committee 
to  believe  that  it  will  result  in  great  beneficial  results  to  all  concerned. 
It  will  tend  to  create  ambition  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners  to  earn 
monies,  while  serving  sentences,  from  which  they  may,  upon  approval, 
buy  necessaries;  or  in  the  case  of  prisoners  having  families,  they  may  be 
enabled  to  remit,  at  times,  small  amounts  towards  the  support  of  their 
families,  lender  present  practice  the  Government  gives  to  each  discharg- 
ed prisoner  the  amount  of  $5.00.  Under  this  bill  a  prisoner  will  be  able 
to  save  an  amount  considerably  larger  than  the  above  amount  in  antici- 
pation of  his  discharge.  The  incentive,  to  be  enabled  to  earn  and  to 
save  money,  will  undoubtedly  result  in  the  Government  receiving  a 
greater  amount  of  labor  performed  per  man  than  has  been  the  custom 
in  the  past.  This  measure  has  the  urgent  recommendation  of  the  Attor- 
ney General  and  the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors. 

In  view  of  the  above  reasons,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that 
the  bill  do  pass  with  the  following  amendments:

Gentlemen:— I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  78, 
which  this  day  passed  Third  Reading  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Territory  of  Hawaii  with  the  following  amendments: 

Amend  Section  2  of  said  Bill  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  2.  That  a  board  to  be  known  as'  the  Board  of  examiners 
in  optometry,  for  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  is  hereby  established.  Said 
Board  shall  consist  of  three  members  who  shall  possess  sufficient  knowl- 
edge of  theoretical  and  practical  optics  to  practice  optometry  and  who 
shall  have  been  residents  of  this  Territory  actually  engaged  in  the  prac- 
tice of  optometry  for  at  least  one  year.  The  term  of  office  of  each 
member  of  the  said  board  shall  be  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified,  and  vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  only;  but  in  the  original  appointment  of  the  members  of  the  board, 
one  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  from  July  1,  1917.  Said  board  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  governor  of  the  Territory  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  80  of  the  Organic  Act.  After  the  first  board  has  been 
appointed  only  licensed  optometrists  shall  be  eligible  to  appointment. 
N^o  member  of  said  board  shall  be  a  stockholder,  member  of  the  faculty, 
or  on  a  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  of  optometry." 

Amend  Section  3  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  3.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  qualify  by  taking  oath 
of  office  before  a  notary  public,  or  other  officer  empowered  to  administer 
oaths  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  At  the  first  nueeting  of  said  board 
after  each  annual  appointment,  the  board  shall  elect  a  president,  vice- 
president  and  secretary-treasurer.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
least  once  a  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  deemed  most  con- 
venient for  applicants.  Due  notice  of  such  meetings  shall  be  given  by 
publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Territory.  Spe- 
cial meetings  may  be  held  upon  a  call  of  two  members  of  the  board,  or 
upon  notice  from  the  secretary-treasurer  that  an  application  for  exami- 
nation is  on  file.  The  board  shall  prescribe  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws, in  harmony  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  its  own  proceedings 
and  government  and  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  the  practice 
of  optometry.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  published  and  fur- 
nished free  of  charge  to  and  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  applicants 
for  examination.  Provided,  however,  that  no  examination  of  applicants 
shall  be  held  except  by  the  full  board. ' ' 

Amend  Section  4  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  The  board  of  examiners  shall  preserve  a  record  of  all 
its  proceedings  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  showing  name,  age,  place 
and  duration  of  residence  of  each  applicant,  the  tim*  spent  in  schools  of 
optometry,  and  in  the  study  and  practice  of  same,  and  the  year  and 
school  from  which  degrees  were  granted.  Said  register  shall  also  show 
whether  applicants  were  rejected  or  licensed,  and,  if  rejected,  the  rea- 
sons therefor." 

Strike  out  all  of  Section  5. 

Amend  Section  6  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  5.  Every  person  desiring  to  commence  or  to  continue  the 
practice  of  optometry  after  July  1,  1917,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
upon  presentation  of  satisfactory  evidence,  verified  by  oath,  that  he  is 
more  than  21  years  of  age,  of  good  character,  has  a  preliminary  educa- 
tion equivalent  to  at  least  two  years  in  a  public  high  school,  and  has  also 
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studied  at  least  three  years  in  a  registered  optometrist's  office,  or  has 
graduated  from  a  reputable  school  of  optometry,  shall  take  an  examina- 
tion before  said  board  of  examiners  in  optometry  to  determine  his  quali- 
fications therefor.  Every  candidate  who  shall  pass  an  examination  sat- 
isfactory to  the  board,  shall  be  registered  as  possessing  the  qualifications 
required  by  this  Act,  and  shall  receive  from  said  board  a  proper  certifi- 
cate of  such  registration,  provided,  however,  that  any  person  who  shall 
submit  to  said  board  of  examiners  in  optometry  satisfactory  proof  as  to 
his  character,  competency  and  qualifications  and  that  he  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  optometry  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  before  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  shall  receive  from  the  said  board  of  examiners  in 
optometry  a  certificate  of  exemption  from  such  examination,  which  cer- 
tificate shall  be  registered  and  entitle  him  to  practice  optometry  under 
this  Act.  Every  person  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  exemption  as  herein 
provided,  must  make  application  therefor  and  present  the  evidence  to 
entitle  him  thereto  on  or  before  October  1,  1917,  or  he  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  waived  his  right  to  such  certificate.  Before  any  certificate  is 
issued  it  shall  be  numbered  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  by  the  secretary 
of  the  board  of  examiners  in  optometry,  and  its  number  shall  be  noted 
upon  the  certificate.  Applications  for  examination  or  exemption  must 
be  made  in  writing  under  affidavit  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  exam- 
iners in  optometry,  and  on  forms  prepared  by  said  board,  accompanied 
by  the  necessary  fee.  Such  applicants  shall  be  given  due  notice  of  the 
date  and  place  of  examination.  In  case  any  applicant,  because  of  his 
failure  to  pass  examination,  be  refused  a  license,  he  or  she  shall  within 
a  year  be  permitted  to  take  a  second  examination  without  additional  fee. 
The  fee  for  issuing  a  certificate  of  exemption  shall  be  $1.00,  for  examina- 
tion, $20.00. 

Amend  Section  7  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  6.  All  expenses  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees 
received  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  no  salary  or 
other  expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Territory,  and  all 
moneys  received  by  the  board  shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  as  a 
special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  the  board.  An  appeal  to  any 
circuit  court  may  be  taken  from  any  decision  of  the  board  by  any  appli- 
cant who  is  refused  a  certificate." 

Amend  Section  8  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  7.  The  secretary  of  the  board  shall  make  a  report  of  its 
proceedings  to  the  governor  of  the  Territory,  with  an  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  expended  by  the  board  on  or  before  the  1st  of 
January  of  each  year." 

Amend  Section  9  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  8.  Examinations  may  be  conducted  in  writing  or  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  may  determine.  All  certificates  shall  be  attested 
by  an  official  seal  and  signed  by  all  members  of  the  board." 

Amend  Section  10  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  9.  The  territorial  board  of  examiners  in  optometry  may 
refuse  to  admit  persons  to  its  examinations  or  to  issue  the  certificates 
provided  for  in  this  Act  for  any  of  the  following  causes: 

First.  The  presentation  to  the  board  of  any  certificate  or  testimony 
which  was  illegally  or  fraudulently  obtained,  or  when  fraud  or  deceit  has 
been  practiced  in  passing  an  examination. 

Second.  Conviction  of  a  crime  of  the  grade  of  a  felony  or  one  which 
involves  moral  turpitude. 

Third.  Other  grossly  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct  of  a 
character  likely  to  deceive  or  defraud  the  public;  or  for  habits  of  intem- 
perance and/or  drug  addiction,  calculated  to  destroy  the  accuracy  of  the 
work  of  an  optometrist." 
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Amend  Section  11  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  10.  The  right  herein  to  practice  optometry  in  this  Territory 
may  be  revoked  by  the  board  of  examiners  in  optometry  upon  proof  of 
the  violation  of  the  law  in  any  respect  in  regard  thereto;  or  for  any 
cause  for  which  the  board  of  examiners  in  optometry  is  authorized  to 
refuse  to  admit  persons  to  its  examination,  as  provided  in  Section  9  of 
this  Act/' 

Amend  Section  12  to  read  as  follows: 

''Section  11.  Any  person  practicing  optometry  in  this  Territory  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act^  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
fined  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a 
term  not  less  than  two  months  nor  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  and 
each  day  of  such  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense." 

Amend  Section  13  to  read  as  follows: 

''Section  12.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  duly 
licensed  physicians  authorized  to  practice  medicine  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  nor  to  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  U.  S. 
Army  Medical  Corps  on  duty  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii." 

Amend  Section  14  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  13.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval."

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Your  Committee  has  had  this  bill  under  careful  consideration  and 
finds  that  the  object  of  the  same  is  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  to  pay  C.  D.  Pringle  the  sum 
of  $462.50  for  services  rendered  as  second  clerk  of  the  third  division  of 
the  First  Circuit  Court,  from  Decemiber  7,  1914,  to  March  30,  1915,  which 
amount  was  withheld  on  account  of  irregularity  of  appointment,  and  not 
through  any  fault  of  C.  D.  Pringle,  who  performed  his  duties  in  perfect 
good  faith. 

The  error  in  appointment  was  made  on  the  part  of  Judge  Stuart,  who 
refused  to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  law  and  was  later  overruled  by 
the  Circuit  and  Supreme  Courts. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  in  justice  to  Mr.  Pringle,  who  was  the  inno- 
cent sufferer  as  a  result  of  Judge  Stuart's  error,  that  he  should  receive 
payment  for  services  rendered  and  would  recommend  that  this  bill  do 
pass.

MAKING  AN  APPBOPRIATION  OF  EIGHT  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUN- 
DRED DOLLARS  TO  COMiPLETE  IMPROVEMENTS  ON  CER- 
TAIN STREETS  IN  THE  AUWAIOLIMU  DISTRICT,  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  OF  HONOLULU. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($5,550.00)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated out  of  the  general  revenues  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  grading  and  construction  of  pavements  and 
other  improvements  on  Puowaina  Drive,  Upper  Frear  Street  and  Upper 
Perry  Street,  in  the  Auwaiolimu  District,  City  and  County  of  Honolulu. 

Section  2.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($2,950.00)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  the  general  revenues  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  held  in  escrow  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Lands  until  such  time  as  improvement  districts  are  created  on 
Alapai  Street  and  Miller  Street,  or  either,  by  the  City  and  County  of 
Honolulu,  at  which  time  it  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  improvement  district 
'  assessments  on  those  lots,  fronting  on  these  streets,  which  were  purchas- 
ed from  the  Government  as  portions  of  the  Auwaiolimu  Tract,  subject  to 
street  improvements. 

SECTION  3.  The  moneys  appropriated  by  Sections  1  and  2  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  advancements  out  of  the  general  fund,  to  be  reimbursed 
insofar  as  possible,  by  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  lots  in  the  Auwaiolimu 
Tract.  For  this  purpose  all  moneys  now  in  the  Treasury  derived  from 
the  sales  of  lots  in  this  tract  and  all  moneys  derived  from  this  source  in 
the  future  shall  be  transferred  to  the  general  revenues,  not  to  exceed 
the  amount  of  this  appropriation. 

SECTION  4.   This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval.

236,  entitled:  '*An  Act  to  amend  Section  2077  of  the  Revised  Laws  of 
Hawaii,  1915,  as  amended  by  Act  223  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915," 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  present  moving  picture  concerns  pay  an  annual  license  of  two 
hundred  dollars  plus  one  dollar  for  each  Sunday  a  show  is  given.  The 
bill  proposes  a  straight  two  hundred  dollars  to  include  Sundays,  and  to 
allow  Sunday  shows  to  be  given  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  moving  picture  concerns  have  not  made  objection  to 
the  fees  paid,  but  they  do  object  to  control  by  the  Supervisors. 

This  matter  of  control  was  fully  considered  in  the  Session  of  1915. 
It  is  clearly  a  subject  which  each  county  or  city  and  county  should  de- 
cide for  itself. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  bill  be  tabled.

Upon  the  application  of  any  persons  who  appears  to  be  under  the  age  of 
eighteen,  if  a  female,  or  under  twenty,  if  a  male,  to  any  agent  author- 
ized to  grant  marriage  licenses,  for  a  license  to  marry,  such  agent  may, 
before  granting  such  persons  a  license  to  marry,  require  a  sworn  state- 
ment or  afiSdavit  signed  by  such  applicant  or  by  the  parents  of  such 
applicant  relative  to  the  age  of  such  applicant. 

Every  such  agent  or  his  deputy  is  hereby  given  power  to  administer 
oaths  in  all  cases  in  which  oaths  are  authorized  or  required  to  be  taken 
or  administered  and  false  swearing  before  such  agent  or  his  deputy  shall 
be  punishable  as  perjury." 

Renumber  the  present  Section  2  to  read  Section  3.

Sir: — ^Your  Committee  on  Military,  to  which  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  283,  being  ''An  Act  to  regulate  the  exhibition  of  moving  pictures 
on  Sundays,"  has  had  the  same  under  careful  consideration  and  begs 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  regulate  the  exhibiting  of  moving  pic- 
tures of  an  educational  or  biblical  character  on  Sundays  after  the  hour 
of  six-thirty  p.  m. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  exhibition  of  moving  picures  on  Sunday 
of  the  kind  set  forth  in  the  bill  should  be  allowed,  and  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  exhibitions  of  the  kind  at 
an  earlier  hour  than  that  mentioned  in  the  bill;  this  will  provide  a 
peaceful  and  quiet  amusement  on  Sunday  afternoons  to  such  of  the  com- 
munity as  may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  with  the  following 
amendments  the  bill  do  pass. 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"An  Act  to  amend  Act  185  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  relating  to 
moving  pictures." 

Delete  all  of  Section  1  of  the  bill  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

'/Section  1.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  and  the 
City  and  County  of  Honolulu  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
provide  by  ordinance  for  the  exhibiting  of  moving  pictures  of  an  educa- 
tional or  biblical  character  on  Sundays  after  the  hour  of  one-thirty  p.

This  Bill  provides  that  not  only  must  the  County  pay  up  to  one  hun- 
dred dollars  in  cases  where  counsel  has  been  assigned  to  defend  accused 
persons  who  are  not  able  to  hire  counsel,  but  provides  that  the  County 
shall  pay  all  expenses  of  preparing  the  necessary  transcripts  of  evidence 
and  records  for  the  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  appeal.  The 
effect  of  this  would  be  to  encourage  appeals  in  all  cases  and  would  be 
a  very  material  expense  to  the  County. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Bill  be  tabled.

Senator  Castle,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  presented  a  report 
(Stand.  Com.  Rep.  No.  463),  recommending  that  House  Concurrent  Reso- 
lution No.  13,  requesting  Congress  to  enact  a  law  under  which  a  limited 
number  of  Chinese  may  be  admitted  into  the  Territory,  be  adopted.  The 
report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows:

Sir: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  House  Concur- 
rent Resolution  No.  13,  requesting  Congress  to  enact  a  law  under  which 
a  limited  number  of  Chinese  may  be  admitted  into  the  Territory,  begs 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  Committee,  after  a  full  hearing,  feels  that  the  admission  of  a  lim- 
ited number  of  Chinese,  particularly  in  the  present  crisis,  to  work  in  the 
rice  fields  or  any  other  agricultural  pursuits  would  be  advisable. 

The  matter  however  must  go  to  Congress  where  it  will  be  taken  up  in 
connection  with  existing  treaty -rights  and  agreements  with  foreign  coun- 
tries.  Congress  alone  can  judge  in  this  matter. 

The  reason  that  the  Committee  takes  any  action  at  all  on  this  resolu- 
tion is  because  letters  from  prominent  congressmen  have  asked  for  an 
expression  of  opinion  of  the  people  of  Hawaii  either  by  popular  vote  or 
through  the  legislature. 

The  Committee  recommends  inserting  after  the  words  "United  States'* 
in  the  first  resolving  clause  the  words  providing  it  does  not  interfere 
with  existing  treaties  or  agreements  with  foreign  countries." 

As  thus  amended,  the  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
current Resolution. 


Upon  motion  by  Senator  Shingle,  seconded  by  Senator  Chillingworth, 
further  action  on  the  report  was  deferred  until  Tuesday,  May  1,  1917.

This  Concurrent  Resolution  states  that  Frank  Godfrey  duly  filed  his 
claim  for  damages  in  connection  with  the  Kewalo  reclamation  scheme 
as  provided  by  Act  153  and  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1915,  but  owing  to  a 
clerical  error,  his  claim  was  rejected.  The  resolution  requires  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  under  the  provisions  of  Act  126  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1917  to  take  cognizance  of  the  claim  of  Frank  Godfrey.  The 
Act  referred  to,  namely:  Act  126  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1917,  provides 
that  the  Commissioners  shall  investigate  all  the  claims  which  were  re- 
jected in  the  matter  of  the  Kewalo  reclamation.

Your  Committee  has  had  this  Bill  under  careful  consideration  and  finds 
that  this  Act  is  to  repeal  Section  1  of  Act  189,  Session  Laws  of  1915,  and 
to  bring  under  one  appropriation  the  amount  of  $15,000.00  as  a  revolving 
fund  for  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Bill  do  pass,  amended  to 
read  as  hereto  appended  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 


TO  AMEND  ACT  189  OF  THE  SESSION  LAWS  OF  1915,  ENTITLED: 
^*AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  A  REVOLVING  FUND  FOR  THE  OPER- 
ATION AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  THE  TERRITORIAL  MARKET- 
ING DIVISION." 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

SECTION  1.  Section  1  of  Act  189,  Session  Laws  of  1915,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  To  provide  a  working  capital  for  the  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division,  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($15,00.00)  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  General  Rev- 
enues of  the  Territory,  to  be  immediately  deposited  with  the  Treasury 
as  a  continuing  deposit  to  be  known  as  the  Marketing  Division  Re- 
volving Fund." 

SECTION  2.  Section  2  of  Act  189,  Session  Laws  of  1915,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Withdrawals  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  from  the 
Marketing  Division  Revolving  Fund  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mar- 
keting Division,  for  the  purchase  of  seeds,  crates  and  supplies  to  be  sold 
to  persons  applying  for  the  same,  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  advances 
or  settlements  in  full  for  consignments  sold  on  credit  or  otherwise. 

All  withdrawals  shall  be  paid  by  warrant  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Hawaii  on  vouchers,  properly  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Marketing  Division  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture 
and  Forestry. 

SECTION  3.  All  receipts  on  account  of  withdrawals  from  the  Mar- 
keting Division  Revolving  Fund,  authorized  by  Section  2  of  this  Act, 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  monthly, 
to  the  credit  of  the  Marketing  Division  Revolving  Fund. 

SECTION  4.   This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval.

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  TERRITORIAL 
MARKETING  DIVISION  UNDER  THE  CONTROL  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  FOR- 
ESTRY. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry 
is  hereby  authorized  to  create  and  organize  a  division  to  be  known  as 
the  "Territorial  Marketing  Division'*  to  be  conducted  under  the  control 
and  supervision  of  the  Board  for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit: 

1.  To  carry  on  the  business  of  receiving  from  the  producers  thereof, 
the  agricultural,  fishery,  dairy  and  farm  products  of  the  Territory  of  Ha- 
waii and  the  selling  and  disposing  of  the  same  on  commission  as  herein 
provided. 

2.  To  gather  and  disseminate  information  concerning  supply,  demand, 
prevailing  prices  and  commercial  movements,  including  common  and  cold 
storage,  of  territorial  products. 

3.  To  promote,  assist,  and  encourage  the  organization  and  operation 
of  cooperative  and  other  associations  and  organizations  for  improving  the 
relations  and  services  among  producers,  distributors  and  consumers  of 
territorial  products. 

4.  To  foster  and  encourage  cooperation  between  producers  and  dis- 
tributors of  territorial  products,  in  the  interest  of  the  general  public. 

5.  To  foster  and  encourage  the  standardizing,  grading,  inspection, 
labelling,  handling,  storage  and  sale  of  territorial  products. 

6.  To  act  as  a  mediator  or  arbitrator  when  invited,  in  any  contro- 
versy or  issue,  that  may  arise  between  producers,  manufacturers  and 
distributors. 

7.  To  act  on  behalf  of  the  consumers  in  conserving  and  protecting 
their  interests  in  every  practicable  way  against  excessive  prices. 

8.  To  act  as  market  advisor  for  producers  and  distributors,  assisting 
them  in  economical  and  efficient  distribution  of  territorial  products  at 
fair  prices. 

9.  To  improve,  broaden  and  extend  in  every  practicable  way,  the  dis- 
tribution and  sale  of  tentorial  products. 

Section  2.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  purpose  of  this  Act  to 
promote  in  the  interest  of  the  producer,  the  distributor  and  consumer, 
economical  and  efficient  distribution  and  marketing,  of  all  agricultural, 
fishery,  dairy  and  farm  products  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii;  to  reduce 
in  every  practicable  way,  the  expense  and  cost  of  marketing  said  prod- 
ucts, that  the  producer  may  secure  more  adequate  returns  and  the  con- 
sumer a  lower  cost;  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  the  Territorial 
Marketing  Division;  to  define  its  duties  and  powers;  to  create  the  posi- 
tion of  superintendent  of  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division. 

Section  3.  The  following  terms  used  in  this  Act  shall,  unless  a  differ- 
ent meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the  context,  be  construed  as  follows: 

The  "superintendent  shall  be  understood  to  be  the  superintendent 
of  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division,  himself  personally  or  his  duly 
appointed  and  authorized  representative. 

The  "Territorial  Marketing  Division"  shall  be  understood  to  be  the 
places  of  business  established  by  the  superintendent  for  the  sale  of  ter- 
ritorial products. 

The  word  *  *  products  * '  shall  be  understood  to  refer  to  the  agricultural, 
fishery,  dairy  and  farm  products  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  or  products 
manufactured  or  processed  therefrom  within  the  Territory. 

The  term  "organizations  of  producers  and  distributors"  shall  be  un- 
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derstood  to  include  all  corporations,  societies,  associations  and  organiza- 
tions of  producers,  of  producers  and  distributors,  or  of  distributors,  co- 
operative or  otherwise,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  mar- 
keting of  territorial  products. 

Section  4.  The  production  and  marketing  of  all  agricultural,  fishery, 
dairy  and  farm  products  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  matter  of  public  interest  and  a  proper  subject  for  investigation, 
encouragement,  and  development  by  the  Territory. 

Section  5.  The  Board  shall  maintain  in  Honolulu,  City  and  County  of 
Honolulu,  and  in  such  other  place  or  places  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
proper  branches  of  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division,  for  the  receiving, 
care,  sale  and  distribution  of  the  agricultural,  fishery,  dairy  and  farm 
products  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  and  the  Board  shall  establish  and 
maintain  an  executive  office  or  headquarters  at  Honolulu  aforesaid. 

Section  6.  The  Board  shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations, 
and  change  the  same  when  necessary,  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
this  Act  and  any  other  Act  pertaining  to  the  Territorial  Marketing 
Division,  and  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  said  division  and  shall 
print  the  rules  proper  for  free  distribution  to  all  persons  who  wish  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  market,  whether  buyers  or  sell- 
ers, and  all  buyers  and  sellers  shall  conform  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
in  order  to  claim  any  right  under  this  Act. 

Section  7.  All  producers  of  agricultural,  fishery,  dairy  or  farm  prod- 
ucts, or  products  manufactured  or  processed  therefrom,  or  fishery  prod- 
ucts, which  shall  have  been  grown,  raised,  produced,  processed  or  manu- 
factured within  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  or  caught  in  the  territorial 
waters  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  consign  and  deliver  such  products 
to  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division  at  any  of  its  places  of  business 
for  sale  and  distribution. 

Section  8.  The  Territorial  Marketing  Division  shall  receive  and  care 
for  all  products  consigned  and  delivered  to  it  umler  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  and  shall  sell  and  distribute  to  dealers,  consumers  and  all  buy- 
ers such  products  to  the  best  possible  advantage  of  the  producer;  and, 
to  the  end  that  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division  may  be  self-support- 
ing, it  shall  charge  a  commission  for  the  handling  of  all  products  in  an 
amount  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  is  just  and  reasonable.  All 
settlements  with  producers  shall  be  made  once  a  month  or  oftener,  and 
the  Territorial  Marketing  Division  shall  retain  the  commission  charged. 

Section  9.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  rent,  lease,  occupy  and  use 
for  the  division  all  such  lands  and  buildings  as  may  be  needed  in  the 
business  of  the  division  or  any  of  its  branches,  and  may  provide  the 
same  with  a  sufficient  force  of  officers,  clerks,  and  other  employees,  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and 
shall  rent  or  purchase,  and  use  all  equipment,  appliances,  horses,  mules 
trucks  or  wagons,  and  all  supplies  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  said 
business. 

Section  10.  The  division  shall  gather  and  disseminate  information  on 
all  subjects  relating  to  the  marketing  of  Hawaiian  products,  and  shall 
issue  reports  thereon,  and  by  every  practicable  means  keep  the  producers 
informed  of  the  supply  and  demand  and  at  what  market  their  products 
can  best  be  handled. 

Section  11.  The  salary  or  compensation  of  the  superintendent  and  all 
other  persons  holding  office  or  employment  in  the  division  under  the 
Board,  at  the  head  office  or  elsewhere,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  and 
may  be  paid  monthly  from  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division  expense 
appropriation,  after  being  approved  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  upon 
vouchered  claims  therefor. 

Section  12.  There  is  hereby  created  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Ter- 
ritorial Marketing  Division  Fund."    All  fees,  charges  and  costs  col- 
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lected  by  said  Territorial  Marketing  Division  under  this  Act  shall  be 
deposited  by  the  superintendent  of  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division 
to  the  credit  of  such  fund  in  one  or  more  local  banks.  Any  expenses  of 
whatsoever  nature,  incurred  by  the  Territorial  Marketing  Division  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  be  paid  by  cash  from  the  said  Territorial 
Marketing  Division  fund. 

Section  13.   All  payments  made  under  this  Act,  except  those  from  the 
Territorial  Marketing  Division  fund,"  shall  be  by  warrants  issued  by 
the  Auditor  of  the  Territory  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry. 

Section  14.  This  Act  shall  be  known  as  the  ''Territorial  Marketing 
Division  Act." 

Section  15.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  16.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1917.

WHEREAS,  the  question  of  food  supply  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 
and  the  United  States  of  America  is  one  of  imperative  moment  during 
the  present  crisis,  affecting  every  state  and  Territory  of  the  Union, 
especially  as  a  duty  of  self-preservation  locally;  therefore, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii,  the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Lands,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  United  States  Experiment  Station  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  immediately  establish  on  the  Government  Lands  at  Ka- 
waihae-uka and  Ookala,  above  the  forest,  experimental  and  demonstra- 
tion plots  for  growing  the  following  food  products:  corn,  wheat,  sweet 
and  Irish  potatoes  and  all  kinds  of  beans,  or  any  other  food  products 
which  are  easily  transported  to  market,  also  to  look  into  the  advisability 
of  establishing  a  flour  mill  for  the  manufacture  of  flour; 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  immediately  transfer  all  forest  ranges  from  the  agricultural  department 
and  placed  in  charge  of  said  plots,  all  expenses  for  conducting  and  main- 
taining the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  any  available  funds  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Forestry; 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  is  further  authorized  and  directed 
to  open  up  any  and  all  available  government  lands  within  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii,  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes,  for  raising  food  products 
during  the  present  crisis; 

Any  applicant  or  applicants  for  said  government  lands  shall  be  allow- 
ed as  much  as  can  be  handled  by  him  for  a  homestead  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Organic  Act,  and  the  government  shall  assist  in  every  way 
possible  to  encourage  homesteaders  to  take  up  lands  immediately  and 
raise  food  products.  The  government  shall  further  assist  them  in  secur- 
ing a  market  for  disposing  of  their  products  and  the  food  commissioners 
are  requested  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  homesteaders  in  order 
to  avoid  all  overproduction  of  any  one  article  of  food  product.

parents  of  at  least  thirty-five  pupils  apply  for  the  privilege.

Joint  Resolution  No.  8  was  thereupon  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Education.

Senator  Castle,  for  the  Minority  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  pre- 
sented a  report  (Stand.  Com.  Rep.  No.  470),  recommending  that  the  Bill 
be  tabled.   The  report  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows:

Sir: — The  Minority  of  your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred House  Bill  No.  24,  entitled:  **An  Act  to  encourage  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  rural  population  by  providing  capital  for  agricultural  de- 
velopment, and  for  other  purposes,''  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  object  of  this  Bill  is  to  assist  those  engaged  in  agriculture  upon  a 
limited  scale  by  making  it  possible  for  them  to  borrow  money  at  more 
favorable  terms  than  they  can  at  present.  In  order  to  accomplish  this 
purpose,  the  Bill  proposes  to  create  a  farm  loan  board  with  authority  to 
loan  Territorial  money  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  taking  as  security 
mortgages  upon  farm  lands,  whether  held  in  fee  simple  or  under  lease; 
and  to  borrow,  using  these  mortgages  either  directly  or  indirectly  as 
security,  further  sums,  which  sums  are  in  turn  to  be  loaned  upon  like 
security.  The  Bill  carries  an  appropriation  of  $100,000.00,  to  be  loaned 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  a  further  appropriation  of  $15,- 
000.00  to  create  a  reserve  fund. 

Your  Minority  Committee  has  given  careful  consideration  to  this  Bill 
and  believes  that  it  is  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the  Organic 
Act  respecting  the  incurring  of  indebtedness  by  the  Territory  except  in 
certain  prescribed  methods.  Although  the  Bill  continually  repeats  the 
statement  that  sums  borowed  by  the  farm  loan  board  shall  not  involve 
the  general  credit  of  the  Territory,  yet  the  plain  fact  of  the  matter  is 
that  the  credit  of  the  Territory  is  pledged  in  order  to  secure  the  requisite 
funds.  Unless  the  credit  of  the  Territory  is  in  fact  pledged,  and  there- 
fore a  considerably  larger  sum  than  $100,000.00  becomes  available  to  the 
farm  loan  board  for  loaning  purposes,  the  plan  outlined  by  the  Act 
would,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  be  ineffective,  or,  in  other 
words,  the  revolving  fund  would  not  revolve;  and  in  practice  it  would 
come  down  to  an  appropriation  of  $100,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  loaning 
that  sum,  and  no  other  sum,  to  a  comparatively  small  number  of  indi- 
viduals. The  Bill  provides  that  not  more  than  $5,000.00  could  be  loaned 
to  any  one  individual,  and  if  loans  of  this  amount  were  accepted,  twenty 
individuals  alone  would  secure  assistance  by  reason  of  this  particular 


The  Minority  of  the  Committee  further  believes  that  before  we  should 
pass  a  farm  loan  Act,  we  should  know  more  of  the  workings  of  the 
federal  farm  loan  Bill.  That  was  only  adopted  in  July  of  last  year  and 
has  not  yet  had  a  chance  to  show  whether  the  plan  is  feasible.  If  the 
plan  is  feasible,  the  Territory  might  get  Congress  to  extend  the  federal 
act  to  Hawaii,  which  would  be  sounder  legislation  than  for  the  Terri- 
tory themselves  to  go  into  the  business.  Another  reason  advanced  is  the 
fact  that  the  Districts  in  which  small  farming  is  carried  on  are  not 
properly  8erve<l  by  roads  and  other  means  of  transportation,  and  until 
this  important  question  is  solved  the  Bill  cannot  be  a  success. 

For  the  reasons  above  indicated,  the  Minority  of  the  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  Bill  be  tabled.

Under  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  the  commission  can  investigate  the 
rates  of  all  companies  doing  a  public  utility  business.  There  are  certain 
of  the  ditch  companies,  however,  which  are  obliged  to  sell  water  for 
domestic  use  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands. 
This  is  a  contract  right  and  cannot  be  changed  by  the  Legislature. 

This  bill  merely  provides  a  method  of  investigation  by  the  Commis- 
sion as  to  the  reasonableness  of  rates  and  provides  a  method  by  which 
consumers  may  obtain  relief.

Hawaii  has 
already  a  high  school  at  Hilo,  while  Maui  and  Kauai  have  theirs.  There 
have  been  similar  bills  introduced  this  session  for  a  high  school  at  Hana 
on  Maui,  and  Kailua  on  Hawaii,  and  both  measures  have  been  tabled. 
The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  states  that  in  the  entire  Ha- 
makua district  there  are  seven  public  schools,  but  that  only  Honokaa 
provides  an  eighth-grade  class  from  which  pupils  may  be  drafted  for  the 
new  high  school,  but  from  experience  one-half  of  the  graduates  take  up 
vocations  to  earn  their  livelihood,  which  would  leave  only  a  handful  of 
pupils  as  a  nucleus  of  a  costly  institution  with  a  staff  of  high  salaried 
teachers,  which  the  government  could  ill  afford  at  this  time.  There  is  a 
daily  train  running  between  Hilo  and  Honokaa.   Besides  there  is  La-

Dr.  W.  J.  Goodhue  is  probably  the  best  qualified  man  in  the  Territory 
on  diagnosing  leprosy,  and  as  this  concurrent  resolution  merely  requests 
the  Board  of  Health  to  appoint  him  as  one  of  the  examining  physicians, 
recommends  that  this  Concurrent  Resolution  pass.

Sir: — Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  Piers  8,  9  and 

10  begs  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

It  has  been  an  impossibility  to  make  a  comprehensive  investigation 
in  the  short  time  allotted.  The  Committee,  however,  has  employed  a 
competent  engineer  who  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the  situation. 

The  plans  for  the  piers  were  changed  from  the  original,  particularly 
in  the  question  of  anchorage  on  Piers  8  and  9,  but  these  plans  have  now- 
been  changed,  and  although  the  new  plans  are  not  complete,  the  future 
construction  will  probably  be  correct.  The  changes,  however,  were  not 
within  the  original  contract  and  will  result  in  a  further  cost  to  the  / 
Territory. 

As  to  Pier  10  the  Committee  recommends  the  construction  of  a  gravity 
section  wall  as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Engineers 
which  made  an  independent  examination  of  the  matter  of  Piers  8,  9 
and  10. 

'The  Committee  appends  hereto  the  report  of  its  special  engineer,  C.  H. 
Kluegel,  making  this  report  a  part  of  its  report,  and  recommends  its 
adoption.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  on  the  construction  of  Piers  8,  9 
and  10. 

The  details  of  the  construction  to  date,  as  well  as  the  proposed 
changes,  have  been  so  fully  and  ably  discussed  by  the  Committee  of 
Engineers  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners,  and  as 
there  is  no  question  regarding  the  correctness  of  the  calculations  of  the 
various  stresses  due  to  the  dead  and  live  loads  that  the  piers  will  be 
required  to  withstand,  the  proposition  now  is  to  complete  the  structure 
so  as  to  support  all  prospective  loads  with  a  large  factor  of  safety. 

Owing  to  the  varying  character  of  the  harbor  it  is  impracticable  to 
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obtain  exact  informatiou  for  preparing  specifications  to  be  implicitly 
followed. 

Near  the  Quarantine  Wharf,  for  example,  borings  with  a  core  drill 
showed  hard  coral  at  17  feet  below  low  water.  A  solid  core  of  hard 
coral  3  feet  long  was  obtained.'  Ten  feet  from  this  boring  only  sand 
was  encoi\ntered  to  a  depth  of  37  feet  below  low  water.  The  bottom  of 
the  harbor  is  not  homogeneous;  coral  varies  from  hard  to  debris,  with 
pockets  of  sand.  Exact  information  can  be  obtained  only  by  taking  a 
boring  at  the  site  of  each  pile.  The  most  nofable  example  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  obtaining  definite  information  in  this  vicinity  was  at  Pearl 
Harbor,  where  a  large  amount  of  money  and  time  were  spent  on  borings 
and  investigations. 

In  the  construction  of  wharves  in  our  harbor,  as  has  been  shown  by 
past  experience,  provision  must  be  made  for  such  changes  as  are  re- 
quired by  conditions  found  during  construction. 

In  the  present  case  there  are  no  indications  that  the  foundation  of 
portions  already  constructed  are  inadequate.  Eliminating  the  founda- 
tion from  the  discussion  the  investigation  of  a  retaining  wall  consists 
in  determining  its  stability  (1)  against  sliding  horizontally  on  its  foun- 
dation, (2)  overturning,  and  (3)  crushing  by  its  own  weight. 

It  is  conceded  that  provision  must  be  made  to  counteract  overturning. 
Surveys  show  that  part  of  the  wall  retaining  the  present  fill  has  moved 
outward  at  the  top,  but  there  is  no  indication  that  the  bottom  has  moved. 

Anchoring  the  wall  was  provided  for  in  the  original  design,  and  was 
fully  investigated  by  the  Committee  of  Engineers,  who  furnished  a  new 
design  with  a  large  factor  of  safety,  taking  into  consideration  not  only 
the  lateral  pressure  of  the  fill,  but  also  the  surcharge  due  to  the  weight 
of  stored  freight  and  heavy  moving  loads  on  the  floor. 

The  computations  for  the  reinforced  concrete  anchors,  as  re-designed, 
are  complicated,  as  they  would  be  required  to  resist  not  only  the  anchor 
tension,  but  also  stress  of  beams  due  to  superimposed  loading.  The 
Committee  has  fully  considered  all  of  these  complexities  in  the  computa- 
tions, and  in  future  wharf  designs  the  Territory  will  have  valuable  data 
already  furnished  by  engineers  of  integrity  and  ability. 

The  writer  has  conferred  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners,  who  proposes  to  abandon  the  original  design  of  anchor- 
age, and  to  discontinue  filling  behind  the  wall,  so  as  not  to  increase  the 
present  horizontal  thrust  acting  to  overturn  the  wall,  and  also  tending 
to  cause  a  horizontal  sliding  on  the  foundation,  a  tendency  not  other- 
wise resisted;  and  to  construct  a  combined  floor  and  anchorage  of  rein- 
forced concrete  slabs  supported  on  columns  or  piers. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  plan  now  proposed  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners,  as  outlined  in  preceding  para- 
graph, be  adopted,  as  this  plan  embraces  all  features  necessary  for  the 
stability  of  the  entire  structure. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  floor  and  its  supporting  columns 
be  designed  for  a  live  load  of  750  lbs.  per  square  foot,  plus  such  addi- 
tional concentrated  loads  as  will  be  occasioned  by  the  superstructure, 
hoisting  machinery,  etc. 

For  Pier  10,  the  Committee  of  Engineers  advises  the  construction  of 
a  gravity  section  wall,  which  will  receive  the  entire  horizontal  thrust  of 
the  fill  on  the  landward  side. 

The  present  stage  of  the  work  is  such  that  this  change  of  design  will 
not  render  useless  anything  already  done. 

I  recommend  this  change  of  plan,  and  the  adoption  of  the  Commit- 
tee's type  of  wall.

To  the  Legislature: 

I  have  this  day  approved  Senate  Bill  52,  entitled:  "An  Act  making 
appropriations  out  of  the  general  revenues  for  the  biennial  period  ending 
June  30th,  1919,"  but  I  disapprove  and  veto  the  item  therein  contained 
designated  "Emergency  Fund"  and  described  as  follows: 
"From  which  expenditures  may  be  made  only  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Territory  and  only  for  urgent  needs  for  which  no  specific 
appropriation,  or  an  insufficient  appropriation,  is  made  herein. 
A  detailed  account  of  all  of  which  expenditures  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  next  legislature.    Provided,  however,  that  no  ex- 
penditure shall  be  made  out  of  this  fund  to  increase  any  salary. 
And  provided  further,  that  the  term  'Urgent  Needs'  shall  be 
held  to  include  only  cases  where  the  public  health  or  public 
safety  are  imperilled,  and  there  exists  no  specific  appropriation, 
or  an  insufficient  appropriation,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  such 

emergency   $50,000.00." 

This  is  an  attempt  at  a  weak  substitute  for  the  customary  Contingent 
Fund  granted  Governors  in  the  preceding  four  appropriation  bills. 

It  is  an  attempt  to  place  the  administration  and  departments  under 
the  Treasurer,  which  I  believe  is  inconsistent  with  the  Organic  Act. 

In  the  only  two  emergencies  provided  for,  "public  health  or  public 
safety,"  heads  of  departments  must  go  to  the  head  of  the  department 
indicated,  the  Treasurer,'  both  to  determine  the  necessity  and  secure 
relief. 

Words  fail  to  describe  the  distortion  of  governmental  responsibility, 
functions  and  authority. 

It  is  an  undisguised  attempt  to  subvert  the  functions  of  the  Chief 
Executive. 

It  is  not  even  a  comprehensive,  consistent  or  adequate  substitute  for 
a  Contingent  Fund. 

In  any  financial  emergency  there  is  no  possible  relief. 
I  shall  regret  to  report  to  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as 
I  am  in  duty  bound,  the  action,  in  this  particular,  of  the  Legislature  of

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RULES  OF  THE  SENATE 


1 

MEETINGS. 

(1)  .  After  the  day  of  opening  the  Legislature  as  prescribed  by  law^ 
the  Senate  shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  public  business  every  day 
except  Sundays,  recognized  holidays  and  such  other  days  as  the  Senate 
shall,  by  motion  or  resolution  duly  adopted  and  entered  in  the  Journal 
designate. 

(2)  .  The  hour  of  meeting,  recesses^  and  adjournments  shall  be  such 
as  the  Senate  shall  by  motion  decide  from  time  to  time.

ADJOURNMENTS. 

(Meetings  may  be  adjourned  at  any  time.  Unless  otherwise  specified 
in  the  motion^  every  adjournment  shall  be  considered  as  the  usual  hour 
of  meeting  on  the  next  following  business  day;  but  no  adjournment  shall 
be  for  more  than  three  days^  or  sine  die^  without  the  consent  of  the 
House  of  Representatives.

QUORUM. 

For  the  transaction  of  business^  a  majority  of  the  number  of  members 
to  which  the  Senate  is  entitled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  conduct 
of  ordinary  business,  of  which  quorum  a  majority  vote  shall  suffice;  but 
the  final  passage  of  a  law  shall  require  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  all 
the  members.  A  smaller  number  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  in  such  a  manner 
and  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  provided  by  resolution.  For  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  there  is  a  quorum  present,  the  Chairman 
shall  count  the  number  of  members  present.

PUNISHMENT  OF  MEMBERS. 

The  Senate  may  punish  its  own  members  for  disorderly  behavior  or 
neglect  of  duty  by  censure,  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote^  suspend  or  expel  a 
member.

VACANCIES. 

All  vacancies  caused  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  term  at  a  general  or  special  election. 

6 

OBGANIZATION. 

When  a  session  of  the  Senate  is  convened^  the  Senator  from  the  First 
District  who  was  elected  by  the  largest  vote,  shall  or  in  the  event  of  his 
absence  any  other  Senator-elect  may  call  the  Senate  to  order  and  appoint 
a  Committee  of  three  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  immediately  examine  the 
credentials  of  the  members-elect  of  the  Senate.  If  upon  said  Committee 
report  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  credentials  are  in  order^  the 
Senate  shall  proceed  to  organize  and  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of  three 
to  wait  upon  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  a  Circuit  Judge,  and 
request  him  to  administer  the  oath  of  office  required  by  the  Organic  Act. 
Such  proceedings  need  not  be  as  of  course  upon  the  day  of  convening  the 
Senate. 

7 

OFFICERS. 

(1)  .  The  Officers  of  the  Senate  shall  be:  President,  Vice-President, 
Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Chaplain,*Sergeant-at-Arms,  Messenger  and  Jan- 
itor, who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

(2)  .  The  first  four  shall  require  a  majority  vote  to  elect;  the  others 
may  be  elected  on  a  plurality  vote. 

(3)  .  The  Officers  shall  hold  their  several  positions  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  Senate. 

8 

PAY  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  receive  no  pay.  The  Officers 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Senate  shall  fix  by  resolution. 
When  once  fixed  the  pay  of  Officers  shall  not  be  increased  except  by 
unanimous  consent.

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 
THE  PRESIDENT. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President: 

(1).  To  open  the  sittings  of  the  Senate  at  the  appointed  hour  by 
taking  the  Chair  and  calling  upon  the  Chaplain  to  perform  his  duties. 
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(2)  .  To  call  for  the  reading  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day, 
when  a  qaornm  shall  be  present. 

(3)  .   To  maintain  order  and  a  proper  decorum  in  debate. 

(4)  .  To  announce  the  business  before  the  Senate  in  the  order  pre- 
scribed by  rules. 

(5)  .  To  receive  and  submit  all  matters  brought  properly  before  the 
Senate  by  the  members^  to  call  for  votes  upon  the  same  and  announce 
the  results. 

(6)  .    To  receive  all  communications  and  present  them  to  the  Senate. 

(7)  .  To  appoint  all  committees  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Senate. 

(8)  .  To  authenticate  by  his  signature  all  acts  and  doings  of  the 
Senate,  when  necessary. 

(9)  .  To  make  known  rules  of  order  when  so  requested,  and  to  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate. 

(10)  .  To  issue  his  warrant  when  so  directed  by  the  Senate  to  carry 
into  effect  its  orders  in  the  arrest  of  offenders,  the  summoning  of  wit- 
nesses, or  other  orders  of  the  Senate. 

(11)  .  To  decide  all  questions  wherein  the  vote  shall  result  in  a  tie,  or 
where  a  vote  is  taken  by  ayes  and  noes. 

(12)  .  To  do  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  by  law  or 
by  these  rules,  or  such  as  may  properly  pertain  to  such  office. 

(13)  .  In  the  case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  on  motion 
duly  adopted,  the  President  may  have  the  Senate  Chamber  cleared  of 
all  persons  except  the  members  and  officers. 

(14)  .  The  rooms,  desks,  passages,  stairways,  corridors,  balconies,  in 
and  about  the  building  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  shall  be  under 
the  control  and  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  he  shall 
Lave  control  and  direction  of  all  the  public  property  of  the  Senate.  He 
shall  see  that  all  officers  of  the  Senate  perform  their  respective  duties, 
and  may  assign  places  to  visitors  and  reporters. 


The  Vice-President  shall  exercise  all  the  duties  and  powers  of  the 
President  in  his  absence. 


(1)  .  The  Clerk  shall  have  charge  of  all  records  of  the  Senate,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  same.  On  no  account  shall  he  permit  orig- 
inal documents  to  be  withdrawn  from  his  keeping  unless  ordered  by  the 
Senate. 

(2)  .  He  shall  make  a  concise  and  complete  memorandum  of  all  peti- 
tions, motions,  resolutions,  amendments  and  other  matters  brought  before

THE  CLERK. 
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the  Senate;  such  memorandums  shall  state  the  nature  of  said  matter, 
and  give  the  name  of  the  introducer.  Such  memorandums  shall  be  dated 
each  day,  and  shall  also  give  the  number  of  days  of  sittings.  Such  mem- 
oranda, together  with  other  matter  ordered  to  be  placed  therein,  shall 
constitute  the  Journal.  The  Journal  of  each  day  shall  be  read  the  fol- 
lowing day,  immediately  after  Chaplain  shall  retire,  as  directed  in  Rule 
Xin.  When  such  Journal  shall  be  corrected  and  approved  by  vote  of 
the  Senate,  it  shall  be  entered  by  the  Clerk  in  a  book  to  be  called  the 
"Journal  of  the  Senate.    Session  of  "  (giving  the  year). 

(3)  .  He  shall  read  all  bills,  resolutions  and  other  matter,  if  so  re- 
quired, to  the  Senate. 

(4)  .  He  shall  forward  at  once  all  letters,  messages,  communications 
and  other  matters  to  the  proper  parties,  either  directly  or  through  a 
Committee,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(5)  .  He  shall  immediately  deliver  to  the  Chairman  of  the  appro- 
priate committees  all  petitions,  resolutions,  bills  or  other  matter  duly 
referred  to  such  committees. 

(6)  .  He  shall  draw  such  drafts  on  the  Treasury  for  exx>en8es  of  the 
session  as  shall  be  authorixed  by  the  Senate  and  approved  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts. 

(7)  .  He  shall  pay  all  such  bills  and  accounts  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Committee  on  Accounts,  or  ordered  by  the  Senate,  and  no  others. 

(8)  .  He  shall  note  aU  questions  of  order  with  the  decision  thereon 
and  collect  the  same  together  and  append  them  to  the  Senate  Journal  at 
the  close  of  the  session. 

(9)  .  He  shall  do  and  perform  all  other  clerical  duties  and  offices  per- 
taining to  the  position  of  clerk,  as  the  Senate  shall  from  time  to  time 
(direct,  and  such  as  shall  by  law  or  these  Rules,  or  rules  hereafter 
adopted,  be  assigned  to  him,  or  such  as  properly  pertain  to  such  posi- 
tion. He  shall  post  the  order  of  business  in  writing  in  a  conspicuous 
place  each  day.

THE  ASSISTANT  CLERK. 

The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  assist  the  Clerk  in  performance  of  his  duties 
and  attend  to  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  when  so  directed  by 
the  President.

CHAPLAIN. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chaplain  to  attend  each  day  at  the  hour  of 
meeting  of  the  Senate,  and  to  open  the  session  of  the  day  by  such 
religious  exercises  as  the  President— eubject  to  revision  by  the  Senate — 
shall  direct.

THE  SERGEANT  AT-AKMS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  attend  the  Senate  on 
every  day  of  meeting;  to  maintain  order  amongst  those  present  as  spec- 
ators;  to  give  notice  to  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  attendance  of  any 
person  with  communications  or  otherwise;  to  supervise,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  the  supply  of  books^  stationery, 
and  other  incidentals  which  require  distribution  among  the  members; 
to  attend  upon  committees  if  so  requested;  to  serve  all  orders  of  process 
directed  by  the  President  or  Senate;  to  make  all  required  arrests  of 
members  or  other  persons,  and  to  retain  the  same  in  custody;  to  have 
the  charge  and  responsibility  for  the  postal  requirements  of  the  Senate, 
and  generally  to  execute  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  President  of  the 
Senate.

THE  MESSENGER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Messenger  to  attend  the  Senate  at  all 
meetings,  and  at  all  times  to  do  and  perform  all  requirements  of  the 
Senate,  or  officers  or  members  thereof.

THE  JANITOR. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Janitor  to  have  charge  of  the  Senate 
Chamber,  and  of  all  furniture  and  property  of  the  same  and  of  all  prop- 
erty and  effects  of  the  members  left  there.  He  shall  keep  said  room, 
furniture  and  effects  in  good  order  and  clean.

RESPONSIBILITY  OF  OFFICERS. 

All  of  the  officers  of  the  Senate  shall  be  directly  answerable  to  the 
President,  and  shall  obey  and  perform  all  of  his  orders  and  directions, 
subject  to  revision  by  the  Senate.  If  required  by  the  President  any 
officer  shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  and 
an  oath  of  office  shall  be  administered  to  each.

COMMITTEES. 
There  shall  be  four  kinds  of  Committees: 

(1).  Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  three  members  each,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  at  the  opening  of  each  session,  and  to  serve 
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during  the  whole  session,  excepting,  however,  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  two  from  the  Third 
Senatorial  District  and  one  from  each  of  the  other  Senatorial  DiBtricts^ 
and  the  Judiciary  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  five  members. 

(2)  .  Select  Committees,  to  consist  of  three  members  each,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  as 
occasion  requires,  and  to  serve  until  discharged  upon  finally  reporting 
the  specific  matters  referred. 

(3)  .    Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate. 

(4)  .  Conference  Committees,  to  consist  of  three  members  each,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  requires,  and 
to  serve  until  discharged  upon  finally  reporting  the  matter  referred.

The  first  person  named  on  the  Committee  shall  be  Chairman,  unless 
the  Committee  elect  another.  The  Chairman  shall  call  meetings  and 
preside  and  a  Clerk  may  be  appointed. 

20 

MEETINGS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Meetings  of  Committees  shall  be  public  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

No  Committee  shall  sit  during  the  time  when  the  Senate  is  actually  in 
session  without  a  special  order,  excepting  Conference  Committees,  which 
may  sit  at  any  time.

Committees  shall  be  under  the  control  and  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  Senate,  and  shall  faithfully  carry  out  such  orders.  Any  member  may 
excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  Committee  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, if  he  is  a  member  of  four  other  Committees.

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  opening  of  the 
session,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible;  they  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  .    Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

(2)  .    Committee  on  Judiciary. 

(3)  .    Committee  on  Military. 

(4)  .    Committee  on  Public  Lands  and  Internal  Improvements. 

(5)  .    Committee  on  Public  Health.

(7)  .    Committee  on  Enrollment,  Revision,  and  Printing. 

(8)  .    Committee  on  Accounts. 

(9)  .    Committee  on  Bules. 
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(10)  .    Committee  on  Agriculture,  Forestry,  and  Promotion. 

(11)  .    Committee  on  Public  Expenditures.

COMMITTEE  ON  WAYS  AND  MEANS. 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  take 
into  consideration  all  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  other  officers  of  the 
Territory  and  all  propositions  relating  to  revenue  or  otherwise  to  inquire 
into  the  state  of  revenue  and  all  such  propositions  relative  to  revenue  aa 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Senate  and  to  report  from  time  to  time 
their  opinion  thereon. 


It'  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  to  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  bills^  petitions  and  matters  touching  judicial  proceed- 
ings or  otherwise  as  shall  be  presented,  or  come  in  question  and  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  Senate,  and  to  report  their  opinions  thereon, 
together  with  such  propositions  relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Miilitary  to  take  into  con- 
sideration all  laws  and  aU  propositions  and  reports  relative  to  military 
matters,  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  their  opinion  thereon. 


COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  LANDS  AND  INTERNAL  IMPROVE- 

MENTS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  and  Internal 
Improvements,  to  take  into  consideration  all  such  laws,  petitions  and 
matters  respecting  public  lands,  the  care,  custody  and  maintenance  of 
public  works  as  shall  be  presented  or  shall  come  in  question  and  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  Senate  and  to  report  thereon  with  such  propo- 
sitions relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient;  to  take  into 
consideration  all  such  laws,  petitions  and  matters  or  things  respecting 
roads  and  internal  improvements  as  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
Senate,  and  to  report  thereon  with  such  propositions  relative  thereto  as 
may  seem  to  them  expedient.

COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Health  to  take  into 
consideration  all  such  laws  and  all  such  propositions  and  any  report  of 
the  Board  of  Health  relative  to  the  health  of  the  people  as  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  Senate,  and  to  report  thereon  with  such  propo- 
sitions for  the  promotion  of  public  health  and  safety  as  may  seem  to 
them  expedient.

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conunittee  on  Education  to  take  into  con- 
sideration  all  such  reports  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  all  such  propo- 
sitions or  laws  relative  to  education  or  schools  as  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  Senate,  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  their  opinion 
thereon,  together  with  such  propositions  for  the  promotion  of  educa'tion 
and  improvement  of  schools  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient.

COMMITTEE  ON  ENBOLLMENT,  REVISION  AND  PRINTING. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Enrollment,  Revision  and 
Printing  to  have  all  bills  printed  that  are  so  ordered,  and  also  to  pro- 
cure by  tender  or  contract,  if  possible,  all  printing  required  by  the 
Senate;  to  see  that  such  printing  is  properly  done;  that  the  Senate  is 
supplied  with  all  the  necessary  printed  matter  under  supervision  of  the 
Committee  on  Accounts,  and  to  employ  proof-readers;  to  see  that  all  bills 
after  engrossing  or  typewriting  and  before  final  passage  of  the  same  and 
of  such  other  matters  requiring  the  signature  of  the  President,  are  cor- 
rect and  true,  and  that  they  are  the  same  as  finally  acted  upon  by  the 
Senate,  and  after  final  action  shall  see  that  the  copy  to  be  presented  to 
the  Secretary  corresponds  with  that  finally  passed  by  the  Senate;  and  to 
do  and  perform  all  matters  and  things  relative  thereto  as  the  Senate 
may  from  time  to  time  direct.

COMMITTEE  ON  ACCOUNTS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  to  superintend  and 
control  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Senate,  and  to  audit  and  settle 
all  accounts  which  may  be  charged  thereon,  and  also  to  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  members,  and  for  their  traveling  fees.  No  bills  shall  be 
incurred  vithout  the  order  of  said  Committee,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  bill  to  be  paid  until  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  audited  by 
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the  said  Committee.  They  shall  from  time  to  time  direct  the  Clerk  to 
draw  drafts  on  the  Treasury  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  the  Senate.

COMMITTEE  ON  RULES. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  to  consider  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Senate,  and  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  referred  to  them.

COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE,  FORESTRY,  AND  PROMOTION. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  Forestry,  and 
Promotion  to  take  into  consideration  all  such  laws,  bills,  petitions  and 
other  matters  relating  to  said  subjects,  or  any  thereof,  as  shall  be  pre- 
sented or  come  in  question  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Senate,  and 
to  report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  such  recommendations  relative 
thereto  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient.

COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  EXPENDITURES. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures  to  take 
into  consideration  all  laws  and  all  propositions  and  reports  relative  to 
the  expenditures  of  the  different  departments  of  the  Territory,  and  to 
examine  the  expenditures  of  the  different  departments  of  the  Territory, 
and  to  report  from  time  to  time  their  opinion  thereon;  to  examine  into  the 
state  of  the  several  departments,  and  particularly  into  laws  making 
appropriation  of  money,  and  to  report  whether  the  moneys  have  been 
disbursed  conformably  with  those  laws;  and  also  to  report  from  time  to 
time  such  propositions  as  may  be  necessary  to  add  to  the  economy  of 
the  departments  and  the  accountability  of  their  officers.

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

(1)  .  The  Senate  may  from  time  to  time  resolve  itself  into  a  Commit- 
tee of  the  Whole.  Whenever  any  matter  shall  be  referred  to  such  Com- 
mittee, upon  the  adoption  of  a  motion  to  that  effect,  the  President  shall 
call  some  member  to  take  the  chair  (unless  the  Senate  shall  nominate  a 
chairman),  which  being  done,  the  Senate  shall  then  be  in  Committee. 

(2)  .  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  act  as  Clerk  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  without  extra  compensation,  and  shall  make  a  careful  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  in  a  rough  memorandum  book, 
which  book  shall  be  kept  as  one  of  the  records  of  the  Senate.

RULES  IN  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

In  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  rules  of  procedure  in  the  Senate  shall 
be  observed  excepting  that  any  member  may  speak  more  than  once  on 
the  same  subject,  but  no  person  shall  speak  a  second  or  further  time 
until  others  desiring  to  speak  shall  have  had  an  opportunity,  nor  shall 
the  motion  for  the  previous  question  be  allowed.  A  time  limit  for  de- 
bate may  be  fixed  by  vote.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS.  * 

(1)  .  The  Standing  Committees  shall  report  from  time  to  time  upon 
all  matters  referred  to  them. 

(2)  Select  Committees  shall  report  within  five  days  upon  matters  re- 
ferred to  them,  unless  further  time  is  given  by  vote  of  the  Senate.

(1)  .  Whenevy  any  matter  shall  be  referred  to  a  Committee,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  that  committee  to  make  diligent  inquiry  into  all  of  the 
facts  and  circumstances  connected  with  the  matter.  If  necessary,  wit- 
nesses shall  be  summoned  and  examined;  documents  and  records  shall  be 
searched,  and  everything  shall  be  done  to  bring  all  facts  pertaining  to 
said  matter,  before  the  Senate. 

(2)  .  The  report  shall  state  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  based 
thereon,  together  with  a  distinct  recommendation  as  to  the  disposal  of 
that  matter. 

(3)  .  A  report  upon  a  bill  shall  state  clearly  the  amendments,  if  any, 
proposed.  If  a  substitute  bill,  for  one  or  more  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee shall  be  reported,  such  substitute  bill  shall  agree  with  the  subject  of 
the  bill  or  bills  returned  to  the  Senate.

Whenever  a  Committee  shall  be  ordered  to  perform  a  particular  ser- 
vice, or  one  shall  be  appointed  therefor,  the  service  shall  be  performed 
exactly  according  to  the  requirements.

Whenever  a  Committee  fails  to  agree,  the  majority  shall  report  and  it 
shall  be  the  report  of  the  Committee.  The  minority  may  report  or 
simply  write  upon  the  report  of  the  majority  the  words  "I"  or  "We  do 
not  concur,"  signing  the  same.

VOTING. 


There  shall  be  four  methods  of  ascertaining  the  decision  of  the  Senate 
upon  any  matter. 

(1)  .  First,  by  raising  of  hands;  Second,  by  ballot;  Third,  by  rising; 
and  Fourth,  by  call  of  the  roll  of  the  members  and  a  record  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  vote  of  each. 

(2)  .  The  first  shall  be  the  usual  and  ordinary  method.  Whenever  the 
Senate  shall  be  ready  to  vote  on  any  question,  the  President  shall  rise; 
and,  after  stating  the  question,  shall  request  all  those  in  favor  of  the 
affirmative  of  the  question  to  raise  their  hands.  After  the  Clerk  shall 
have  counted  the  number  voting  in  the  affirmative,  which  he  shall  report 
to  the  President,  the  President  shall  then  call  upon  all  voting  in  the  nega- 
tive of  the  question  to  raise  their  hands.  The  Clerk  shall  count  them 
as  before,  and  state  the  number  to  the  President,  who  shall  then  an- 
nounce the  result  to  the  Senate.  If  there  be  a  tie  vote,  the  President 
shall  decide.  If  not, — and  in  all  cases, — ^he  shall  declare  the  result  of 
the  vote. 

(3)  .  If  any  member  shall  doubt  the  result,  as  announced,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  again  state  the  question  and  call  upon  the  members  to  vote 
by  rising  in  their  places,  and  they  shall  remain  standing  until  counted, 
and  the  result  shall  be  again  announced. 

(4)  .  The  method  of  voting  by  ballot  shall  be  as  customary.  The 
President  shall  appoint  one  or  more  tellers,  or  direct  the  Messenger  to 
coUect  the  ballots,  which  shkll  be  counted  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  result 
announced  as  before.  All  officers  of  the  Senate  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 
The  Senate  may,  on  motion,  vote  upon  any  other  question  by  ballot. 

(5)  .  Whenever  one-fifth  of  the  members  present  shall  request,  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  members  of  the  Senate.  Each  member, 
when  called  shall  vote  in  a  clear,  loud  voice,  "Aye"  if  voting  in  the 
affirmative,  or  **No"  if  voting  in  the  negative.  The  Clerk  shall  record 
each  vote,  and  such  record  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Journal  of  the 
Senate.    The  President  shall  announce  the  result  as  above  set  forth. 


(1)  .  No  member  shall,  on  any  account,  refrain  from  voting  unless 
excused  by  the  Senate. 

(2)  .  No  one  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  upon  any  question  where  he 
shall  have  any  pecuniary  interest  in  the  result,  or  which  will  affect  his 
right  or  title  to  a  seat  in  the  Senate,  or  wherein  his  official  conduct  shall 
be  involved. 

(3)  .  Whenever  the  Ayes  and  Noes  are  called,  no  one,  without  unani- 
mous consent,  shall  be  permitted  to  explain  his  vote. 

(4)  .  After  the  announcement  by  the  President  of  the  result  no  one 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  or  to  change  his  vote.

PETITIONS,  MEMORIALS,  AND  ADDRESSES. 


(1)  .  All  persons  may  petition  the  Senate.  Petitions  and  other  me- 
morials shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  petitioners. 

(2)  .  All  petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  Senate 
shall  be  presented  by  the  President,  or  by  a  member  in  his  place,  and 
shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  of  the  person  presenting;,  and  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  same. 

(3)  .  A  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  such  petitions,  memorials 
or  other  papers  shall  be  made  verbally  by  the  introducer,  before  the 
same  shall  be  received  and  read  at  the  table. 

(4)  .  Every  such  petition,  memorial  or  other  paper  shall  be  referred, 
as  of  course,  by  the  President,  without  putting  a  question  for  that  pur- 
pose, unless  the  reference  is  objected  to  by  a  member  at  the  time  such 
petition,  memorial  or  other  paper  is  presnted. 

(5)  .  No  such  petition,  memorial  or  other  paper  shall  be  debated  on 
the  day  it  is  presented,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 


All  resolutions  shall  be  written  in  ink  or  typewritten  upon  lettercap 
paper,  dated  and  signed  by  the  introducer,  otherwise  they  shall  not  be 
considered.  Miotions  and  amendments,  except  as  below  provided,  may 
be  verbal  but  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  requested  by  the  President, 
and  shall  be  read  from  the  desk  if  so  desired. 


No  motions  shall  be  received  and  considered  by  the  Senate  until  the 
same  shall  be  seconded. 


After  a  motion  is  stated  or  read  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed 
in  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  vote  of  the 
Senate.  However,  it  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at  any  time  before 
a  decision  or  amendment. 


Whenever  any  question  whatsoever  shall  be  under  discussion,  the  only 
motions  relative  thereto  shall  be: 

(1)  .    To  lay  on  the  table. 

(2)  .    To  postpone  to  a  certain  time. 

(3)  .    To  postpone  indefinitely. 

(4)  .    To  commit,  and 

(5)  .    To  amend.

OF  RESOLUTIONS  AND  MOTIONS. 
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which  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  above  named. 

(1)  .  The  first  two  motions  shall  be  decided  without  debate  and  shall 
be  put  as  soon  as  made. 

(2)  .  Wlien  any  of  said  motions  shall  be  decided  in  the  negative 
neither  shall  be  revived  the  same  day  relative  to  the  main  question 
under  discussion.  If  all  are  negative  as  aforesaid  the  only  remaining 
question  shall  be  as  to  the  adoption  of  the  bill^  resolution  or  other  main 
question.

All  bills  shall  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Senate,  and  under  its  con- 
trol until  they  shall  become  law,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives  to  amend  or  tefuse  to  agree  with  the  same. 


All  amendments  proposed  to  any  bill  shall  be  in  writing,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Senate,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk's  desk  to  be 
filed  with  the  biU. 


When  a  bill  is  passed  it  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk,  noting  the 
day  of  its  passage  at  the  foot  thereof. 


When  a  bill  shall  be  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  bill 
shall  be  first  read  throughoiit  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read  and 
debated  by  sections,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  the  last  considered. 
The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined;  but  all  amend- 
ments, noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on 
a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  Committee  and 
80  reported.  When  a  bill  is  ordered  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  such 
order  may  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  whole  bill  before  considering 
it  section  by  section.

Whenever  a  bill  which  has  finally  passed  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives shall  be  certified  to  the  Senate  for  its  action,  such  bill  shall  be 
read  three  times  before  final  passage,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  rules  for  the  passage  of  bills  introduced  in  the  Senate. 


When  a  bill  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  have  passed  its  third

(9)  .    The  Order  of  the  Day. 

(10).   Any  miscellaneous  business  on  the  Presidents  table.

The  Senate  may,  by  previous  motion,  direct  that  any  matter  named 
shall  be  made  a  special  order  of  business  and  that  such  special  order 
shall  take  precedence  of  all  business  after  the  fourth  order,  or  that  it 
shall  take  any  other  position  lower  down  on  the  calendar.

Sir: — ^Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  which  was  referred 
House  Bill  No.  335,  entitled:  "An  Act  providing  for  an  appropriation  by 
way  of  advancement  for  beautifying  and  reclaiming  certain  low  lands  in 
Kapiolani  Park,"  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  has  had  this  bill  under  careful  consideration  and  finds 
that  the  intent  thereof  is  to  beautify  Kapiolani  Park  by  filling  in  the 
low  and  swampy  lands  to  enable  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu  to 
install  additional  play-grounds,  baseball  grounds,  football  field  and  pos- 
sibly a  golf  course  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

The  amount  to  be  advanced  for  this  purpose  by  the  Territorial  Treas- 
urer is  to  be  reimbursed  to  the  Treasury,  in  course  of  time,  by  payments 
from  the  City  and  County,  who  receive  ten  per  cent  of  all  gross  receipts 
taken  in  by  the  Hawaii  Polo  and  Racing  Association  at  Kapiolani  Park. 

Believing  that  the  results  of  this  appropriation  will  greatly  benefit  the 
public,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  this  bill  do  pass  with  the 
following  amendments: 

Amend  Section  1  as  follows: 

Strike  out  on  line  1  the  words  and  figures  "fifteen  thousand  dollars 
(15,000.00)"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  "twenty  thousand  dollars 
($20,000.00)." 

On  lines  5  and  6,  strike  out  the  words  "for  the  dredging  of  beaeh  at 
the  Public  Bftths." 

On  line  47  after  the  words  "Kapiolani  Park,"  insert  the  words  "by 
dredging  in  front  of  the  beach  at  the  Public  Baths  and  by  other  means."

Sir: — Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  which  was  referred 
Senate  Bill  No.  47,  entitled:  ''An  Act  to  appropriate  ten  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  repairing  a  road  from  Napoopoo  to 
Honaunau,  District  of  South  Kona,  County  and  Territory  of  Hawaii," 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  has  had  this  bill  under  careful  consideration  and, 
with  the  consent  of  the  introducer,  would  recommend  the  following 
amendments: 

1.  Amend  the  title  to  read  as  follows: 

**To  appropriate  Six  Thousand  Dollars  ($6,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  repairing  a  road  from  Keauhou  to  Kahaluu,  District  of 
North  Kona,  and  a  road  from  Napoopoo  to  Honaunau,  District  of  South 
Kona,  County  and  Territory  of  Hawaii." 

2.  Strike  out  "Whereas,  etc.,  etc.,  etc..  No.  1,  No.  2,  No.  3,  No.  4, 
Jfo.  5. 

3.  Amend  Section  1  to  read  as  follows: 

''The  sum  of  Six  Thousand  Dollars  ($6,000.00)  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  repairing  a  road,  running  a  distance  of  one  mile  more  or  less,  in  a 
straight  line  from  Keauhou  to  Kahaluu,  District  of  North  Kona,  and  a 
road,  running  a  distance  of  three  miles,  more  or  less,  in  a  straight  line 
from  Napoopoo  to  Honaunau,  District  of  South  Kona,  County  and  Ter- 
ritory of  Hawaii,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  which  sum  shall  be  dis- 
bursed on  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor,  based  upon  vouchers  ap- 
proved by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  who  shall  have  charge 
of  the  construction  of  said  roads;  provided,  however,  that  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Works  shall  first  obtain  from  the  owners  permanent 
free  access  for  the  public  to  and  from  the  Heiaus  and  City  of  Refuge  in 
said  localities." 

The  intent  of  the  bill  is  to  make  these  heiaus  and  the  city  of  refuge, 
as  they  are  in  fairly  good  state  of  preservation  and  are  of  great  his- 
torical value  and  interest,  easy  of  access  to  the  public.  Though  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)  was  originally  asked  for  in  the  bill, 
your  committee  feels  that  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00) 
will  accomplish  and  finish  the  items  in  the  bill,  and  would  therefore  rec- 
ommend that  this  bill  do  pass  as  amended.
